RE: Redemption of Liability in Workers 
Compensation Disability Matter—Carolyn 
Lyons v City of Lansing 


Dear President Belen and 
Members of City Council: 


In accordance with Article 4, Chapter 3, Section 
4-304.7 of the Lansing City Charter this office re- 
quests authorization to settle the above captioned 
matter by redeeming the City’s liability under the 
Workers Disability Compensation Act for the sum of 
$4,000.00. 


Ms. Lyons was first employed by the City of Lans- 
ing as a CETA employee doing the work of a Laborer 
ll in the Parks Department. On June 1, 1979 while 
driving a motor vehicle for the City, Ms. Lyons was in- 
volved in an accident in the course of her employment 
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and as a result sustained injury to her head. Upon see- 
ing the City’s physician Ms. Lyons was not permitted 
to work between June and October of 1979 and with 
the exception of a few days in February, 1980 Ms. 
Lyons did not return to work until June of -1980 at 
which time she worked on light duty. She was then ter- 
minated by the City in September of 1980. 


On October 29, 1980 a hearing was held before Ad- 
ministrative Law Judge Herbert Sharples. Judge 
Sharples awarded benefits to Ms. Lyons for the period 
between June 2, 1979 and June 8, 1980 but denied 
benefits beyond that period. As a result of Judge 
Sharples decision the City became obligated to pay the 
amount of $2,676.15 plus interest. 


Ms. Lyons appealed Judge Sharples’ decision and 
the case is currently pending before the Workers Com- 
pensation Appeal Board which will review Judge 
Sharples’ decision, including the findings of fact, de 
novo. There are two issues on appeal: the first is 
whose burden it is to prove that Ms. Lyons was not 
able to work beyond the period of time awarded by 
Judge Sharples. The second is: do the proofs establish 
whether Ms. Lyons is able to work as a Laborer II. Ir- 
respective of the answer to the first issue, review of the 
transcript in this matter does indicate that both Dr. 
Jakubiak and Dr. Karakitsos diagnosed an illness: 
post traumatic headache disorder and migraine 
headaches, respectively. Moreover, Dr. Karakitsos did 
testify that Ms. Lyons’ pathology may have been ag- 
gravated by her motor vehicle accident while working 
for the City. Given this medical testimony, it is not 
unlikely that the Workers Compensation Board may 
conclude that Ms. Lyons is still currently disabled. 
Should this be the case, the City’s accrued liability in 
this matter through December 31, 1982 would be $22, 
348.07. An open award would also mean a remaining 
liability of approximately $7,500.00 per year 
thereafter. 


Based on the foregoing it is the recommendation of 
this office that the redemption of liability for the sum 
of $4,000.00 be approved. This redemption would 
completely eliminate any of Ms. Lyons’ rights under 
the Workers Compensation Act including her right to 
medical benefits, rehabilitation and weekly wage loss.

Dear President Belen and 
City Council Members: 


On November 2, 1982, the Lansing City Council 
received a letter from Delores D. Patterson claiming 
expenses in the amount of $385.00 for the clearing of a 
plugged sewer line at 416 W. Barnes Avenue, Lansing, 
MI 48910. It is Ms. Patterson’s contention that this 
amount is owed to her because the expenses incurred 
in opening the sewer line resulted from tree roots 
blocking the line; the tree apparently was planted by 
the City. 


Howard G. McCaffery, Director of Public Service, 
has determined the following facts in the case: the 
cause of the sewer back-up at 416 W. Barnes, was 
found to be within the citizen’s own sewer line and was 
caused by tree roots and personal items. When the 
Public Service crews arrived, the ground had already 
been excavated at Ms. Patterson’s request, thus 
necessitating City inspection before reburial. Since 
this discovery was made on Friday afternoon, Ms. 
Patterson was informed that there would be additional 
costs for weekend inspection. However, no request 
was made then or at anytime for a weekend inspec- 
tion; the decision to wait until Monday having ap- 
parently been made by the claimant, the sewer cleaner 
and/or the excavator. Thus, the costs incurred by Ms. 
Patterson was a result of her private dealings with in- 
dependent contractor’s, in clearing her own sewer line. 


It would appear from the above facts, that the City 
is not liable for any damages as the responsibility for 
maintaining her sewer line is the claimant’s. Even if 
the cause of damage could be found to have been in 
the City’s sewer lines, municipal immunity from tort 
liability would also justify denial of the claim, MCLA 
- ia We therefore recommend thai this claim be 

enied.

RE: Settlement of July 4, 1980 Grievances and 
Ingham County Circuit Court Case Filed by 
Fraternal Order of Police 


Dear President and Members 
of Lansing City Council 


During the early summer of 1980, a dispute existed 
between the City of Lansing and the Fraternal Order 
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of Police Non-Supervisors regarding the signing of its 
collective bargaining agreement. On July 4, 1980 a 
number of Lansing police officers remained at home 
due to alleged illnesses. Examination of the records of 
various Lansing police officers remaining home on Ju- 
ly 4, 1980 revealed that proper certification regarding 
sick leave absences as required by the collective 
bargaining agreement did not exist and therefore, 
wages were deducted from their paychecks. Subse- 
quently, grievances were filed by 76 Lansing Police 
Department employees and an Ingham County Circuit 
Court case was brought by the Fraternal Order of 
Police Non-Supervisors against the City of Lansing. 


During the collective bargaining sessions of 1982 a 
tentative agreement was reached between the City and 
the Fraternal Order of Plice Non-Supervisors. The 
tentative agreement was that the City would reimburse 
the Fraternal Order of Police a total amount of 
$2,219.75 which is less than the $4,500.00 of back 
wages sought by the police employees and in return the 
employees would withdraw all 76 grievances filed 
against the City, dismiss with prejudice the Ingham 
County Circuit Court case filed against the City and 
withdraw the unfair labor practice charges filed 
against the City by the Union. 


It is the opinion of this office that the above 
referenced settlement is favorable to the City in light 
of the possible ultimate liability and uncertainty of 
outcome which exists in this matter and therefore 
should be accepted.

RE: Claim of Harold R. Titsworth in the amount of 
$26.96 for a 4% Collection Fee imposed on de- 
linquent July property taxes 


Dear President Belen and 
Members of City Council: 


On November 10, 1982, Harold R. Titsworth filed a 
claim with Lansing City Council and the Mayor’s Of- 
fice requesting a refund of the statutory 4% Collection 
Fee imposed upon Harold Titsworth as a result of late 
payment of his property taxes. Examination of Mr. 
Titsworth’s property tax statement reveals that the 4% 
collection fee totalled $26.96. 


Mr. Titsworth asserts that the only reason he paid 
his property tax late was because the tax statement was 
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never mailed to his home address and when Mr. Tits- 
worth finally received the tax statement, the statutory 
late fee of 4% was already due and owing. Mr. Tits- 
worth has paid both the property tax and the 4% 
penalty. 


Examination of the City Treasurer’s records reveal 
that in April, 1982 Mr. Titsworth paid off the mort- 
gage of his home. As a result, when the Treasurer’s 
Office mailed out the July tax statement to Mr. Tits- 
worth’s mortgage company, it was returned to the 
City Treasurer’s Office. In past years, any returned 
tax statements were promptly forwarded to the City 
Assessor’s Office by the City Treasurer’s Office for 
address verification and correction. However, due to 
staff shortage in both the City Assessor’s Office and 
the City Treasurer’s Office during 1982, the City 
Treasurer’s Office was unable to promptly forward 
Mr. Titsworth’s returned tax statement to the City 
Assessor’s Office for address verification and the City 
Assessor’s Office upon receipt of Mr. Titsworth’s re- 
turned property tax statement was unable to verify the 
address and promptly returned it to the City Trea- 
surer’s Office for mailing. As a result, the statutory 
late fee of $26.96 was already due and owing by Mr. 
Titsworth at the time he received it. 


Therefore, due to the facts in this particular case 
and based upon the recommendation of both the City 
Assessor’s Office and the City Treasurer’s Office, it is 
the recommendation of this office that the late penalty 
of $26.96 be refunded to Harold R. Titsworth.

Compensation matter of Jack Schineman v. City 
of Lansing 


Dear President Belen and 
City Council Members: 


In accordance with Article IV, Chapter III, Section 
4-304.7 of the Lansing City Charter, this office re- 
quests authorization to settle the above captioned 
matter by redeeming the City’s liability under the 
Workers’ Disability Compensation Act for the sum of 
$22,500.00. 


Mr. Schineman began employment with the Fire 
Department on May 16, 1950. On January 18, 1958 
while opening the front overhead door at Fire Station 
#2, he suffered an acute lumbar strain as a result of 
which he was off work for one week. On May 22, 
1962, he aggravated this lower back strain when push- 
ing a lawn mower at Fire Station #5. This condition 
was again aggravated on April 7, 1977 when making a 
Fire Code inspection at 1808 W. Saginaw Street. 


In addition to the back injuries described in the pre- 
ceding paragraph, Mr. Schineman alleges he suffered 
a heart attack on April 3, 1979 while on the job at the 
Fire Prevention Bureau. Mr. Schineman contends the 
reason he suffered the heart attack was because he had 
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aortic arteriosclerosis. This aortic arteriosclerosis was 
aggravated, he alleges, by occupational stresses and 
exposure to dust, smoke, fumes, dirt, and other pul- 
monary, respiratory, and cardiovascular irritants to 
which he was exposed as a firefighter. 


With respect to the back claims, three physicians 
were deposed. Two of the three diagnosed a lower 
back sprain causally related to the incidents at work. 
The third physician determined that the back condi- 
tion was of a developmental] nature. With respect to 
the heart claim, two physicians were deposed. One 
physician indicated the aortic arteriosclerosis was ag- 
gravated by Mr. Schineman’s occupational activities 
and the second indicated that while Mr. Schineman 
had no current symptoms referable to heart function- 
ing, he was not able to conclude that Mr. Schineman 
could perform the functions of a fire inspector. 


Under the Workers’ Disability Compensation law, a 
heart disease is presumed in the case of firefighters to 
have been incurred in the course of the employment. 
Moreover, under case law, to avoid this presumption 
and hence avoid liability, the City would be required 
to show the specific other cause of the heart disease. 
Based on the medicals described to you above, it is our 
opinion that the City would not be able to show a spe- 
cific other cause of Mr. Schineman’s heart disease. 


If this matter is litigated and an open award by the 
Administrative Law Judge is issued, the City’s liability 
in this case would be as follows: 


$18,928 
9,464/per year thereafter 


Accrued liability 
Yearly benefits 


These yearly benefits would continue indefinitely 
into the future. 


In addition to the above wage benefits, Mr. Schine- 
man would also be entitled to payment of all medical 
expenses relating to both his heart and back condition. 
Thus, for example, if heart surgery was required, the 
City would have to pay for this. 


Based on the foregoing exposure, the City entered 
into a tentative agreement with Plaintiff to redeem this 
matter for the sum of $22,500.00. This represents the 
accrued liability and less than one year in future bene- 
fits. Based upon the medical evidence presented in this 
case as well as the presumption for firefighters suffer- 
ing heart disease in these matters it is the recommenda- 
tion of this office that this matter be redeemed for the 
amount of $22,500.

Dear Mayor McKane, City Council President 
and Members: 


1 would like to respectfully request that the desire of 
Councilman Adado to have an independent outside 
accounting firm review and comment on the practices, 
procedures and policies used in preparation of budget 
estimates be approved. While I cannot concur in the 
Councilman’s stated conclusion that no one on City 
Council has sufficient budgetary training or expertise 
to comprehend how estimates are prepared, by whom 
and what the limitations of an ‘‘estimate”’ are, I do 
believe that such an independent professional review 
would have substantial benefit even though it might 
possibly be somewhat costly. First, I believe it would 
serve to reassure many people who may be confused 
by conflicting statements that our practices are both 
forthright and professionally competent. Second, I am 
confident that it will demonstrate that, among the op- 
tions available to us, we are performing more than 
adequately. Third, I believe such a review would sup- 
port, from a truly independent professional source, 
that many of our unheeded recommendations would 
have, in fact, eliminated some of the problems that are 
under criticism. Fourth, if it is truly of concern to 
anyone; it would more clearly establish accountability 
for some of the real problems that have arisen, Finally, 
such a review would, I hope, provide additional input 
and suggestions that we can incorporate to continue to 
improve our process. All professional development is 
designed to that end. A budget process is a combina- 
tion of choices of options within constantly fluctu- 
ating parameters, therefore, always susceptible to im- 
provement, or at least refinement. 


I would like to note also, in case anyone does not 
understand, the City is currently audited annually by 
an independent auditor. We are discussing, therefore, 
financial management consulting services, not audit- 
ing services. 


I feel that it would be in the best interests of the City 
to resolve the on-going debate since it clearly seems to 
divert resources and attention from real problems 
which could be addressed.

On August 2, 1982, the City Council received a let- 
ter from Jerry M. Christenson, 5001 Boettcher Court, 
Lansing, MI 48910, with regard to the destruction of a 
1968 two-door Oldsmobile. Mr. Christenson alleges 
that this car was towed and destroyed by Shroyer’s 
Towing Company on order of the Lansing Police De- 
partment, despite his efforts to reclaim the car. He is 
claiming damages in the amount of $600.00 for the car 
and its contents, 


The Lansing Police Department’s investigation of 
this matter revealed that the car was originally towed 
at Michigan State Police request, following the arrest 
of Mr. Christenson for violation of State law. Subse- 
quently, the vehicle appeared on Shroyer’s vehicle fol- 
low-up forms on at least four occasions as an aban- 
doned on vehicle. At Shroyer’s request, the vehicle 
was processed as abandoned on April 23, 1982 by the 
Lansitig Police Department. This processing followed 
the required statutory provisions for determining 
ownership, MCLA 257.252(b). 


The vehicle was determined to be abandoned as no 
individual produced any proof of ownership to it. 
Police record’s reflect that at the time of its towing, 
the plates upon the vehicle had expired. Furthermore, 
the title was transferred from Michigan to Wyoming 
on 11/3/81. Neither Mr. Christenson nor any other 
Michigan resident appears as registered owner of this 
vehicle, and a records check determined no other 
name of registration available. Lansing Police Depart- 
ment records do not indicate any attempt by Mr.

RE: 1983 State of the City Message 
Dear Council President and Members: 


As you know, the Lansing Charter requires the 
Mayor to present an annual ‘‘State of the City’’ mes- 
sage. This message is to include a report regarding the 
City’s financial condition. It is my privilege this even- 
ing to present the 1983 ‘‘State of the City.’’ 


Bertrand Russell once said, ‘‘The only thing that 
will redeem mankind is cooperation.’’ I am a firm be- 
liever in that philosophy. Last year when I told you 
that it was time to set aside differences and distrusts 
within City Hall so that we could work together for 
the common good of our community, I was commit- 
ted to that goal. I am here tonight to share with you 
the fruits of our cooperative efforts and to reaffirm 
my desire to continue working together for the good 
of our city, our county, our region and our state. To- 
gether we have made great strides, and together we 
will continue. 


I am pleased that the differences between the City 
Council and the Mayor’s Office this past year have 
been few and solvable, and I am pleased that our spirit 
of cooperation has brought results not only within the 
City, but also throughout our area. 


Cooperation between our City and the State of 
Michigan has resulted in discussions and possible ac- 
tion on moving some of the secondary complex work- 
ers back downtown, possible state use of the Civic 
Center, and use of some state land by the city. As part 
of this effort I especially want to thank four local 
legislators—Senator Sederburg and Representatives 
Hollister, Jondahl and Stabenow. 


Cooperation at the regional level has resulted in 
economic development activities with Delta Township 
and Meridian Township. In addition, we have begun 
working with Lansing Township to provide home in- 
spections and are discussing the possibility of other 
mutual shared services. We are also discussing some 
shared services and economic development activities 
with the Ingham County Commission, During the past 
year, we worked together to further improve the 9-1-1 
emergency system. 


A major cooperative effort between the City and 
Michigan State University, working through President 
Mackey, the trustees, and administrators, has resulted 


‘in the new Urban Experimental Research Institute. 


This Institute is assisting Lansing by studying our fire 
suppression services and other public services such as 
refuse pick-up. They are also undertaking a major 
community economic base survey. 


Here within the City we have built a new team with 
the Lansing School District to assure that we are mov- 
ing into the future in the same direction with a sharing 
of information, concerns, and opportunities. This co- 
operation will save tax dollars. 


That same spirit of cooperation was translated into 
over a hundred meetings and discussions with the busi- 
ness community, labor representatives, religious orga- 
nizations, neighborhood groups, and arts and human 
service agencies. The emphasis of 1982 was to encour- 
age the maximum input possible into the process of 
government. I am certain that you will agree that the 
results of this approach have been a new spirit and a 
new commitment to the good of our community. 


1983 STATE OF THE CITY 


Perhaps the greatest challenge facing us is the short- 
term task of providing adequate City services within 
fiscal constraints and the legal requirements for a bal- 
anced budget. We also have a great long-range oppor- 
tunity for improvement in the areas of economic re- 
vitalization and upgrading of services. 


City Services and the Budget 
Financial Condition of the City 


For many years mid-Michigan residents enjoyed a 
healthy, expanding economy. This prosperity gave 
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Lansing a strong income and property tax base. In ad- 
dition, State and Federal government shared money 
with Lansing and other municipalities. 


Recently, however, local economic growth has not 
kept pace with inflation, In addition, people have 
been less able to pay higher taxes. Finally, both the 
economic downturn and a national philosophical shift 
regarding government spending have resulted in less 
State and Federal revenue sharing. 


Our current-year budget was put together with great 
difficulty. As mentioned, it is only working because of 
a strong mutual effort by Council, staff, our employee 
representatives, and other citizens. 


We face the coming fiscal year—which begins this 
July |—with a continuing revenue shortfall. This 
shortfall will affect our ability to adequately fund 
services and capital improvement programs. ] am ex- 
tremely concerned about this. I am particularly con- 
cerned that we are not fully meeting the needs of our 
long-term equipment maintenance and City infra- 
structure programs. 


My administration will continue to work to reduce 
current spending levels wherever possible; however, as 
the table below shows, we have a task of enormous 
magnitude ahead of us.

This table shows our current adjusted and next 
year’s financial picture based on an assessment of de- 
partmental needs that were submitted for next year’s 
budget. It does not include some equipment and infra- 
structure needs, As the table shows, we project we will 
be $3,600,000 short of fulfilling those needs. 


As you know, state law, our City Charter, and pru- 
dent management practice require that we continue to 
operate within a balanced budget. It is obvious that we 
will have to continue to work to reduce both the cur- 
rent-year and projected budgets. 


I know that we all recognize the seriousness of our 
financial problems. I also know that we are all pre- 
pared to work together in a spirit of trust and mutual 
sacrifice. I deeply appreciate that continuing spirit and 
effort. I know that the citizens of Lansing—our neigh- 
bors and constituents—do also. 


Lansing Economic Revitalization 


There is no doubt that Lansing and Michigan, as a 
whole continue to face serious economic problems. 
Lansing’s economy may be healthier than those of 
most other communities within our State and healthier 
than most comparable Midwestern cities—however, it 
cannot be ignored that we are adversely affected by 
the current recession. 


Last year, I stated that we in Lansing and mid- 
Michigan have the responsibility and the ability to im- 
prove and rebuild our local economy. At that time, I 
announced that economic development would be the 
highest priority of my administration during 1982. 
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I believe the Lansing community has, in 1982, made 
some excellent beginnings in economic development. 
Let me provide a few examples: 


Downtown, When I took office, the 100 Block pro- 
ject was in a state of disarfay. Frankly, at that time, I 
feared we might have to begin anew our efforts to 
build on the block. This was due primarily toa percep- 
tion not necessarily a fact—Michigan—and, hence, 
Lansing—was a debated pee for development invest- 
ment. 


However, the project is off to a successful start. The 
office tower is being built. This is a direct, tangible re- 
sult of the co-operative effort I spoke about earlier. It 
was a team effort of Lansing people from local and 
State government, business, labor and education 
working together that convinced Travelers Insurance 
Company to invest in Lansing and the 100 Block Of- 
fice Building project. 


This same type of spirit is responsible for other 
downtown development. As some of you saw recently, 
the Knapp’s building is being restored by a local firm 
and renovated for some ambitious planned uses. I be- 
lieve this building will provide additional strong sup- 
port for a revitalization of our south mall downtown 
area. The former Penney’s Department Store, in the 
same area, has also been purchased by a local develop- 
er. Efforts are underway for the renovation of this 
property. 


There are a wide variety of other downtown projects 
underway. These include renovations and expansion 
of existing shops and restaurants. A new bank was 
also created. Let’s not forget the impact that cultural 
groups are having downtown—Boarshead Theatre 
moved full-time into Lansing during 1982; Impression 
5 opened at its new Riverfront Park location; and the 
Arts Council Center completed a successful fundrais- 
ing campaign to renovate its building and grounds. 


There is some excellent new downtown housing, 
also. During 1982 both Capitol Commons and Porter 
Apartments opened and several other rehabilitations 
of housing were undertaken in near-downtown neigh- 
borhoods. These projects bring people downtown. 


Parking i is a serious, perennial problem for any Ci- 
ty’s downtown. However, here in Lansing we made 
considerable parking progress for people during 1982. 
As one example, we expanded downtown parking by 
some 650 spaces—a ten per cent increase. 


In addition, we made several changes in parking 
operations. For example, we placed security guards in 
our garages, placed an attendant in the South Grand 
garage, began a program of “‘booting’’ parking scoff- 
laws, used a one-month ticket amnesty period, moved 
the Violations Bureau to the North Grand garage, ini- 
tiated a referee system, and prepared a parking infor- 
mational brochure. 


Finally, we hired a consultant to look at our system 
and recommend improvements. It is my intent to pur- 
sue construction of additional garage parking during 
1983. Our consultant predicted such parking would be 
needed by 1985. 


In this regard, I mention the one-half block along 
South Grand, between Washtenaw and Lenawee. This 
site has been proposed for a transportation terminal 
and parking. I know there is continuing discussion re- 
garding the best use for this area. Regardless of what 
we do, I believe we must pull together—soon—to 
develop this block to a use that is compatible with 
other downtown expansion. 


Other Lansing development. Economic expansion 
and revitalization in Lansing was not, however, limit- 
ed to the downtown area. The area’s largest develop- 
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Ment projects are those being undertaken at Olds- 
mobile and Fisher Body. Together, these improve- 
ments total $253 million in modernizations. More im- 
portant, they guarantee jobs in Lansing for many 
years to come. We are proud to build Oldsmobiles and 
other General Motors automobiles here in Lansing. 


Motor Wheel Corporation has also undertaken ma- 
jor renovations. For their efforts, the company and 
the City of Lansing received national recognition for 
the cooperative private/public effort to expand this 
local industry. Motor Wheel invested in excess of $42 
million for the modernization of their Lansing plant. 


Other major Lansing projects include the Sparrow 
Hospital addition, the Jackson National Life Build- 
ing, a new Frank’s Nursery and the new Capitol Com- 
mons Office Building, housing our new television sta- 
tion. 


Co-operative efforts. As you know, Lansing recent- 
ly worked with local elected officials of Delta Town- 
ship and with the Federal Government to build a ma- 
jor warehouse distribution center. Although it will be 
built in Delta Township, this project guarantees that 
75 per cent of its jobs will go to Lansing residents. The 
City will also receive the repayment of the $850,000, a 
federal assistance loan for future economic expansion 
within the City of Lansing. 


Other co-operative efforts include the Hannah Re- 
search and Technology Center in Meridian Township 
and the possible City Centre project in East Lansing. 
Both these projects will guarantee additional employ- 
ment for Lansing’s residents. 


Several other projects were authorized by the Eco- 
nomic Development Corporation through the issuance 
of Inducement Resolutions during 1982. These pro- 
jects which include the Walter French School renova- 
tion, the ASC project, the Advance Obstetrics Office, 
and the Michigan Manufacturing Center are presently 
in various stages in the approval process with negotia- 
tions ongoing regarding bond placements. I am confi- 
dent that several of them will begin in 1983. 


The Tax Increment Finance Authority of the City of 
Lansing whose membership consists of the permanent 
Board Members of the Economic Development Cor- 
poration was also active during 1982. The Authority 
recommended tax increment plans for the Capitol 
Commons Phase IJ acquisition project and the Lans- 
ing Convention/Exhibition and Associated Facilities 
project. These plans were reviewed and approved by 
the City Council in 1982, and implementation is pro- 
ceeding. 


There are a variety of other Lansing and area pro- 
jects in the contemplation or planning stages. | am 
confident that several of them will begin during 1983 
alos. 


As I leave the area of economic development, let me 
say again how much I appreciate the active support 
and initiatives of Council, of City agencies and staff, 
and of many other people and groups. Without your 
promotion and your leadership, little of our new eco- 
nomic activity would have been possible. 


City Activities 


The written report that I submit to you tonight in- 
cludes a long section titled ‘*City Activities.’’ This sec- 
tion briefly describes the many 1982 activities and ac- 
complishments of City departments and agencies. I 
don’t wish to recap all of these activities here; 
however, four personnel and organizational matters 
do merit discussion. 
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Executives. First, | mention that I hired two top ex- 
ecutives in 1982. Ronald U. DeMaagd, an experienced 
City Manager, came to Lansing as my Executive Assis- 
tant, and Mark Holliday, a long-time Fire Department 
employee, was promoted to Fire Chief. Both of these 
individuals have made a strong contribution to our 
management team. I was also compelled to terminate 
the employment of my Personnel Director, Stephen 
Kintz. 


Organization changes. We made four organiza- 
tional changes in 1982. We created a Purchasing De- 
partment in order to improve this important aspect of 
our administration. We consolidated the Treasurer 
and Income Tax divisions within the Finance Depart- 
ment to create a more cost-effective operation with 
fewer employees. We also created a Department of 
Labor Relations out of the Personnel Department. I 
believe this new Department has already made signifi- 
cant savings in employee litigation. 


In our biggest change, we consolidated several plan- 
ning and development functions into a Division of 
Municipal Planning and Development. This Depart- 
ment now includes three divisions—Planning, Build- 
ing Safety, and Development. This change has already 
saved money in terms of personnel and has made it 
more efficient for developers and others to work with 
the City. 


Employee contracts. One of our most challenging 
1982 tasks was to negotiate six employee contracts. I 
was very pleased that these negotiations were under- 
taken in a spirit of mutual trust and cooperation. As 
you know, the contracts were completed without arbi- 
tration or work stoppage—the first time this has oc- 
curred in recent years. 


Staff reductions. During the 70’s our work force 
grew rapidly as the City expanded and tax monies be- 
came available. As mentioned earlier, though, Lans- 
ing’s economic resources have been reduced over the 
past three years, This has meant fewer resources avail- 
able for City staff employment. 


As a result of economic forces, we reduce our staff 
by 105 positions in 1982. I am pleased to say that this 
reduction was made without voluntary layoffs. Because 
of re-organizations and other efficiencies, I believe we 
maintained an adequate level of services to the people 
of Lansing. 


1983 Lansing Priorities 


Last year my administration emphasized a single 
priority—economic revitalization. | believe we have 
put an excellent team in place and have made an ex- 
cellent beginning in this area. I intend to continue 
economic revitalization as a priority in 1983. The jobs 
and careers created by new development are of the 
highest importance to our residents. 


However, during 1983 I intend to emphasize five ad- 
ditional areas of concern. 


City Hall quality of work life. Last year I said that 
City workers are people of extraordinary skill and 
dedication, Now that I have had a year to work with 
them as their chief executive, | am even more con- 
vinced of this fact. 


During 1982 I worked with our Personnel Depart- 
ment to initiate several programs. These are designed 
to improve the productivity of our work force by im- 
proving communication between departments and 
employee groups. 


As an example, we implemented a pilot Quality of 
Work Life program in the Police Department. Under 
this program, Police personnel discuss mutual con- 
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cerns and work to resolve labor-management prob- 
lems at an early stage. This program will be expanded 
to other departments during 1983. 


During 1982 we initiated an Employees Assistance 
Program to assist staff with job-related, family, and 
personal problems. More than two per cent of our 
workforce has already utilized this program. In addi- 
tion, more than one-third of our City workers at- 
tended education seminars during 1982. This helped 
staff to build new skills and provide better services. 


Recently I initiated a program to improve the work- 
ing of my Cabinet. This group of department heads 
and others meets weekly with me to discuss City con- 
cerns and provide advice. 


The City is currently planning three employee-re- 
lated programs: an employee suggestion/recognition 
program, employee lunch-hour development training 
sessions, and an apprentice program with our L.I.E.U. 


At this point I wish to reconfirm my deep commit- 
ment to affirmative action—in employment, training, 
and promotion—for women and minorities. This 
commitment is shared by our current Personnel De- 
partment. In this regard, I mention that in 1982 I ap- 
pointed thirteen blacks and hispanics and eighteen 
women to Lansing boards. 


I believe it is of utmost importance that the Lansing’s 
City Hall be an excellent place in which to work. I 
shall emphasize as a priority in 1983. I know that it 
will improve our ability to deliver effective services. 


City services, The written report that I submit to 
Council this evening includes a section titled “‘City Ac- 
tivities.’’ As you read through twelve pages you will 
see that we did much during 1982 to provide better 
basic services—despite staff reductions and the poor 
economy. These efforts included several re-organiza- 
tions and the computerization of a variety of records 
and services. I intend to continue to improve the cost- 
effectiveness and efficiency of our basic services— 
plice and fire protection, refuse pick-up, sewer main- 
tenance, parks programs, and all the rest—as a prior- 
ity in 1983. 


Promoting Lansing. During 1982 we did much to 
promote our City. For example, I visited our ‘‘sister 
city,”’ Otsu, Japan. We also entertained a delegation 
of Japanese visitors when they came to Michigan last 
summer. 


In addition, I have held several meetings with repre- 
sentatives of Lansing-area tourism, arts, and conven- 
tion managers. Hopefully, we will provide a stronger 
more cohesive approach in this area as a result. 


Working with our Economic Development Corpo- 
ration, I prepared two brochures on Lansing last year. 
We are taking these, together with a portable display, 
to national expositions and conferences. 


I believe Lansing has much to offer the visitor—we 
are the State Capitol; we have interesting arts, cul- 
tural, and sports programs; excellent accommoda- 
tions; and fine restaurants. I intend to redouble my ef- 
forts to promote these attributes during 1983. 


Strong neighborhoods. Liveable neighborhoods are 
vital to an improved quality of life in Lansing. Most 
City programs are designed to improve living in our 
neighborhoods. However, during 1983 I intend a spe- 
cial effort. Working with my staff and with several 
volunteers, I will meet with neighborhood groups and 
representatives. I intend that City programs will be 
ee designed to meet the actual needs of our resi- 

ents. 


Human services. There is no point in dwelling on 
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the extraordinary human needs we face because of the 
current economic slump—we are all aware of them. 
We also know that government has not been able to 
keep pace with these needs. 


l am especially proud to be Mayor of a city where so 
many people have stepped forward to assist. Countless 
Lansing residents have offered their time, money, and 
talents to meet these needs. The volunteer food bank 
and housing crisis efforts are but two examples. 


I know that Lansing people care. We proved it in 
1982. I intend to work with all of you to continue to 
prove it in 1983 and for the rest of my term. 


Conclusion 


In conclusion I offer my thanks to all of you—City 
Council, City employees, and citizens—for a very suc- 
cessful 1982. And I would like to reaffirm my commit- 
ment to the new spirit of cooperation in Lansing and 
to you, the citizens of this community. As we face the 
challenges of 1983 together, as we listen to the ideas 
and concerns of each other, and as we share in the 
wealth of talent and opportunities available to us, I 
am confident that we will achieve a new prosperity 
built on the firm foundations of people who care, who 
participate and who cooperate with one another. 


We have proven that we have the strength to face 
and overcome adversity, and we have proven that we 
can be unified in meeting the needs of our City. Now 
we must goon to confront the major issues of 1983 
with clear vision and open minds and most important- 
ly, together.

CITY COUNCIL 


The people who make up City government are hard- 
working, effective, and supporters of Lansing. Over 
the past year they have worked under considerable 
financial constraints—every Department saw its bud- 
get reduced. Despite our fiscal problems, staff have 
continued to well meet the public’s need for City serv- 
ices. 


It has been a privilege for me to work with Lansing 
City staff members during the first year of my admin- 
istration. Following is a brief summary of our many 
1982 programs and services. 


Department Activities 
Police Department 


The department worked hard during 1982 to in- 
crease efficiency and to implement effective crime re- 
duction programs. This took place during a time of 
budget reduction—sworn personnel were reduced 
from 260 to 239 and civilian employees were reduced 
from 82 to 77. 


During 1982, Part I crimes increased by 7% over 
1981. In 1982 Part I crimes included murders (8), rapes 
(181), robberies (257), assaults (1811), breaking and 
enterings (3264), larcenies (6168) and arsons (51). 


Following is a summary of department activity by 
division. 


Uniform Division. During 1982 officers responded 
to 88,592 calls for service, 67,162 of which were dis- 
patched, the rest being self-initiated. The number of 
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felony arrests increased by 10% to 1537. Felony war- 
tants and misdemeanor arrests and warrants also in- 
creased substantially, 


Three new programs were established: an ‘‘Officer 
Day in Court”’ program reduced overtime costs; a new 
district and platoon plan increased flexibility in re- 
sponding to service calls and actually placed more 
police officers on the street in the evening and early 
morning hours; and a motorized beat patrol assisted 
the downtown area. 


Administrative Support Division. This division as- 
sisted in establishing the above-mentioned court and 
manpower plans. In addition, it continued to work to 
recruit, select, and train the highest qualified person- 
nel, The division employed a minority recruiting pro- 
gram, psychological testing, and on-going training to 
accomplish its goal. 


Central Records Division. Neighborhood Watch 
has continued to grow. The program now includes 89 
Watch groups that cover 9835 participating residences. 
This represents eighteen percent of the households and 
twenty percent of our residents. 


The division implemented a micro-fiche system for 
record storage. Work continues on the Law Enforce- 
ment Management System (LEMS). When completed 
this computer system will provide access to informa- 
tion regarding arrested persons, investigated offenses, 
stolen property and autos (stolen, recovered, observed 
at a crime, etc.). ; 


Investigation Division. Three new programs were 
developed in 1982: a follow-up investigative team will 
improve prosecution of property crimes; a case screen- 
ing system will better assess the ‘‘solvability’’ of crimi- 
nal cases; and a burglary mug file will include only 
persons arrested for this crime. 


Criminal Intelligence Operation. This unit has 
put together a computer operation which aids the de- 
partment in recovering stolen property, Basically, the 
system works by comparing stolen items with those 
purchased at second-hand stores. This system has 
shown patterns of persons dealing property to second- 
hand stores, which allows investigators to more effi- 
ciently concentrate their efforts. 


Fire Department 


During 1982 the Department continued its excellent 
and up-to-date firefighting and paramedic teams. An 
in-service inspection program contributed to a 2.5% 
decrease in residential fires. Although arson fires in- 
creased 40% the Department maintained a 52% con- 
viction rate. 


Lansing’s per capita fire loss was $13.46—a 13% in- 
crease, This figure is slightly more than half of the 
State average of $25.08. 


Activities. The Department initiated or expanded 
several innovative efforts: a radiological and hazard- 
ous material handling program; an emergency driver's 
program; a Spanish-speaking communication pro- 
gram; and a new public relations effort. 


In addition the Department continued the City Hall 
blood pressure screening (528 persons were tested); ex- 
panded home inspections (and placed children’s rooms 
stickers purchased by Local #421); added a new five- 
inch hose; replaced an ambulance; and refurbished the 
#3 and #7 engines. 


The street alarm box removal program is ahead of 
schedule and has reduced false alarms by 50%. Final- 
ly, the Department is in the process of implementing a 
uniform fire code. 
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Public Service Department 


Engineering Division. The Division emphasized 
three areas: (1) the construction and design engineer- 
ing of such projects as Aurelius Road, Holmes/Wash- 
ington intersections; Waverly Road interceptor, Alle- 
gan Street interceptor, Reo Road sewers, and Dia- 
mond Reo site improvement; (2) improvement of soil 
and materials testing procedures; and (3) development 
of new computerized systems, including a bid tabula- 
tion and cost system, a road complaint reporting sys- 
tem, a sewer complaint reporting system, and a street 
condition data file system. 


Operations and Maintenance Division, The Division 
increased efforts to base repair and surface mainte- 
nance of streets. It continues using rejuvenated as- 
phalt for potholes and a higher quality of cold patch 
material which does not deteriorate as rapidly as what 
previously was used. 


During the 1981-82 winter, the Division used 10,!78 
tons of salt—a 3,000-ton increase over the winter of 
1980-81. The Division also increased the amount of 
sewers and catch basin repairs, used new material to 
fill bridge deck potholes, and prepared an information 
leaflet concerning refuse collection which is placed in 
each package of orange bags. 


Transportation Division. The Division installed 1031 
street name signs at 285 intersections and repaired 
signs at 82 additional intersections; used a new machine 
to improve sign making; completed a program of 
thermoplastic marking of pavements; made traffic 
flow changes on Lowcroft, Boston Boulevard/Barnes 
Avenue, Smith Street/Moores River Drive, and Kala- 
mazoo Street; and developed new inhouse programs 
to aid traffic analysis. 


Many parking improvements were made. Approxi- 
mately 650 spaces were added by re-striping garages, 
building three new lots, and adding on-street spaces. 
In addition, the Division began a program of ‘‘boot- 
ing’’ (immobilizing) autos owned by parking scoff- 
laws; used a one-month ticket amnesty period; moved 
the Violations Bureau to the North Grand garage; ini- 
tiated a referee system; started a night parking notice 
program; placed security guards in garages; placed an 
attendant in the South Grand garage; initiated a park- 
ing system brochure; and implemented a garage pre- 
ventative maintenance program. 


Wastewater Treatment Division, The Division com- 
pleted the year with three Federal effluent limit viola- 
tions. This was only the fourth violation in three 
years. The plant processed 9,253,020,000 gallons of 
wastewater—a daily average of more than 25 million 
gallons of wastewater—a daily average of more than 
25 million gallons. New, more stringent Federal Stan- 
dards will make compliance more difficult. 


Modifications to a sludge incinerator were com- 
pleted successfully and the unit is now operating. Fur- 
ther improvements to the Wastewater Treatment Plant 
will be made in 1983-84. Engineering design was ini- 
tiated for priority wastewater projects at a cost of $1.2 
million with an estimated construction cost of $20 mil- 
lion dollars. Some returns on this investment will 
come when an EPA construction grant is awarded the 
City for new facilities. 


Human Resources Department 


During 1982 the Department awarded $593,573 to 
some twenty Lansing-area human service and arts 
agencies. These agencies provided 1]2,204 service con- 
tacts to residents. 


Services provided included: child care; child abuse 
and neglect treatment/prevention; elderly person

homebound meals; alcohol and drug treatment/pre- 
vention; delinquent youth and ex-offender rehabili- 
tation; employment referral and placement; emergency 


transportation; women’s assistance; health informa- _ 


tion and assistance; arts-cultural support; information 
and referral services; safety services; and convention 
services. 


Two new services were initiated in 1982: a Retired 
Senior Volunteer Program now provides information 
to City Hall visitors, and ‘‘emergency services’ funds 
were granted to the new East Lansing Economic Crisis 
Center. 


In 1982 some human service needs increased. At the 
same time, the City faced cutbacks which resulted in 
less ability to respond. As one small step in assisting 
needy persons, several employees from various depart- 
ments are participating in voluntary human service 
programs. I continue to encourage all Lansing-area 
residents to become more deeply involved in these 
activities. 


Department of Planning 
and Municipal Development 


During 1982 several related planning and implementa- 
tion functions were organized into the new Depart- 
ment. It now includes three divisions (Planning, De- 
velopment, and Building Safety) and the Office of the 
Federal Program Coordinator. The Department is a 
step toward improved communication, cooperation, 
and efficiency. 


Planning Division. The Division provided services 
in the area of housing, transportation, community fa- 
cilities, economic development, zoning and platting, 
zoning code enforcement, comprehensive. planning 
and support to nearly 80 meetings of the Planning 
Board, Zoning Committee, Urban Development 
Committee, and Board of Zoning Appeals, and over 
150 meetings with citizen councils, committees, and 
neighborhood organizations. 


Major 1982 accomplishments included: completing 
the district plan and the area master plan for the 
northeast area; assisting in or completing transporta- 
tion, access and parking studies; the review of 47 Pub- 
lic Act 285 projects; and the revision of the capital im- 
provements plan process. Economic development as- 
sistance included support for the ‘‘100 Block’’ office 
building/hotel development, clearance and the final 
designs for the convention/exhibition hall facility; the 
review of EDC bonding requests and tax abatement 
requests; assistance to developers; and assistance in 
establishing tax increment financing districts and de- 
velopment plans. 


The Division completed the revision to the City’s 
Zoning Ordinance which was adopted by the Planning 
Board in November, 1982 and has been forwarded to 
the Lansing City Council for review and considera- 
tion, The Division also processed 110 zoning and other 
land use cases, conducted over 4000 zoning inspec- 
tions; processed over 9000 requests for zoning infor- 
mation; issued 900 front yard parking warnings; and 
205 front yard parking tickets. 


The Division provided coordination and direction 
for the Community Development Block Grant pro- 
gram which included preparation of the annual appli- 
cation; the housing assistance plan; the program and 
project budgets; the performance report; support of 
citizens’ councils and activities in four target neigh- 
borhoods; and the coordination of other related 
physical improvement projects. 


Development Division. The Division continued its 
implementation activities for the Community 
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Development Block Grant and related housing pro- 
grams, Capitol Commons, EDA Grants, Urban Re- 
newal and several miscellaneous projects. 


Under the program, most acquisition, relocation, 
demolition and public improvement activities are now 
completed, Rehabilitation activities continued in 
NDAs 2, 3, 4, the peripheral areas and through the 
citywide program. The Division oversaw the imple- 
mentation of the rehabilitation of our initial urban 
homesteading property at 1017 Grand River. 


The Capitol Commons project continued with the 
completion of the construction of Phase I and con- 
tinued toward the implementation of Phase II, which 
involves the acquisition, relocation, and clearance of 
25 properties prior to construction. 


The Division completed the City’s North Lansing 
Grant from the Economic Development Administra- 
tion through the renonvation of the North Lansing 
Comfort Station. The Brenke Fish Ladder, which re- 
cently earned award thru the Michigan Landscape Ar- 
ee Awards Program, was substantially com- 
pleted. 


Building Safety Division. The Building Safety Divi- 
sion continued its activities in construction monitor- 
ing, housing code enforcement, and the sealing of 
weights. Despite continued decline of construction ac- 
tivity, the Division issued 5,271 permits and licenses 
during FY 1982. There were 1,189 building permits 
issued for residential, commercial and industrial con- 
struction—an 11% drop from 1981's 1,347. In addi- 
tion, 3,693 electrical, mechanical, plumbing and sign 
permits were issued. Permit value for all construction 
was $25.1 million. 


Division Housing code enforcement continued. In- 
cluded in this was the processing of trash and grass 
violations, which resulted in $62,827 placed on the tax 
rolls for taking corrective action. 


As a result of housing code enforcement and con- 
struction, the Division made 16,440 inspections during 
FY 1982. This included 11,113 construction related 
field inspections and 5,327 related housing field in- 
spections. Additionally, the Sealer of Weights con- 
firmed the accuracy of 433 counter scales and 719 fuel 
measuring devices. 


Office of the Program Coordinator. The program 
coordinator continued to monitor legislation, pursue 
grants for the city and monitor the city’s compliance 
with grant conditions. 


Parks and Recreation 


As a result of economic limits, several programs 
were modified, deferred, or eliminated, These includ- 
ed reduction of summer swimming season; shortening 
the hours of operation at the Community Centers, 
Zoo and Arboretum; and reducing the supervision of 
some recreational activities. Repair and maintenance 
projects were deferred, and equipment was not replac- 
ed according to most efficient schedules. 


Community involvement, The Gier Community 
Center Citizen’s Board raised and contributed over 
$5,000 for equipment and building improvements. 
Since 1977 this board has contributed over $27,000. 
Likewise, the Friends of Turner-Dodge contributed 
funds for the installation of a service kitchen, new 
front steps, and mansion room improvements, The 
Remodelers Council of the Home Builders Associa- 
tion constructed a handicapper access ramp to the 
mansion. 


Potter Park. Over 58,000 vehicles paid to enter the 
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park in 1982. Park funds will be used for development 
of a Master Plan and ensuing site development. 


Golf course utilization. Lansing city golf courses ex- 
perienced their best season in history with a total of 
167,250 rounds played. This compared to 146,000 
rounds in 1981. Total revenue (including concessions) 
was up to $525,000 from the $437,000 received 1981. 
There were ideal weather conditions, coupled with an 
increasing acceptance of new rates. Forty-seven per- 
cent of the participants were non-residents. 


Forestry, The City of Lansing has not had a Tree 
Planting Program since the spring of 1979 but has 
continued to remove dead, diseased, and dangerous 
trees. As a result, Lansing had over 5,000 vacant loca- 
tions, largely on residential streets. Tree planting was 
funded in 1982 and 1,600 tree locations were marked 
for winter 1982-83 planting. 


Personnel and Training Department 


During 1982 the Department was divided as one of 
my reorganization proposals, A Labor Relations De- 
partment was created and Personnel was re-designated 
as Personnel and Training. This department is intend- 
ed to better delineate functions and improve employee 
productivity. 


Several position reductions activated a complex 
‘*pumping process.’’ The Department worked with all 
aspects of this process to minimize stress and maintain 
productivity. No such procedure existed prior to 1982. 


The Department also: undertook a series of training 
programs in which 380 employees participated; began 
a pilot Quality of Work Life Program in the Police 
Department; established an assistance program for 
employees with personal and job-related problems; 
revised City personnel rules; established a minority in- 
ternship program with LCC and MSU within the 
Parks and Recreation Department; began planning of 
an employee suggestion/recognition program; supple- 
mented employee files with training and skills infor- 
mation; and began planning for personnel records 
automation. 


Safety Division, This Division initiated two new 
programs: safety training for Parks and Recreation 
seasonal employees and a detailed confined space en- 
try program for Public Service employees. The Divi- 
sion also published revised safety rules, resumed ad- 
ministration of the City’s self-insured workers’ dis- 
ability compensation program (estimated annual sav- 
ings: $45,000), and administered workers’ compensa- 
tion claims and litigation, 


Department of Labor Relations 


The new Department was created in 1982, as one of 
my reorganization proposals, in order for the City to 
be more self-sufficient in seeking harmonious resolu- 
tion of labor problems. Department personnel partici- 
pated fully in the negotiation of six new City labor 
agreements—without arbitration or work stoppage. 


The Department also worked closely with the Law 
Department. As a result, costs for contracted legal 
counsel were reduced. 


Finance Department 


The Department is currently implementing a major 
reorganization, which I proposed, in which the Trea- 
sury and Income Tax Divisions are being merged and 
placed under the supervision of the Treasurer. Income 
Tax has been moved from the Washington Square An- 
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next to the first floor of City Hall. This reorganization 
will result in more ready taxpayer access to services at 
a reduced cost. 


The Department installed the final version of the 
Fiscal Accounting system on the computer. The sys- 
tem allows on-line access to accounting records for all 
City departments so that each department can have an 
up-to-date status of their accounts whenever needed. 
A joint committee from the Retirement Boards has 
been established to work cooperatively with the 
Finance Director in undertaking a comprehensive 
review and planning effort relative to investment poli- 
cies for the City’s retirement funds. The effort has led 
to the hiring of National Bank of Detroit as the new 
custodian of the assets of the two retirement systems. 
In 1983 a firm will be hired to manage the bond and 
stock portfolios in order to insure a greater return on 
the investments. Also, an on-line system for retire- 
ment records has been developed which provides an 
up-to-date status of member information. 


Activities. The Department’s Accounting Division 
improved City financial reporting (and won the presti- 
gious ‘‘Certificate of Conformance’’ from the Na- 
tional Municipal Finance Officer’s Association); the 
Assessment Division is implementing an Interim Prop- 
erty System on the computer, after which considera- 
tion can be given to the development of a comprehen- 
sive Property System for total City use; the Budget 
Division continued the major task of budget prepara- 
tion and analysis; Treasury/Income Tax processed 
100,000 returns and issued 60,000 refunds; and the 
Treasury Division provided for the centralized collec- 
tion of all City funds. 


Purchasing Depariment 


Purchasing became a separate department when the 
new Purchasing Ordinance was approved on August 
23, 1982. The new Ordinance specified that the De- 
partment be involved in all professional contracts. In 
addition, the limit before formal bidding is required 
was increased; this allows the departments latitude in 
negotiating for goods and services. One objective of 
the Purchasing Department is to develop additional 
programs with Data Processing so that we will have 
better procurement information. 


Administrative Services 


During 1982 the Department continued efforts to 
reduce administrative and support costs. Examples: a 
comprehensive preventive maintenance schedule for 
buildings was completed and computerized; energy 
conservation measures reduced City Hall costs by 
some $11,000; the Central Garage brought aerial lad- 
der trucks and Platform #1 up to National Fire Pro- 
one standards; and two fire engines were refur- 
bished. 


In addition, a study indicated the City could use its 
cars longer and thereby reduce new car expenditures; 
the microfilm program reduced 366 square feet of files 
to ten square feet of microfilm storage; and the De- 
partment reduced consumable stock inventories from 
60 days to 45 days, thereby freeing funds for invest- 
ment. 


Law Department 


1982 saw an increase in litigation involving the City. 
While the frequency of workers compensation claims 
against the City appears to be stabilizing, civil suits 
against the City continue to increase. Additionally, the 
number of new traffic and criminal warrants issued in 
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1982 by this office is likely to exceed 1,400, substan- 
tially in excess of the 1,048 issued last year. 


During the past year, the Law Department com- 
pleted work in drafting several major amendments to 
the City Code, including a new purchasing ordinance, 
zoning code, traffic code and a code of ethics. Cur- 
rently under development is a modernized noise ordi- 
nance, Other areas of the City’s code will be reviewed 
in the upcoming year. 


The Department is also active in economic develop- 
ment, assisting with the 100 Block project, parking 
questions, and other matters. Additional responsi- 
bility has been assigned this Department in the area of 
Labor relations. In cooperation with the new Depart- 
ment of Labor Relations and the Mayor’s Office, the 
Department participated in negotiating labor con- 
tracts and in assisting in representing the City in griev- 
ance arbitrations and court suits. This resulted in sub- 
stantial reductions in the need for outside labor coun- 
sel. 


The Department was active in efforts to protect 
neighborhoods from prostitution. This has been done 
through innovative ordinances, a diversion program 
for first offenders, and more strict prosecution for 
others. 


Office of the Mayor 


During 1982 I re-organized and improved the effec- 
tiveness of my own office. I employed an Executive 
Assistant who is a line officer between myself and 
Council, Departments, and the public. He has also 
taken major responsibility for several economic devel- 
opment projects, labor negotiations, and budget prep- 
aration and monitoring. 


I replaced the former Mayor’s Administrative Assis- 
tant with a part-time Special Assistant. He serves as a 
staff officer assisting with intergovernmental, com- 
munity, and press relations and for special projects 
such as parking improvement, tourism, and arts devel- 
opment. I also employed a Citizen Referral Specialist. 
She handled some 2,000 citizen complaints or con- 
cerns during 1982. She also serves as a liaison between 
my office and several community groups. My three- 
member secretarial staff served to meet the public and 
assist with many duties. In addition, several volunteers 
assisted with special projects initiated by the office. 


Following is discussion of activities which are under 
the jurisdiction of my office: 


Human Relations. On January 15, 1982, the De- 
partment hosted a public celebration of Martin Luther 
King Jr’s. birthday. The Mayor, Councilmembers, 
and others participated. 


Over the year, the Department received an esti- 
mated 1,086 service complaints, provided investi- 
gation documentation on nine complaints on behalf of 
the Michigan Department of Civil Rights, and made 
more than 800 telephone and personal contacts per 
month. 


In addition, the Department received City tax abate- 
ment applications; monitored civic events and activi- 
ties; and worked with the Michigan Department of 
Civil Rights to develop improved equal opportunity/ 
affirmative action guidelines. 


Office of Emergency Services. During 1982 the of- 
fice reviewed and updated emergency plans and pro- 
cedures in compliance with Federal Emergency Man- 
agement regulations. In addition, the office responded 
to six major fires, 28 weather watches and warnings, 
one barricaded gunman situation, and two U.S. Secret 
Service command post operations. 
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The Michigan State Police and Federal Emergency 
Management Agency rated Lansing’s emergency serv- 
ices operation at 93%—considerably above the 38% 
national average. 


Civic Center. Despite thé reduction of bookings for 
1982, revenues were up by a modest $9,400.00. Park- 
ing lot revenues also showed a modest increase, Three 
new tradeshows booked the Civic Center during 1982. 
There has been an increase of concerts during the past 
yi months and negotiations.are underway for an ice 
show. 


City Agency Activities 
City Clerk’s Office 


During 1982 the Clerk’s Office issued 1,889 City 
licenses for gasoline pumps, heating/air conditioning, 
mechanical devices, etc.; registered 5,391 new voters; 
handled two elections (including 6,062 absentee bal- 
lots); redistricted City wards and precincts; and pro- 
cessed 5,159 birth and 1,449 death certificates. 


Board of Water and Light 


In late 1982, Board members voted to obtain the 
next increment of bulk power supply from Detroit 
Edison’s Belle River Plant, a fossil fueled plant 
located on the St. Clair River between Detroit and 
Port Huron. The power will be obtained through the 
Michigan Public Power Agency, an organization the 
Board joined earlier in 1982. The Belle River capacity 
will help insure an adequate and reasonably priced 
electric supply to the BWL service area for years to 
come. The plan will bring 150 megawatts of electrical 
energy to Lansing at the lowest cost of any power sup- 
ply method studied by Board members and BWL staff 
in the nearly year-long study of the issue. Projections 
indicate Belle River will save the average residential 
customer more than $100 annually, a savings of 10% 
over electricity costs if the Board decided to build a 
new generating unit in Lansing. 


BWL customers were also aided in utility conser- 
vation by the Residential Conservation Services (RCS) 
Program. Since its inception in 1981, nearly 2,000 
BWL customers have used the program to obtain low- 
cost energy audits of their homes. 


The chimney-building effort at the Eckert-Moores 
Park Power Plant is nearing completion. The new 
chimneys are required to comply with federal air quali- 
ty standards, and the total project will cost an esti- 
mated $25 million. 


Economic Development Corporation 


During 1982, the Economic Development Corpo- 
ration issued $9,885,000 in tax exempt revenue bonds. 
These bonds financed the development of five pro- 
jects: the Jackson National Life Insurance Company 
World Headquarters on Executive Drive; the 
Michigan Optometric Association Office Building at 
Pine and Ionia Streets; the Nursing Home Acquisition 
on Mary Avenue by Hillhaven Corporation; the devel- 
opment of the Capitol Commons Office Building by F 
& S Development Company; and the development of a 
Franks Nursery at the southeast corner of Pennsyl- 
vania and Keystone. Some 375 jobs will be retained or 
created in positions associated with new facilities. 


Eight other projects were authorized by the Eco- 
nomic Development Corporation through the issuance 
of Inducement Resolutions during 1982. These pro- 
jects, which include the Walter French School reno- 
vation; the ASC project; the Advance Obstretics Of- 
fice; and the Michigan Manufacturing Center, are

presently in various stages in the approval process with 
negotiations ongoing regarding bond placements. 


The Tax Increment Finance Authority of the City of 
Lansing whose membership consists of the permanent 
Board Members of the Economic Development 
Corporation was also active during 1982. The Author- 
ity recommended tax increment plans for the Capitol 
Commons Phase il acquisition project and the Lans- 
ing Convention/Exhibition and Associated Facilities 
project. These plans were reviewed and approved by 
the City Council in 1982 and implementation is pro- 
ceeding. 


Lansing Housing Commission 


The Commission operates 890 rent-assisted housing 
units, [t currently has 299 additional families or per- 
sons on a waiting list. 


In 1982 the Commission applied for Federal funding 
to rehabilitate three major housing developments; 
maintained a reserve of $360,727 (up from $148,606 in 
1979); decorated 600 housing units; renovated 425 
units (from 1979); and began a program of office 
equipment, maintenance vehicle, and office area re- 
habilitation.

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Dear President Belen and 
members of City Council: 


On September 29, 1982, Mr. and Mrs. Douglas 
Whittaker filed a protest with the City concerning the 
validity of a special assessment of $133.00 placed upon 
property located at 2200 N. East St. 


Research performed by this office indicates that on 
October 7, 1981 the Building Department sent Mr. and 
Mrs. Whittaker a violation notice regarding trash 
located in the side yard of 2200 N. East Street. The 
violation notice provided Mr. and Mrs, Whittaker 
with a grace period of seven (7) days to correct the 
identified violation. Re-examination by the City 
Building Department after the seven (7) day grace 
period had elapsed, revealed that the identified vio- 
lation had not been corrected. On October 21, 1981, 
Mr. Steve Zelski of the City Building Department re- 
quested a contractor to clean-up the violations located 
at 2200 N. East St. The contractor performed the re- 
quested service on October 23, 1981 and submitted a 
bill for $13.00 to the City Building Department. Pur- 
suant to Section 21-13 of the Lansing Code of Ordi- 
nances, the cost of $13.00 plus the City’s minimum 
service charge of $120.00, a total of $133.00, was 
assessed against the property located at 2200 N. East 
St. Mr. and Mrs. Whittaker contend that they never 
resided at 2200 N. East St. and therefore did not re- 
ceive thenotice of violation sent by the City. Mr. and 
Mrs. Whittaker conclude that since they were not 
notified of the violation, the special assessment of 
$133.00 was improper. 


Records on file in the Department of Building Safe- 
ty and Development indicate that the violation notice 
for the lot in question was mailed to Douglas and 
Dorothy Whittaker, 2200 N. East St. on October 7, 
1981, and that the name and address were obtained 
oun a June, 1981 printout from the City Assessor’s 

ice. 


Examination of these records reveal that the violation 
notice was sent to the taxpayer’s address provided to 
the City Assessor’s Office. The violation notice did 
not return as ‘‘Addressee Unknown’’ or 
“Unclaimed’’. Reliance by the City upon such infor- 
mation contained in the records of the City Assessor’s 
Office was both reasonable and in accordance with Ci- 
ty Ordinances. 


Therefore, based upon the foregoing facts, it is the 
recommendation of this office that this claim be 
denied.

Mrs. Beurmann has submitted this claim for dam- 
ages to her headstone located in Mt. Hope Cemetery, 
alleging negligence by City employees some time bet- 
ween Fall of 1981 and May of 1982. 


Mrs. Beurmann appears to be relying upon repre- 
sentations made to her by Mt. Hope Memorial Com- 
pany that the damage was caused by City maintenance 
equipment. 


The Parks Department has advised this office that 
they have no information regarding the alleged dam- 
age but that an inspection revealed chips in the lower 
right edge of the marker. The marker is inaccessible to 
riding mowing units or larger equipment as it is lo- 
cated adjacent to a water spigot. Consequently, if City 
employees were responsible, the damage had to be in- 
flicted by a push mower. 


Section 23 of the ‘‘Rules and Regulations’’ dealing 
with the operation of City owned cemeteries explicitly 
provides that the City will not assume any responsi- 
bility for unintentional damage to stone markers in the 
regular course of lot care. These rules are provided to 
all lot owners at the time of purchase and this particu- 
lar provision has been in effect for over 45 years. 


Therefore, it is the recommendation of this office 
that the claim be denied due to the lack of demon- 
strative evidence showing the damage was cuased by 
City crews and the disclaimer contained in the Rules 
and Regulations.

). 
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Lastly, we are requesting that we be allowed to buy 
into the City’s retirement system. In that regard, you 
should be advised that greater than half of the judges 
in Michigan are allowed to participate in their control 
unit’s retirement system. -

SUBJECT: Interim Report on the City’s Financial 
Condition—6 Months Ending December 
31, 1982. 


This monthly financial report covers the 6 month 
period ending December 31, 1982. We now have infor- 
mation available for the second quarterly closing 
which will allow us to test conslusions reached in the 
prior forecasts. I call your attention first to the analy- 
sis of Fund Balance statement attached. Your will 
recall that one important indicator to our forecast of 
projected Fund Balance for June 30, 1983 has been the 
net result of operations for this year, that is, the net ef- 
fect on Fund Balance of expenditures in excess of reve- 
nues for this year. Since our first report at the end of 
October, we have forecast an excess of expenditures 
over revenues of ($1,800,000). This was based on gross 
revenues for the year of $45,500,000 and gross expen- 
ditures, including expenditures against carryforward 
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accounts of $47,300,000. After reviewing the result of 
operations thru December 31, I am reducing my esti- 
mate of gross expenditures for this year from 
$47,300,000 to $46,700,000 thereby reducing the esti- 
mate of expenditures in excess of revenues from 
($1,800,000) to ($1,200,000). Please note that this still 
assumes gross revenues of $45,500,000 against which 
we must consider the further possibility of major exe- 
cutive order cuts in State Shared Revenues. As you are 
aware, the Governor’s Office has deferred indefinitely 
our quarterly allocation $1,350,000 of State Shared In- 
come Tax and Sales Taxes which is due March 1, 1983 
while studying various options for balancing the 
State’s current year budget. We will not know the net 
effect of this on State Shared Revenues to local gov- 
ernment, possibly until April. 


I attribute the decrease in the forecast of gross ex- 
penditures to the depressant effect on operating costs 
resulting from the recession. For example, we are fin- 
ally seeing a leveling out of the steep increases in fringe 
benefit costs over the past several years. Our annual 
Blue Cross rate schedule effective in February 1983, 
actually reflects a one year only decrease in rates. 


The forecast of Fund Balance for June 30, is being 
increased from $2,196,910 to $2,796,910 with the 
following stipulations. First, given the aforementioned 
uncertainties of State Shared Revenues and the general 
volatility of expenditure and revenue forecasts, the 
forecast of Fund Balance represents the midpoint of a 
range of 1% of gross budget, i.e. plus or minus 
approximately $500,000 indicating a Fund Balance be- 
tween $2,296,000 to $3,296,000. Second, a minimum 
amount of $500,000 needs to be reserved in Fund Bal- 
ance, this being far below the previous policy of carry- 
ing at least 5% of gross budget in Fund Balance. 
Third, given the current forecast of costs for even the 
maintenance of current services, it is clearly demon- 
strable that all of Fund Balance will be needed simply 
to balance the coming year’s budget for 1983-84 which 
would not leave the needed $500,000 undesignated 
Fund Balance. Even then we will be far short of 
meeting the needs of this City as represented in depart- 
mental budget requests. 


In summary, a further decline in expenditure levels 
has a positive effect on the financial plan, however, 
there are many major uncertainties yet in the forecast- 
ing of resources. Also, Fund Balance at the most op- 
timistic level is still fully committed to the 1983-84 
budget year. The report for the seven month period 
ending January 31, 1983 will be provided to you on 
February 28th, at which time we will have the results 
of third quarter income tax collections and perhaps 
greater insight into budget balancing actions at the 
State level.

RE: Redemption of Liability in a Workers Compen- 
sation Disability Matter Entitled Robert H. Hanes 
vs. City. 


Dear President Belen and 
City Council Members: 


In accordance with Article IV, Chapter 3, Sectior 
4-304.7 of the Lansing City Charter, this office hereb: 
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requests your authorization to settle the above cap- 
tioned matter by redeeming the City’s liability con- 
cerning future wage losses for the sum of $3,000. 


On July 3, 1971, Robert Hanes initially sprained his 
lower back while lifting an ejector from a fire engine. 
On October 14, 1976 Mr. Hanes reinjured his back 
when getting off a fire truck. Dr. Silva diagnosed Mr. 
Hanes’ back problem in both cases as an acute lumbar 
strain. Asa result, Mr, Hanes was off work for several 
weeks, Mr. Hanes, however, did return to work and 
worked as a fire training instructor until June 3, 1979 
when he retired. 


Mr. Hanes now claims continued impairment of the 
use of his back. One physician deposed in this matter 
indicated that Mr. Hanes was currently disabled and 
one physician indicated that he was not. If this matter 
were litigated, the annual wage loss which the City 
would be responsible for under an adverse ruling 
would be $6,240. In addition, the City would be re- 
quired to pay all medical expenses. 


As a result, this office has tentatively negotiated a 
settlement in this matter. Under the proposed settle- 
ment, the City could agree to voluntarily pay the 
medical expenses which Mr. Hanes incurs concerning 
his back and would settle for $3,000 all liability for 
wage loss and rehabilitation benefits concerning any 
injury which Mr. Hanes may have sustained in the 
course of his employment. 


Because the medical costs in the past have not been 
great (the total presented medical cost at the time of 
trial is $400) and because of the potential exposure in 
this matter relating to wage loss and rehabilitation 
benefits, it is the recommendation of this office that 
the City’s liability for wage loss and rehabilitation 
benefits be redeemed in the amount of $3,000.

As you are aware, the City of Lansing intends to 
embark upon a three year construction program to 
upgrade its sewage disposal system in connection with 
its 201 Facilities Plan. To finance the City’s portion of 
the cost of that program, it will be necessary to issue 
approximately $28,000,000 in sewage disposal revenue 
bonds. It is anticipated that those bonds will be issued 
during the 1983, 1984, 1985 calendar years. To permit 
the issurance of those bonds, it is necessary that the 
City of Lansing select bond counsel to represent it in 
connection with the matter. The area of municipal 
bonding is extremely specialized and the requisite serv- 
ices cannot be rendered to the City by the City At- 
torney’s Office. 


To secure representation for the City, this office re- 
quested and received proposals for representation of 
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the City from a number of qualified law firms. Based 
upon a review of the proposals received, it is this of- 
fice’s recommendation that the City of Lansing should 
select the firm of Miller, Canfield, Paddock & Stone 
to represent the City of Lansing in connection with the 
proposed revenue bonds. Miller, Canfield, Paddock & 
Stone is extremely experienced in the area of munici- 
pal bonding and is qualified as any of the other law 
firms considered to represent the City in this matter. 
Additionally, the terms upon which they propose to 
represent the City of Lansing are considerably more 
favorable than those of any of the other proposals by 
qualified firms. Finally, in light of the size and 
resources of that firm, as well as the fact that they 
have an office in the City of Lansing, this office con- 
vinced that they will be able to render the services ex- 
pected in a professional and timely manner. 


In light of the necessity to proceed expeditiously 
with the legal preparations requisite to this proposed 
bonding, this office urges City Council’s expeditious 
approval of this recommendation.

It further 
finds that the people of the City of Lansing want legis- 
lation to insure that conflicts of interest of officers 
and employees be eliminated to the extent possible and 
that violations of rules of ethical conduct be investi- 
gated and punished where appropriate. 


Sec, 2-129, Definitions. 


(a) ‘‘Business’’ means a corporation, partnership, 
sole proprietorship, firm, enterprise, franchise, asso- 
ciation, organization, self-employed individual, hold- 
ing company, joint stock company, receivership, 
trust, activity, or entity which is organized for profit. 


(b) ‘‘Business with which the individual is associ- 
ated”’ means a business in which any of the following 
applies: 


(1) The individual is an owner, partner, director, 
officer or employee. 


(2) A member of the individual’s immediate fam- 
ily is an owner, partner, director or officer. 


(3) The individual or a member of the individual’s 
immediate family is a stockholder of close corporation 
stock which is worth at least $1,000.00 at fair market 
value or which represents more than a 5% equity in- 
terest, 


(4) The individual or a member of the individual’s 
immediate family is a stockholder of publicly traded 
stock which is worth at least $25,000.00 at fair market 
value or which represents more than 10% equity in- 
terest, other than publicly traded stock under a trading 
account if the individual reports the name and address 
of the stockholder. 


(c) ‘Business with which an officer or employee is 
associated” means a business with which the in- 
dividual is associated. 


(d) ‘‘Candidate”’ means an individual who is a can- 
didate as defined in Act No, 388 of the Public Acts of 
1976, as amended, being Sections 169.201 through 
169.282 of the Michigan Compiled Laws. 


(e) ‘‘Child’’ means a son or daughter, whether or 
not the son or daughter is the natural offspring of the 
legal parent or parents and whether or not the son or 
daughter is financially dependent on the parent or 
parents. 


(f) ‘“‘Board of Ethics’? means the board of ethics 
created under Chapter 5 of Article V of the Lansing 
City Charter. 


(g) “‘Gift’? means a payment, subscription, ad- 
vance, forbearance, rendering or deposit of money, 
services, or anything of value, made without the ex- 
change of reasonable consideration. Gift does not in- 
clude anything of value received as a devise, bequest, 
inheritance, or a loan or credit arrangement made ac- 
cording to reasonable and prevailing rates and terms 
and which does not discriminate against or in favor of 
an individual who is an officer or employee because of 
the individual’s status an an officer or employee. Gift 
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does not include a contribution or expenditure re- 
quired to be recorded or reported pursuant to Act No. 
388 of the Public Acts of 1976, as amended, being Sec- 
tions 169.201 to 169.282 of the Michigan Compiled 
Laws. A gift does not include a gift received from one 
or more of the following: 


(1) A relative within the fifth degree of consan- 
guinity to the officer or employee under the civil law 
computation method or the spouse of such a relative. 


(2) A spouse of the officer or employee, or a 
spouse’s relative within the fifth degree of consan- 
guinity to the spouse under the civil law computation 
method, 


(h) ‘Governmental body’? means an authority, 
department, commission, committee, council, board, 
bureau, division, office, legislative body or other 
agency of the City of Lansing. 


(i) “Immediate family’? means a child of an in- 
dividual, a spouse of an individual, or an individual 
claimed by that individual or individual’s spouse as a 
dependent under the internal revenue code or the 
parents, parents-in-law, brothers, sisters, sisters-in- 
law, brothers-in-law, step-parents, step-brothers, or 
step-sisters of an individual. 


(j) ‘Loan’? means a transfer of money, property, or 
anything else of ascertainable monetary value in ex- 
change for an obligation, conditional or not, to repay 
in whole or part. 


(k) ‘‘Person’’ means a business, individual, proprie- 
torship, firm, joint venture, syndicate, labor organi- 
zation, non-profit corporation, committee or other 
organization or group. 


(I) “‘Officer or employee’’ means an elected or ap- 
pointed officer or an employee of a governmental 
body of the City of Lansing. 


(m) ‘‘Confidential information’? means informa- 
tion which has been obtained in the course of one’s 
employment by the City or in fulfilling the duties of 
one’s office with the City, which is not known by or 
available to members of the public generally and 
which has been obtained based on a promise of con- 
fidentiality or which is required to be held confidential 
by law or regulation or which the employee or officer 
has been instructed is being held confidentially. 


Sec. 2-130. Complaints. 


(a) Any person may file a signed written complaint 
with the city clerk alleging a violation of this ordin- 
ance. Upon receipt of such a complaint, the city clerk 
shall forward the complaint to the Ethics Board which 
shall investigate to determine whether probable cause 
exists to believe a violation of this ordinance occurred. 
If the Ethics Board determines that probable cause to 
believe a violation occurred does exist, it may recom- 
mend prosecution of the violation to the city attorney. 


(b) No person shall knowingly make a false state- 
ment in a complaint submitted pursuant to this or- 
dinance. 


(c) The Ethics Board shall give written notice, in- 
cluding notice of the nature of the complaint by certi- 
fied mail return receipt requested, to a person within 
ten (10) business days after receipt by it of a written 
complaint against that person. 


Sec. 2-131, Prohibitions. 


(a) A person shall not offer or give to the following 
persons a gift, loan, contribution, reward, or promise 
of future employment, based on an agreement that the 
vote or official action or decision of the officer or 
employee, or dandidate would be influenced thereby: 
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(1) An officer or employee, or a candidate. 


(2) A member of the immediate family of an in- 
dividual listed in subdivision (a)(1). 


(3) A business with which the individual listed 
under subdivision (a)(1) or (a)(2) is associated. 


(b) A person enumerated in subsection (a) shall not 
solicit or accept a gift, loan, contribution, reward, or 
promise of future employment based on an agreement 
that the vote or official action or decision of the of- 
ficer or employee, or candidate would be influenced 
thereby. 


(c) As used in subsections (a) and (b), ‘‘based on an 
agreement that the vote or official action or decision 
of the officer or employee, or candidate would be in- 
fluenced thereby’’ does not include communication 
between an individual ororganization and a candidate 
regarding the candidate’s views, record, or plans for 
future action regarding an issue or measure in an at- 
tempt to determine a candidate’s viewpoints or how 
the candidate plans to act in the future, if the com- 
munication results in an endorsement of the candi- 
date, a decision not to endorse the candidate, or a con- 
tribution or expenditure required to be recorded or 
reported under Act No. 388 of the Public Acts of 
1976, as amended. 


(d) An officer or employee shall not represent his or 
her personal opinion as that of the governmental body 
of which he or she is a member or employee. This sub- 
section shall not apply to statements by elected of- 
ficials made in the course of fulfilling the responsi- 
bilities of their office or in running for election to of- 
fice. Nor shall it apply to the professional opinions of 
city officers or employees rendered in the course of 
their duties provided that such opinions are clearly 
identified as professional opinions. 


(e) An officer or employee shall not divulge to any 
unauthorized person, confidential information ac- 
quired in the course of holding his or her position in 
advance of the time prescribed by the governmental 
body of which he or she is a member or employee for 
its authorized release to the public or except as other- 
wise required by law. 


(f) An officer or employee shall not make unauthor- 
ized use of his or her public position or any confiden- 
tial information received through holding the public 
position to obtain financial gain for himself or herself, 
a member of his or her immediate family, or a business 
with which the individual is associated. This provision 
shall not prevent the officer or employee from accept- 
ing his or her regular compensation as a public officer 
or employee. 


(g) An officer or employee shall not make 
unauthorized use of personnel, resources, property, or 
funds under his or her official care and control to ob- 
tain financial gain for himself or herself, a member of 
his or her immediate family, or a business with which 
he or she is associated. 


(h) An officer or employee shall not act as an at- 
torney, agent, or representative of a person other than 
himself or herself, before the governmental body of 
which that officer or employee is a member or employ- 
ee. This provision shall not prevent an officer or 
employee from performing his or her responsibilities 
as an officer or employee. 


(i) An officer or employee shall not act on behalf of 
the City of Lansing 1) in the making of policy state- 
ments, 2) in authorizing any action, agreement or con- 
tract, nor 3) in promising to prevent any future action, 
when such officer or employee has, in fact, no author- 
ity to do so. 


FEBRUARY 7, 1983 


Sec. 2-132. Participating in Governmental 


(a) An officer or employee shall not make or partici- 
pate in making a decision in his or her capacity as an 
officer or employee knowing that the decision will 
provide the officer or employee, a member of the of- 
ficer’s or employee’s immediate family, or a business 
with which the officer or employee is associated a 
financial benefit or more than a de minimus nature 
which is distinguishable from the benefits to the per- 
son as a member of the public or as a member of a 
broad segment of the public. An officer or employee 
who makes or participates in making a decision under 
this subsection which places or may place him or her in 
a potential conflict of interest shall deliver a written 
statement to the governmental body of which the of- 
ficer or employee is a member or employee, and to the 
city clerk, disclosing the potential conflict of interest 
and explaining why, despite the potential conflict he 
or she was able to make or participate in making the 
decision fairly, objectively, and in the public interest. 


(b) Except as otherwise prohibited by law, a 
member of the city council may make or participate in 
making a decision which may place him or her in a 
potential conflict of interest if the member first 
delivers a statement to the president of the city council 
disclosing the potential conflict of interest and ex- 
plaining why, despite the potential conflict, the 
member of the city council is able to vote and other- 
wise participate fairly, objectively, and in the public 
interest. The statement shall be entered in full in the 
minutes or other official record of the legislative body. 


(c) A governmental body shall establish procedures 
to enable an officer or employee to avoid or be exempt 
from making or participating in the making of a gov- 
ernmental decision which the officer or employee 
knows will provide the officer or employee, a member 
of the officer’s or employee’s immediate family, or a 
business with which the officer or employee is asso- 
ciated with a financial benefit of more than a de mini- 
mus nature which is distinguishable from the benefits 
to the person as a member of the public or as a mem- 
ber of a broad segment of the public. 


(d) This section shall not apply to a contract for 
labor or representation of employees which is nego- 
tiated, being negotiated, or being done by a labor 
organization. 


Sec. 2-133. Investigative Assistance. 


All governmental bodies shall assist the Board of 
Ethics and the city attorney’s office in investigating 
any complains regarding possible violations of this 
ordinance and in prosecuting any violations of this 
chapter. 


Sec. 2-134. Distribution. 


The department of personnel shall provide a copy of 
this ordinance to each officer and employee of the ci- 
ty. 


Sec. 2-135 Adoption of Rules and Regulations. 


The Mayor shall recommend rules and regulations 
regarding the definition of confidential information 
and release of confidential information. The proposed 
rules and regulations and any changes thereto shall be 
forwarded to city council for adoption by resolution. 


Section 2. All ordinances or parts of ordinances in- 
consistent with the provisions hereof are hereby re- 
pealed. 


Section 3. This ordinance shall take effect thirty 
(30) days from the date of its passage unless given im- 
mediate effect by the city council.

Dear President Belen and 
City Council Members: 


The above captioned claim was referred to this of- 
fice for investigation and recommendation. On De- 
cember 20, 1982, Dayle Benjamin (age 23) was trans- 
ported to the Ingham Medical Center emergency room 
by Lansing Mercy Ambulance Service, Inc. after the 
Lansing Fire Department refused to send an ambu- 
lance. The Lansing Fire Department dispatcher had 
determined that Mr. Benjamin’s medical problem did 
not constitute an emergency or life-threatening situ- 
ation. 


The transcript of the phone call to Lansing Fire 
Department, made by Mr. Benjamin’s roommate dis- 
closes that the problem was initially described to the 
dispatcher as a seizure. The physician who treated Mr. 
Benjamin has advised that the ‘‘seizure like episode”’ 
which Mr. Benjamin experienced was caused by inter- 
cranial pressure and lack of oxygen to his brain. The 
Physician, Linda Nash, M.D., stated that Mr. Ben- 
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jamin’s condition was, in fact, life-threatening. Mr. 
Benjamin was admitted into the intensive care unit 
after being transported to the hospital. 


Inasmuch as the Lansing City Charter, Article IV, 
Chapter III, Section 4-303.5, provides that the City 
shall operate an ambulance and provide lifesaving and 
emergency services to inhabitants of the City, Mr. 
Benjamin was entitled to such services on December 
20, 1982, Therefore, the City is responsible for the 
cost of the private ambulance service provided to Mr. 
Benjamin on that date. It is therefore the recommen- 
dation of this office that this claim be paid in the 
amount of $136.00. It is further recommended that the 
check be made payable to both Dyle Benjamin and 
Lansing Mercy Ambulance Service, Inc. and mailed to 
the latter.

This is to advise you that we have been working for 
some time on a comprehensive revision of the City 
Personnel Rules. J now have a rough draft of the rules 
in my possession which are in the process of under- 
going fine tuning in the language and overall content. 
The specific purpose of the Personnel Rules will be to 
establish formal procedures which will serve as a guide 
to administration action concerning personnel activi- 
ties and transactions. These rules are intended to in- 
dicate the customary and most reasonable methods of 
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accomplishing the aims of the personnel program and 
to provide necessary information to employees regard- 
ing the benefits and regulations that are a part of their 
employment with the City of Lansing.

Dear President Belen and 
City Council Members: 


On January 17, 1983, the Mt. Zion Missionary Bap- 
tist Church filed a claim with the Lansing City Council 
requesting a waviver of payment of two special assess- 
ment grass cutting charges totalling $315.58 for the 
cutting of tall grass and in addition, requesting the 
reimbursement of the payment of the penalty and in- 
terest assessed against the claimant for late payment of 
1981 property taxes. Both requests concern a vacant 
parcel of land which the claimant purchased by land 
contract on June 11, 1981, and which is located east of 
3201 W. Miller Road. 


Examination of the City Building Department 
records reveals that a notice of tall grass on the vacant 
lot east of 3201 W. Miller Road was issued on May 29, 
1981 to the taxpayer of record, Mr. Ken Anderson. On 
June 16, 1981 a reinspection by a City inspector found 
that the violation was still in existence. On June 17, 
1981 an order was issued to the City grass cutting con- 
tractor. The City contractor cut the grass on June 25, 
1981 and billed the City $58.50. A total charge of 
$168.50 consisting of the cutting charge of $58.50 plus 
the City’s service charge of $110.00 was placed on the 
December, 1981 tax roll. 


On August 5, 1981 a City inspector cited the tax- 
payer of record, Mr. Kenneth Anderson for tall grass 
on the same vacant lot. A recheck of the property was 
made on August 17, 1981] and the violation was found 
as still existing. An order was issued to the City con- 
tractor and on September |1, 198] the contractor cut 
the grass and billed the City for $27.00. A total charge 
of $147.00 consisting of the $27.00 cutting charge plus 
the City’s service charge of $120.00 was placed on the 
December, 1981 tax roll. 


Section 9A-11(d) of the Lansing Code of Ordi- 
nances provides that notice of a violation shall be sent 
to each person as identified in the last tax assessment 
roll of the City and, if appropriate, to the occupant. 
MCLA 211.44 provides, in part, that the tax statement 
shall be mailed to each taxpayer at the taxpayer’s last 
known address on the tax roll, Examination of the Ci- 
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ty Assessor’s records reveals that the City Assessor 
received notice of the change in taxpayer status on 
March 3, 1982, nearly nine months after the claimant 
had purchased the property. Therefore, it is clear that 
pursuant to the December, 1981 tax roll, notice was 
mailed to the proper party under both state and local 
law. Evidently, the grass cutting violation notices and 
the property tax statement which were mailed to Mr. 
Ken Anderson were not forwarded to the claimant. 


Applying the aforementioned statutory and local 
law to the above presented facts, it is clear that the Ci- 
ty acted properly and is not legally required to waive 
the payments as requested. Therefore, it is the rec- 
commendation of this office that penalty and interest 
for late payment of taxes not be refunded and that the 
special assessment and grass cutting charges remain on 
the tax roll.

On August 31, 1982 a request by Mr.Piggott to 
waive the collection of a special assessment charge for 
picking up trash in the City right-of-way was referred 
to the Mayor’s Office by City Council. The special 
assessment charge totalled $110.00. 


Examination of Public Service records reveals that a 
trash violation was issued on April 27, 1982 after a Ci- 
ty inspector observed boxes full of trash in the City 
right-of-way located at 1532 Redwood. The violation 
notice was mailed to the taxpayer of record William 
Piggott, Jr., and in his claim letter Mr. Piggott ack- 
nowledged receipt of the violation notice. On May 6, 
1982 a reinspection of the same property revealed that 
the violation still existed and the trash was removed by 
Public Service crews on the same day. Public Service 
records indicate that approximately one cubic yard of 
trash was picked by a City crew in front of 1532 Red- 
wood on May 6, 1982. Subsequently, a special assess- 
ment charge of $110.00 was placed against the prop- 
erty located at 1532 Redwood.

I recommend that the City provide funding on an 
interim basis to provide temporarily for the critical 
emergency housing needs in our community. These 
funds will enable both temporary support and time to 
assess these pilot projects during development of next 
year’s budget so more long term strategies can be 
agreed upon. 
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Per your request of February 9, | have met with 
Mrs. Warr and Mr. Purvis and have prepared the fol- 
lowing assessment and recommendation. 


1. Economic Crisis Center. The City of Lansing 
does not currently have shelter for non-battered 
women and families other than Loaves and Fishes. 
E.C.C. is the only other facility available in this area. 
The City is currently making referral to them for 
emergency housing, as it did to the predecessor 
Abrahamic Community. As you may recall, Loaves 
and Fishes was established to supplement the Abra- 
hamic Community but shortly after its opening, the 
Abrahamic Community closed down. 


The greatest need for these services is in Lansing 
where no facilities are available. The referred women 
and families are no longer primarily transients but are 
permanent Lansing residents being evicted or dis- 
placed due to current economic conditions. 


I therefore recommend funding of $2,000 as sup- 
port to a primary referral for City of Lansing. 


2. Security Deposit. Due to the change November 
1, 1982, in D.S.S. eligibility requirements, it is esti- 
mated that there are currently 120-150 cases per month 
which are no longer eligible for D.S.S. aid in provid- 
ing a security deposit to obtain housing. The proposed 
housing program is to be a pilot project to partially fill 
the gap left by the reduction in D.S.S. support. The 
proposal would have D.S.S. referring cases not 
meeting their new eligibility requirements to the HAF 
for assistance. The City would enter into a contract 
with HAF who would in turn enter into a contractual 
agreement with the Landlord’s Association whereby 
HAF (with City funding) guarantees (via an escrowed 
account under either HAF or City control) the security 
deposit to allow the individual or family to secure 
housing. The Landlord would then collect the security 
deposit from the tenant over a monthly installment in 
addition to regular rent. When the tenant has paid the 
full deposit, the guarantee is released and would again 
make the funds available to guarantee another case. 


1 recommend funding of the $10,000 as a pilot 
project which will allow review and assessment during 
the remainder of the budget process. 


3. Cristo Rey Emergency Services. This is a supple- 
ment to their present Community Kitchen, food bank 
and related activities. It will support those efforts, plus 
medical supplies and clothing. After discussion with 
Mrs, Warr, who indicates that she has now ascertained 
that they will be receiving $5,000 from the Food Bank 
immediately, | recommend approval of $5,000. 


Staff will be available to further explain these pro- 
grams if you so desire,

SUBJECT: Interlocal Agreement Hannah Technology 
and Research Center Project; Committee 
of the Whole Report. 


Dear President Belen and 
City Council Members: 


On this evening’s agenda (Monday, February 28, 
1983) is a resolution from the Committee of the Whole 
approving the Interlocal Agreement between the Char- 
ter Township of Meridian and the City of Lansing for 
an Urban Development Action Grant (UDAG) for the 
proposed Hannah Technology and Research Center 
(HTRC). While this office has not been requested to 
specifically comment on this resolution, I feel a com- 
pelling responsibility to make my views known as to 
the content. 


The proposed project is definitely in keeping with 
my views as | have frequently expressed pertaining to 
the need for regional cooperation. I am also satisfied 
that the objective of economic development will be 
furthered should the HTRC project become reality. 


There are certain advantages in the Interlocal 
Agreement that favor the City of Lansing. Those ad- 
vantages include: payment of ad valorem property tax 
receipts and the creation of employment positions for 
Lansing residents. 
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The third part of the resolution involves the sharing 
of the repayment of the UDAG itself. While I may not 
totally favor the 85/15 split of the repayment as out- 
lined, nevertheless I feel it is an acceptable compro- 
mise, again along the lines of developing regional 
economic development benefits and regional coopera- 
tion. 


The area with which I am most concerned in con- 
nection with this entire project involves the fourth 
portion of tonight’s resolution identified as ‘‘(iv)’’. 
That section reads as follows: ‘‘The City of Lansing 
assigns its rights to receive the HTRC UDAG repay- 
ments to the Economic Development Corporation for 
= purposes described in said Interlocal Agreement; 
and’’. 


I am in disagreement with that provision for the fol- 
lowing reasons: 1) The City of Lansing as the govern- 
mental agency sponsoring the UDAG has the respon- 
sibility to monitor this agreement through its entire life 
and may be held responsible for repayment of any 
grant funds or repayment proceeds not spent in ac- 
cordance with federal requirements; 2) While the City 
of Lansing is the creator of the Lansing EDC, it does 
not necessarily follow that the EDC agency and the Ci- 
ty in general will always agree on the economic devel- 
opment projects the City feels are desirable. Neverthe- 
less, under this agreement EDC approval will be re- 
quired for the use of any portion of the grant proceeds 
in any manner. 


It is for these reasons that I feel it is not in the best 
interest of the residents of the City of Lansing or the 
Lansing City government that the resolution be 
adopted as presented. 


To deal with the problems outlined above, | would 
strongly suggest that the language for the fourth point 
of the resolution and the Interlocal Agreement be 
amended to provide: ‘‘The City of Lansing will receive 
the HTRC/UDAG repayments for use by said City for 
the purposes described in said Interlocal Agreement; 
and’’. 


It is my recommendation that this language be sub- 
stituted at point ‘‘iv’”’ in the proposed resolution. 


Additionally, to protect the City, the Interlocal 
Agreement should provide that in the event the ex- 
penditure of Meridian Township’s share of repay- 
ments is disallowed, Meridian Township will reim- 
burse the City for any funds recaptured as a result. In 
the event the repayments are to be received by the 
EDC instead of the City, they also should agree to 
reimburse the City for any disallowed expenditures of 
those payments.

MCLA 691.1406; MSA 3.996 (106) provides in rele- 
vant part: 


*‘Governmental agencies have the obligation to 
repair and maintain public buildings under their 
control when open for use by members of the pub- 
lic. Governmental agencies are liable for bodily in- 
jury and property damage resulting from a dan- 
gerous or defective condition if the governmental 
agency had actual or constructive knowledge of 
the defect and, for a reasonable time after ac- 
quiring knowledge, failed to remedy the condition 
or take action reasonably necessary to protect the 
public against the condition. . . . 


Examination of the records of the Building Safety 
Division of the Planning and Municipal Development 
Department indicates that no problem with lighting in 
the western portion of City Hall was either observed 
or reported on the date of this incident, other than 
claimant’s allegation. 


In this case, there exists no evidence of negligence 
on the part of the City. Rather, it appears that clai- 
mant merely failed to notice the plate glass window. 
Therefore, it is the recommendation of this office that 
this claim be denied.

MCLA 691.1407; MSA 3.996 (107) immunizes 
municipalities from tort liability where the municipal- 
ity is engaged in the exercise or discharge of a govern- 
mental function. The term ‘‘governmental function” 
has been limited in scope by court decisions to include 
those activities which can be effectively accomplished 
by government. See Parker v Highland Park, 404 
Mich 187; 273 NW2d 403 (1978). 


FEBRUARY 28, 1983 


It is clear under existing case law that the mainte- 
nance of highways and streets is a governmental func- 
tion and would fall within the purview of the afore- 
mentioned statute. It therefore follows that the City of 
Lansing is immune from liability in this instance even 
if facts presented constitute negligent action on the 
part of the City. 


Applying the aforementioned statute to the allega- 
tions presented by this claimant, it is the recommen- 
dation of this office that this claim should be denied.

Dear President Belen and 
City Council Members: 


Claimant alleges damages to the exhaust system and 
body of his vehicle resulting from striking a raised 
sewer cover on southbound Aurelius Road near Jolly 
Road on December [3, 1982. Claimant states that as a 
result of the asphalt near the manhole not being level 
with the rest of the road and the force of his car going 
down into the dip, the crossover on his vehicle caught 
on the edge of the manhole tearing the crossover and 
sheet metal from the vehicle. 


Investigation by the Public Service Department 
reveals that an inspection of the site on the date of the 
accident found the pavement to be in good condition 
with the manhole approximately 2 inch above the 
pavement level. The pavement was considered to be 
slightly rolling north of the manhole but not hazard- 
ous. The claimant’s vehicle was observed to be riding 
very low to the pavement and badly rusted. The Public 
Service Department speculated that if the claimant’s 
vehicle was traveling at excess speed with poor shocks 
over rolling pavement, the car may have bottomed-out 
regardless of the existence of a manhole. No other 
complaints have been received regarding this location. 


The City is held to a duty of maintaining its high- 
ways in reasonable repair so that they are reasonably 
safe and fit for travel. MCLA 691.1402. 


It appears highly unlikely that the manhole or sur- 
face of the pavement could have caused the damage of 
the nature and extent alleged by claimant. Since no 
hazardous or defective condition existed, there is no 
breach of duty and therefore no basis for liability here 
by the City. Consequently, it is the recommendation 
of this office that this claim be denied.

The claimant is requesting reimbursement for the 
cost of a class ring which was lost on October 4, 1982 
while this claimant was employed by the City of Lans- 
ing. Mr. Longoria, a Lansing Policer Officer, lost the 
ring while on duty and while attempting to effect a 
felony arrest. The price of the class ring is placed by 
the claimant at approximately $75.00. 


Court decisions have held that a municipality may 
reimburse its employees for expenses incurred in ful- 
filling their bona fide duties as public employees, 
although a municipality is not legally obligated to do 
so. See Ware v Battle Creek, 201 Mich 468 (1918); 
Horton v Kalamazoo, 81 Mich App 78 (1978). 


Based on the facts presented, there does not appear 
to be any negligence or legal responsibility on behalf 
of the City for this loss. While the claimant incurred 
the loss while performing his duties as a police officer, 
it should not be unexpected that employees acting in 
such a capacity might lose property of this nature. 


Even though the City is legally able to compensate 
Mr. Longoria for his loss if the equities justify reim- 
busement, it is not legally obligated to do so. There- 
fore, from a strictly legal perspective, it is the recom- 
mendation of this office that the claim should be 
denied.

On February 14, 1983, Rev. Richard Raines filed a 
claim with the Lansing City Council requesting a 
waiver of the collection of a special assessment for 
brush, tree branch and scrap lumber removal. The 
special assessment totalled $312.00 and was placed 
against property at 1024 Porter Street, which the clai- 
mant is purchasing under a land contract. 


Examination of the records of the City Building 
Division indicates that a violation notice for tree bran- 
ches, brush and scrap lumber at 1024 Porter Street was 
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issued on April 29, 1982. The violation notice was 
mailed to the taxpayer of record, Mr. Alselmo Ra- 
merize, 624 Francis Street. The violation notice pro- 
vided for a ten (10) day grace period to correct the 
identified violation. Re-examination by the City 
Building Division after the grace period had elapsed, 
revealed that the identified violation had not been cor- 
rected. 


On May 13, 1982, the City Building Division re- 
quested a contractor to clean up the violations located 
at 1024 Porter Street. The contractor performed the 
requested service on May 19, 1982 and submitted a bill 
for $192.00 to the City Building Division. Pursuant to 
Section 21-13 of the Lansing Code of Ordinances, the 
cost of $192.00 plus the City’s minimum service charge 
of $120.00, a total of $312.00, was assessed against the 
property located at 1024 Porter Street. Claimant con- 
tends that neither Mr. Ramerize nor the claimant were 
notified of the violation by the City because Mr. Ra- 
merize had moved to LaMesa, California. Claimant 
concludes that since neither Mr. Ramerize nor clai- 
mant were notified of the violation, the special assess- 
ment of $312.00 was unfair. Claimant has since added 
his name and address to City records concerning 1024 
Porter Street. 


Records on file in the City Building Division indi- 
cate that the notice for the property in question was

On June 26, 1981, Gordon Long filed eight petitions 
with the Michigan Tax Tribunal alleging that sixteen 
parcels of real property owned by him were assessed 
by the City Assessor at a value in excess of 50% of the 
property’s true cash value. The properties appealed by 
Gordon Long were the Oak Park Village Athletic 
Club, the Oak Park Village Apartments, the Oak Park 
Village Townhouses, 3031 South Washington, 621 
East Jolly, 609 East Jolly, 633 East Jolly, 6840 South 
Cedar Street, 6546 Mercantile Way, 6520 Mercantile 
Way, 6545 Mercantile Way, 1048 Pierpont, 6910 
South Cedar, 1020 Long Boulevard, 920 Long Boule- 
vard, and 6500 Mercantile Way. The total assessed 
value placed upon the subject properties by the City 
Assessor for 1981 was $14,459,600. The petitioner 
alleged that the total assessed value of the subject pro- 
perties should be $9,268,719. The City Attorney’s Of- 
fice filed answers to each of the eight petitions stating 
that the assessed value placed upon the subject prop- 
erties was equal to 50% of the properties true cash 
value and thus was lawfully assessed. Subsequently, 
the petitioner filed eight additional petitions concern- 
ing the same properties identified above for 1982. The 
total assessed value placed upon the subject properties 
for 1982 by the City Assessor was $14,765,700. Peti- 
tioner alleged that the total assessed value for 1982 for 
the subject properties should be $9,462,676. The total 
tax refund sought by the petitioner on the basis of his 
appeals was an amount in excess of $680,000. 


Subsequently, pursuant to Tax Tribunal rules two 
counsel conferences were held in the City Assessor’s 
office and further information was furnished by the 
petitioner. On November 30, 1982 a pre-hearing con- 
ference was held at the Michigan Tax Tribunal and at 
that time the Tribunal Judge scheduled trial to com- 
mence on February 17, 1983. 


On February 17, 1983 a tentative settlement was 
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agreed to by the parties. The tentative settlement pro- 
poses that for 1981 the total assessed valuation on the 
subject properties identified above should be reduced 
by $2,341,888 resulting in a total assessed valuation 
placed upon the subject properties of $12,117,712. 
Further, the tentative settlement proposes that for 
1982 the total assessed valuation on the subject prop- 
erties be reduced by $1,127,112 resulting in a total 
assessed valuation of the subject properties of 
$13,638,588. Based upon the proposed settlement, the 
petitioner would receive a tax refund from the City 
totalling $37,881.47 compared to petitioner’s original 
position which the petitioner sought a tax refund from 
the City of approximately $150,000. In addition, the 
petitioner has agreed to waive all interest on the tax re- 
fund which amount totals approximately $30,000. 


Therefore, based upon the recommendation of both 
the Lansing School District and the City Assessor’s 
Office and the uncertainty of outcome if this matter 
went to trial, it is the recommendation of this office 
that the settlement of the above mentioned tax appeals 
should be authorized by City Council as set forth 
above.

SUBJECT: Interim Report on the City’s Financial 
Condition. 


This monthly financial report covers the 7 month 
period ending January 31, 1983. This report reflects a 
net trend of revenues and expenditures for this fiscal 
year consistent with previous reports and contains no 
other new information except for an update on the 
City Income Tax. 


City Income Tax 


On a comparable basis through the 3rd quarter of 
employer deposits (note*), we have received 
$10,047,185 compared to $10,415,852 for the prior 
year, a decline of ($368,667). This represents a further 
decline in the 3rd quarter for City income tax receipts 
of ($117,907). If we maintain collections in the 4th 
quarter at the same level as the prior year (3.3 million), 
our total income from the City income tax this year 
will be $13,300,000 compared to $13,700,000 a year 
ago. Assuming a more optimistic estimate of a 5% 
growth in 4th quarter receipts would put total city in- 
come tax for this year at $13,500,000. 


Even though we have experienced a decline in City 
Income Tax revenues I continue to forecast based on 
all factors a net deficiency of expenditures over reve- 
nues of ($1,200,000) (per Analysis of Fund Balance re- 
port). Any major permanent new cuts in State Shared 
Revenues will have a direct effect on our ability to 
fund current levels of service as well as resources avail- 
able to fund next year’s budget. 


We are focusing now on the mid-year transfer re- 
quests and departmental estimates of expenditures for 
the last 6 months of the year. We are also closely fol- 
lowing the legislative review of Governor Blanchard’s 
budget balancing plan in an attempt to determine the 
effect on Lansing re: State Shared Revenues. 


The next report will be submitted to you on March 
28, 1983 and will be part of the Mayor’s proposed 
budget for the 1983-84 fiscal year.

The City Council, by resolution, authorized the col- 
lection of a vehicle admission fee to Potter Park. The 
revenue from such fees are earmarked for Capital Im- 
provements only, to include the preparation of a Mas- 
ter Plan necessary for providing direction. Subsequent 
to this, Council reviewed and approved a Request For 
Proposals prepared by the Parks and Recreation De- 
partment. 


A special committee representing the Zoo Society 
and the Park Board was formed and they have com- 
municated through this review process with the chair- 
man of the Public Properties and Safety Committee. 
This committee has now completed its work and has 
recommended the team of James Bassett, Inc. and 
Earl Wells. 


The Bassett/Wells team provided a very complete 
response to the RFP and demonstrated strong sensi- 
tivity to Potter’s features as well as user and animal 
needs. The team has successfully worked together in 
the renovation of zoos similar to Potter Park and of- 
fers both design and zoo administrative experience 
necessary for complete planning. The committee was 
impressed by the team’s ability to present down-to- 
earth, realistic solutions. 


The evaluation of the RFP responses included six 
individual criteria. The Bassett/Wells team was ranked 
first in all six, which included the greatest number of 
hours committed to the project, largest percentage of 
those hours from people with direct zoo planning or 
administration experience, and the lowest overall cost 
to the City of Lansing. 


On behalf of the City administration, the Park 
Board, and the Zoo Society, | am recommending for 
your approval the design team Bassett/Wells for the 
Master Plan for Redevelopment of Potter Park. The 
funds for this purpose are budgeted allowing for your 
earliest possible approval.

ian (the ‘‘Meridian EDC’’) and an $3,300,000 loan 
(the ‘‘UDAG Loan’’) from the City of Lansing and its 
Economic Development Corporation to the Company 
of moneys originating as an $3,300,000 Urban Devel- 
opment Action Grant (‘‘UDAG Grant’’) from the 
United States Department of Housing and Urban De- 
velopment (‘‘HUD’’).

b. The Lansing EDC shall agree by resolution du- 
ly adopted by its Board of Directors that upon the 
request of a majority of the City Council (expressed 
by adoption of a resolution), the Lansing EDC will 
return or assign, as the case may be, to the City of 
Lansing all UDAG moneys and all other of its rights 
to repayment of the UDAG Loan together with all 
other related ‘‘Program Income”? (as that term is us- 
ed in 24 CFR Part 570 and shall be defined with 
more particularity in any UDAG Grant Agreement 
with respect to the Project between HUD and the 
City) less only such amounts as may be necessary to 
pay current expenses and administrative costs of the 
Lansing EDC incurred’by the administration or im- 
plementation of the Project Plan. 


c. Unless and until the City Council requests the 
return or assignment of UDAG moneys and other 
rights pursuant to subparagraph b above, the Lans- 
ing EDC shall be authorized to develop proposals 
and recommendations, and consider applications 
and requests, for the recycling of Program Income 
derived from the Project for other economic devel- 
opment activities eligible under Title I of the Hous- 
ing and Community Development Act of 1974, as 
amended. These proposals and recommendations, 
shall be forwarded to the Mayor for his review. The 
Mayor shall submit his recommendation to the City 
Council. The EDC shall not spend or commit to 
spend Program Income without the prior approval 
of the Mayor and the Council Committee on Eco- 
nomic Development. The Lansing EDC shall com- 
ply with any resolution of the City Council with 
respect to the use of such Program Income. 


2. It is hereby determined that the Project Plan for 
the Project as amended hereby constitutes a public 
purpose within the meaning of the Act and said 
amended Project Plan is hereby approved in its en- 
tirety based on the following considerations: 
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a. The amended Project Plan meets the require- 
ments set forth in Section 8 of the Act. 


b. The persons who will be active in the manage- 
ment of the Project for not less than one year after 
the approval of the amended Project Plan have suf- 
ficient ability and experience to manage the Plan 
properly. 


c. The proposed method of financing the Project 
is feasible and the Corporations have the ability to 
arrange the financing. 


d. The Project is reasonable and necessary to 
carry out the purposes of the Act. 


3. The Economic Development Corporation of the 
City of Lansing is hereby authorized to incur obliga- 
tions with respect to the Project,and, in particular, is 
requested to proceed with the negotiation for and the 
execution and performance of a UDAG Loan Agree- 
ment in a form acceptable to HUD and consistent with 
the final UDAG Grant Agreement to be executed by 
HUD and the City of Lansing. 


4. The UDAG moneys for the Project are author- 
ized to be released to the Company upon presentation 
of the Requisition Certificate in compliance with the 
UDAG Loan Agreement and the countersignature of 
an authorized representative of the Controller’s office 
acting on behalf of the City of Lansing. 


5. All resolutions or parts thereof in conflict with 
this resolution are hereby repealed, but only to the ex- 
tent of such conflict.

Section 36-3 Definitions 
As used in Sections 36-1 to 36-44: 


(1) ABUTTING” means having a lot line which at 
not less than one point touches another property line. 

(2) ‘ACCESSORY STRUCTURE” means a struc- 
ture which is used exclusively for an accessory use. 


(3) ‘SACCESSORY USE” means a use which meets 
all of the following criteria: 


(A) It is clearly incidental to the principal use. 


(B) It is customarily found in connection with 
the principal use. 


(C) It is subordinate to the principal use. 


(D) It is located on the same lot as the principal 
use, except as otherwise permitted in this 
Chapter. 


(4) ‘‘ADJACENT”’ means the status of being con- 
tiguous to, abutting, or in the case of two lots, means 
all of the following: 


(A) The first lot is directly across a public right- 
of-way from the second lot. 


(B) The public right-of-way is less than one 
hundred (100) feet in width. 


(5) ‘‘ALLEY”’ means any dedicated public right-of- 
way affording a secondary means of access to abutting 
property, and not intended for general traffic circula- 
tion. 


(6) “AMBULATORY HEALTH CARE FACIL- 
ITY”: see ‘‘Clinic.”” 


(7) “ANIMAL HOSPITAL”’ means a structure or 
lot where animals are given medical or surgical care or 
treatment. 


(8) ‘‘APPLICANT” means a person having a legal, 
equitable or leasehold interest in a lot or a representa- 
tive of such person who is making a request pursuant 
to the provisions of Section 36-1 to 36-44. 


(9) “ARCHITECTURAL FEATURES” means 
cornices, eaves, gutters, belt courses, sills, lintels, bay 
windows, chimneys and decorative ornaments. 
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Section 36-45.2 
Adult bookstores, adult motion picture 
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(10) ‘““ARTERIAL, MINOR’’ means. a minor 
arterial as defined in the Comprehensive Plan, as 
amended. 


(11) “ARTERIAL, PRINCIPAL”’ means a princi- 
pal arterial as defined in the Comprehensive Plan, as 
amended. 


(12) “AUDITORIUM, SCHOOL” means an enclo- 
sure within a school intended to present any entertain- 
ment including, but not limited to, a play, theater, 
musical entertainment or lecture. 


(13) “‘AUDITORIUM”’ means a Structure intended 
to present any entertainment including but not limited 
to, a play, musical entertainment, or lecture. 


(14) “AUTOMOBILE SERVICE STATION”: see 
Motor Vehicle Service Station. 


(15) ““BASEMENT/CELLAR”’ means that portion 
of a structure between floor and ceiling which is partly 
below and partly above grade. A basement is so lo- 
cated so that the vertical distance from ‘grade to the 
floor below is less than the vertical distance from 
grade to ceiling. 

A cellar is that portion of a structure between 
floor and ceiling which is wholly or partly below grade 
and so located that the vertical distance from grade to 
the floor below is equal to or greater than the vertical 
distance from grade to ceiling. 


(16) ‘“‘BEDROOM” means a room within a dwelling 
unit which meets all of the following criteria. 


(A) It is intended to be used, or is used, for 
sleeping purposes. 


(B) It contains a floor area of not less than sev- 
enty (70) square feet. 


(C) It is not the only room in the dwelling unit; 
i.e., an efficiency dwelling unit. 


Space and occupancy standards for a bed- 
room shall be as mandated by the Housing 
Code, Chapter 9A of the Code of Ordinances. 


(17) ‘sBENEFICIAL USER’’ means a person ac- 
tually using a lot or structure with the permission of 
the person having a legal, equitable or leasehold inter- 
est in the lot. 


(18) ‘‘BERM”’ means an earthen mound designed to 
separate one area from another. 


(19) ““BLOCK FACE” means the cumulative prop- 
erty on one side of a street exhibiting one of the fol- 
lowing characteristics: 


(A) The property laying between two (2) inter- 
secting streets or public rights-of-way; or 


(B) The property lying between an intersecting 
street and railroad right-of-way, river, or 
stream; or 


(C) The property lying between a public right- 
of-way, railroad right-of-way, river or stream 
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and the corporate boundaries of the City of 
Lansing. 


(20) ‘‘BOARDING OR LODGING HOUSE”’ means 
a structure, other than a hotel, where, for com- 
pensation, and by prearrangement for definite 
periods; lodging, meals, or both lodging and meals are 
provided for at least three (3) but not more than twenty 
(20) persons. 


(21) ‘‘BUFFER”’ means a land area that separates 
one land use from another. This area may be land- 
scaped and may also contain a berm, fence or other 
screening material. 


(22) ‘“‘BUILDING”’ means an independent structure 
having a roof supported by columns or walls, intended 
and/or used for shelter or enclosure of persons or 
chattels. When any portion of a structure is complete- 
ly separated from every other part by division walls 
from the ground up, and without openings, each por- 
tion of such structure shall be deemed a separate struc- 
ture. This refers to both temporary and permanent 
structurs and includes tents, sheds, garages, stables, 
greenhouses, or other accessory structure. A building 
does not include such structures with interior areas not 
normally accessible for human use such as gas holders, 
tanks, smoke stacks, grain elevators, coal bunkers, oil 
cracking towers or similar structures. 


(23) BUILDING CODE means the Uniform Build- 
ing Code as adopted and supplemented by the City of 
Lansing as per Section 9-2 of the Code of Ordinances 
of the City of Lansing. 


(24) BUILDING HEIGHT means the vertical dis- 
tance from the grade at the front of a structure to the 
highest point of the coping of a flat roof or the aver- 
age height between the eaves and a ridge or to the 
deckline of a mansard roof or the average height be- 
tween the plate and ridge of a gable, hip, or gambrel 
roof. 


(25) ‘‘BUSINESS”’ means an office, commercial or 
industrial use entered into for the purpose of financial 
gain or earning a livelihood, or improving a person’s 
economic conditions and desires. 


(26) ““CANOPY”’ means an ornamental or rooflike 
structure which is fastened to a structure and used for 
protection. 


(27) ‘SCHILD CARE FACILITY” means a facility 
receiving more than six (6) pre-school or school aged 
children for care for periods of less than twenty-four 
(24) hours a day, and where the parents or guardians 
are not immediately available to the child. Child care 
facility includes a facility receiving more than six (6) 
pre-school or school aged children and which provides 
care for not less than two (2) consecutive weeks, re- 
gardless of the number of hours of care per day. The 
facility is generally described as a child care center, 
day care center, day nursery, nursery school, parent 
cooperative pre-school, play group or drop in center. 
Child care facility does not include a Sunday school, a 
vacation bible school, or a religious instructional class 
that is conducted by a religious organization where 
children are in attendance for not greater than three 
(3) hours per day for an indefinite number of days, or 
not greater than eight (8) hours per day for a number 
of days not to exceed four (4) weeks, during a twelve 
(12) month period, or a facility operated by a religious 
organization where children are cared for three (3) 
hours or less, while persons responsible for the chil- 
dren are attending religious services. 


(28) ‘*CHURCH” means a structure used to con- 
duct a religious service including, but not limited to, 
the usual accessory structures and uses, such as con- 
vents, rectories, parsonages, monasteries, gymnasiums 
and church halls. 
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(29) ““CLINIC”’ means a structure where medical or 
dental care is furnished to persons on an outpatient 
basis by more than three (3) doctors or dentists. 


(30) ‘““COMPARISON RETAIL STORE” means a 
retail store which is not a convenience retail store. 


(31) ‘“COMPREHENSIVE PLAN” means a Mas- 
ter Plan described by Section 6 of Act No. 285 of the 
Public Acts of 1931 as amended, being Sections 125.31 
to 125.459 of the Michigan Compiled Laws. 


(32) ‘“CONFORMED COPY” means an exact dup- 
licate of the original. 


(33) ‘‘CONSTRUCTION”’ means the putting to- 
gether of materials to build a new structure or to re- 
store, reconstruct, extend, enlarge or repair an existing 
structure, This definition does not apply to Sections 
36-59 to 36-67. 


(34) ‘SCONSTRUCTION, START OF”’ means the 
first placement of permanent construction of a struc- 
ture (other than a mobile home) on a site, such as the 
pouring of slabs or footings or any work beyond the 
stage of excavation. Permanent construction does not 
include land preparation, such as clearing, grading 
and filling; nor does it include the installation of streets 
and/or walkways; nor does it include excavation for a 
basement, cellar, footings, piers or foundations or the 
erection of temporary forms; nor does it include the 
installation on the property of accessory structures, 
such as garages or sheds not occupied as dwelling units 
or part of the main structure. 


For a structure (other than a mobile home) 
without a basement, cellar or poured footings, the 
‘start of construction’’ includes the first permanent 
framing or assembly of the structure or any part there- 
of on its piling or foundation. 


For premanufactured homes, ‘‘start of con- 
struction’’ means the affixing of the premanufactured 
home to its permanent site. For mobile homes within 
mobile home parks or mobile home subdivisions, 
‘start of construction’’ is the date on which the con- 
struction of facilities for servicing the site on which the 
mobile home is to be affixed (including at a minimum, 
the construction of streets, either final site grading or 
the pouring of concrete pads, and the installation of 
utilities) is completed. 


(35) ““CONTIGUOUS”’ means abutting. 


(36) “CONVALESCENT CARE HOME” means a 
nursing care facility other than a hospital that provides 
organized nursing care and medical treatment to seven 
(7) or more unrelated individuals suffering or recover- 
ing from illness, injury or infirmity. County medical 
facilities shall be deemed convalescent care homes for 
the purpose of this Chapter. 


(37) ‘‘CONVENIENCE RETAIL STORE” means 
an establishment which primarily serves the surround- 
ing neighborhood and includes, but is not limited to, 
the following: 


(A) Limited service food store. 
(B) Drug store. 

(C) Hardware store. 

(D) Barber/beauty shops. 

(E) Laundry or cleaners pickup. 
(F) Watch and shoe repair. 

(G) Jewelry store. 

(H) Florist. 
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(1) Gift shop. 

(J) Book store. 
(K) Clothing store. 
{L) Photographer. 
(M) Tailor. 


(N) Baked goods whose products are sold only 
on the premises. 


(38) ‘““CUMULATIVE”’ means increasing or enlarg- 
ing by successive addition through all points in time. 


(39) ‘‘DAYS”’ means calendar days unless otherwise 
stated. 


(40) ““DENSITY, GROSS”’ means a figure which 
equals the total number of dwelling units on a lot, 
divided by the total number of acres included in the 
lot. 


(41) “DENSITY, NET” means a figure which 
equals the total number of dwelling units on a lot 
divided by the total number of acres included in the 
lot, excluding any lot area owned by a governmental 
entity, used as a private street, or occupied by a non- 
residential use. 


(42) ‘sDIMENSIONAL PROVISION” means one 
(1) or more of the following: 


(A) Lot area requirements. 
(B) Front yard requirements. 
(C) Side yard requirement. 
(D) Rear yard requirement. 
(E) Parking requirement,or 
(F) Height restriction. 


(43) “DISTRICT, ZONING” means an area within 
which certain uses of land and structures are permitted 
and certain others are prohibited, yards and other 
open spaces are required, lot areas, structure height 
limits, and other requirements are established, all of 
the foregoing being identical for the zone in which 
they apply. 


(44) ‘‘DUPLEX”’ see Dwelling, Two Family. 


(45) “DWELLING, MULTIPLE” means a struc- 
ture or portion of a structure which contains three (3) 
or more dwelling units. 


(46) “DWELLING, ONE FAMILY’ means a 
structure designed and/or used exclusively for residen- 
tial purposes for one (1) family only and containing 
not more than one (1) dwelling unit. 


(47) ‘‘DWELLING, TWO FAMILY” means an at- 
tached or semi-detached structure used for residential 
occupancy by two (2) families living independently of 
each other. This is also known as a duplex dwelling. 


(48) ‘“‘DWELLING UNIT” means a structure or 
portion of a structure on a permanent foundation with 
one or more rooms, including a bathroom and com- 
plete kitchen facilities, which are arranged, designed 
or used as living quarters for one (1) family. Dwelling 
unit includes a premanufactured unit which meets the 
requirements of Sections 19 and 21 of Act no. 230 of 
the Public Acts of 1972, as amended, being Sections 
125.1519 and 125.1521 of the Michigan Compiled 
Laws. 2 


(49) “DWELLING UNIT, EFFICIENCY’’ means 
a dwelling unit of not more than one room in addition 
to a kitchen and bathroom. 
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(50) ‘‘EDUCATIONAL FACILITY” means a pub- 
lic institution, or a separate school or department of a 
school and includes an academy, college, elementary 
or secondary school, extension course, kindergarten, 
local school system, university or a business, nursing, 
professional, secretarial, technical or vocational 
school and includes an agent of an educational insti- 
tution. 


(51) ‘SEXCAVATION’”’ means any breaking of 
ground except for agricultural purposes, ground care 
and landscaping. 


(52) ‘‘EXTENSION”’ means an addition to the 
floor area of an existing structure, an increase in the 
intensity of a use, an enlargement of land area utilized 
by a specific use, or an increase in the activity of a use. 


(53) ‘‘“FAIR MARKET VALUE” means an estimate 
of the actual worth of a lot, structure or combination 
thereof, which estimate is made by a licensed real es- 
tate broker experienced and qualified in the appraisal 
of real estate using appropriate appraisal techniques. 


(54) ‘‘FAMILY” consists of one of the following: 


(A) An individual or two (2) or more persons 
related by blood, marriage or adoption, together 
with not more than two (2) other persons as 
roomers; or 


(B) In areas zoned ‘‘A’’ or ‘‘B’’ One Family 
Residential District, a group of not more than 
three (3) persons who are not related by blood, 
marriage or adoption, living together as a single 
housekeeping unit in a dwelling unit, with no 
additional roomers allowed; or 


(C) In all other zoning districts, a group of not 
more than four (4) persons who are not related 
by blood, marriage or adoption, living together 
as a single housekeeping unit in a dwelling unit 
with no additional roomers allowed. 


(55) ‘““FAMILY DAY CARE HOME”’ means a fa- 
cility receiving six (6) or less pre-school or school aged 
children for care for periods of less than twenty-four 
(24) hours a day, and where the parents or guardians 
are not immediately available to the child. Family Day 
Care Home includes a facility receiving six (6) or less 
pre-school or school aged children and which provides 
care for not less than two (2) consecutive weeks, re- 
gardless of the number of hours of care per day. 


(56) ‘‘FENCE”’ means a fence as defined by Section 
36-146(5). 


(57) ‘“FILLING” means the permanent depositing 
or dumping of any matter onto or into the ground, ex- 
cept for agricultural purposes, ground care or land- 
scaping. 


(58) ‘FLOOR AREA’ means the sum of the 
horizontal areas of each story of a structure measured 
from the exterior faces of the exterior walls. 


(59) ‘FLOOR AREA, USABLE” means for the 
purpose of computing parking, that area used for or 
intended to be used for the sale of merchandise or ser- 
vices, or for use to serve patrons, clients or customers. 
Such floor area which is used or intended to be used 
for hallways, stairways, elevator shafts, utility or sani- 
tary facilities or for the storage or processing of mer- 
chandise shall be excluded from this computation of 
“usable floor area.”? Measurement of usable floor 
area shall be the sum of the horizontal areas of each 
story of a structure measured from the interior faces 
of the exterior walls. 


(60) ‘““FUNERAL HOME” means a structure used 
and occupied for a professional licensed mortician for 
burial preparation and funeral services. 
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(61) ‘“GARAGE” means an accessory structure for 
the storage of motor vehicles. 


(62) ““GARAGE, PRIVATE”’ means a garage which 
has a floor area of not more than six hundred (600) 
square feet and is used for the storage of not more 
than three (3) motor vehicles. 


(63) ‘GARAGE, PUBLIC’? means any garage 
other than a private garage. 


(64) ‘“GOLF COURSE”’ means a comparatively 
large, unobstructed acreage involving enough room 
over which to walk or ride, point to point, over a gen- 
erally prescribed course, and to strive to send a ball 
long distances with variable accuracy, all without un- 
reasonably endangering other players or intruding 
upon them. 


(65) ‘GOVERNMENTAL ENTITY”? means the 
federal government, this state or any of its instru- 
mentalities, a county, city, township, village, school 
district, community college district, community hos- 
Pital district, any agency authorized to exercise a gov- 
ernmental function in a limited geographical area, or 
other political subdivision, any instrumentality of one 
(1) or more of these units, or nay of these units and 
one (1) or more other states or political subdivision of 
those states, 


(66) ‘‘“GRADE”’ means the lowest point of elevation 
within the area between the exterior surface of the 
structure and the property line. If the property line is 
more than five (5) feet from the exterior surface of the 
structure, “‘grade’’ means the lowest point of eleva- 
tion between the exterior surface of the structure and 
a line five (5) feet from the exterior surface of the 
structure. 


(67) ‘“GREENHOUSE, COMMERCIAL” means a 
glass or less than opaque enclosure which exceeds one 
hundred fifty (150) square feet in floor area and is de- 
signed or used for the cultivation or protection of 
plants, or a glassed enclosure regardless of size, de- 
signed or used for the cultivation or protection of 
plants for commercial purposes. 

(68) ‘“HAUL ROAD” means a private road utilized 
by trucks, tractors, or other similar vehicles to haul 
materials to and/or from a construction site, barrow 
pit, or landfill. 


(69) ‘HEALTH MAINTENANCE ORGANIZA- 
TION (HMO)”’ means a health facility or agency that: 


(A) Delivers health maintenance services to en- 
rollees, under the terms of a health mainte- 
nance contract, directly or through arrange- 
ments with affiliated providers. 


(B) Is responsible for the availability, accessi- 
bility and quality of the health maintenance 
services provided. 


(70) ‘HOME OCCUPATION” means a business 
conducted in a dwelling unit by a person of legal or 
equitable interest in the dwelling unit. 


(71) ‘“‘SHOSPITAL”’ means a health facility offering 
in patient, overnight care and services for observation, 
diagnosis and active treatment of human patients with 
a medical, surgical, obstetric, chronic or rehabilitative 
condition requiring the daily direction or supervision 
of a physician. 


(72) ‘‘HOTEL” means a structure or part of a struc- 
ture with a common entrance or entrances, in which 
the dwelling units are used primarily for transient 
occupancy and in which one (1) or more of the follow- 
ing services are offered: 


(A) Maid service. 
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(B) Telephone, secretarial or desk service. 
(C) Furnishing of linen. 
(D) Bellboy service. 


A hotel may include a restaurant or cocktail 
lounge, public banquet hall, ballroom or meet- 
ing room and may further include a guest room 
and suite of rooms for extended occupancy. 


(73) “INTENSITY OF USE”’ means the amount of 
activity associated with a specific use. Intensity of use 
shall be determined by the Planning Department based 
on the following criteria: 


(A) Amount of vehicular traffic generated. 
(B) Amount of pedestrian traffic generated. 
(C) Noise, odor and air pollution generated. 
(D) Potential for litter or debris. 


(E) Type and storage of materials connected 
with the use. 


(F) Total residential units and density if resi- 
dential. 


(G) Total structure coverage and structure 
height on the parcel. 


(74) ‘‘SJUNK’’ means any of the following products 
which are stored in the open and which are damaged, 
deteriorated or are in such a condition that the prod- 
uct cannot be used for the purpose for which it was 
manufactured: 


(A) Motor vehicle. 

(B) Machinery. 

(C) Appliance. 

(D) Merchandise with missing parts. 
(E) Scrap metal. 


(F) Scrap materials, including, but not limited 
to rags, paper, or building materials. 


(75) ““JUNK YARD” means a lot used to store or 
process junk. 


(76) ““KENNEL”’ means the keeping on a lot for 
commercial purposes four (4) or more dogs, cats or 
other household pets which are more than six (6) 
months old. Keeping includes, but is not limited to, 
boarding, breeding or training. 


(77) ‘SLOADING SPACE OR AREA”’ means an 
off street space on the same lot with a structure or 
group of structures for the temporary parking of a 
commercial vehicle while loading and unloading mer- 
chandise or materials, and having direct and unob- 
structed access to a public street or alley. Unobstructed 
does not preclude the use of security devices. 


(78) ‘‘LOT”’ means a parcel of land consisting of 
one (1) or more lots of record occupied or intended to 
be occupied by a principal structure or use and any ac- 
cessory structures or by any other use or activity per- 
mitted on the parcel of land. Lot includes the open 
spaces and yards required under this chapter and has 
its frontage on a public street or road either dedicated 
i the public or designated on a recorded subdivision 
plat. 


(A) ‘CORNER LOT”’’ means a lot where the 
interior angle of two (2) adjacent sides at the in- 
tersection of two (2) streets is less than one 
hundred thrity five (135) degrees. A lot abut- 
ting upon a curved street is a corner lot if the 
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radius of the arc is less than one hundred fifty 
(150) feet and the tangents to the curve at the 
two (2) points where the lot lines meet the curve 
or the straight street line extended, form an in- 
terior angle of less than one hundred thirty five 
(135) degrees. 


(B) “INTERIOR LOT”’ means a lot other than 
a corner lot. 


(C) ‘““THROUGH LOT” means an interior lot 
having frontage on two (2) more or less parallel 
streets. 


(79) “LOT AREA”’ means the total horizontal area 
within the lot lines of the lot. 


(80) “LOT COVERAGE” means the part or per- 
cent of the lot area occupied by structures and hard 
surfaced parking areas. 


(81) ‘LOT DEPTH” means the horizontal distance 
between the front and rear lot lines, measured along 
the median between the side lot lines. 


(82) ““LOT LINES” means the lines bounding a lot. 


(83) ‘LOT LINE, FRONT”’ means that line sepa- 
rating the lot from the right-of-way line of a street. 


(84) ““LOT LINE, REAR” means a lot line which is 
opposite the front lot line. In the case of a corner lot, 
the rear lot line may be opposite either front lot line, 
but there shall only be one (1) rear lot line. In the case 
of a lot converging toward the rear, the rear lot line 
shall be an imaginary line parallel to the front lot line, 
not less than ten (10) feet long and wholly within the 
lot. 


(85) ‘“‘LOT LINE, SIDE”’ means any lot line not a 
front lot line or not a rear lot line. 


(86) ‘“‘LOT OF RECORD” means a parcel of land 
which is part of a subdivision, the dimension and con- 
figuration of which has been recorded on a map in the 
office of the Register of Deeds for the appropriate 
county, or a parcel described by metes and bounds, in 
any instrument of conveyance recorded at the county 
Register of Deeds. 


(87) ““LOT WIDTH” means the horizontal distance 
from one (1) side lot line to the opposite lot line. 


(88) “MAINTENANCE OF STRUCTURE” means 
to keep up, to keep from change, to preserve, to hold 
or keep in any particular state or condition, or to sup- 
port what has already been brought into existence. 


(89) ‘““MOBILE HOME” means a Structure, trans- 
portable in one (1) or more sections, which is built on 
a chassis and designed to be used as a dwelling without 
a permanent foundation, when connected to the re- 
quired utilities, and includes the plumbing, heating, 
air conditioning and electrical systems contained in the 
structure. Mobile home does not include a trailer. 


(90) ‘MOBILE HOME PARK’”’ means a parcel or 
tract of land under the control of a person upon which 
three (3) or more mobile homes are located on a con- 
tinual nonrecreational basis and which is offered to 
the public for that purpose regardless of whether a 
charge is made therefor, together with any structure, 
building, enclosure, street, equipment or facility used 
or intended for use incidental to the occupancy of a 
mobile home and which is not intended for use as a 
temporary trailer park. 


(91) ‘‘MOTEL”’ means a series of attached, semi- 
detached or detached rental units containing a bed- 


room, bathroom, and closet space. A motel shall pro- © 


vide for overnight lodging and is offered to the public 
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for compensation and shall cater primarily to the pub- 
lic traveling by motor vehicle. 


(92) ‘‘MOTOR VEHICLE REPAIR STATION”’ 
means any lot on which minor repairs, described in 
Section 36-3(93), are performed, and, in addition, any 
of the following are performed: bumping, painting, 
replacement of body parts, engine repair other than 
normal tune-up repair, engine replacement, replace- 
ment of transmission or internal transmission parts, or 
repair remaking. 


(93) “MOTOR VEHICLE SERVICE STATION”’ 
means any lot used for supplying gasoline, oil and 
minor accessories at retail directly to the customer and 
which performs ‘‘minor repairs”. “MINOR REPAIR” 
means: an engine tune up, alternator/generator 
replacement, rustproofing, battery replacement, fan 
belt replacement, radiator hose replacement, radiator 
repair or replacement, tire repair or replacement, or 
wheel balancing, muffler and exhaust system replace- 
ment, or front end alignment. 


(94) ‘““NONCONFORMITY”’ means a use, struc- 
ture or lot which does not conform with a use or 
dimensional provision or any combination of a use or 
dimensional provision of this Chapter, but which use, 
structure or land was lawfully established prior to the 
effectiveness date of the use or dimensional provision. 


(96) ‘‘“NURSERY”’ means any land used to raise 
trees, shrubs, flowers and other plants for sale or for 
transplanting. 


(97) ‘““NURSING HOME”’ see Convalescent Care 
Home. 


(98) ““OCCUPANT”’ means a person who takes or 
enters upon possession of a lot. 


(99) ‘‘OFFICE”’ means a structure in which a per- 
son transacts his or her business or carries on his or her 
stated occupation. 


(100) ‘OFF STREET PARKING FACILITY” 
means an off street parking surface lot or an off street 
parking structure. 


(100) ‘‘OFF STREET PARKING STRUCTURE”’ 
means a structure which provides for vehicular park- 
ing spaces along with drives and aisles for maneuver- 
ing so as to provide access for the entrance and exit for 
the parking of two (2) or more vehicles. 


(102) ‘““OFF STREET PARKING SURFACE LOT” 
means the use of an area for vehicular parking spaces 
along with drives and aisles for maneuvering so as to 
provide access for entrance and exit for the parking of 
more than two (2) vehicles on the surface of a lot. 


(103) ‘‘“OPEN SPACE”’ means that ground area 
and the space above that ground area which is un- 
impeded from the ground to the sky by any structure 
except that the area may be used for Landscaping, 
recreational purposes such as swimming, shuffle- 
board, tennis or similar recreational uses. Parking !ots 
and storage areas for vehicles and material shall not be 
considered as open space. 


(104) ‘‘PARKING SPACE’’ means an area of de- 
fined length and width for the parking of motor ve- 
hicles; said area shall be exclusive of drives, aisles or 
entrances giving access thereto. 


(105) “PERIMETER LINE (boundary 
means the exterior limits of a lot. 


(106) ‘“PERSON” means an individual, agent, asso- 
ciation, corporation, partnership, sole proprietorship, 
joint apprenticeship committee, joint stock company, 
labor organization, legal representative, mutual com- 
pany, receiver, trust, trustee in bankruptcy, unincor- 


line)’’ 
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porated organization, personal representative of an es- 
tate, the state or political subdivision of the state or an 
agency of the state, or any other legal or commercial 
entity. 


(107) “PEAK HOUR PARKING DEMAND” 
means the number of parking spaces required during 
the highest intensity of use. 


(108) ‘“‘PLANNED RESIDENTIAL DEVELOP- 
MENT” means a lot which does all of the following: 


(A) if the lot is zoned ‘‘DM-1’’, the lot is more 
than six (6) acres in size; if the lot is zoned 
‘*DM-2’’, the lot is more than four (4) acres in 
size; if the lot is zoned ‘‘DM-3”’, the lot is more 
than three (3) acres in size; if the lot is zoned 
““DM-4”’ the lot is more than two (2) acres in 
size. 


(B) has more than one (1) structure on it which 
is used for residential purposes; and 


(C) is planned and developed as an integral unit 
ina single development operation and accord- 
ing to the requirements of Sections 36-16 to 
36-16.5. 


(109) ‘‘PORCH, ENCLOSED” means a covered 
entrance to a structure which is surrounded on all sides 
by glass, screen, wood, brick or plastic, or other 
materials permitted by the building code. 


(110) ‘*PORCH, OPEN” means a porch that is not 
enclosed. 


(111) ““SPREMANUFACTURED UNIT”? means an 
assembly of materials or products intended to com- 
promise all or part of a building or structure, and that 
is assembled at other than the final location of the unit 
of the building or structures by a repetitive process 
under circumstances intended to insure uniformity of 
quality and material content. 


(112) ‘PRINCIPAL USE” means the primary, ma- 
jor, main, leading, outstanding, or chief use which a 
lot serves or is intended to serve. 


(113) ‘SPROBATE”’ means the period of probate, 
as defined in Act No. 642 of the Public Acts of 1978, 
as amended, being Sections 700.1 et. sg. of the Michi- 
gan Compiled Laws. 


(114) “PUBLIC UTILITY” means electric light 
and power companies, whether private, public, corpo- 
rate Or cooperative, gas companies, water, telephone, 
telegraph, oil, gas and pipeline companies, motor car- 
riers and all public transportation and communication 
agencies other than railroads and railroad companies. 


(115) ‘“‘RECONSTRUCTION”’ means the act of 
rebuilding a structure to meet the building or housing 
code. : 


(116) ‘“‘“RECREATIONAL FACILITY” means a 
structure or open space which provides activities in- 
cluding, but not limited to, swimming, racquet sports, 
exercise and fitness rooms or areas and gymnasiums. 


(117) ‘“‘REPAIR’’ means to restore to a sound or 
good state after decay, injury, dilapidation or partial 
destruction, 


(118) “RESIDENTIAL CARE FACILITY” means 
a governmental or non-governmental establishment 
having as its principal function the receiving of more 
than six (6) persons for foster care. ‘““FOSTER 
CARE” means the provision of supervision, personal 
care and protection, in addition to room and board, 
for twenty-four (24) hours a day, five (5) or more days 
a week and for two (2) or more consecutive weeks for 
compensation. Residential care facility includes facili- 
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ties-for persons who are aged, emotionally disturbed, 
developmentally disabled, or physically handicapped 
who require supervision on an on-going basis but do 
not require continuous nursing care. A residential care 
facility does not include any of the following: 


(A) A nursing home licensed under Article 17 
of Act No. 368 of the Public Acts of 1978 as 
amended, being Sections 333.20101 to 333.22181 
of the Michigan Compiled Laws. 


(B) A hospital licensed under Article 17 of Act 
No. 368 of the Public Acts of 1978 as amended. 


(C) A hospital for the mentally ill or facility for 
the developmentally disabled operated by the 
Department of Mental Health under Act No. 
258 of the Public Acts of 1974 as amended, be- 
ing Sections 333.1001 to 333.2106 of the Michi- 
gan Compiled Laws. — 


(119) ““RESIDENTIAL USE” means a use of a lot 
as a single family, two family, multiple family resi- 
dence, boarding or lodging house, residential care 
facility and their accessory uses. 


(120) ‘‘“RESTORATION”’ means to put back into 
original or historic condition. 


(121) ‘‘RESUMPTION?”’ means to begin the use of 
a nonconformity after it has been previously discon- 
tinued from use. 


(122) ‘‘“SALVAGE YARD” means a lot where any 
product, including but not limited to any of the fol- 
lowing are taken apart in such a way that the usable 
parts are separated from the non-usable: 


(A) Motor vehicle. 
(B) Machinery. 
(C) Appliance. 
(D) Fixture. 

(E) Goods. 

(F) Merchandise. 


(123) “‘STABLE”’ means a structure used to keep 
horses for commercial purposes. 


(124) “STORAGE” means the holding or safekeep- 
ing of goods to wait the happening of some future 
event or contingency which will call for the removal of 
the goods. 


(125) “STORAGE YARD” in an ‘‘A’’ Residential 
District to a “‘G-1”’ Business District means a lot used 
for the holding of any type of product which product 
is not reasonably associated with the principal use 
itself. ‘STORAGE YARD” in a ‘‘G-2”’ wholesale dis- 
trict, “‘H’’ Light Industrial District, and ‘‘I’? Heavy 
Industrial District means a lot used for the holding in 
the open of any type of product subject to the follow- 
ing conditions: 


(A) The product is not junk, unless the junk is 
associated with the normal functioning of the 
principal use. 


(B) The lot is not used as a salvage yard. 


(C) The product is not normally used in the 
normal functioning of the principal use. 


(126) “STREET” means a public thoroughfare, 
avenue, road, highway, boulevard, parkway, way, 
drive, lane or court which affords the principal means 
of access to abutting property. 


(127) ““STREET, LOCAL”? means a local street as 
defined in the Comprehensive Plan as amended. 
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(128) “STREET, PRIVATE”’ means a street which 
is not public. 


(129) “STRUCTURE, MINOR”’ means a structure 
having a replacement cost of not more than five thou- 
sand (5,000) dollars. 


(130) ‘SSTRUCTURE” means that which is built or 
constructed, an edifice or building of any kind, or any 
piece of work artificially built up or composed of parts 
joined together in some definite manner. 


(131) “STRUCTURE, TEMPORARY” means a 
structure which is located on a lot for a period of less 
than one(1) year, or, if the structure is connected with 
a construction activity on a lot, until the construction 
activity is completed. 


(132) “STRUCTURAL ALTERATION” means 
any change in the supporting members of a building, 
such as bearing walls, columns, beams or girders, or 
any substantial changes in the roof and exterior walls. 


(133) “SUBSTITUTION” means to put in place of 
another. : 


(134) ‘“TOWNHOUSE”’ means a group of dwell- 
ings having common party walls with each other and 
normally having a basement. No dwelling in a town- 
house is located above or below another dwelling. 


(135) “‘TRAILER” means a vehicle standing on 
wheels or rigid supports which is used for temporary 
living or sleeping purposes. Trailer includes a recrea- 
tional vehicle. 


(136) ‘““STRAILER CAMP” means a tract of land 
used or designed for the use of two (2) or more trailers 
as a temporary residence. 


(137) ““TREE”’ means a usually tall, woody plant 
characterized by a single trunk with a two (2) inch di- 
ameter measured at the time the development plan is 
submitted andmeasured three (3) feet from the base of 
the tree and is on the recommended tree list main- 
tained by the City Forester. 


(138) “USE” means: 


(A) Any purpose for which a structure or lot 
may be designed, arranged, intended, main- 
tained or occupied, or 


(B) Any activity, occupation, business or oper- 
ation carried on in a structure or on a lot. 


(139) ‘“YARD”’ means a space on a lot with a struc- 
ture, which is unobstructed and unoccupied from the 
ground upward except as is occupied or obstructed as 
permitted in this chapter. 


(A) ““FRONT YARD” means a yard extending 
across the full width of a lot between the front 
lot line of the structure containing the principal 
use and the front lot line. 


(B) ‘REAR YARD” means a yard extending 
the full width of a lot between the rearmost 
structure containing the principal use and the 
rear lot line, the depth of which is the least 
distance between the rear lot line and the rear 
of the structure containing the principal use. 


(C) “SIDE YARD”’ means a space within a lot 
between a side lot line and a structure contain- 
ing the principal use or an attached accessory 
structure whichever is closer to the side lot line. 
A side yard shall extend on each side of a lot 
through from the front lot line to the rear lot 
line of the lot. 


(140) ZONING VARIANCE means a modification 
of the strict letter of this Chapter granted when by rea- 
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son of exceptional conditions the strict application of 
the provisions of this chapter result in peculiar or ex- 
ceptional, practical difficulties or unnecessary hard- 
ship to the owner of the lot. 


Section 36-4 Fees 


(1) Fees required by this Chapter shall be set by 
resolution by Lansing City Council. 


Section 36-5 Enumeration of Districts 


(1) The City of Lansing is divided into the following 
zoned districts: 


(A) A Residential District 

(B) A-1 Residential District 

(C) B Residential District 

(D) C Residential District 

(E) DM-1 Residential District 
(F) DM-2 Residential District 
(G) DM-3 Residential District 
(H) DM-4 Residential District 
(I) D-1 Professional Office District 
(J) E-1 Apartment Shop District 
(K) E-2 Local Shopping District 
(L) F Commercial District 

(M) G-1 Business District 

(N) G-2 Wholesale District 

(O) H Light Industrial District 
(P) 1 Heavy Industrial District 
(Q) J Parking District 


Section 36-6 District Maps 


(1) The boundaries of the districts described in Sec- 
tion 36-5 are established as shown upon the official 
Zoning Map of the City of Lansing, which is incorpo- 
rated by reference and made a part of this Ordinance 
as if fully set out. 


(2) The official Zoning Map of the City of Lansing 
shall be a series of one quarter (4) section maps 
drawn to a scale of one (1) inch equals one hundred 
(100) feet. 


(3) The official Zoning Map shall be identified by 
the signature of the Mayor and attested to by the City 
Clerk bearing the following words: 


“This is to certify that this is the official Zon- 
ing Map of the City of Lansing, originally adopted on 


(4) The official Zoning Map shall be kept on file in 
the Planning Division. 


(5) Whenever a district boundary is amended pur- 
suant to Section 36-11, the Planning Division shall 
within thirty (30) days make the correlative change in 
the official Zoning Map so as to reflect the change of 
the district boundary. 


(6) If any quarter section map of the official Zoning 
Map is damaged, destroyed or has deteriorated to the 
point where it is difficult to interpret, then City Coun- 
cil shall be resolution adopt a new quarter section map

of the official Zoning Map. The new quarter section 
map shall be incorporated as part of the official Zon- 
ing Map and shall be identified by the signature of the 
Mayor and attested to by the City Clerk bearing the 
following words: 


“This is to certify that this is the official Zon- 
ing Map of the City of Lansing which supersedes and 
replaces the official Zoning Map adopted on 


(7) If a territory is annexed to the City and the an- 
nexed territory shall be prepared by the Planning Di- 
vision and shall be included as part of the official zon- 
ing map of the City of Lansing. 


(8) A conformed copy of the official zoning map 
shall be made available by the Planning Division to a 
person requesting a copy if the person pays a fee set by 
City Council which covers the costs involved in pre- 
paring the copy. 


Section 36-8 Zoning of Annexed Territory 


(1) All territory which is annexed to the City shall be 
given an interim zoning by the Planning Division 
within a district enumerated in Section 36-5, which 
most closely resembles the zoning which the territory 
maintained prior to annexation, This interim zoning 
shall only be in effect until the rezoning pursuant to 
subsection (2) is completed. 


(2) The Planning Board shall within on hundred 
eighty (180) days after the territory is annexed, and 
pursuant to the procedures described in Section 36-11, 
review and recommend to City Council the appropri- 
ate zoning of the territory with consideration being 
given to the existing land use and the land use policies 
of the Comprehensive Plan. This section shall not pre- 
clude a person from at any time seeking a boundary 
amendment pursuant to Section 36-11. 


Section 36-8.1 Zoning of Vacated Areas 


(1) If a street, alley or public way is vacated, it shall 
take the zoning of the land to which it is attached, pur- 
suant to Section 227a of Act No. 288 of the Public 
Acts of 1967, as amended, being Section 560.227a of 
the Michigan Compiled Laws. 


Section 36-9 Nonconformities: Definition and Intent 
(1) As used in this section: 


(A) “‘Nonconformity’’ means a use, structure 
or lot which does not conform with a use or 
dimensional provision or any combination of a 
use of dimensional provision of this Chapter 
but which use, structure or lot was lawfully es- 
tablished prior to the effectiveness date of the 
use or dimensional provision. 


(2) A nonconformity may be continued as described 
in Section 36-9.1 to 36-9.11. 


(3) The intent of this section is to do all of the fol- 
lowing: 


(A) To regulate a use, structure or lot, or any 
combination of use, structure or lot which does 
not conform to the terms and conditions pro- 
vided in this Chapter; and 


(B) To provide flexibility when regulating a 
nonconformity so as to permit resumption, 
restoration, reconstruction, extension or sub- 
stitution of certain types of nonconformities. 
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Section 36-9.1 Groups of Nonconformities 


(1) For the purpose of this Chapter, each noncon- 
formity shall be placed into one of the following 
groups: 


(A) “Group 1”’ nonconformity means a use of 
a lot with no structure including, but not lim- 
ited to, mineral extraction, or use of a lot with 
only minor structures which lot does not con- 
form to the use or dimensional provisions, or 
any combination of the use or dimensional pro- 
visions, of this Chapter. ‘‘Minor structure’’ 
means a structure having a replacement cost of 
not more than five thousand dollars ($5,000). 


(B) ‘‘Group 2” nonconformity means a struc- 
ture other than a building including, but not 
limited to, a sign, billboard or fence which does 
not conform to the use or dimensional provi- 
sions of this Chapter. 


(C) “Group 3’’ nonconformity means a struc- 
ture which does not, and cannot conform to 
the use or dimensional provisions, or any com- 
bination of the use or dimensional provisions 
of this Chapter. Except for a lot of record with 
a building on it which is located in an ‘‘A’’, 
“A-1", ‘*B’’, or “‘C”’ Residential District, a 
“GROUP 3” nonconformity also means a lot 
with a building on it which does not and cannot 
conform to the use or dimensional provisions 
of this Chapter, or any combination of the use 
or dimensional provisions of this Chapter. 


(D) ‘‘Group 4’’ nonconformity means a struc- 
ture or a lot with a building which does not 
conform but may be reasonably made to con- 
form to the use or dimensional provisions or 
any combination of the use or dimensional pro- 
visions of this Chapter. 


Section 36-9.2 Creation of Class A and Class B 
Nonconformities 


(1) Group | to Group 4 nonconformities shall be 
classified as either Class A or Class B. Class A non- 
conformities are those nonconformities which have 
been designated as Class A nonconformities by the 
Planning Board, pursuant to the criteria described in 
Section 36-9.3, and the procedures described in Sec- 
tion 36-9.4. 


(2) All nonconformities which have not been desig- 
nated as Class A by the Planning Board, pursuant to 
the criteria described in Section 36-9.3, and the pro- 
cedures described in Section 36-9.4, shall be Class B 
nonconformities. Class A nonconformities shall have 
greater flexibility than Class B nonconformities in 
terms of permitting the resumption, restoration, 
reconstruction, extension, or substitution of the non- 
conformity. 


Section 36-9.3 Criteria for Class A Status for 
Nonconformities 


(1) The Planning Board shall, based upon the cri- 
teria described in this section, either approve, approve 
with conditions, or disapprove a request for Class A 
status. 


(2) A nonconformity which is placed in ‘‘Group 1” 
shall not be granted Class A status. 


(3) A nonconformity which is placed in ‘‘Group 2”’ 
shall not be granted Class A status. 


(4) A nonconformity which is placed in ‘‘Group 3”’ 
may be granted Class A status if the public health, 
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welfare and safety would be served by approving Class 
A status, except if the following exists: 


(A) The request involves a nonresidential use 
located on a local street. 


(B) The activities associated with the noncon- 
formity generate either smoke, odor, air pollu- 
tion, water pollution, vibration, glare or noise 
which is more than the level associated with the 
uses permitted by right in the district in which 
the nonconformity is located. The Planning Di- 
vision may require the applicant to provide re- 
liable technical evidence for the purpose of de- 
termining the amount of smoke, odor, air pol- 
lution, water pollution, vibration, glare or 
noise which exists on the lot for which Class A 
status is being sought. 


(C) The nonconformity does not meet one or 
more of the parking requirements designated in 
Sections 36-42 to 36-44. If, however, an appli- 
cant provides reliable data to the Planning 
Division which indicates that peak hour park- 
ing demand for the use shall not exceed the 
number of parking spaces available during the 
highest intensity of use, then Class A status 
may be granted. The highest intensity of use 
shall be determined by the Planning Division. 


(5) A nonconformity which is placed in ‘‘Group 4’’ 
shall not be granted Class A status except if the only 
provision of this ordinance which the ‘‘Group 4” non- 
conformity fails to conform is one or more of the 
parking requirements designated in Sections 36-42 to 
36-44. In this case, if the applicant provides reliable 
data to the Planning Division which indicates that 
peak hour parking demand for the nonconformity 
shall not exceed the number of parking spaces which 
exist, then as long as all other parking requirements of 
Sections 36-42 to 36-44 are met. Class A status may be 
granted. The highest intensity of use shall be deter- 
mined by the Planning Division. 


Section 36-9.4 Procedures for Obtaining Class A 
Status 


(1) A written request for Class A status by an appli- 
cant with a ‘‘Group 3”’ or ‘‘ Group 4”’ nonconformity 
may be filed with the Planning Division. The Planning 
Division shall send a copy of this written request to the 


Planning Board. The request shall be accompanied by * 


all information described in Section 36-14.1. 


(2) The Planning Board may hold a public hearing 
on a written request for Class A status if either of the 
following occur: 


(A) The Planning Division requests that the 
Planning Board hold a public hearing. 


(B) The applicant requests that the Planning 
Board hold a public hearing. 


(3) If one of the reasons the nonconformity fails to 
conform to the requirements of this Chapter is due to 
the use of the lot, and if a public hearing is requested, 
then the Planning Division shall send notice to all of 
the following: 


(A) All persons to whom the lot for which the 
Class ‘‘A’’ status is requested is currently 
assessed according to the records maintained in 
the Office of the City Assessor. The notifica- 
tion shall be by certified mail, return receipt re- 
quested. 


(B) All persons to whom a lot is assessed, ac- 
cording to the records maintained in the Office 
of the City Assessor and which lot is not more 
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than three hundred (300) feet from the boun- 
dary of the lot for which Class A status is 
sought. The notification shall be by first class 
mail. 


(C) The occupants of all structures which are 
located not more than three hundred (300) feet 
from the boundary line of the lot for which 
Class A status is sought. The notification shall 
be by first class mail. 


(4) If a public hearing is requested and if the only 
reason the nonconformity fails to conform is due to 
the dimensional or parking provisions of this Chapter, 
then the Planning Division shall send notice to all of 
the following: 


(A) All persons to whom adjacent property is 
currently assessed according to the records 
maintained in the Office of the City Assessor. 
The notification shall be by first class mail. 


(B) All persons to whom the property for which 
Class “‘A’’ status is requested is currently as- 
sessed according to the records maintained in 
the Office of the City Assessor. Notification 
shall be by certified mail, return receipt re- 
quested. 


(5) An affidavit of mailing shall be maintained by 
the Planning Division for notices sent pursuant to sub- 
sections (3) and (4). 


(6) The written notice described in subsections (3) 
and (4) shall be given to those persons described in 
subsections (3) and (4) not less than fifteen (15) days 
before the public hearing described in subsection (2). 


(7) The written notice described in subsections (3) 
and (4) shall contain all of the following: 


(A) A description of the nature of the noncon- 
formity for which Class A status is sought. 


(B) A description of the lot which is the subject 
of the Class A status request. 


(C) The time and place where the public hear- 
ing described in subsection (2) shall be held. 


(D) The location where interested persons may 
send written comments concerning the Class A 
status request. 


(8) The Planning Board shall, by resolution, ap- 
prove, approve with conditions or deny Class A status 
for ‘‘Group 3” or ‘“‘Group 4”’ nonconformities, pur- 
suant to the criteria described in Section 36-9.3(4) and 
(5). The resolution shall include all of the following: 


(A) All conditions, if any, which the applicant 
must satisfy before Class A status shall become 
effective. 


(B) A time, if any, after which the Class A 
status shall lapse and reasons why Class A 
status shall not be permitted after such time. 


(C) The reasons for the decision of the Planning 
Board. 


(9) The Planning Division shall notify the applicant 
in writing of the decision of the Planning Board and 
shall send the applicant a copy of the resolution. 


Section 36-9.5 Regulations Pertaining to Class ‘‘A’’ 
Nonconformities 


(1) A Class A nonconformity may be restored, re- 
constructed, extended, or substituted, as provided in 
this section. A Class ‘‘A’’ nonconformity may be 
resumed as provided for in Section 36-9.10. 
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(2) A Class A nonconformity damaged by fire, ex- 
plosion, flood, erosion, or any other catastrophe, may 
be restored or reconstructed if the cost of restoration 
or reconstruction is not more than fifty percent (50%) 
of the nonconformity’s pre-catastrophe fair market 
value. If damage is greater than fifty percent (50%), 
the restoration or reconstruction may be permitted 
only by the Board of Zoning Appeals. 


(3) In the case of a substitution of a Class A noncon- 
formity, Planning Board approval, pursuant to the 
procedures outlined in Section 36-9.4, is required. 
Planning Board approval may be granted at the dis- 
cretion of the Planning Board if the Palnning Board 
determines that the new use is placed within the same 
Group of nonconformities as the former use, as deter- 
mined under Section 36-9.2. In addition, the Planning 
Board shall determine that the new use is not more in- 
tense than the former use. 


Section 36-9.6 Regulations Pertaining to Class B 
Nonconformities 


(1) Except as provided in this section, a Class B non- 
conformity shall not be restored, reconstructed, ex- 
tended, substituted or resumed. 


(2) The Planning Board may permit the substitution 
or restoration of a Class B nonconformity so long as 
the cost of substitution or restoration is not more than 
thirty-five percent (35%) of the fair market value of 
the Class B nonconformity and the effect of the sub- 
stitution or restoration is not to increase the intensity 
of the use or the exterior physical dimension of the 
structure in a way which increases the intensity of the 
use. In no case shall the cumulative and total substi- 
tution or restoration be more than thirty-five percent 
(35%) of the fair market value of the Class B noncon- 
formity. Fair market value shall be calculated on the 
date the person first requests a building permit to per- 
form the substitution or restoration. 


(3) A Class B nonconformity damaged by fire, 
explosion, flood, erosion or any other catastrophe 
may be restored, if the cost of restoration is less than 
fifty percent (50%) of the pre-catastrophe fair market 
value. A structure damaged more than fifty percent 
(50%) shall not be restored except in conformance 
with the provisions of the district in which it is located. 


(4) If a Class B nonconformity is damaged by fire, 
explosion, flood, erosion or any other catastrophe, 
and, if prior to the damage, the nonconformity would 
have been placed as a ‘‘Group 3” or ‘‘Group 4’ non- 
conformity, then a request for Class A status may be 
filed with the Planning Division pursuant to the pro- 
cedures described in Section 36-9.4, not more than 
three hundred sixty-five (365) days after the date of 
the damage. 


(5) In the substitution or extension of use of a Class 
B nonconformity, Planning Board approval, pursuant 
to the procedures outlined in Section 36-9.4 is required. 
Planning Board approval may be granted at the discre- 
tion of the Planning Board if the Planning Board de- 
termines that the new use is within the same group of 
nonconformities as the former use. In addition, the 
Planning Board shall determine that the new use is not 
More intense than the former use. 


(6) A Class B nonconformity may be resumed pur- 
suant to Section 36-9.10(2). 


Section 36-9.7 Determination of Fair Market Value 
and Cost of Resumption, Restoration, 
Reconstruction, Extension and Substitution 


(1) The fair market value of a nonconformity shall 
be determined under this section on the basis of an ap- 
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praisal by a licensed real estate broker, experienced 
and qualified in the appraisal of real estate. Qualifica- 
tions shall be demonstrated by a person’s designation 
by one of the nationally recognized appraisal organi- 
zations, including but not limited to the American In- 
stitute of Real Estate Appraisers, the Society of Real 
Estate Appraisers, and the American Society of Ap- 
praisers. 


(2) The cost of resumption, restoration, reconstruc- 
tion, extension or substitution shall be determined 
based upon estimates of a licensed contractor or from 
any other evidence satisfactory to the Planning Divi- 
sion. 


Section 36-9.8 Revocation of Class A Designation 


(1) The Planning Division may review a noncon- 
formity which maintains Class A status. If the Plan- 
ning Division, upon review, determines that a noncon- 
formity no longer meets the requirements of Section 
36-9.3, then the Planning Division shall do all of the 
following: 


(A) Send a certified letter, return receipt re- 
quested, to all persons to whom the lot is as- 
ssessed according to the records maintained in 
the Office of the City Assessor stating that the 
Planning Division has determined that the non- 
conformity no longer meets the requirements 
of Section 36-9.3 and stating the reasons why 
the nonconformity no Jonger meets the require- 
ments of Section 36-9.3. The certified letter 
shall give the owner thirty (30) days to rectify 
the problem or to request a public hearing from 
the Planning Board. 


(B) If the problem has not been rectified after 
thirty (30) days, or the owner has not, within 
this period, requested a public hearing, then 
the Class A status shall be revoked by the Pian- 
ning Board. 


(2) Upon receiving a request for a public hearing 
pursuant to this section, the Planning Board shall hold 
a public hearing to determine whether Class A status 
shall be revoked. The public hearing shall be held pur- 
suant to the procedures outlined in Section 36-9,4. 


(3) If the Planning Board determines that the cri- 
teria of Section 36-9.3 are not being met, it shall 
revoke a Class A status by adopting a resolution re- 
voking Class A status which states the reasons why the 
Class A status is revoked. 


Section 36-9.9 Nonconformities Under Construction 


(1) A structure which does not meet a provision of 
this Chapter is a nonconformity if the start of con- 
struction has begun prior to the effective date of this 
ordinance. 


Section 36-9.10 Abandonment of Use 


(1) A ‘* Group 1”? nonconformity which is aban- 
doned for a period of six (6) consecutive months shall 
lose its nonconformity status and shall then only be 
used in a manner which meets the provisions of the 
district in which it is located. 


(2) ‘Group 2”’ through ‘‘Group 4’ nonconformi- 
ties which are abandoned for a period of twelve (12) 
consecutive months shall lose their nonconformity 
status and shall then only be used in a manner which 
meets all the provisions of the district in which it is 
located. 


(3) Failure to continue to use any lot or structure, 
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which lot or structure is a nonconformity under this 
section, if the failure continues for a period of 365 
days shall be conclusive proof of an intention to legal- 
ly abandon the nonconformity. 


(4) If a nonconformity is in probate or foreclosure 
and during the period of probate or foreclosure the 
use is abandoned, this period of abandonment shall 
not be used to calculate the time described in subsec- 
tions (1) and (2) up to a maximum time period of three 
(3) years. 


Section 36-9.11 Appeal Process for Nonconformities 


(1) Any decision regarding any nonconformity may 
be appealed to the Board of Zoning Appeals. 


Section 36-10 Organization and Enforcement 


(1) The Planning Division is authorized and directed 
to enforce all of the provisions of this Chapter, and 
for such purposes, shall have the powers of a law en- 
forcement officer. 


(2) Whenever necessary to make an inspection to en- 
force any provision of this Chapter, or whenever the 
Planning Division or its authorized representative has 
reasonable cause to believe that there exists in any 
structure or upon any lot any violation of this Chap- 
ter, any department or its authorized representative 
may enter the structure or upon the lot to inspect the 
same after obtaining the consent of the owner or per- 
son having charge or control of the structure or lot or 
after obtaining a warrant authorizing entry. 


(3) The Planning Division or its authorized repre- 
sentative charged with enforcement of this Chapter, 
acting in good faith and without malice in the dis- 
charge of its duties, shall be indemnified and held 
harmless by the City against any liability for any 
damage that may accrue to persons or property as the 
result of any act or by reason of any act or omission in 
the discharge of its duties. Any suit brought against 
the Planning Division or any employee of the Plan- 
ning Division because of such act or omission per- 
formed by the employee in the enforcement of any 
provision of this Ordinance shall be defended by legal 
counsel provided by the City. 


(4) It shall be unlawful for any person to erect, con- 
struct, enlarge, alter, repair, move, improve, remove, 
convert, demolish, equip, use, occupy or maintain any 
building, structure or lot or cause or permit the same 
to be done in violation of Chapter 36. Except as other- 
wise provided by Chapter 36, any person violating any 
provision of Chapter 36 shall, upon conviction in the 
district court, be punished by a fine not exceeding five 
hundred dollars ($500) or imprisonment not exceeding 
ninety (90) days, or both, in the discretion of the 
court. In all cases where penalties or forfeitures are 
provided for any act or omission, they shall be held to 
apply to each and every such act or omission. The 
Planning Division shall, upon discovery of a violation 
of this Chapter, provide written notice to the violator 
and shall give the violator a reasonable time to abate 
the violation. Each and every day the violation is not 
abated after the expiration of this time shall be a sep- 
arate act or omission. In addition to the foregoing 
penalties, the City may enjoin or abate any violation 
of Chapter 36 by appropriate action. 


(5) Buildings erected, constructed, enlarged, 
altered, repaired, moved, improved, removed, con- 
verted or demolished, equipped, used, occupied or 
maintained in violation of this Chapter shall be a 
nuisance per se. 


(6) Any person aggrieved by any order, determina- 
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tion or decision of any employee, officer, agency, 
board, commission, board of appeals or the legislative 
body of the City of Lansing may obtain a review both 
on the facts and the law in the Circuit Court for the 
County in which the lot is situated if application is 
made to the Court within three hundred sixty five 
(365) days after delivery of a copy of such order, de- 
termination or decision. 


Section 36-10.1 Appearance Tickets for Junk Yard 
and Storage Yards 


(1) As used in this section, ‘‘appearanc ticket’’ 
means a written notice signed by a zoning code en- 
forcement officer directing a designated person to ap- 
pear inthe 54-A Judicial District Court at a time spe- 
cific in connection with causing or permitting a junk 
yard or storage yard in violation of this ordinance. 


(2) Pursuant to the procedures described in this sec- 
tion, a zoning code enforcement officer shall be au- 
thorized to issue and serve an appearance ticket on any 
person who the zoning code enforcement officer has 
reasonable cause to believe is causing or permitting a 
junkyard or storage yard in violation of this ordinance. 


(3) A zoning code enforcement officer shall issue an 
appearance ticket by doing all of the following: 


(A) The zoning code enforcement officer shall 
fill out the appearance ticket as completely as is 
possible given the information available to the 
zoning code enforcement officer. 


(B) The zoning code enforcement officer shall 
sign the appearance ticket in the presence of a 
notary public. 


(C) If the appearance ticket is not served upon 
the taxpayer as described in the Assessor’s 
records, then a copy of the apperance ticket 
shall also be mailed by certified mail to the 
owner of record. 


(4) A zoning code enforcement officer shall serve an 
appearance ticket by any of the following methods: 


(A) First class or certified mail to the last 
known address of the person to whom the ap- 
pearance ticket is being mailed. 


(B) Personal service. If the zoning code en- 
forcement officer serves the appearance ticket 
personally, he or she shall sign a proof of serv- 
ice which shall be filed in the Planning Division. 


(5) After the zoning code enforcement officer issues 
and serves an appearance ticket he or she shall file the 
original of the appearance ticket with the 54-A District 
Court. The zoning code enforcement officer shall re- 
tain a copy on file with the Planning Division. 


(6) After the zoning code enforcement officer files a 
copy of the appearance ticket with 54-A District Court 
and at or before the time the appearance ticket is re- 
turnable, the zoning code enforcement officer shall 
file with the 54-A District Court a complaint charging 
the person named in the appearance ticket with caus- 
ing or permitting a junkyard or storage yard in viola- 
tion of this ordinance. 


(7) Hf after service of an appearance ticket, the de- 
fendant does appear, an examining magistrate may ac- 
cept a plea of guilty or not guilty upon the appearance 
ticket. However, if the defendent pleads not guilty, no 
further proceedings may be had until a sworn com- 
plaint is filed with the magistrate. 


(8) If after service of an appearance ticket and the 
filing of a complaint, the defendent does not appear at 
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the time the appearance ticket is returnable, the court 
may issue a summons or a warrant of arrest based 
upon the filed complaint. 


Section 36-11 Amendments 


(1) An application to amend, supplement, or change 
the regulations and boundaries of districts may be 
made by any of the following persons: 


(A) A person having a legal or equitable inter- 
est in the property. 


(B) The authorized representative of a person 
having a legal or equitable interest in the prop- 
erty. 


(C) City Council. 


(2) The application described in subsection (1) shall 
be made on forms provided by the Planning Division 
and shall be filed with the City Clerk and accompanied 
by the fees required by City Council. 


(3) Within one (1) day after receipt of the applica- 
tion, the City Clerk shall refer the application to the 
Planning Board. Simultaneously, the City Clerk shall 
place the application on the agenda for the next City 
Council meeting. 


(4) After the City Clerk refers the application to the 
Planning Board, the Board shall hold not less than one 
(1) public hearing before submitting a final report to 
City Council and shall provide notice of the public 
hearing as described in subsection (5). 


(5) Not less than fifteen (15) days notice of the time 
and place of the public hearing described in this sub- 
section shall first be published in an official paper or a 
paper of general circulation in the City. In addition, 
not less than fifteen (15) days notice of the time and 
place of the public hearing shall be given by mail to 
each public utility company and to each railroad com- 
pany owning or operating any public utility or railroad 
within the districts or zones affected if the Public util- 
ity company or railroad registers its name and mailing 
address with the City Clerk for the purpose of receiv- 
ing the notice. An affidavit of mailing shall be main- 
tained by the Planning Division. In addition, the Plan- 
ning Department shall provide not less than fifteen 
(15) days notice of a public hearing on a proposed 
amendment to a zoning district boundary to the owner 
of the property in question as represented on the tax 
records held in the Office of the City Assessor. A hear- 
ing shall be granted an interested person at the time 
and place specified on the notice. 


(6) After the public hearing described in subsection 
(4), the Planning Board shall make its final report to 
the City Council. A summary of the comments sub- 
mitted at the public hearing shall be transmitted with 
the report of the Board to the City Council. The City 
Council shall hold at least one (1) public hearing and 
shall provide notice of a public hearing as described in 
subsection (5). 


(7) The City Council shall not determine the boun- 
daries of districts nor impose regulations until after 
the final report of the Planning Board, nor shall the 
this Chapter or Maps be amended after they are 
adopted in the first instance until the proposed 
amendment has been submitted to the Planning Board 
and it has held at least one (1) hearing and made a 
report. In either case, the City Council may adopt the 
Ordinance and Maps, with or without amendments, 
after receipt of the Planning Board’s report, or refer 
this Chapter and Maps again to the Board for a fur- 
ther report. 


(8) Upon presentation of a protest petition meeting 
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the requirements of this subsection, an amendment to 
this Chapter which is the object of the petition shall be 
passed only by a two-third (44) vote of the City Coun- 
cil. The protest petition shall be presented to the City 
Council before final legislative action on the amend- 
ment, and shall be signed by one (1) of the following: 


(A) The owners of at least twenty percent 
(20%) of the area of land included in the pro- 
posed change. 


(B) The owners of at least twenty percent 
(20%) of the area of land included within an 
area extending outward one hundred (100) feet 
from any point on the boundary of the land in- 
cluded in the proposed change. 


(9) For purposes of subsection (8), publicly owned 
land shall be excluded in calculating the twenty per- 
cent (20%) land area requirement. 


(10) Following adoption of this Chapter and follow- 
ing adoption of subsequent amendments to this Chap- 
ter by the City Council one notice of adoption shall be 
published by the City Clerk in a newspaper of general 
circulation in the City within fifteen (15) days after 
adoption. The notice shall include the following infor- 
mation: 


(A) In the case of a newly adopted zoning or- 
dinance the following statement: ‘“‘ A zoning 
ordinance regulating the development and use 
of land has been adopted by the City Council 
of the City of Lansing.’’ 


(B) In the case of an amendment to an existing 
ordinance, either a summary of the regulatory 
effect of the amendment including the geo- 
graphic area affected, or the text of the amend- 
ment, 


(C) The effective date of the ordinance. 


(D) The place and time where a copy of the or- 
dinance may be purchased or inspected. 


Section 36-12 Creation of a Board of Zoning Appeals 


(1) There is established a Board of Zoning Appeals 
as provided in Section 5 of Act No. 207, the Public 
Acts of 1921 as amended, being Section 125.585 of the 
Michigan Compiled Laws. 


Section 36-12.1 Membership 


(1) The Board of Zoning Appeals shall consist of 
nine (9) members who are appointed by the Mayor 
with the advice and consent of City Council. To be 
eligible for appointment, each person shall possess the 
qualifications required by the Charter of the City of 
Lansing for holding office. 


(2) After the effective date of this Ordinance, each 
subsequent appointment to the Board of Zoning Ap- 
peals shall be for a period of one, two or three years, 
respectively, so as to provide for the appointment of 
an equal number of members each year. Thereafter, 
each member shall be appointed for a full three (3) 
year term. The Mayor shall attempt to appoint at least 
one (1) member to the Board of Zoning Appeals who 
is serving as a member of the Planning Board. The 
Chairperson of the Board of Zoning Appeals shall be 
elected annually by the membership of the Board of 
Zoning Appeals. 


(3) Members may be removed at the pleasure of the 
Mayor, with the advice and consent of the City Coun- 
cil. Appointments to fill vacancies shall be made upon 
the occurrence of the vacancy and each person so ap- 
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pointed shall take office immediately upon the con- 
firmation of the Council to serve for the remainder of 
the unexpired term. In the event a vacancy is not filled 
within sixty (60) days after the occurrence of the va- 
cancy, the Council shall appoint a committee of three 
(3) of its members to act instead of the Mayor in the 
making of such appointments. 


Section 36-12.2 Duties of the Board of Zoning 
Appeals 


(1) The Board of Zoning Appeals shall hear and de- 
cide appeals from, and review any order, requirement, 
decision or determination made by the Planning Divi- 
sion related to the Zoning Ordinance. 


(2) The Board of Zoning Appeals shall determine if 
a Class A nonconformity may be restored or recon- 
structed pursuant to Section 36-9,5(2). 


(3) If requested by an applicant, the Board of Zon- 
ing Appeals shall review any decision by the Planning 
Board which decision is made under Section 36-9. 


(4) The duty to alter or change the Zoning Ordinance 
or the Zoning Map is reserved to the City Council in 
the manner provided by law. 


(5) The Board of Zoning Appeals shall hear and de- 
termine requests for variances in accordance with Sec- 
tions 36-12.5 and 36-12.6. 


Section 36-12.3 Procedures of the Board of Zoning 
Appeals 


(1) Either of the following may take an appeal to the 
Board of Zoning Appeals pursuant to the procedures 
described in this section: 


(A) A person aggrieved by a Planning Division 
decision regarding this ordinance. 


(B) Any officer, department, board or bureau 
of the City aggrieved by a Planning Division 
decision regarding this ordinance. 


(2) An applicant shall file with the Planning Divi- 
sion all of the following: 


(A) A notice of appeal on forms provided by 
the Planning Division. The notice of appeal 
shall specify the grounds for the appeal. 


(B) A drawing which, by a decision of the Plan- 
ning Division, reasonably reflects the factors 
involved in the appeal. 


(3) The Planning Division shall, upon the proper fil- 
ing of the notice of appeal, immediately transmit to 
the Board of Zoning Appeals all the papers constitut- 
ing the record of the appeal. 


(4) An appeal shall stay all proceedings in further- 
ance of the action appealed from unless the Planning 
Division certifies to the Board of Zoning Appeals, 
after the notice of appeal is filed, that by reason of 
facts stated in a Planning Division certification, a stay 
would, in the opinion of the Planning Division, cause 
imminent peril to life or property. If the Planning 
Division so certifies, proceedings shall noi be stayed 
otherwise than by a restraining order which may be 
granted by the Board of Zoning Appeals or by the Cir- 
cuit Court by giving notice to the Planning Division 
and showing due cause. 


Section 36-12.4 Notice of Hearing; Hearing 
(1) The Board of Zoning Appeals shall fix a reason- 
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able time for the hearing of an appeal filed pursuant to 
Section 36-12.3. 


(2) The Board of Zoning Appeals shall give notice 
of the appeal to the persons to whom real property 
within three hundred (300) feet of the lot in question is 
assessed, according to the records held in the Office of 
the City Assessor. The Board of Zoning Appeals shall 
also give notice to the occupants of single and two 
family dwellings within three hundred (300) feet of the 
lot. If the occupant’s name is not known, the term 
‘occupant’? may be used. 


(3) The notices described in subsection (2) shali be 
delivered personally or by mail at the address given in 
the last assessment roll. 


(4) The Board of Zoning Appeals shall decide an ap- 
peal within a reasonable time. 


(5) At the hearing a party may appear in person or 
by agent or by attorney. 


(6) The Board of Zoning Appeals may reverse or af- 
firm, wholly or partly, or may modify the order, re- 
quirement, decision, or determination appealed from 
and shall make an order, requirement, decision, or de- 
termination as in its opinion ought to be made on the 
lot, and to that end shall have all the powers of the of- 
ficer or body from whom the appeal is taken. 


Section 36-12.5 Variances 


(1) For all of the variances described in subsection 
(2), the Board of Zoning Appeals has the power to au- 
thorize a variance. For the purposes of this section, 
variance means a modification of the strict letter of 
this Chapter granted when strict enforcement of this 
Chapter would cause practical difficulties or unneces- 
sary hardship. : 


(2) The Board of Zoning Appeals may grant vari- 
ances for all of the following: 


(A) Modification of the dimensional require- 
ments as may be necessary to secure appropri- 
ate improvement of a lot which is of such shape 
or so located with relation to surrounding de- 
velopment or physical characteristics that it 
cannot otherwise be appropriately improved 
without such modification. 


(B) Modification of zoning requirements for 
additions or enlargements to existing structures 
provided that all requirements for the particu- 
lar use in the zoning district where such use is 
first permitted cannot be met without physical 
hardship pertaining to the shape of the lot, and 
adjacent land uses or topography. 


(3) When considering a variance described in sub- 
section (2), the Board of Zoning Appeals shall con- 
sider the following criteria in determining if a practical 
difficulty or unnecessary hardship exists. 


(A) If the owner of the lot complies with the 
provisions of this Chapter, he or she can secure 
no reasonable return from, or make no reason- 
able use of, his or her property. 


(B) The hardship results from the application 
of this Chapter to his or her lot, rather than 
from some other factor. 


(C) The hardship is not the result of his or her 
own actions. 


(D) The hardship is peculiar to the lot of the 
applicant. 


(4) The procedure for obtaining a variance in ac- 
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cordance with this section shall be the same as those 
outlined in Section 36-12.3. 


Section 36-12.6 Standards for Judging Variances 


(1) In considering a proposed variance from this 
Chapter, the Board of Zoning Appeals shall first, in 
each specific case, determine that practical difficulties 
or unnecessary hardships exist according to the fol- 
lowing standards: 


(A) The proposed use will be of such location, 
size and character that it will be in harmony 
with the appropriate and orderly development 
of the surrounding neighborhood. 


(B) The proposed use will be of a nature that 
will make vehicular and pedestrian traffic no 
more hazardous than is normal for the district 
involved, taking into consideration vehicular 
turning movements in relation to routes of traf- 
fic flow, proximity and relationship to intersec- 
tions, adequacy of sight distances, location and 
access of off street parking, and provisions for 
pedestrian traffic, with particular attention to 
minimizing child-vehicle contacts in residential 
districts. 


(C) The location, size, intensity, site layout and 
periods of operation of any such proposed use 
will be designed to eliminate a possible nuisance 
emanating therefrom which might be noxious 
to the occupants of any other nearby permitted 
uses, whether by reason of dust, noise, fumes, 
vibration, smoke or lights. 


(D) The location and height of structures, and 
joint driveways and the location, nature and 
height of walls and fences will be such that the 
proposed use will not interfere with or discour- 
age the appropriate development and use of ad- 
jacent land and structures or unreasonably af- 
fect their value. 


Section 36-12.8 Vote Required of the Board of 
Zoning Appeals 


(1) The concurring vote of a majority of the mem- 
bers serving on the Board of Zoning Appeals shall be 
necessary to reverse an order, requirement, decision or 
determination of the Planning Division or to decide in 
favor of the applicant a matter upon which they are re- 
quired to pass under an ordinance, or to effect a vari- 
ance of the ordinance. 


Section 36-12.9 Conditions 


(1) The Board of Zoning Appeals, in acting favor- 
ably in connection with an appeal or variance, may at- 
tach any condition to its approval which it finds nec- 
essary to accomplish the reasonable application of the 
standards described in Section 36-12.6. 


Section 36-12.10 Circuit Court Review 


(1) The decision of the Board of Zoning Appeals 
shall be final. However, a person having an interest af- 
fected by this Chapter may appeal to the Circuit 
Court. Upon appeal, the Court shall review the record 
and decision of the Board of Zoning Appeals to insure 
that the decision does all of the following: 


(A) Complies with the constitution and laws of 
the State. 


(B) Is based upon proper procedure. 
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(C) Is supported by competent material and 
substantial evidence on the record. 


(D) Represents the reasonable exercise of dis- 
cretion granted by law to the Board of Zoning 
Appeals. 


(2) If the Court finds the record of the Board of 
Zoning Appeals inadequate to make the review re- 
quired by this section, or that there is additional evi- 
dence which is material and with good reason was not 
presented to the Board of Zoning Appeals, the Court 
shall order further proceedings before the Board on 
conditions which the Court considers proper. The 
Board of Zoning Appeals may modify its findings and 
decision as a result of the new proceedings, or may af- 
firm its original decision. The supplementary record 
and decisions shall be filed with the Court. 


(3) As a result of the review required by this section, 
the Court may affirm, reverse or modify the decision 
of the Board of Zoning Appeals. 


Section 36-14 Site Plan Review 


(1) Except as described in Section 36-14.3, a site 
plan shall be submitted to the Building Division by the 
applicant for all of the following activities: 


(A) Construction of a permanent new struc- 
ture. 


(B) Structural alteration of an existing structure 
when the effect of the alteration is to increase 
either the intensity of land use or the exterior 
physical dimension of the structure. 


(C) Excavation or filling of ground within the 
boundaries of the one hundred (100) year base 
flood plain of the City of Lansing. 


(D) A special land use permit described in Sec- 
tion 36-15 and conditional uses provided in 
Sections 36-21 to 36-35. 


(E) A planned residential development de- 
scribed in Section 36-16. 


(F) Construction of off street parking. If, how- 
ever, the construction of off street parking is 
constructed in conjunction with an activity de- 
scribed in subdivision (A) or (B) and is being 
processed pursuant to Section 36-14.3, then on- 
ly the requirements of Section 36-14.3 shall be 
met. 


(G) A mobile home park. 


(H) An activity which relocates a structure 
from one lot to another lot or within the same 
lot. 


(I) An activity for which a site plan is required 
by law. 


(2) The Planning Division may waive the require- 
ment of Site Plan Review whenever the Planning Di- 
vision and the applicant for the building permit are in 
agreement that there is no reasonable need for Site 
Plan Review under the circumstances involved in the 
submitted building permit application. 


Section 36-14.1 Requirements of a Site Plan 


(1) A site plan shall include ali of the information © 


described in this section. 


(2) A site plan shall consist of a drawing which is 
drawn to scale, prepared in a professional manner, 
and contains all of the following information: 
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(A) The name, address, and telephone number 
of the applicant. 


(B) The legal description, or the permanent 
parcel number, and the address of the lot on 
which the activity is located. 


(C) The location of the proposed structure rel- 
ative to the boundary lines of the lot described 
by the legal description or the permanent parcel 
number in subdivision (B). 


(D) If the total number of existing and pro- 
posed structures on the lot described by the 
legal description or the permanent parcel num- 
ber in subdivision (B) includes not more than 
two (2) separate structures, then the location of 
all existing and proposed structures relative to 
public and private streets, easements and alleys 
located within the lot described by the legal de- 
scription or permanent parcel number in sub- 
divison (B). 


If the lot described by the legal description 
or the permanent parcel number in subdivision 
(B) includes more than two (2) existing or pro- 
posed structures, then the location of all exist- 
ing and proposed structures relative to public 
and private streets, easements and alleys, which 
are located either within two hundred (200) feet 
of the proposed activity or the boundary line of 
the lot described by the legal description or the 
permanent parcel number in subdivision (B), 
whichever is less. 


(E) The location, number and layout of off 
street parking spaces. The Planning Division 
may waive this requirement if, in the opinion of 
the Planning Division, the minimum parking 
requirements of Sections 36-42 to 36-44 are 
met. 


(F) Points of ingress and egress to the lot if the 
lot is used as a one (1) or two (2) family dwel- 
ling. If the lot is not used as a one (1) or two (2) 
family dwelling, each point of ingress or egress 
which is intended to serve the proposed activi- 
ty. In addition, if the lot is not used as a one (1) 
or two (2) family dwelling, the applicant shall 
show each point of ingress or egress within one 
hundred twenty (120) feet of each point of each 
ingress or egress intended to serve the proposed 
activity. 


(G) Any loading zone created to serve the pro- 
posed activity. 


(H) Landscaping, screening, and buffering re- 
quired by Sections 36-146 to 36-149. 


(I) Existing and proposed land elevations which 
are required by law. 


(J) Information which is required by law. 


Section 36-14.2 Procedures, Review and Approval 
of the Site Plan 


(1) After a building permit is requested for any of 
the activities described in Section 36-14, the Building 
Division shall refer the building permit application 
and the site plan to the Planning Division. The appli- 
cant may file an additional site plan with the Planning 
Division at the same time the application for a build- 
ing permit is submitted. 


(2) Upon receipt by the Planning Division of a site 
plan which meets the requirements of Section 36-14.1, 
the Planning Division shall review the site plan for the 
purpose of determining if an activity described in Sec-

tion 36-14 meets the use and dimensional requirements 
of this Chapter. 


(3) Not more than two (2) working days after the re- 
ceipt of a site plan which meets the requirements of 
Section 36-14.1, for a use permitted in the A, A-1, B, 
or C residential districts, the Planning Division shall 
either approve or disapprove the site plan. 


(4) Not more than seven (7) working days after the 
receipt of a site plan which meets the requirements of 
Section 36-14.1 for any district except A, A-1, B, or C 
residential districts, the Planning Division shall either 
approve or disapprove the site plan. 


(5) The Planning Division shall only approve a site 
plan if it contains the information required in Section 
36-14.1 and if the activity described in the site plan 
meets all the use and dimensional requirements of this 
Ordinance. 


(4) If Site Plan Review is required, a building permit 
shall not be issued by the Building Division unless the 
Planning Division approves the site plan pursuant to 
this section. 


Section 36-14.3 Modified Site Plan Review 


(1) A site plan as described in Section 36-14 and Sec- 
tion 36-14.1 shall not be required for an activity de- 
scribed in Section 36-14(1) (A) or (B), if either condi- 
tion described in subsection (2) is met. Instead, a 
modified site plan shall be required in accordance with 
subsection (3). 


(2) A Modified Site Plan which meets the require- 
ments of subsection (3) shall be submitted if either of 
the following conditions are met: 


(A) The activity described in Section 36-14(1) 
(A) or (B) is on a lot which does not abut a rail- 
road right-of-way and the activity is more than 
fifty (50) feet from the applicant’s lot line. 


(B) The activity described in Section 36-14(1) 
(A) or (B) is on a lot which is abutting a rail- 
road right-of-way and the activity is more than 
fifty (50) feet from the applicant’s lot line on 
that part of the lot which does not abut a rail- 
road right-of-way. 


(3) If either condition described in subsection (2) is 
met, then a Modified Site Plan may be submitted. It 
shall cont7in only the following information: 


(A) The location and height of the structure. 


(B) If the construction work involved in the ac- 
tivity described in Section 36-14(1) (A) and (B) 
results in eliminating existing parking spaces 
during construction, then to the extent that the 
elimination of such spaces results in the appli- 
cant not meeting the off street parking require- 
ments of Sections 36-42 to 36-44, the Modified 
Site Plan shall provide for reasonable interim 
replacement off street parking spaces which 
meet the number of spaces required by Sections 
36-42 to 36-44. 


(C) An estimte of the number of required addi- 
tional off street parking spaces necessitated by 
the activity described in Section 36-14(1) (A) or 
(B) and the intended location of required or ad- 
ditional replacement off street parking. If no 
additional or replacement off street parking is 
required, then the information required by sub- 
divisons (A) and (B) is sufficient. 


(D) If additional or replacement off street 
parking is required, a statement provided by 
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the applicant which indicates approximately 
when the activity described in Section 36-14(1) 
(A) or (B) shall be fifty percent (50%) com- 
pleted. 


(E) If additional or replacement off street park- 
ing is required, then, at such time as the activity 
is fifty percent (50%) completed, the applicant 
shall submit to the Planning Division a detailed 
parking plan which contains all of the follow- 
ing information: 


(i) The location, number and layout of all 
required additional or replacement off street 
parking facilities. 


(ii) The points of ingress and egress which 
will serve the required additional or replace- 
ment off street parking facilities. 


(4) Upon receipt by the Planning Division of a Mod- 
ified Site Plan, which meets the requirements of this 
section, the Planning Division shall review the Modi- 
fied Site Plan for the purpose of determining if the ac- 
tivity proposed by the applicant meets the use and 
dimensional requirements of this Chapter and will 
meet the parking requirements of Sections 36-42 to 
36-44 upon completion of the proposed activity. Not 
more than five (5) working days after its receipt, the 
Planning Division shall either approve or disapprove 
the Modified Site Plan. The Planning Division shall 
approve the Modified Site Plan if it meets the use and 
dimensional requirements of this Chapter and will 
meet the parking requirements of Sections 36-42 to 
36-44 when the activity is completed. 


(5) A building permit shall not be issued by the 
Building Division unless the Planning Division ap- 
proves a Modified Site Plan, as described in this sec- 
tion. 


Section 36-15 Special Land Use Permits 


(1) Special Lans Use Permits shall be permitted as 
provided in Sections 36-21 to 36-35 if the provisions of 
Section 36-15.1 and 36-15.2 are met. 


Section 36-15.1 Procedures for Obtaining a 
Special Land Use Permit 


(1) An application for a special land use may be 
made by an applicant on forms provided by the Plan- 
ning Division. The application shall be filed with the 
City Clerk and shall be accompanied by the fees estab- 
lished by City Council and the documents required by 
Section 36-14.1. 


(2) The City Clerk shall refer the application de- 
scribed in subsection (1) to the Planning Board for 
consideration and recommendation to the City Coun- 
cil. 


(3) The Planning Board, upon receipt of an applica- 
tion from the City Clerk, shall publish one (1) notice 
in a newspaper of general circulation in the City of 
Lansing, that a request for a special land use approval 
has been received. The Planning Board shall also send 
a notice by first class mail to all persons to whom real 
property is assessed, according to the records main- 
tained in the Office of the City Assessor within three 
hundred (300) feet of the boundary of the lot. If the 
name of the occupant is not known, the term “‘occu- 
pant’”’ may be used in making notification. 


(4) The notice described in subsection (3) shall be 
given not less than ten (10) days and not more than fif- 
teen (15) days before the public hearing described in 
subsection (6). 
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(5) The notice shall state all of the following: 


(A) Describe the nature of the special land use 
request. 


(B) Indicate the lot which is the subject of the 
special land use request. 


(C) State when and where the special land use 
request will be considered. 


(D) Indicate when and where written comments 
concerning the request will be received. 


(E) Indicate that a public hearing will be held 
by the Planning Board on the special land use 
request and give the date, time and location of 
the public hearing described in subsection (6). 


(6) The Planning Board shall hold a public hearing 
for the purpose of considering the special land use re- 
quest and recommend to the City Council whether it 
should approve, approve with conditions, or deny the 
special land use. In making its recommendation, the 
Planning Board shall consider each of the following 
standards: 


(A) If the special land use is designed, construc- 
ted, operated and maintained in a manner har- 
monious with the character of adjacent prop- 
erty and the surrounding area. 


(B) If the special land use changes the essential 
character of the surrounding area. 


(C) If the special land use interferes with the 
general enjoyment of adjacent property. 


(D) If the special land use represents an im- 
provement to the use or character of property 
under consideration and the surrounding area 
in general and also is in keeping with the 
natural environment of the lot. 


(E) If the special land use is not hazardous to 
adjacent property, or does not involve uses, ac- 
tivities, materials or equipment which are detri- 
mental to the health, safety or welfare of per- 
sons or property through the excessive produc- 
tion of traffic, noise, smoke, odor, fumes or 
glare. 


(F) If the special land use is adequately served 
by essential public facilities and services, or it is 
demonstrated that the person responsible for 
the proposed special land use is able to continu- 
ally provide adequately for the services and 
facilities deemed essential to the special land 
use under consideration. 


(G) If the special land use does not place de- 
mands on public services and facilities in excess 
of current capacity. 


(H) If the special land use is consistent with the 
intent and purpose of this Charter, and the ob- 
jectives of any currently adopted Comprehen- 
sive Plan. 


(I) If the special land use meets the dimensional 
requirements of the district in which the prop- 
erty is located. 


_(7) The Planning Board shall state to the City Coun- 
cil, in writing, its recommendation as to each special 
land use request and the reasons for its recommenda- 
tion. 


(8) The City Council, upon receiving the recommen- 
dation from the Planning Board, shall hold a public 
hearing for the purpose of a de novo review of the 
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recommendation of the Planning Board and deciding 
whether to concur in that recommendation. 


(9) Notice that a request for special land use approv- 
al has been received by the City Council, and that a 
public hearing wiil be held shall be published in a 
newspaper of general circulation in the City of Lans- 
ing. Notice shall also be sent by first class mail to those 
persons described in subsection (3). 


(10) The notice described in subsection (9) shall 
meet all of the requirements described in subsections 
(4) and (5). 


(11) City Council may deny, approve or approve 
with conditions a request for special land use approv- 
al, based upon the standards described in subsection 
(6). If conditions are imposed, they shall meet the re- 
quirements of Section 36-15.2. The decision of City 
Council shall be reduced to writing. The writing shall 
state City Council’s decision and shall specify the basis 
for the decision and conditions imposed upon the spe- 
cial land use, if any. 


Section 36-15.2 Conditions 


(1) The City Council may impose conditions de- 
scribed in subsection (3) upon its approval of a special 
land use. The conditions, if any, shall be recorded in 
the written decision described in Section 36-15.1(11). 


(2) The conditions described in subsection (3) shall 
remain unchanged except upon the mutual consent of 
the applicant and City Council. If a change of condi- 
tions is agreed upon, City Council shall maintain a 
record of these changes. 


(3) City Council may impose on its approval of a 
special land use any conditions which, in the opinion 
of City Council, insure that public services and facili- 
ties affected by the proposed special land use or ac- 
tivity will be capable of accommodating increased 
service and facility loads caused by the special land 
use; protect the natural environment and conserve 
natural resources and energy; insure compatibility 
with adjacent uses of land; and promote the use of 
land in a socially and economically desirable manner. 


(4) Any condition imposed under this section shall 
do all of the following: 


(A) Be designed to protect natural resources, 
the health, safety and welfare, as well as the 
social and economic well being of those who 
will use the special land use and the community 
as a whole. 


(B) Be related to the valid exercise of the police 
power and purposes which are affected by the 
special land use. 


(C) Be necessary to meet the intent and purpose 
of the zoning regulations; be related to the stan- 
dards established in Section 15.1(6); and be 
necessary to insure compliance with those stan- 
dards. 


Section 36-16 Planned Residential Development 


(t) The intent of Sections 36-16 to 36-16.5 is to per- 
mit flexibility in the regulation of land development; 
to encourage innovation in land use, design and type 
of structures constructed; to achieve economy and ef- 
ficiency in the use of land, natural resources, energy 
and the providing of public services and utilities; to 
encourage useful open space; and to provide better 
housing developments which are particularly suited to 
the needs of the residents of this City. 
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Section 36-16.1 Procedures 


(1) Before submitting an application for approval of 
a planned residential development, a person requests a 
preapplication conference with the Planning Division. 
A person who requests a preapplication conference 
may submit to the Planning Division a preapplication 
plan which shall meet all of the requirements described 
in Section 36-16.2(1). 


(2) If a preapplication plan is submitted which meets 
the requirements of Section 36-16.2(1), then the Plan- 
ning Division shall furnish the person with written 
comments which inform and assist the person in pre- 
paring the planned residential development applica- 
tion, 


(3) A written application for a planned residential 
development shall be made, on forms provided by the 
Planning Division, by an applicant. The application 
shall be filed with the City Clerk and shall be ac- 
companied by both of the following: 


(A) The fees established by City Council. 


(B) Four (4) copies of a development plan 
which meets the requirements of Section 
36-16.2(2). 


(4) Upon submission of a written application de- 
scribed in subsection (3), the Planning Board shall fol- 
low the procedures described in Sections 36-15.1(6) 
and 36-15.1(7). 


(5) Upon following the procedures described in Sec- 
tions 36-15.1(6) and 36-15.1(7), the Planning Board 
shall recommend to the City Council to either ap- 
prove, approve with conditions, or disapprove the de- 
velopment plan contained in the written application. 


(6) The City Council, upon receiving a recommen- 
dation from the Planning Board described in subsec- 
tion (5) shall either approve, approve with conditions, 
or disapprove the development plan. 


(7) Approval by the City Council of an application 
for planned residential development pursuant to this 
section shall expire two (2) years after the date of ap- 
proval by Council, unless within this two (2) year peri- 
od, the applicant has either started construction or has 
filed a preliminary plat for tentative approval pursu- 
ant to Act No. 288 of the Public Acts of 1967, as 
amended, being Section 560.101 to 560.293 of the 
Michigan Compiled Laws. If the start of construction 
for a planned residential development has not begun 
or the filing of a preliminary plat for tentative approv- 
al has not occurred within the time period permitted 
by this subsection, then the Planning Board may, 
upon written request, extend ‘approval for two (2) 
years beyond the time permitted by this subsection. if 
one extension is granted by the Planning Board, then 
any further extensions shall be granted with City 
Council approval after by the Planning Board. 


Section 36-16.2 Required Data for Preapplication 
and Development Plans 


(1) A preapplication plan shall contain all of the fol- 
lowing: 


(A) A written statement which includes all of 
the following information: 


(i) The. name, mailing address and tele- 
phone number of each person having a legal or 
equitable interest in the lot. 


(ii) The Legal description of the lot. 


(iii) A statement outlining the proposed de- 
velopment including, but not limited to, the 
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objectives to be achieved by the planned resi- 
dential development. 


(iv) A tentative development schedule. 


(v) A statement which includes the pro- 
posed density which shall be based on a bed- 
room count and types of dwellings to exist 
within the planned residential development. 


(B) A reproducible site plan drawn to scale 
which includes all of the following information: 


(i) General location arrangement of dwel- 
ling types. 

(ii) Generalized vehicular, pedestrian and 
other traffic circulation and off street parking 
concepts. 


(iii) Open space, recreational and land- 
scape areas, natural features to be preserved 
and general service areas. 


(2) A development plan shall contain all of the fol- 
lowing: 


(A) A written statement which includes all of 
the following: 


(i) The name, mailing address and tele- 
phone number of each person having a legal or 
equitable interest in the lot. 


(ii) The legal description of the property 
and the address, if one has been assigned, of 
the lot. 


(iii) If a preapplication plan was prepared, 
any changes between the preapplication plan 
and the development plan. 


(iv) Quantitative data including, but not 
limited to, the following: 


(a) total number of dwelling units by 
type and bedroom count; 
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not limited to topographic contours at two (2) 
foot intervals, water courses, flood plain and 
floodways, unique natural features and forest 
cover. 


(ii) Existing and proposed lot lines. 


(iii) The location, shape, size, arrangement 
and groupings of all existing and proposed 
structures. 


(iv) Identification of existing and proposed 
public or private streets and pedestrian walk- 
ways. 


(v) Identification of existing and proposed 
utility easements. 


(vi) Existing grade elevations and proposed 
contours. 


(vii) Identification of adjacent land uses. 


(viii) Location of adjacent vehicular and 
pedestrian access, both public and private. 

(ix) Location and type of proposed dwel- 
ling units and density per dwelling type. 


(x) The location of proposed off street 
parking. 

(xi) Location of proposed trash storage 
areas. 


(xii) Location and type of proposed recre- 
ational facilities. 


(xiii) Identification and location of pro- 
posed exterior lighting. 


(xiv) Location and concept of proposed 
signage. 


(xv) Any other information which is neces- 
sary to complete review of the proposal. 


Section 36-16.3 Principal Uses Permitted in a

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Section 36-16.4 Design Standards and Bonus Density 


(1) A planned residential development shall comply 
with the design standards described in this section. 


(k) the average square footage for each 
unit type. 


(v) The applicant’s proposal with regard to 


each of the following: subdivision and dedica- (2) The site perimeter shall be as follows: 


tion of public streets, alleys and other public 
ways; utilization of private streets and ease- 
ments; dedication of public park land or recre- 
ational facilities and preservation of open 
space. 


(B) A reproducible site plan drawn to scale 
which includes all of the following: 


(i) Existing site conditions including, but 


(A) A planned residential development shall 
meet the dimensional requirements which are 
required in the district in which the planned 
residential development is located, except as 
provided in subdivision (B). 


(B) If the height of a structure in a planned resi- 
dential development is greater than the max- 
imum allowable height of structures permitted 
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by right in a district, then the minimum front, 
side and rear yard setbacks shall be increased 
by one (1) foot for each foot that the structure 
in the planned residential development exceeds 
the maximum allowable height permitted by 
right in the district. But, in no case shall the 
maximum height exceed the maximum height 
described in subsection (4). 


(3) The site interior shall be as follows: 


(A) Each structure in a planned residential de- 
velopment shall be located not less than the 
minimum distance from each other structure as 
is permitted by right in the district in which the 
planned residential development is located ex- 
cept that this distance may be reduced if the Ci- 
ty Council determines that adequate ventila- 
tion, light, landscape, screening, buffering, 
fencing, building orientation, emergency vehic- 
ular access and utility easements have been pro- 
vided in a manner which promotes harmonious 
utilization of the land. 


(4) The height of structures shall be as follows: 


(A) The maximum height of a structure in a 
planned residential development shall not ex- 
ceed the maximum height permitted in the zon- 
ing district in which the planned residential de- 
velopment is located unless perimeter yard re- 
quirements are increased in accordance with 
Section 36-16.4(2)(B). However, the maximum 
height of a structure in a planned residential 
development shall not exceed one hundred fifty 
percent (150%) of the maximum height allowed 
in the zoning district in which the planned resi- 
dential development is located. 


(5) Open space shall be as follows: 


(A) Open space, except ball fields, tennis 
courts, basketball courts, swimming pools, and 
flood plain areas shail be as evenly distributed 
as possible throughout the planned residential 
development and shall be readily accessible to 
all residential units. 


(B) If natural site features including, but not 
limited to, woodlots, trees, ponds, lakes, 
streams, rivers, vistas and unique topographi- 
cal features exist, then these features shall be 
preserved when practical. 


(6) Soil erosion and sedimentation control shall be 
as follows: 


(A) The Public Service Department shall issue 
permits pursuant to Act. No. 347 of the Public 
Acts of 1972, as amended, being Sections 
282.101 to 282.117 of the Michigan Compiled 
Laws. 


(7) Public services and facilities shall be as follows: 


(A) A planned residential development shall 
provide adequate public services and facilities. 
Public services and facilities shall include, but 
not be limited to, storm and sanitary sewers, 
electric service, water service, gas service, tele- 
phone service and fire protection. 


(8) Lighting shall be as follows: 


(A) A planned residential development, where 
applicable, shail meet the safety standards for 
lighting of the Board of Water and light and 
shall provide lighting which does not shine 
directly onto adjacent property. 


(9) Parking shall be as follows: 
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(A) A planned residential development shall 
provide parking as required by Sections 36-42 
to 36-44. 


(B) Parking spaces shall be conveniently located 
in relation to the residential units served. 


(10) Density shall be as follows: 


(A) In a planned residential development, the 
permitted density of residential units shall be 
the net density permitted by right in the district 
in which the planned residential development is 
located. 


(11) Bonus density options shall be as follows: 


(A) The density of residential units, permitted 
in a planned residential development, as pro- 
vided in subsection (10), may be increased 
under this subsection only if all of the follow- 
ing occur: 


(i) Each increase permitted by this subsec- 
tion does not exceed twenty five percent (25%) 
of the density provided in subsection (10). 


(ii) The cumulative increases permitted by 
this subsection do not exceed twenty five per- 
cent (25%) of the density provided in subsec- 
tion (10), except as provided in subdivision (D). 


(iii) The utility and facility capacity is suffi- 
cient to accommodate the increased density. 


(B) Preservation of existing tree growth areas 


(i) ‘‘Tree’? means a usually tall woody 
plant characterized by a single trunk with a two 
inch (2’”) diameter measured at the time the de- 
velopment plan is submitted and measured 
three feet (3') from the base of the tree and is 
on the recommended tree list maintained by the 
City Forester. 


(ii) ‘‘Tree growth area’’ means the square 
footage area of ail tress on a lot using the drip- 
line of each as the circumference. 


(iii) Density under this subdivision may be 
increased by the following percentage: 
One half (.50) of Tree Growth Area of 
the trees to be preserved versus the Total lot 
area. 


(C) Promoting energy conservation through 
the use of renewable and natural resources. 


(i) ‘‘Renewable resource’’ means a resource 
which occurs in a continuous flow and contin- 
ues regardless of whether it is used. Renewable 
resources include, but are not limited to, pre- 
cipitation, water in streams and lakes, sunlight, 
wind, tides and climate. - 


(ii) “‘Nonrenewable resource’? means a re- 
source the tota! supply cf which is fixed. Non- 
renewable resource includes, but is not limited 
to; metals, mineral fuels, coal, stone, gravel, 
sand, and peat soils. 


Gii) Density under this subdivision may be 
increased in the following manner: 


The total number of units containing 
heating or air conditioning systems based wholly 
or in part on renewable resources divided by 
the total number of units permitted in the 
district in which the PRD is located. 


(iv) The percentage figure calculated from 
the process described in subparagraph (iii) in- 
dicates the percentage increase allowed. The 
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Building Division shall inspect and approve 
plans for the heating and air conditioning sys- 
tems which are based on renewable resources to 
determine their potential of operation prior to 
each of the following: 


(a) Approval of the development plan 
by the City Council. 


(b) Issuance of a building permit by the 
Building Division. 


(c) Issuance of a certificate of occu- 
pancy. 


(v) Density under this subdivision may be 
increased in the following manner: 


Nonrenewable Resource Percentage In 
crease — The total number of units containing 
heating or air conditioning systems based whol- 
ly or in part on non-renewable resources versus 
the total number of dwelling units in the pro- 
ject. 


(a) The density may be increased in this 
subdivision by exceeding the building envelope 
transmittance values as determined from pro- 
cedures set forth in the ‘‘Michigan Energy 
Code’’ and in the ‘‘Code for Energy Conserva- 
tion in New Building Construction.’’ The den- 
sity may be increased by the following method: 


—Determine the building envelope 
thermal transmittance value for each building 
type within the proposal’ and the percentage 
that that value is over the value required by 
Code. 


—Add the percentages obtained from 
the above to determine the percentage density 
increase allowed. 


(b) To qualify for this bonus the build- 
ing envelope thermal transmittance values for 
all proposed building types must exceed those 
set forth in the Codes. In addition, the devel- 
oper must prepare a report indicating which 
sections of the ‘‘Code for Energy Conservation 
in New Building Construction’? were used to 
determine the building envelope thermal trans- 
mittance values. Such report shall show, in suf- 
ficient detail, the necessary calculations indi- 
cating that the various building types meet or 
exceed the Code requirements. A_ licensed 
architect or engineer must certify that the 
report is accurate and that the building 
envelope thermal transmittance values of the 
various building types meet or exceed the Code 
Requirements. Such report shall be submitted 
to the Building Division, along with the 
necessary plans, prior to obtaining a building 
permit. The Building Division and Planning 
Division shall review and approve the report 
and plans before a building permit is issued. 
The Building Division will be responsible to 
perform the necessary field inspections to in- 
sure that the buildings are constructed accor- 
ding to the approved plan. 


(D) Promoting Residential Redevelopment 


(i) Density under this subdivision may be 
increased if the planned residential develop- 
ment is a “‘blighted area’ as defined in Act No. 
344 of the Public Acts of 1945, as amended, be- 
ing Section 125.71 to 125.74 of the Michigan 
Compiled Laws, by the following percentage: 


(a) Twenty-five percent (25%) of the 
number of units permitted. 
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(ii) 1f an applicant uses the bonus density 
provided in this subdivision, then the applicant 
may utilize an additional ten percent (10%) 
bonus as provided in subdivision (B) or (C) or 
both. 


(iii) The density increase under this subdi- 
vision shall not exceed thirty-five percent 
(35%) of the density provided in subsection 
(10). 


Section 36-16.5 Amendment to an Approved 
Planned Residential Development 


(J) An amendment to a planned residential develop- 
ment which has been approved pursuant to the proce- 
dures described in Section 36-16.1, may be sought by 
an applicant if all the provisions of this section are met. 


(2) A “‘major amendment’’ means a modification to 
the planned residential development which significant- 
ly increases density or which alters the criteria used to 
obtain a density bonus pursuant to Section 36-16.4, or 
which by the decision of the Planning Division, 
significantly changes any of the following: 


(A) The size, location or type of any building in 
the planned residential development. 


(B) The number of parking spaces or location 
of parking facilities. 


(C) The location and dimension of any street. 
(D) The size, location or type of open space. 


(3) A ‘“‘minor amendment’’ means an amendment 
which is not a major amendment. 


(4) A person seeking an amendment to a planned 
residential development shall submit a development 
plan which meets all of the requirements of Section 
36-16.2(2) to the Planning Division. The Planning Di- 
vision shall determine whether the proposed amend- 
ment is a major or a minor amendment. 


(5) If the proposed amendment is a minor amend- 
ment. Upon review, the Planning Division shall either 
approve or reject the minor amendment. If the Plan- 
ning Division rejects the minor amendment, the Plan- 
ning Division shall state in writing its reasons for rejec- 
tion. The Planning Board may review a decision of the 
Planning Division to reject a minor amendment upon 
request of the applicant seeking the minor amendment. 


(6) If the amendment is a major amendment, then 
the request shall be processed as a new application, in 
ee with the provisions of Sections 36-16.1 to 
16.2(1). 


Section 36-21 ‘‘A’’, ‘‘A-1"’, and “‘B”” Residential 
Districts 

The intent of the ‘‘A’’, ‘‘A-1’’, and ‘‘B’’ Residen- 
tial Districts is to provide for an environment of pre- 
dominantly low density one family dwellings, along 
with other residentially related facilities which serve 
the residents in the district. 


Section 36-21.1 Principal Uses Permitted 


(1) In an ‘‘A’’, ‘‘A-1’’, and ‘‘B’’ Residential! Dis- 
trict the following principal uses are permitted: 


(A) A one family dwelling. 


(B) A public park and playground, except those 
regulated by special conditions pursuant to 
Section 36-21.2(8), (9), and (10). 
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(C) A family day care home. 


Section 36-21.2 Uses Permitted Subject to Special 
Conditions 


(1) The conditional uses described in this section 
shall be permitted in an ‘‘A’’, ‘‘A-1"’, and ‘‘B’’ Resi- 
dential District if the dimensional requirements de- 
scribed in Sections 36-21.4 to 36-21,11, the landscap- 
ing, screening and buffering requirements described in 
Sections 36-146 to 36-149; the conditions imposed by 
this section; and all local, state and federal laws are 
met. 


(2) An accessory structure which meets all of the fol- 
lowing conditions shall be permitted in an ‘‘A’’, 
“A-1"’, and ‘‘B’’ Residential District: 


(A) The floor area of all accessory structures 
located on a lot shall not exceed one thousand 
(1,000) square feet. 


(B) Not more than one (1) accessory structure 
shall be a private garage. 


(C) Each accessory structure shall not be located 
closer than sixty (60) feet from the front lot 
line, nor closer than three (3) feet to a rear or 
side lot line unless attached to the structure 
containing the principal use. If an accessory 
structure is attached to a structure containing 
the principal use, it shall meet all dimensional 
requirements imposed upon the structure con- 
taining the principal use. 


(D) The accessory structure shall not involve 
the operation of a business. 


(E) An accessory structure shall not be used to 
repair a motor vehicle belonging to a person 
other than a person having a legal or equitable 
interest in the lot on which the accessory struc- 
ture is located. 


(F) No accessory structure may be a public 
garage. 


(3) A temporary structure or a temporary use, which 
meets all of the following conditions, shall be permit- 
ted in an ‘‘A’’, ‘“‘A-1’’, and ‘‘B’’ Residential District: 


(A) In the case of a temporary structure, a per- 
mit has been issued by the Building Division 
authorizing the temporary structure. 


(B) In the case of a temporary use, a permit has 
been issued by the Planning Division authoriz- 
ing the temporary use. 


(C) The person issued a permit under subdivi- 
sions (A) or (B) agrees in writing to remove the 
temporary structure or use pursuant to the per- 
mit. 


(D) The temporary use of a permanent struc- 
ture as a real estate office for the purpose of 
marketing new residential development, which 
meets all of the following conditions, shall be 
permitted in an ‘‘A’’, ‘‘A-1’’, and ‘‘B’’ Resi- 
dential District: 


(i) The temporary use of the permanent 
structure is located within the residential devel- 
opment. 


(ii) The temporary use of the permanent 
structure shall be removed after three (3) years, 
or after ninety percent (90%) of the residential 
development is sold, whichever comes first. 


(4) A home occupation which meets all of the fol- 
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lowing conditions shall be permitted in an ‘‘A’’, 
“‘A-1", and “B’’ Residential District: 


(A) No person, other than a member of the 
family residing in the dwelling unit, engages in 
the home occupation. 


(B) The use of the dwelling unit as a home oc- 
cupation is clearly incidental and subordinate 
to its use for residential purposes. 


(C) Not more than twenty percent (20%) of the 
gross floor area of the dwelling unit is used in 
any way for the home occupation. 


(D) No change occurs in the outside appear- 
ance of the dwelling. 


(E) Not more than one (1) sign exists, which 
does not exceed one (1) square foot in area, is 
not illuminated, and is mounted flat against the 
wall of the dwelling. 


(F) The sale of goods does not occur in the 
dwelling unit or on the lot on which the dwel- 
ling unit is located, 


(G) No equipment is used except equipment 
which is normally used for purely domestic or 
household purposes. Equipment not normally 
used for purely domestic or household pur- 
poses may be installed if the Board of Zoning 
Appeals approves such use. The Board of Zon- 
ing Appeals shall approve of such use if it is 
satisfied that the intensity of use will not be in- 
creased to a level that will adversely impact any 
lot within three hundred (300) feet of the lot 
seeking Board of Zoning Appeal approval. 


(S) A temporary bulletin board or sign, which meets 
all of the requirements of the Sign Code and does not 
exceed ten (10) square feet in area, shall be permitted 
in the ‘*A’’, ‘‘A-1’’, and “‘B’’ Residential District if 
the sign advertises the sale or lease of a structure or lot 
on which the sign is located. 


(6) An educational facility which meets all of the 
following conditions shall be permitted in an ‘“‘A’’, 
“A-1"’, and ‘‘B’’ Residential District: 


(A) If the educational facility is a college, uni- 
versity, trade or vocational school, or a com- 
munity or junior college, it shall meet all of the 
following conditions: 


(i) The lot on which the facility is located 
shall have not less than one (1) lot line abutting 
a principal arterial as designated in the Com- 
prehensive Plan. 


(ii) The primary ingress and egress to the 
educational facility shall be the ingress and 
egress connected to the principal arterial de- 
scribed in subdivision (i), except if approval is 
obtained from the Planning Board after a pub- 
lic hearing is held, pursuant to the procedures 
described in Section 36-15.1. 


(7) A child care facility, which meets ail of the fol- 
lowing conditions, shall be permitted in an ‘‘A’’, 
“A-1”, and “B”’ Residential District: 


(A) The child care facility provides and main- 
tains on the lot not less than five thousand 
(5,000) square feet of open space. 


(B) For each child in the child care facility in 
excess of thirty-three (33) children, the child 
care facility shall provide and maintain one 
hundred fifty (150) additional square feet of 
open space. 
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(8) A golf course which meets all of the following 
conditions shall be permitted in an ‘‘A’’, ‘‘A-1’’, and 
“*B”’ Residential District: 


(A) The lot on which the golf course is located 
has not less than one (1) lot line abutting a prin- 
cipal or minor arterial, as defined in the Com- 
prehensive Plan. 


(B) Each vehicular ingress or egress is directly 
ontoa principal or minor arterial, except if ap- 
proval is obtained from the Planning Board 
after a public hearing is held pursuant to the 
procedures described in Section 36-15.1. 


(9) An outdoor swimming pool owned and operated 
by a governmental entity and which meets all of the 
following conditions shall be permitted in an ‘‘A’’, 
““A-1’’, and “‘B’’ Residential District: 


(A) Front, rear and side yards are not less than 
eighty (80) feet, except as provided in subdivi- 
sion (B). 


(B) If a front, rear or side yard is abutting a 
co be i", Re 1”, eRe 2, co a 4G. 1”, “G- 2" 
Ce tia ape or eye district, then the yard which 
abuts the “D- 1°, “E-1”, oR. 2”, “P?, “G1”,

(C) No parking exists in the front yard. 


(D) No accessory structure is located in the 
front yard. 


(10) An indoor swimming pool owned and operated 
by a governmental entity and which meets all of the 
following conditions shall be permitted in an ‘‘A’’, 
‘*A-1’, and ‘‘B”’ Residential District: 


(A) Front, rear and side yards are not less than 
twenty-five (25) feet, except as provided in sub- 
division (B). 


(B) If a front, rear or side yard is abuts a 
“Dp. i. co 1’, “BS 2 ie “G- i”, “G- 2”. 
“H”, “pe, or “J”? district, then the yard which 
abuts: the ep. ji “FL 1: oR. 2", ee “G- 1’, 
“G-27", “H”’, oy, or “J”? district shall meet 
the dimensional requirements of the ‘‘D-1’’, 
“EL, “E2”, “FP, “Ga”, “G2”, “H”, 
oP, or “J”? district which abuts the front, rear 
or side yard. 


(11) A Library or museum owned and operated by a 
governmental entity and which meets all of the follow- 
ing conditions shall be permitted in an ‘‘A’’, ‘‘A-1”’, 
and ‘‘B’’ Residential District: 


(A) Front, rear and side yards are not less than 
twenty-five (25) feet, except as provided in sub- 
division (B). 


(B) If a front, rear - side yard abuts a “‘D-1’’, 
CRP) eB. 2 ¢ “G-1, “G2”, “H”?. 
“TP? or “J” ‘tak then the yard which abuts 
the “D-1", “E- ia “B27, SR UG, 
“G-2”, “He, opr. or “* gr? district shall meet 
the dimensional veiloniscite of the “D-1’’, 
Lh = 1 “Re 2 ie ie 1G.

(C) No parking exists in the front yard. 


(D) No accessory structure is located in the 
front yard. 
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Section 36-21.3 Special Land Uses 


(1) All land uses described in this section may be 
permitted by City Council in accordance with the pro- 
cedures and conditions described in Sections 36-15 to 
36-15.2 if the condition described in this section for 
each use are met, and if all federal, state and local laws 
are met. 


(2) A church which is located on a lot that abuts a 
principal or minor arterial as defined in the Compre- 
hensive Plan may be permitted in an ‘‘A’’, ‘‘A-1’’, 
and ‘‘B’’ Residential District is it meets the following 
condition: 


(A) the lot is not less than two (2) acres. 


(3) A private club, fraternal organization or lodge 
hall may be permitted in an ‘‘A’’, ‘‘A-1’, and ‘‘B” 
Residential District. 


(4) A structure which is used by a governmental en- 
tity may be permitted in an ‘‘A’’, ‘‘A-1’’, and ‘‘B’”’ 
Residential District. 


(5) A structure which is owned or operated by a 
public utility may be permitted in an ‘‘A”, “‘A-1’’, 
and ‘‘B’’ Residential District. 


(6) A residential care facility which provides care for 
more than six (6) persons may be permitted in an 
“A”, “A-1”’, and ““B’’ Residential District, if it meets 
all of the following conditions: 


(A) The residential care facility provides a min- 
imum lot area of not less than one thousand 
(1,000) square feet per resident. 


(B) Twenty-four (24) hour supervision is main- 
tained by a sponsoring agency. 


(7) A recreational facility, not owned or operated by 
a governmental entity, including, but not limited to, a 
recreational center structure or recreational field 
which is intended to serve the surrounding residential 
area may be permitted in an ‘‘A”’, ‘‘A-1”’, and ‘‘B”’ 
Residential District. 


(8) A stable where horses are boarded or are leased 
may be permitted in an ‘‘A’’, ‘“‘A-1’’, and ‘‘B’’ Resi- 
dential District. 


. (9) An off street surface parking lot may be permit- 
ted in an ‘‘A’’, ‘‘A-1’’, and ‘‘B’’ Residential District. 


(10) A cemetary, columbarium, crematorium or 
mausoleum which meets all of the following condi- 
tions may be permitted in an ‘‘A’’, ‘‘A-1”, and “B”’ 
Residential District. 


(A) The lot on which the cemetary, colum- 
barium, crematorium or mausoleum is located 
contains not less than fifteen (15) acres. 


(B) Any columbarium or mausoleum is not 
located less than one hundred (100) feet from 
an adjacent residentially zoned lot. 


(C) Not more than one (1) crematorium is per- 
mitted. No crematorium is located within four 
hundred (400) feet of atiy adjacent residentially 
zoned lot. 


(11) An animal cemetery which meets the ve a 
condition may be located in an ‘‘A’’, ‘‘A-1” 
‘*B”’ Residential District: 


(A) The lot on which an animal cemetery is lo- 
cated is not less than one hundred (100) feet 
from an adjacent residentially zoned lot. 


(12) A trailer camp which meets all of the following 
conditions may be permitted in an ‘‘A’’, ‘‘A-1’’, an 
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“*B” Residential District: 


(A) The lot on which the trailer camp is located 
contains not less than ten (10) acres. 


(B) Each tent or trailer site on the lot contains 
not less than five hundred (500) square feet. 


(C) City water and sewage is available to serve 
the lot. 


(13) A commercial greenhouse or commercial nur- 
sery which meets all of the following conditions may 
be permitted in an ‘‘A’’, ‘‘A-1’’, and ‘‘B’’ Residential 
District: 


(A) The lot on which the commercial green- 
house or nursery is located contains not less 
than ten (10) acres. 


(B) The lot on which the commercial green- 
house or nursery is located has not less than 
one (1) property line which abuts a principal 
arterial as designated in the Comprehensive 
Plan. The primary access is from the principal 
arterial. 


(14) A planned residential development which meets 
all of the conditions described in Sections 36-16 to 
36-16.5 may be permitted in an ‘‘A’’, ‘‘A-1’’, and 
“BY” Residential District. 


Section 36-21.4 Height and Area Requirements 


(1) Except as provided in Sections 36-16, in an ‘‘A”’ 
or ‘‘B’’ Residential District the height of a structure, 
the minimum dimensions of a yard, the maximum lot 
coverage, and the minimum lot area on a lot which is 
the subject of a building permit application made after 
the effectiveness date of this Chapter, shall be as de- 
scribed in Sections 36-21.5 to 36-21.11. 


Section 36-21.5 Lot Area Requirement 


(1) Except if a lot is a lot of record, in an ‘‘A” 
Residential District each lot shall have not less than six 
thousand (6,000) square feet. 


(2) Except if a lot is a lot of record, in an ‘‘A-1” 
Residential District each lot shall have not less than 
five thousand (5,000) square feet. 


(3) Except if a lot is a lot of record, in a ‘“B’’ Resi- 
dential District each lot shall have not less than four 
thousand (4,000) square feet. 


Section 36-21.6 Front Yard Requirements

(ii) Where a lot is less than sixty (60) feet in 
width, each side yard shall be not less than ten 
(10) percent of the lot width. However, in no 
event shall the side yard on the side of the 
Structure that has vehicular access be less than 
the minimum distance necessary to allow ve- 
hicular access past the structure. 


Section 36-21.8 Rear Yard Requirement 


(1) There shall be a rear yard of not less than thirty 
(30) feet. 


Section 36-21.9 Height Restriction 


(1) No structure shall exceed thirty-five (35) feet in 
Height. 


Section 36-21.10 Maximum Lot Coverage 


(1) The maximum lot coverage shall be not more 
than fifty-five percent (55%) of the total lot area. The 
total square footage of area which may be covered by 
all structures shall be not more than forty percent 
(40%) of the total lot area. 


Section 36-21.11 Building Restrictions 


(1) In an ‘‘A”’ or ‘‘B’’ Residential District there 
shall be not more than one (1) dwelling unit on a lot, 
except as provided in Section 36-16. 


Section 36-22 ‘‘C’’ Residential District 


(1) The intent of **C’’ Residential District is to pro- 
vide lots for moderate density two (2) family dwellings. 
The district is designed to do all of the following: 


(A) Permit the construction of a two family 
dwelling. 


(B) Permit the conversion of a structure to a 
two family dwelling.

Section 36-22.5 Lot Area Requirement 


(1) A single family dwelling in a ‘‘C’’ Residential 
District shall be permitted on a lot of record. 


(2) A two family dwelling shall be permitted accord- 
ing to the following minimum lot area requirements.: 


(A) For each efficiency dwelling unit there shall 
be twenty-four hundred (2,400) square feet of 
lot area. 


(B) For each one bedroom dwelling unit there 
shall be twenty-eight hundred (2,800) square 
feet of lot area. 


(D) For each three bedroom dwelling unit or 
any unit in excess of three bedrooms, there 
shall be four thousand (4,000) square feet of lot 
area. 
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Section 36-22.6 Front Yard Requirement 


(1) The front yard of each lot shall be not less than 
the average front yard setback of lots which lots are 
wholly or partially within one hundred eighty (180) 
feet of any lot proposed to be built on and located on 
the same side of the street in the same block face. 
However, in no case shall the front yard required by 
this section be less than twenty (20) feet nor more than 
fifty (50) feet. 


Section 36-22.7 Side Yard Requirement 


(1) The number of side yards shall be determined as 
follows:

(i) Where a lot is sixty (60) feet or more in 
width and where there is an attached accessory 
structure in the side yard, then that side yard 
shall be not less than six (6) feet.

(ii) Where a lot is less than sixty (60) feet in 
width, each side yard shall be not less than ten 
(10) percent of the lot width. However, in no 
event shall the side yard, on the side of the 
structure that has vehicular access be less than 
the minimum distance necessary to allow vehic- 
ular access past the structure. 


Section 36-22.8 Rear Yard Requirement 


(1) There shall be a rear yard of not less than thirty 
(30) feet. 


Section 36-22.9 Height Restriction 


(1) No structure shall exceed thirty-five (35) feet in 
height. 


Section 36-22.10 Maximum Lot Coverage 


(1) The maximum lot coverage shall be not more 
than sixty (60) percent of the total lot area.

Section 36-22.11 Building Restrictions

Section 36-23 ‘‘DM-1"’ Residential District

(3) A home occupation which meets ail the condi- 
tions described in Section 36-21.2(4) shall be permitted 
in a ‘‘DM-1”’ Residential District. 


(4) A temporary bulletin board or sign which meets 
all of the requirements of the Sign Code shall be per- 
mitted in a ‘‘DM-1”’ Residential District. 


(5) An educational facility which meets all of the 
conditions described in Section 36-21.2(6) shall be per- 
mitted in a ‘‘DM-1” Residential District. 


(6) A child care facility which meets all of the con- 
ditions described in Section 36-21.2(7) shall be permit- 
ted in a ‘‘DM-1L”’ Residential District. 


(7) A golf course which meets all of the conditions 
described in Section 36-21.2(8) shall be permitted in a 
“DM-1”’ Residential District. 


(8) An outdoor swimming pool owned and operated 
by a government entity which meets all of the condi- 
tions described in Section 36-21,2(9) shall be permitted 
in the “‘DM-1” Residential District. 


(9) An indoor swimming pool owned and operated 
by a governmental entity which meets all of the condi- 
tions described in Section 36-21.2(10) shall be permit- 
ted in a “‘DM-1” Residential District. 


(10) A library or museum owned and operated by a 
governmental entity which meets all of the conditions 
described in Section 36-21.2(11) shall be permitted in a 
“‘DM-1”’ Residential District. 
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(11) More than one (1) structure containing multiple 
dwelling units shall be permitted on a lot which is six 
(6) acres or less in size. 


Section 36-23.3 Special Land Uses 


(1) All land uses described in this section may be 
permitted by City Council in accordance with the pro- 
cedures and conditions described in Section 36-15 to 
36-15.2 if the conditions described in this section for 
each use are met and if all federal, state and local laws 
are met. 


(2) A church which is located on a lot that abuts a 
principal or minor arterial may be permitted in a 
““TDM-1” Residential District if it meets the following 
condition: 


(A) The lot is not less than two (2) acres. 


(3) A private club, fraternal organization or lodge 
hall may be permitted in a ‘‘DM-1”’ Residential Dis- 
trict. 


(4) A structure which is used by a governmental en- 
tity may be permitted in a “‘DM-1’’ Residential Dis- 
trict. 


(5) A structure which is owned or operated by a 
public utility may be permitted in a ‘‘DM-1’’ Residen- 
tial District. 


(6) A mobile home park that meets the requirements 
of Act No. 419, of the Public Acts of 1976, as amended 
being Sections 125.1101 to 125.1147 of the Michigan 
Compiled Laws may be permitted in a ‘“‘DM-1”’ Resi- 
dential District if it is located on not less than fifteen 
(15) acres. 


(7) A residential care facility which provides care for 
more than six (6) persons may be permitted in a 
““DM-1”’ Residential District if it meets all the folow- 
ing conditions: 


(A) The residential care facility shall provide a 
minimum lot area of not less than 1,000 square 
feet per resident. 


(B) Twenty-four (24) hour supervision shall be 
Maintained by a sponsoring agency. 


(8) A recreational facility not owned or operated by 
a governmental entity, including but not limited to, a 
recreational center structure or recreational field may 
be permitted in a ‘‘DM-1’’ Residential District. 


(9) An off street surface parking lot may be permit- 
ted in a “‘DM-1”’ Residential District. 


(10) A planned residential development which meets 
all the conditions described in Sections 36-16 to 
36-16.5 may be permitted in a ‘‘DM-1”’ Residential 
District. 


Section 36-23.4 Height and Area Requirements 


(1) Except as provided in Section 36-16, in a 
“DM-1”’ Residential District, the height of a struc- 
ture, the maximum lot coverage, the minimum dimen- 
sions of a yard and the minimum lot area on a lot 
which is the subject of a building permit application 
made after the effectiveness date of this Chapter, shall 
be as described in Sections 36-23.5 to 36-23.11. 


Section 36-23.5 Lot Area Requirements 


(1) The lot area requirements in a ‘‘DM-1’’ Residen- 
tial District shall be as follows: 
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(A) For each efficiency dwelling units, there 
shall be 2,200 square feet of lot area. 


(B) For each one bedroom dwelling unit, there 
shall be 2,600 square feet of lot area.

(B) Except for (A) (iii), the exact footage of 
each side yard for each range shall be deter- 
mined by the Planning Division, based upon all 
the following criteria: 


(i) The location and size of a structure on 
an abutting lot. 


(ii) The location of vehicular drives and 
parking areas on abutting lots. 


(iii) The type and intensity of use on abut- 
ting lots. 


(iv) The size of the structure or structures 
on the lot for which the building permit is being 
sought. 
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(v) The site design of the structures and 
parking areas on the lot for which the building 
permit is being sought. 


(vi) The design, type and location of exist- 
ing and proposed landscape materials. 


Section 36-23.8 Rear Yard Requirement 


(1) There shall be a rear yard of not less than twenty- 
five feet. 


Section 36-23.9 Height Restriction 


(1) No structure shall exceed forty-five (45) feet in 
height. 


Section 36-23.10 Maximum Lot Coverage 


(1) The maximum lot coverage shall be not more 
than sixty percent (60%) of the total lot area. The total 
square footage of area which may be covered by all 
structures shall be not more than forty percent (40%) 
of the total lot area.

(5) An educational facility which meets all of the 
conditions described in Section 36-21.2(6) shall be per- 
mitted in a “‘DM-2’ Residential District. 


(6) A child care facility which meets all of the con- 
ditions described in Section 36-21.2(7) shall be per- 
mitted in a ‘‘DM-2” Residential District.

(11) More than one structure containing multiple 
dwelling units shall be permitted on a lot which is four 
acres or less in size. 


Section 36-24.3 Special Land Uses 


(1) The uses described in this section may be permit- 
ted by City Council in accordance with the procedures 
and conditions described in Section 36-15 to 36-15.2, 
if the conditions described in this section for each use 
are met and if all federal, state and local laws are met. 


(2) A church which is located on a lot that abuts a 
principal or minor arterial as defined in the Compre- 
hensive Plan may be permitted in a ‘‘DM-2”’ Residen- 
tial District if it meets the following condition: 


(A) The lot is not less than two (2) acres. 


(3) A private club, fraternal organization or lodge 
hall may be permitted in a ‘‘DM-2” Residential District. 


(4) A structure which is used by a governmental en- 
tity may be permitted in a “‘DM-2”’ Residential District. 


(5) A structure which is owned or operated by a 
public utility may be permitted in a ‘“DM-2”’ Residen- 
tial District. 


(6) A residential care facility which provides care for 
more than six (6) persons may be permitted in a 
“‘DM-2” Residential District if it meets all the follow- 
ing conditions: 


(A) The residential care facility shall provide a 
minimum lot area of not less than one thou- 
sand (1,000) square feet per resident. 


(B) Twenty-four (24) hour supervision shall be 
maintained by a sponsoring agency. 


(7) A recreational facility not owned or operated by 
a governmental entity, including, but not limited to, a 
recreational center structure or a recreational field 
may be permitted in a ‘‘DM-2” Residential District. 


(8) An off street parking surface lot may be per- 
mitted in a ‘‘DM-2”’ Residential District. 


(9) A planned residential development which meets 
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the conditions described in sections 36-16 to 36-16.5 
may be permitted in a ‘‘DM-2” Residential District. 


Section 36-24.4 Height and Area Requirements 


(1) Except as provided in Section 36-16, in a 
““DM-2” Residential District, the height of a struc- 
ture, the maximum lot coverage, the minimum dimen- 
sions of a yard, and the minimum lot area on a lot that 
is the subject of a building permit application made 
after the effectiveness date of this Chapter shall be as 
described in Sections 36-24.5 to 36-24.11. 


Section 36-24.5 Lot Area Requirements

(iii) The type and intensity of use on abutting lots. 


(iv) The size of the building or buildings on the lot 
seeking the building permit. 


(v) The site design of the buildings and parking 
areas on the lot seeking the building permit. 


(vi) The design, type and location of existing and 
proposed landscape materials. 


Section 36-24.8 Rear Yard Requirement 


(1) There shall be a rear yard of not less than 
twenty-five (25) feet. 


Section 36-24.9 Height Restrictions 


(1) No structure shall exceed forty-five (45) feet in 
height. 


Section 36-24.10 Maximum Lot Coverage 


(1) The maximum lot coverage shall be not more 
than sixty percent (60%) of the total lot area. The total 
square footage of area which may be covered by all 
structures shall be not more than forty percent (40%) 
of the total lot area. 


Section 36-24.11 Building Restrictions

(A) A two family dwelling. 
(B) A multiple dwelling. 
(C) An accessory structure. 


(D) A public park and playground, except 
those regulated by special conditions, pursuant 
to Section 36-25.2(7), (8), (9). 


(E) A boarding and lodging house. 
(F) A family day care home. 
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Section 36-25.2 Uses Permitted Subject to

Section 36-25.5 Lot Area Requirements

shall be 1,100 square feet of lot area.

(D) The site design and layout of the structure 
on the lot for which the building permit is being 
sought, including but not limited to, the space 
tequired for vehicular access. 


(E) The design, location and type of materials 
used in complying with Sections 36-146 to 
36-149. 


Section 36-25.8 Rear Yard Requirement 


(1) There shall be a rear yard of not less than twenty- 
five (25) feet. 


Section 36-25.9 Height Restriction 


(1) No structure shall exceed forty-five (45) feet in 
height. 


Section 36-25.10 Maximum Lot Coverage

than sixty percent (60%) of the total lot area. The total 
square footage of area which may be covered by alli 
structures shall be not more than forty percent (40%) 
of the total lot area. 


Section 36-25.11 Building Restriction 


_ (1) Except as provided in Section 36-16 and subsec- 
tion (11) of Section 36-25.2, there shall be not more 
than one (1) multiple dwelling on a lot. 


Section 36-26 ‘‘DM-4”’ Residential District 


(1) The intent of the ‘‘DM-4” Residential District is 
to permit the construction or conversion of structures 
for high rise dwellings, which may be developed at a 
net density ranging from 31.1 dwelling units per acre 
to 87.1 dwelling units per acre. 
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Section 36-26.1 Principal Uses Permitted 


(|) In a “‘DM-4’’ Residential District the following 
principal uses are permitted: 


(A) A multiple dwelling. 
(B) An accessory structure. 
(C) A boarding and lodging house. 


(D) A public park and playground, except 
those regulated by special conditions, pursuant 
to Section 36-25.2(7), (8), and (9). 


(E) A family day care home. 


Section 36-26.2 Uses Permitted by 
Special Condition 


(1) The conditional uses described in this section 
shall be permitted in a ‘‘DM-4’ Residential District if 
the dimensional requirements described in Sections 
36-26.4 to 36-26.11, the landscaping, screening and 
buffering requirements described in Sections 36-146 to 
36-149, the conditions imposed by this section and all 
local, state and federal laws are not. 


(2) Any conditional use permitted in a ‘‘DM-3’’ 
Residential District may be permitted in a ‘‘DM-4’’ 
Residential District if the conditions described in Sec- 
tion 36-25.2 are met. 


(3) A hospital which meets all of the following con- 
ditions shall be permitted in a ‘‘DM-4”’ Residential 
District: 


(A) The lot on which the hospital is located 
shall be not less than ten (10) acres. 


(B) The lot on which the hospital is located 
shall have not less than one (1) property line 
abutting a principal arterial as defined in the 
Comprehensive Plan. Each point of ingress and 
egress shall be directly from a principal or 
minor arterial. 


(C) Ambulance or delivery area shall be ob- 
scured from residential view. 


(4) A Convalescent Care Home which meets all of 
the following conditions shall be permitted in a 
““DM-4”’ Residential District: 


(A) Each convalescent care home shall main- 
tain fifteen hundred (1500) square feet of open 
space for each bed used or intended to be used. 
This open space shall include landscaping, and 
may include off-street parking, driveways, re- 
quired yard setbacks, and accessory uses. 


(B) A convalescent care home shall not be lo- 
cated on a local residential street as defined in 
the Comprehensive Plan. 


(5) More than one structure containing multiple 
dwelling units shall be permitted on a lot which is two 
acres or less in size. 


(6) A church shall be permitted in the ‘‘DM-4” 
Residential District if it meets all of the following con- 
ditions. 


(A) The church is located on a principal or 
minor arterial as defined in the Comprehensive 
Plan. 


(B) The lot on which the church is located meets 
the parking requirements of Section 36-43(2) 
(A). If, however, the requirements of Section 
36-43(2) (A) cannot be met on the lot, off-site 
parking spaces may be used to meet the require- 
ments of Section 36-43(2) (A) as follows: 
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(i) The off-site parking spaces are not more 
than 300' from the perimeter line of the lot on 
which the church is located. 


(ii) The off-site parking spaces consist of 
either leased private parking spaces or available 
public parking spaces. The Planning Division 
shali, via the site plan review process, deter- 
mine what constitutes available. 


Section 36-26.3 Special Land Uses 


(1) All land uses described in this section may be 
permitted by City Council in accordance with the pro- 
cedures and conditions described in Sections 36-15 to 
36-15.2, if the conditions described in this section for 
each use are met and if all federal, state and local! laws 
are met. 


(2) A private club, fraternal organization or lodge 
hall may be permitted in a ‘‘DM-4’’ Residential Dis- 
trict. 


(3) A structure which is used by a governmental en- 
tity may be permitted in a ‘‘DM-4’’ Residential Dis- 
trict. 


(4) A structure which is owned or operated by a 
public utility may be permitted in a ‘‘DM-4’’ Residen- 
tial District. 


(5) A residential care facility which provides care for 
more than six (6) persons may be permitted in a 
““DM-4”’ Residential District if it meets all of the fol- 
owing conditions: 


(A) The residential care facility shall provide 
minimum lot area of not less than one thou- 
sand (1,000) square feet per resident. 


(B) Twenty-four (24) hour supervision shall be 
maintained by a sponsoring agency. 


(6) A recreational facility not owned or operated by 
a governmental entity, including but not limited to, a 
recreational center structure or recreational field may 
be permitted in a ‘‘DM-4’’ Residential District. 


(7) An off street surface parking lot and parking 
structure may be permitted in a ‘‘DM-4’’ Residential 
District. 


(8) A planned residential development which meets 
ail the conditions described in Sections 36-16 to 
36-16.5 may be permitted in a ‘‘DM-4’’ Residential 
District. 


Section 36-26.4 Height and Area Requirements 


(1) Except as provided in Sections 36-16, in a 
““DM-4’’ Residential District, the height of a struc- 
ture, the maximum lot coverage, the minimum dimen- 
sion of a yard, and minimum lot area of a iot which is 
the subject of a building permit made afer the effec- 
tiveness date of this Chapter, shall be as described in 
Sections 36-26.5 to 36-26.11. 


Section 36-26.5 Lot Area Requirements 


(1) The lot area requirement in a ‘‘DM-4”’ Residen- 
tial District shall be as follows: 


(A) For each efficiency dwelling unit, there 
shall be 500 square feet of lot area. 


(B) For each one bedroom dwelling unit, there 
shall be 700 square feet of lot area. 
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(C) For each two bedroom dwelling unit, there 
shall be 950 square feet of lot area. 


(D) For each three bedroom dwelling unit of 
any dwelling with more than three bedrooms, 
there shall be 1400 square feet of lot area. 


Section 36-26.6 Front Yard Requirement 


(1) The front yard of each lot in a ‘‘DM-4’’ Residen- 
tial District shall be as follows: 


(A) There shall be a front yard of not less than 
twenty (20) feet for a structure which is less 
than thirty-five (35) feet in height. 


(B) There shall be a front yard of not less than 
thirty-five (35) feet for a structure which ranges 
from thirty-five (35) feet in height to seventy- 
five (75) feet in height. 


(C) There shall be a front yard of not less than 
fifty (50) feet for a structure in excess of seven- 
ty-five (75) feet in height. 


(D) Parking shall be permitted in the front yard 
with the exception of the first twenty (20) feet 
as measured from the front lot line; so long as 
the requirements of Sections 36-146 to 36-149 
are met. 


Section 36-26.7 Side Yard Requirement 


(1) There shall be a minimum of one (1) side yard. 
Each side yard may vary in size from ten percent 
(10%) of the lot width to a maximum of twenty-five 
(25) feet. If ten percent (10%) of the lot width is 
greater than twenty-five (25) feet, not more than twen- 
ty-five (25) feet shall be required for each side yard. 
However, a side yard in excess of twenty-five (25) feet 
may be permiteed, if desired by the lot owner. This 
range of side yard dimensions shall provide greater 
side yard distances for landscaping, screening and buf- 
fering in excess of the minimum requirements of Sec- 
tions 36-146 to 36-149, if land uses of a more intense 
nature are established abutting land uses of a less in- 
tense nature. Exact footage of each side yard within 
this range shall be determined by the Planning Divi- 
sion based upon all of the following criteria: 


(A) The location and size of structures on abut- 
ting lots. 


(B) The type and intensity of use on abutting 
lots. 


(C) The size of the structure or structures on 
the lot for which the building permit is being 
sought. 


(D) The site, design and layout of the structure 
on the lot for which the building permit is being 
sought including, but not limited to, the space 
required for vehicular access. 


(E) The design, location and type of materials 
used in complying with Sections 36-42 to 36-44. 


Section 36-26.8 Rear Yard Requirement 


(1) There shall be a rear yard of not less than twen- 
ty-five (25) feet. 


Section 36-26.9 Height Restriction 


(1) No structure shall exceed one hundred (100) feet 
in height. 
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Section 36-26.10 Maximum Lot Coverage 


(1) The maximum lot coverage shall be not more 
than seventy-five percent (75%) of the total lot area. 
The total square footage of area which may be covered 
by all structures, shall be not more than fifty percent 
(50%) of the total lot area. 


Section 36-26.11 Building Restriction 


(1) Except as provided in Section 36-16 and subsec- 
tion (5) of Section 36-26.2, there shall be not more 
than one (1) multiple dwelling on a lot. 


Section 36-27 ‘‘D-1’’ Professional Office District 


(1) The intent of the ‘‘D-1’’ Professional Office Dis- 
trict is to permit the construction or conversion of 
structures for office uses and multiple dwelling uses. 


Section 36-27.1 Principal Uses Permitted 


(1) Ina “D-1”’ Professional Office District the fol- 
lowing principal uses are permitted: 


(A) Office of a civic, professional, religious or 
charitable organization. 


(B) Office of an accountant, architect, artist, 
attorney, doctor, or dentist. 


(C) An accessory structure. 
(D) Insurance agency. 
(E) Real estate office. 


(F) Trade association or union office except a 
trade association or union office described in 
Section 36-27.3(6). 


(G) A public park and playground, except 
those regulated by special condition, pursuant 
to Section 36-25.2(7), (8), and (9). 


(H) Office devoted exclusively to business and 
management, provided no sale of merchandise 
or the storage of goods occurs on the lot. 


(D Bank, credit union or saving and loan asso- 
ciation. 


(J) Any other use, which by the decision of the 
Planning Board is similar to the above prin- 
cipally permitted uses. 


Section 36-27.2 Uses Permitted Subject to 
Special Condition 


(1) The conditional uses described in this section 
shall be permitted in a ‘‘D-1”’ Professional Office Dis- 
trict if the dimensional requirements described in Sec- 
tions 36-27.4 to 36-27.8, the landscaping, screening 
and buffering requirements described in Sections 
36-146 to 36-149, the conditions imposed by this sec- 
tion, and all local, state and federal laws are met. 


(2) Any conditional use described in Section 36-26.2 
shall be permitted in a ‘‘D-1’’ Professional Office Dis- 
trict if the conditions for each use described in Section 
36-26.2 are met. 


(3) One (1) permanent sign which does not exceed 
twenty (20) square feet shall be permitted on the lot or 
structure in a “‘D-1’’ Professional Office District 
which meets all of the following conditions. 


(A) The sign meets the requirements of the Sign 
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Code, being Chapter 9, of the Lansing Code of 
Ordinances. 


(B) The location of the sign does not create a 
traffic hazard. 


(C) An illuminated sign shall not flash. 


(4) A funeral home which meets all of the following 
conditions shall be permitted in a ‘‘D-1’’ Professional 
Office District. 


(A) The lot on which the funeral home is lo- 
cated shall contain not less than twenty-five 
thousand (25,000) square feet. 


(B) An assembly area on the lot shall be pro- 
vided for vehicles which are to be used in the 
funeral procession. This assembly area shail be 
in addition to required off street parking. 


(©) The lot on which the funeral home is lo- 
cated shall have not less than one (1) lot line 
abutting a principal or minor arterial as defined 
in the Comprehensive Plan. Each point of in- 
gress and egress shall be directly onto a princi- 
pal or minor arterial. 


(D) Each loading and unloading area shall be 
obscured from residential view. 


(5) A clinic shall be permitted in a ‘‘D-1”’ Profes- 
sional Office District which meets the following con- 
dition: 


(A) The lot on which the clinic is located shall 
have not less than one (1) lot line abutting a 
principal or minor arterial, as defined in the 
Comprehensive Plan. Each point of ingress and 
egress shall be directly onto a principal or 
minor arterial. 


(6) A multiple dwelling shall be permitted in the 
“*D-1”* Professional Office District if the following 
condition is met: 


(A) The multiple dwelling meets the dimension- 
al requirements of the ‘‘D-1’’ Professional Of- 
fice District. 


(7) A planned development shall be permitted in the 
“1-1” Professional Office District if it meets the re- 
quirements of section 36-14, 


Section 36-27.3 Special Land Uses 


(1) All land uses described in this section may be 
permitted by the City Council in accordance with the 
procedures and conditions described in Sections 36-15 
to 36-15.2, if the conditions described in this section 
for each use are met, and if all federal, state and local 
laws are met. 


(2) A church which is located on a lot that abuts a 
principal or minor arterial as defined by the Compre- 
hensive Plan may be permitted in a ‘‘D-|’’ Profession- 
al Office District. 


(3) A structure which is used by a governmental en- 
tity in a manner similar with any of the principal per- 
mitted uses described in Section 36-27.1 may be per- 
mitted in a ‘‘D-1’’ Professional Office District subject 
to review by the Planning Board pursuant to Act. No. 
285 of the Public Acts of 1931 as amended, being Sec- 
tions 125.31 to 125.45 of the Michigan Compiled 
Laws. 


(4) A structure which is owned or operated by a 
public utility in a manner similar with any of the prin- 
cipal permitted uses described in Section 36-27.1 may 
be permitted in a ‘‘D-1’’ Professional Office District. 
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(5) A private club, fraternal organization or lodge 
hall may be permitted in a ‘‘D-1’’ Professional Office 
District. 


(6) Trade associations and union halls with auditori- 
ums may be permitted in a ‘‘D-1’’ Professional Office 
District. 


(7) A surface off street parking lot may be permitted 
in a ‘‘D-1’’ Professional Office District. 


(8) An experimental, research or development la- 
boratory may be permitted in a ‘‘D-1”’ Professional 
Office District. 


Section 36-27.4 Height and Area Requirements 


(1) In a “‘D-1’’ Professional Office District the 
height of a structure and the minimum dimension of a 
yard which is the subject of a building permit applica- 
tion made after the effectiveness date of this Chapter 
as hig as described in Sections 36-27.5 through 
36-27.8. 


Section 36-27.5 Front Yard Requirement 


(1) There shall be a front yard of not less than twen- 
ty (20) feet. 


Section 36-27.6 Side Yard Requirements 


(1) There shall be not less than one (1) side yard. 
Each minimum side yard may vary in size from ten 
(10) to twenty-five (25) feet. This range of side yard 
dimensions shall provide greater side yard distances 
for landscaping, screening and buffering in excess of 
the minimum requirements of Sections 36-146 to 
36-149 if a land use of a more intense nature is estab- 
lished abutting a land use of a less intense nature.

(D) The site, design and layout of the structure 
for which the building permit is being sought, 
including but not limited to, the space required 
for vehicular access. 


(E) The design, location and type of materials 
used in complying with Sections 36-144 to 
36-149. 


(2) If the Planning Division rejects a proposed side 
yard dimension which is within the required range, 


they shall do so in writing, giving specific reasons for 
the denial. 


Section 36-27.7 Rear Yard Requirement 


(1) There shall be a rear yard of not less than twenty 
(20) feet. . 


Section 36-27.8 Height Restriction 


(1) No structure shall exceed forty-five (45) feet in 
height, 
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Section 36-28 “‘E-1’’ Apartment Shop District 


(1) The intent of the “‘E-1”” Apartment Shop Dis- 


trict is to permit a structure to be utilized in a combi- 
nation of commercial, office and residential uses, al- 
though single usage of structures is also permitted. 
Density ranges for residential uses in an ‘‘E-1’’ Apart- 
ment Shop District range from 31.1 to 87.1 dwelling 
units per acre. 


Section 36-28.1 Principal Uses Permitted 


(1) In an ‘“‘E-1’’ Apartment Shop District the fol- 
lowing principal uses are permitted: 


(A) Any principal use permitted in a ‘‘D-1” 
Professional Office District. 


(B) A multiple dwelling. 
(C) An accessory structure. 
(D) A hotel or motel. 


(E) A public park and playground, except those 
regulated by special condition, pursuant to Sec- 
tion 36-25.2(7), (8), and (9). 


(F) A convenience retail store or restaurant, bar 
or tavern. 


(G) An off street parking facility. 


(H) Any other use which, by the decision of the 
Planning Board, is similar to the above prin- 
cipally permitted uses. 


Section 36-28.2 Uses Permitted Subject to 
Special Condition 


(1) The conditional uses described in this section 
shall be permitted in an ‘‘E-1’’ Apartment Shop Dis- 
trict if the dimensional requirements described in Sec- 
tions 36-28.4 to 36-28.7, the landscaping, screening 
and buffering requirements described in Sections 
36-146 to 36-149, the conditions imposed by this sec- 
tion and all local, state and federal laws are met. 


(2) Any conditional use described in Section 36-26.2 
may be permitted in an ‘‘E-1’’ Apartment Shop Dis- 
trict if the conditions for each use described in Section 
36-26.2 are met. 


(3) One (1) permanent sign which does not exceed 
twenty (20) square feet shall be permitted on the lot or 
structure in an ‘‘E-1’’ Apartment Shop District if the 
following conditions are met: 


(A) The sign meets the requirements of the Sign 
Code, being Chapter 9, of the Lansing Code of 
Ordinances. 


(B) The location of the sign does not create a 
traffic safety hazard. 


(C) An illuminated sign shall not flash. 


(4) A funeral home which meets all of the following 
conditions shall be permitted in an ‘‘E-1”’ Apartment 
Shop District: 


(A) The lot on which the funeral home is lo- 
cated shall contain not less than twenty-five 
thousand (25,000) square feet. 


(B) An assembly area on the premises shall be 
provided for vehicles which are to be used in 
the funeral procession. This assembly area shall 
be in addition to required off street parking. 


(C) The lot on which the funeral home is lo- 
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cated shall have not less than one (1) lot line 
abutting the principal or minor arterial, as de- 
fined in the Comprehensive Plan. Each point 
of ingress or egress shall be directly onto a prin- 
cipal or minor arterial. 


(D) Each loading and unloading area shall be 
obscured from residential view. 


(5) A clinic which meets the following condition 
shall be permitted in an ‘‘E-1’’ Apartment Shop Dis- 
trict. 


(A) The lot on which the clinic is located shall 
have not less than one (1) lot line abutting a 
principal or minor arterial, as defined in the 
Comprehensive Plan. Each point of ingress or 
egress shall be directly onto a principal or 
minor arterial. 


(6) A planned development shall be permitted in an 
“E-1’’ Apartment Shop District if it meets the re- 
quirements of Section 36-14. 


(7) A church shall be permitted in an ‘‘E-1’’ Apart- 
ment Shop District if it meets all of the following con- 
ditions: 


(A) The church is located on a principal or 
minor arterial as defined in the Comprehensive 
Plan, 


(B) The lot on which the church is located 
meets the parking requirements of Section 
36-43(2)(A). If, however, the requirements of 
Section 36-43(2)(A) cannot be met on the lot, 
off-site parking spaces may be used to meet the 
requirements of Section 36-43(2)(A) as follows: 


(i) the off-site parking spaces are not more 
than 300’ from the perimeter line of the lot on 
which the church is located. 


(ii) the off-site parking spaces consist of 
either leased private parking spaces or available 
public parking spaces.

(5) A planned residential development may be per- 
mitted in an ‘‘E-1’’ Apartment Shop District if all the 
conditions described in Sections 36-16 to 36-16.5 are 
met. 
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(6) An experimental, research or development la- 
boratory may be permitted in the ‘‘E-1’’ Apartment 
Shop District. 


Section 36-28.4 Height and Area Requirement 


(1) Except as provided in Sections 36-41, in an 
“E-1’’ Apartment Shop District, the height of a struc- 
ture and the minimum dimension of a yard which is 
the subject of a building permit application made after 
the effectiveness date of this Chapter shall be as de- 
scribed in Sections 36-28.5 to 36-28. 10. 


Section 36-28.5 Lot Area Requirements 


(1) The lot area requirements in an ‘‘E-1'’ Apart- 
ment Shop District shall be as follows:

The intent of the ‘‘E-2’’ Local Shopping District is to 
provide convenience retail stores. 


Section 36-29.1 Principal Uses Permitted 


(1) In an ‘‘E-2” Local Shopping District the follow- 
ing principal uses are permitted: 


(A) A convenience retail store, bar or tavern. 
(B) A post office. 


(C) A public park and playground, except 
those regulated by special condition, pursuant 
to Section 36-25.2(7), (8), and (9). 


(D) An accessory structure. 
(E) A motor vehicle service station. 


(F) Any principal use permitted in a ‘‘D-1” 
Professional Office District. 


(G) An on premise sign. 
(H) An off street parking facility. 


(1) Any other use which, by the decision of the 
Planning Board is similar to the above prin- 
cipally permitted uses. 


Section 36-29.2 Uses Permitted Subject to 
Special Condition 


(1) The conditional uses described in this section

(E) The design, location and type of materials 
used in complying with Sections 36-146 tc 
36-149. 


(F) The existence of a railroad right-of-way 
which abuts the lot. 


(2) If the Planning Division rejects a proposed side 
yard dimension which is within the required range, 
they shall do so in writing, giving specific reasons for 
the denial. 


Section 36-32.7 Rear Yard Requirements 


(1) Except for subsection (2) there shall be a rear 
yard of not less than fifteen (15) feet. 
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(2) If the rear lot line abuts a railroad right-of-way, 
there shall be no rear yard. 


Section 36-32.8 Height Restriction 


(1) No structure shall exceed forty (40) feet in 
height. 


Section 36-33 ‘‘H’’ Light Industrial Districts 


(1) The intent of the ‘‘H’’ Light Industrial District is 
to permit the construction or conversion of structures 
and the use of land for the purpose of manufacturing, 
processing, compounding, packaging, assembling or 
treatment of items permitted by this section within an 
enclosed structure. 


Section 36-33.1 Principal Uses Permitted 


(1) In an ‘‘H”’ Light Industrial District the follow- 
ing principal uses are permitted:

Wholesale District.

(ii) Tool, die, gauge and machine shops 
and the manufacturing, compounding, proces- 
sing or treatment of light sheet metal products, 
including heating and ventilating equipment, 
cornices, eaves and the like, hardware and cut- 
lery. 


(iii) The manufacturing, compounding, 
assembling or treatment of items from the fol- 
lowing materials which are prepared previously 
at another site: bone, canvas, cellophance, 
cloth, cork, elastomer, feathers, felt, fiber, fur, 
glass, hair, leather, horn, paper, plastics, rub- 
ber, precious or semi-precious metals, stones, 
sheet metal, forged-or cast steel or iron, shells, 
textiles, tobacco, wax, wire, wood or yarn. 


(iv) The commercial manufacture of pottery 
and figurines or other similar ceramic products 
using only previously pulverized clay and kilns 
which are fired only by electricity or gas. 


(v) The manufacture of musical instru- 
ments, toys, novelties, metal or rubber stamps 
or other small, molded rubber products. 


(vi) The manufacture or assembly of elec- 
trical appliances, electronic instruments and 
devices or components of electronic instru- 
ments and devices, radios, televisions or phon- 
ographs. 


(vii) The hot, warm and cold metal forming 
operations, excluding drop hammer forging. 
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(viii) Medical, experimental, film or testing 
laboratories. 


(ix) The manufacture or repair of electric 
or neon signs. 


(x) Central dry cleaning plants or laundries. 


(xi) Furniture refinishing, stripping, up- 
holstery or manufacture. 


(C) Railroad and truck terminal freight facili- 
ties, railroad transfer and storage tracks or rail- 
road rights-of-way. 


(D) Any of the following public utility struc- 
tures or facilities: 


(i) An office. 
(ii) A telephone exchange building. 


(iii) An electrical transformer station or 
substation. 


(iv) A gas regulator station or gas tank 
holder. 


(v) A water supply plant, 
holder, well or pumping station. 


water tank 


(E) An off street parking facility. 
(F) An oil or gas drilling extraction. 


(G) An accessory structure or use customarily 
incidental to any principal use permitted in the 
“H’’ Light Industrial District, including but 
not limited to, a caretaker or watchperson’s 
residence, and also including any outside or in- 
side storage of materials or equipment used in 
the normal function of the principal permitted 
use. 


(H) A non-accessory, freestanding sign. 


(I) An outdoor storage or sales facility which 
sells new building material, sand, gravel, or 
lumber. 


(J) The storage of a contractor’s material or 
equipment. 


(K) A use which, by the decision of the Plan- 
ning Board, is similar to the uses described in 
this section. 


Section 36-33.2 Uses Permitted Subject to 
Special Condition 


(1) The conditional uses described in this section 
shall be permitted in an ‘‘H’’ Light Industrial District 
if the dimensional requirements described in Sections 
36-33.4 to 36-33.8, the landscaping, screening and 
buffering requirements described in Sections 36-146 to 
36-149, the conditions imposed by this section and all 
local, state and federal laws are met. 


(2) A temporary structure or a temporary use which 
meets all of the following conditions shall be permit- 
ted in an ‘‘H”’ Light Industrial District: 


(A) In the case of a temporary structure, a per- 
mit has been issued by the Building Division. 


(B) In the case of a temporary use, a permit has 
been issued by the Planning Division authoriz- 
ing the temporary use. 


_ (3) An educational facility which is a trade or voca- 
tional school shall be permitted in an “*H’’ Light In- 
dustrial District if it meets all of the following condi- 
tions: 
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(A) The lot on which the facility is located shall 
have not less than one (1) lot line abutting a 
principal or minor arterial as defined in the 
Comprehensive Plan. 


(B) The primary point of ingress and egress to 
the educational facility shall be directly con- 
nected to the principal or minor arterial de- 
scribed in subdivision (A), except if approval is 
obtained from the Planning Board, after a 
public hearing held pursuant to the procedures 
described in Section 36-15.1. 


(4) A child care facility which meets all of the fol- 
lowing conditions shall be permitted in an ‘‘H”’ Light 
Industrial District: 


(A) The child care facility shall provide and 
maintain on the lot not less than five thousand 
(5,000) square feet of outdoor play area. 


(B) For each child in the child care facility in 
excess of thirty-three (33) children, the child 
care facility shall provide and maintain one 
hundred fifty (150) additional square feet of 
outdoor play area. 


(S) An animal hospital which meets the following 
condition shall be permitted in an ‘‘H’’ Light Indus- 
trial District: 


(A) No kennels are located on the lot. 


(6) A kennel which meets all of the following condi- 
tions shall be permitted in an ‘‘H’’ Light Industrial 
District: 


(A) If the lot on which the kennel is located 
abuts a residential district, any structure shall 
be not less than fifty (50) feet from each abut- 
ting residential lot line. 


(B) Each kennel which has an outside exercise 
run or treatment area shall have a lot size of not 
less than ten (10) acres. 


(C) If a kennel has an open exercise run or treat- 
ment area, the open exercise run or treatment 
area shall be located not less than four hundred 
(400) feet from any lot line. 


(7) The use of a lot for the sale of new or used auto- 
mobiles, trailers, boats, farm machinery or equip- 
ment, recreational vehicles, lawn furniture, play- 
ground equipment or garden supplie which meets all 
of the following conditions shall be permitted in an 
““H”’ Light Industrial District. 


(A) The area of the lot on which the items de- 
scribed in subsection (7) are located shall be 
covered with portland cement or asphalt. 


(B) Each point of vehicular ingress and egress 
to the lot shall be not less than sixty (60) feet 
from the intersection of any two (2) streets. 


(C) Any repair or refinishing which is done on 
the lot shall be done within the confines of an 
enclosed structure. 


(D) Any lighting shall be directed away from 
any adjacent residential district. 


(8) A motor vehicle repair station which meets all of 
the following conditions shall be permitted in an ‘‘H”’ 
Light Industrial District: 


(A) All activities shall be conducted within an 
enclosed structure. 


(B) Any vehicle stored on the lot shall be stored 
in an enclosed structure or within a completely 
fenced area. 
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(9) A heliport which meets all of the following con- 
ditions shall be permitted in an ‘‘H”’ Light Industrial 
District: 


(A) The heliport serves the principal use of the 
lot on which the heliport is located. 


(B) The heliport is not less than fifty (50) feet 
from any lot line. 


(10) A temporary bulletin board or sign shall be per- 
mitted in an ‘‘H’’ Light Industrial District if it meets 
all of the requirements of the Sign Code. 


(11) A library or museum owned or operated by a 
governmental entity which meets all of the conditions 
described in Section 36-21.2(11) shall be permitted ina 
**H”’ Light Industrial District. 


(12) A planned development shall be permitted in an 
“‘H”’ Light Industrial District if it meets the require- 
ments of Section 36-14. 


(13) A clinic which meets the following condition 
shall be permitted in a ‘‘H’’ Light Industrial District: 


(A) The lot on which the clinic is located shail 
have not less than one (1) lot line abutting a 
principal or minor arterial as defined in the 
Comprehensive Plan. Each point of ingress or 
egress shail be directly onto a principal or 
minor arterial. 


Section 36-33.3 Special Land Uses 


(1) All land uses described in this section may be 
permitted by the City Council in accordance with the 
procedures and conditions described in Sections 36-15 
to 36-15.2, if the conditions described in Section 
36-33.3 for each use are met, and if all federal, state 
and local laws are met. 


(2) A structure which is used by a governmental en- 
tity may be permitted in an ‘‘H’’ Light Industrial Dis- 
trict. 


(3) An automotive drive in theater which meets all 
of the following conditions may be permitted in an 
“H”’ Light Industrial District. 


(A) Each point of ingress and egress shall be 
connected to a principal or minor arterial as de- 
fined in the Comprehensive Plan. 


(B) A waiting area on the lot shall be provided 
for vehicles entering the theater. 


(©) Any lighting shall be directed away from 
adjacent residential districts. 


(4) A storage yard not described in Section 
36-33.1(I) and (J) may be permitted in an “‘H”’ Light 
Industrial District. 


(5) An experimental, research or development la- 
boratory may be permitted in an ‘‘H’’ Light Industrial 
District. 


(6) A church which is on a lot that abuts a principal 
Or minor arterial as defined by the Comprehensive 
Plan may be permitted in an ‘‘H’’ Light Industrial 
District. 


Section 36-33.4 Height and Area Requirements 


(1) In an “H”’ Light Industrial District, the height 


of a structure and the minimum dimension of a yard 
which is the subject of a building permit application 
made after the effectiveness date of this Ordinance, 
shall be as described in Sections 36-33.5 to 36-33.8. 
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Section 36-33.5 Front Yard Requirements 


(1) Except as described in subsection (2), there shall 
be a front yard of twenty-five (25) feet. If, however, 
any portion of any structure is forty-five (45) feet or 
greater in height and the portion which is forty-five 
(45) feet or greater in height is also within forty (40) 
feet of the front lot line,then the twenty-five (25) foot 
front yard required by this section for that portion of 
the structure which is forty-five (45) feet or greater in 
height and within forty (40) feet of the front lot line 
shall be increased by three (3) feet for each ten (10) 
feet which this portion of the structure exceeds forty- 
five (45) feet in height. However, in no case shall a 
front yard be required to be more than forty (40) feet. 


(2) If any of the following conditions exist, then 
there shall be no front yard requirement: 


(A) The lot abuts a street tight-of-way which is 
less than one hundred (100) feet in width and 
less than fifty percent (50%) of the total linear 
distance of both block faces is used as a resi- 
dential use. For the purpose of determining this 
percentage, the figure which equals the sum of 
the linear distances of the following shall be 
used: The linear distance of the block face on 
which the lot is located and the linear distance 
which represents the entire portion of a block 
face which portion is, at any point, across the 
street from the block face on which the lot in 
question is located. 


(B) The lot abuts a street right-of-way which is 
one hundred (100) feet or more in width and 
not more than fifty percent (50%) of the total 
linear distance of the block face on which the 
lot is located is used as a residential use. In the 
case of a corner lot, each front yard shall be de- 
termined independently. 


(3) If no front yard is required by subsection (2), 
then, except in the case of an intersection which main- 
tains a mechanically controlled signal, adequate site 
distance shall be maintained by keeping a triangular 
volume with sides twenty-five (25) feet in length along 
each street and a height of twelve (12) feet free from 
any structure. 


Section 36-33.6 Side Yard Requirements 


(1) Except as described in subsection (2), there shall 
be not less than one (1) side yard. Each minimum side 
yard may vary in size from ten (10) to twenty-five (25) 
feet. This range of side yard dimensions shall provide 
greater side yard distances or landscaping, screening, 
and buffering in excess of the minimum requirements 
of Sections 36-146 to 36-149, if a land use of a more in- 
tense nature. The exact footage of each side yard 
within this range shall be determined by the Planning 
Division based upon all of the following criteria: 


(A) The location and size of structures on abut- 
ting lots. 


(B) The type and intensity of use on abutting 
lots. 


(C) The size of the structure or structures on 
the lot for which the building permit is being 
sought. 


(D) The site, design and layout of the structure 
on the lot for which the building permit is being 
sought, including, but not limited to, the space 
required for vehicular access. 


(E) The design, location and type of materials 
used in complying with Sections 36-146 to 
36-149. 
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(2) If any of the following conditions exist, then 
there shall be no side yard requirement: 


(A) The side yard abuts property which is used 
in an industrial or commercial use, or if the side 
yard abuts property which is zoned industrial 
or commercial. 


(B) The side yard abuts a railroad right-of-way. 


(C) The side yard abuts a navigable body of 
water. However, if any portion of a side yard is 
located in the flood plain, then that portion of 
the side yard shall be governed by Sections 
36-59 to 36-67.1 


Section 36-33.7 Rear Yard Requirements 


(1) Except as described in subsection (2), there shall 
be a rear yard of twenty (20) feet. If, however, any por- 
tion of any structure is forty-five (45) feet or greater in 
height and the portion which is forty-five (45) feet or 
greater in height is also within forty (40) feet of the 
rear lot line, then the twenty (20) foot rear yard re- 
quired by this section for that portion of the structure 
which is forty-five (45) feet or greater in height and 
within forty (40) feet of the rear lot line shall be in- 
creased by three (3) feet for each ten (10) feet which 
this portion of the structure exceeds forty-five (45) feet 
in height. In no event shall a rear yard be required to 
be more than forty (40) feet. 


(2) If any of the following conditions exist, then 
there shall be no rear yard setback requirement: 


(A) The rear yard abuts a railroad right-of- 
way. 


(B) The rear yard abuts land which is zoned 
either “E-I”, “E-2”, “F?, “G-1", “H”, 
“Por 4S", 


(C) The rear yard abuts a navigable body of 
water. If, however, any portion of a rear yard 
is located in the flood plain, then that portion 
of the rear yard shall be governed by Sections 
36-59 to 36-67.1 


Section 36-33.8 Height Restriction 


(1) No structure shall exceed one hundred twenty 
(120) feet in height. 


Section 36-34 ‘<I’? Heavy Industrial District 


(1) The intent of the ‘‘I’’ Heavy Industrial District is 
to permit the construction or conversion of structures 
and the use of land for the purpose of manufacturing, 
processing, and compounding of semi-finished or fin- 
ished products from raw materials, as well as from 
previously prepared materials. 


Section 36-34.1 Principal Uses Permitted 


(1) In an ‘‘I’? Heavy Industrial District the following 
principal uses are permitted: 


(A) Any principal use permitted in the ‘‘I’’ 
Heavy Industrial District. 


(B) Heating and electric power generating 
plants, public utility storage yards, sewage 
treatment plants, and any facility for the stor- 
age, reclamation or treating of industrial waste 
materials, whether publicly or privately owned.

(D) Any manufacturing process, or any indus- 
trial scrap processing, or any production, pro- 
cessing, cleaning, servicing, testing or repair or 
goods or products, or any storage of materials 
or equipment inside or outside an enclosure. 


(E) Accessory structures and uses customarily 
incidental to any principal permitted use in the 
“1”? Heavy Industrial District, including but 
not limited to a caretaker or watchperson’s res- 
idence, and also including any outside or inside 
storage of materials or equipment used in the 
normal functioning of the principal permitted 
use. 


(F) Uses which, by a decision of the Planning 
Board, are similar to the uses described in this 
section. 


Section 36-34.2 Uses Permitted Subject to 
Special Condition 


(1) The conditional uses described in this section 
shall be permitted in an ‘‘I’’ Heavy Industrial District 
if the dimensional requiremens described in Sections 
36-34.4 to 36-34.8, the landscaping, screening and 
buffering requirements described in Section 36-146 to 
36-149, the conditions imposed by this section, and all 
local, state, and federal laws are met. 


(2) A temporary structure or a temporary use shall 
be permitted in an ‘‘I’’ Heavy Industrial District if it 
meets all of the following conditions:

(B) For each child in the child care facility, in 
excess of thirty-three (33) children the child 
care facility shall provide and maintain one 
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hundred fifty (150) additional square feet of 
outdoor play area. 


(5) An animal hospital which meets the following 
condition shall be permitted in an ‘‘1’” Heavy Indus- 
trial District. 


(A) No kennels are located on the lot. 


(6) A kennel which meets all of the following condi- 
tions shall be permitted in a ‘‘I’? Heavy Industrial Dis- 
trict: 


(A) If the lot on which the kennel is located 
abuts a residential district, any structure shall 
be not less than fifty (50) feet from each abut- 
ting residential lot line.

(B) Each point of vehicular ingress and egress 
to the lot shall be not less than sixty (60) feet 
from the intersection of any two (2) streets. 


(C) Any repair or refinishing which is done on 
the lot shall be done within the confines of an 
enclosed structure. 


(D) Any lighting shall be directed away from 
any adjacent residential district. 


(8) A motor vehicle repair station which meets all of 
the following conditions shall be permitted in an ‘1’ 
Heavy Industrial District. 


(A) All activities shall be conducted within an 
enclosed structure. 


(B) Any vehicle stored on the lot shall be stored 
in an enclosed structure or within a completely 
fenced area. 


(9) A storage yard, which stores material or equip- 
ment not used in the normal manufacturing opera- 
tions of the principal use, shall be permitted in an “‘1’”’ 
Heavy Industrial District if it meets all of the follow- 
ing conditions: 


(A) The materials are enclosed within a struc- 
ture or a fence which obstructs vision and is not 
less than eight (8) feet in height. 


(B) The materials stored within twenty (20) feet 
of the fence described in subdivision (A) shall 
not exceed the height of the fence. 


(C) A plan is submitted and approved by the 
Planning Division which shows the type and lo- 
cation of the fence. The plan shall be approved 
by the Planning Division if it meets all the re- 
quirements of Sections 36-146 to 36-149. 


(10) A salvage yard which meets all of the following 
conditions shall be permitted in an ‘I’? Heavy Indus- 
trial District. 
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(A) The materials are enclosed by a structure or 
a fence not less than eight (8) feet in height that 
obstructs vision. 


(B) The materials stored within twenty (20) feet 
of the fence described in subdivision (A) shall 
not exceed the height of the fence. 


(C) A plan is submitted to and approved by the 
Planning Division, which shows the type and 
location of the fence. 


(D) No outdoor burning occurs on the lot on 
which the salvage yard is located. 


(11) A heliport which meets all of the following con- 
ditions shall be permitted in an ‘‘I’’ Heavy Industrial 
District. 


(A) The heliport serves the principal use of the 
lot on which the heliport is located. 


(B) The heliport is not less than fifty (50) feet 
from any lot line. 


(12) A clinic which meets the following condition 
shall be permitted in an ‘‘I’’ Heavy Industrial District: 


(A) The site on which the clinic is located shall 
have not less than one (1) property line abut- 
ting a principal or minor arterial as defined in 
the Comprehensive Plan. Each point of ingress 
or egress shall be directly onto a principal or 
minor arterial. 


(13) A temporary bulletin board or sign shall be per- 
mitted in an “‘I’’ Heavy Industrial District if it meets 
all of the requirements of the Sign Code. 


(14) A planned development shall be permitted in 
the ‘‘I’’ Heavy Industrial District if it meets the re- 
quirements of Section 36-14. 


(15) A library or museum owned or operated by a 
governmental entity which meets all of the conditions 
described in Section 36-21.2(12) shall be permitted in 
an “‘I’? Heavy Industrial District. 


Section 36-34.3 Special Land Uses 


(1) All land uses described in this section may be 
permitted by the City Council in accordance with the 
procedures and conditions described in Section 36-15, 
if the conditions described in Section 36-34.3 for each 
use are met,and if all federal, state, and local laws are 
met. 


(2) A structure which is used by a governmental en- 
tity may be permitted in an ‘‘I’? Heavy Industrial Dis- 
trict. 


(3) An automotive drive in theater which meets all 
of the following conditions shall be permitted in a ‘‘I’’ 
Heavy Industrial District. 


(A) Each point of ingress and egress shall be 
connected to a principal or minor arterial as 
defined in the Comprehensive Plan. 


(B) A waiting area on the lot shall be provided 
for vehicles entering the theater. 


(C) Any lighting shall be directed away from 
adjacent residential districts. 


(4) An airport, landing field, or heliport not de- 
scribed in Section 36-34.2(11) which meets all of the 
following conditions may be permitted in an ‘‘I’’ 
Heavy Industrial District. 


(A) The lot on which the airport, landing field, 
or heliport is located shall have not less than 
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one (1) lot line abutting a principal or minor 
arterial as defined in the Comprehensive Plan. 


(B) Each point of vehicular ingress and egress 
to the lot shall be connected to a principal or 
minor arterial as defined in the Comprehensive 
Plan. 


(5) A sanitary landfill may be permitted in an ‘‘I’’ 
Heavy Industrial District if written evidence is sub- 
mitted to the Planning Division which indicates that 
all of the requirements of Act No. 641 of the Public 
Acts of 1978, as amended, being Sections 299.401 et. 
seg. of the Michigan Compiled Laws are met. 


(6) The extraction or rehabilitation of a borrow pit 
which meets all of the following conditions may be 
permitted in an ‘‘I’? Heavy Industrial District. 


(A) The lot on which the borrow pit is located 
shall have at least one (1) lot line abutting a 
principal arterial as defined in the Comprehen- 
sive pLan. 


(B) Each point of ingress and egress shall be 
connected to a principal arterial as defined in 
the Comprehensive Plan. 


(C) The applicant shall submit to the Planning 
Division certification that all applicable state 
and federal laws and rules have been met. 


(D) No ground shall be moved or removed 
within three hundred (300) feet of an abutting 
lot line. 


(E) The Public Service Department certifies 
that the requirements of the Sedimentation 
Control Ordinance are met. 


(F) Haul roads shall be treated for dust. 


(G) The operation of an extraction activity 
shall not result in overhanging earth material 
which creates a situation which endangers the 
public health, safety and general welfare. 


(H) Standing water pools greater than two (2) 
feet in depth shall be made safe and secure so as 
not to endanger the public health, safety, and 
general weifare. 


(J) An applicant seeking a special land usefor a 
borrow pit shall agree in writing to rehabilitate 
the borrow pit within a time specified by the Ci- 
ty Council. 


(J) An applicant seeking special land use for a 
borrow pit shall submit a rehabilitation plan to 
the Planning Division. This Plan shall be ap- 
proved by the City Engineer and the Planning 
Division, if the Plan presents a means of reha- 
bilitating the borrow pit.in a way which pro- 
motes the health, safety, and general welfare of 
the public. The Plan shall specify how the 
reclamation, rehabilitation or filling is to be ac- 
complished and a statement as to the proposed 
future use of the borrow pit. 


(K) An applicant seeking special land use for a 
borrow pit shall submit a Performance Bond to 
the City Treasurer in an amount which guaran- 
tees rehabilitation of the borrow pit consistent 
with the Plan described in subdivision (J). 


(7) A junk yard which meets all of the following 
conditions may be permitted in a ‘‘I’’ Heavy Indus- 
trial District. 


(A) The materials are enclosed by a structure or 
a fence not less than eight (8) feet in height that 
obstructs vision. 
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(B) The materials stored within twenty (20) feet 
of the fence described in subdivision (A) shall 
not exceed the height of the fence. 


(C) A plan is submitted to and approved by the 
Planning Division, which shows the type and 
location of the fence. 


(D) No outdoor burning occurs on the lot on 
which the junk yard is located. 


(8) An experimental, research or development la- 
boratory may be permitted in an ‘‘I’’ Heavy Industrial 
District. 


(9) A church which is on a lot that abuts a principal or 
minor arterial as defined by the Comprehensive Plan 
may be permitted in an ‘‘I’’ Heavy Industrial District. 


Section 36-34.4 Minimum Height and Area 
Requirement 


(1) In an “‘I’’ Heavy Industrial District the height of 
a structure and the minimum dimension of a yard 
which is the subject of a‘ Building Permit Application 
made after the effectiveness date of this Ordinance, 
shall be as described in Sections 36-34.5 to 36-34.8. 


Section 36-34.5 Front Yard Requirements 


(1) Except as described in subsection (2), there shall 
be a front yard of twenty-five (25) feet. If, however, 
any portion of any structure is forty-five (45) feet or 
greater in height and the portion which is forty-five 
(45) feet or greater in height is also within forty (40) 
feet of the front lot line, then the twenty-five (25) foot 
front yard required by this section for that portion of 
the structure which is forty-five (45) feet or greater in 
height and within forty (40) feet of the front lot line 
shall be increased by three (3) feet for each ten (10) 
feet which this portion of the structure exceeds forty- 
five (45) feet in height. However, in no case shall a 
front yard be required to be more than forty (40) feet. 


(2) If any of the following conditions exist, then 
there shall be no front yard requirement: 


(A) The lot abuts a street right-of-way which is 
less than one hundred (100) feet in width and 
less than fifty percent (50%) of the total linear 
distance of both block faces is used as a 
residential use. For the purpose of determining 
this percentage, the figure which equals the 
sum of the linear distances of the following 
shall be used: The linear distance of the block 
face on which the lot is located, and the linear 
distance which represents the entire portion of 
a block face which portion is, at any point, 
across the street from the block face on which 
the lot in question is located. 


(B) The lot abuts a street right-of-way which is 
one hundred (100) feet or more in width and 
not niore than fifty percent (50%) of the total 
linear distance of the block face on which the 
lot is located is used as a residential use. In the 
case of a corner lot, each front yard shall be de- 
termined independently. 


(3) If no front yard is required by subsection (2), 
then, except in the case of an intersection which main- 
tains a mechanically controlled signal, adequate site 
distance shall be maintained by keeping a triangular 
volume with sides twenty-five (25) feet in length along 
each street and a height of twelve (12) feet free from 
any structure. 
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Section 36-34.6 Side Yard Requirements 


(1) Except as described in subsection (2) there shall 
be not less than one (1) side yard. Each minimum side 
yard may vary in size from ten (10) to twenty-five (25) 
feet. This range of side yard dimensions shall provide 
greater side yard distances or landscaping, screening 
and buffering in excess of the minimum requirements 
of Section 36-146 to 36-149, if a land use of a more in- 
tense nature is established abutting a land use of a less 
intense nature. The exact footage of each side yard 
within this range shall be determined by the Planning 
Division based upon all of the following criteria: 


(A) The location and size of structures on abut- 
ting lots. 


(B) The type and intensity of use on abutting 
lots. 


(C) The size of the structure or structures on 
the lot for which the building permit is being 
sought. 


(D) The site, design and layout of the structure 
on the lot for which the building permit is being 
sought, including, but not limited to, the space 
required for vehicular access. 


(E) The design, location and type of materials 
used in complying with Sections 36-146 to 
36-149. 


(2) If any of the following conditions exist, then 
there shall be no side yard requirements. 


(A) The side yard abuts a lot which is used in an 
industrial or commercial use, or if the lot abuts 
property which is zoned industrial or commer- 
cial. 


(B) The side yard abuts a railroad right-of-way. 


(C) One side yard abuts a navigable body of 
water. However, if any portion of a side yard is 
located in the flood plain, then that portion of 
the side yard shall be governed by Article V. 


Section 36-34.7 Rear Yard Requirements 


(1) Except as described in subsection (2) there shall 
be a rear yard of twenty (20) feet. If, however, any 
portion of any structure is forty-five (45) feet or great- 
er in height and the portion which is forty-five (45) 
feet or greater in height is also within forty (40) feet of 
the rear lot line, then the twenty (20) foot rear yard re- 
quired by this section for that portion of the structure 
which is forty-five (45) feet or greater in height and 
within forty (40) feet of the rear lot line shall be in- 
creased by three (3) feet for each ten feet which this 
portion of the structure exceeds forty-five (45) feet in 
height. In no event shall a rear yard be required to be 
more than forty (40) feet. 


(2) If any of the following conditions exist, then 
there shall be no rear yard requirement: 


(A) The rear yard abuts a railroad right-of- 
way. 


(B) The rear yard abuts land which is zoned 
either “E-1”, “E-2”, “F?, “Gl?, “H”, 
“Por HP”, 


(C) The rear yard abuts a navigable body of 
water. However, if any portion of a rear yard is 
located in the flood plain, then that portion of 
the rear yard shall be governed by Sections 
36-59 to 36-67.1. 
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Section 36-34.8 Height Restriction 


(1) No structure shall exceed one hundred twenty 
(120) feet in height. 


Section 36-35 “J’’ Parking District 


(1) The intent of the ‘‘J’’ Parking District is to per- 
mit the establishment of areas to be used solely for the 
off street parking of private passenger vehicles as a use 
incidental to a principal use. This district will generally 
be provided by petition or request to serve a use dis- 
trict which has developed without adequate off street 
parking facilities. 


Section 36-35.1 Principal Uses Permitted 


(1) In a ‘‘J’’ Parking District, the following princi- 
pal uses are permitted: 


(A) An off street surface parking lot used solely 
for the parking of private passenger vehicles 
for periods of less than one (1) day. 


(B) An off street parking structure used solely 
for the parking of private passenger vehicles 
for periods of less than one (1) day. 


Section 36-35.2 Uses Permitted Subjec to 
Special Conditions 


(1) The conditional uses in this section shall be per- 
mitted in a ‘‘J’’ Parking District if the dimensional re- 
quirements in Sections 36-35.4 to 36-35.8, the land- 
scaping, screening and buffering requirements de- 
scribed in Sections 36-146 to 36-149, the conditions 
imposed by this section, and all local, state and federal 
laws are met. 


(2) An attendant’s shelter which meets the following 
conditions shall be permitted in a ‘‘J’’ Parking Dis- 
trict: 


(A) The structure shall not contain more than 
twenty (20) square feet in area. 


(B) The maximum height of the attendant’s 
shelter shall not be greater than fifteen (15) 
feet. 


(C) The attendant’s shelter shall be located at 
least twenty (20) feet from the front lot line. 


(3) Signs designating entrances, exits and the condi- 
tions of use which meet the following conditions shall 
be permitted in a ‘‘J’’ Parking District: 


(A) Only one (1) sign shall exceed three (3) 
square feet, but shall not exceed six (6) square 
feet. 


(B) The sign shall not cause a traffic hazard. 


(4) An on-premise accessory freestanding sign which 
meets the following conditions shall be permitted in 
the ‘J’ Parking District: 


(A) Not more than one accessory freestanding 
sign on a lot shall be permitted in a ‘‘J’’ Park- 
ing District. 


(B) The location of the sign shall be approved 
by the Planning Division. 


Section 36-35.3 Special Land Uses 


(1) All land uses described in this section may be 
permitted by City Council in accordance with the pro- 
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cedures and conditions described in Sections 36-15 to 
36-15.2, if the conditions described in this section for 
each use are met, and if all federal, state and local laws 
are met. 


(2) Commercial uses may be permitted on the first 
floor of an off street parking structure if all of the fol- 
lowing conditions are set: 


(A) The lot on which the parking structure is 
located is adjacent to an ‘‘E-1’’, “‘E-2”’, ‘‘F’’, 
“G-1", “G2”, “H’’, or “I? Zoning District. 


(B) The lot on which the parking structure is lo- 
cated shall have not less than one (1) lot line 
which abuts a principal or minor arterial, as 
designated in the Comprehensive Plan. The ac- 
cess shall be from the principal or minor 
arterial. 


Section 36-35.4 Heights and Area Requirements for 
an Off Street Parking Structure 


(1) A parking structure, which is the subject of a 
building permit application made after the effective- 
ness date of this Chapter, which is located in a ‘‘J”’ 
Parking District shall meet the dimensional require- 
ments as described in Sections 36-35.5 to 36-35.8. 


Section 36-35.5 Front Yard Requirements 


(1) If, within a lot, there exists land which is zoned 
**J’” Parking District, shall be the same as the front 
yard requirement for the lot of which the ‘‘J’’ Parking 
District is a part. 


(2) If a lot is zoned ‘J’? Parking District, the front 
yard requirement shall be equal to front yard require- 
ment of any lot abutting the ‘‘J’’ Parking District. The 
applicant may choose which abutting lot’s front yeard 
requirement shall apply. 


Section 36-35.6 Side Yard Requirement 


(1) If, within a lot, there exists land which is zoned 
“J”? Parking District, the side yard requirement for 
the ‘‘J’’ Parking District shall be the same as the side 
yard requirements for the lot of which the ‘‘J’’ Park- 
ing District is a part. 


(2) If a lot is zoned “‘J”’ Parking District, the side 
yard requirement shall be equal to the side yard re- 
quirement of any lot abutting the ‘‘J”? Parking Dis- 
trict. The applicant may choose which abutting lot’s 
side yard requirement shall apply. 


Section 36-35.7 Rear Yard Requirement 


(1) If, within a lot, there exists land which is zoned 
“J” Parking District, the rear yard requirement for 
the ‘‘J’’ Parking District shall be the same as the side 
yard requirement for the lot of which the ‘‘J’’ Parking 
District is a part. 


(2) If a lot is zoned ‘‘J’’ Parking District, the rear 
yard shall be equal to the rear yard requirement of any 
lot abutting the ‘‘J’’ Parking District. The applicant 
may choose which abutting lot’s rear yard requirement 
shall apply. 


Section 36-35.8 Height Limitation 


(f) No structure shall exceed forty-five (45) feet in 
height. 
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Section 36-42 Off Street Parking Requirements 


(1) In each zoning district, except the ‘‘G-1”’ Busi- 
ness District, the off street parking requirements for 
the storage or parking of a self-propelled motor ve- 
hicle for the use of occupants, employees, or patrons 
in a structure which is erected, constructed, substi- 
tuted, resumed, or extended after the effective date of 
this Ordinance shall be as prescribed in this Article. 
The determination of the required number of off 
street parking spaces and the regulation of those 
spaces shall be as described in Section 36-42.1 to Sec- 
tion 36-44,7. 


Section 36-42.1 Ownership 


(1) All off street parking shall be under the direct 
control, either by ownership or lease, of the beneficial 
user of the property. If the off street parking is con- 
trolled by lease and the lease is discontinued, it shall be 
the obligation of the beneficial user of the property 
served to provide replacement parking that meets the 
requirements of Sections 36-42 to 36-44.7. 


Section 36-42.2 Location 


(1) Except as provided in subsection (2), (3) or (4), 
all required off street parking for a principal, condi- 
tional, special land use or nonconforming use shall be 
located on the same lot on which the principal, condi- 
tional, special land use, or nonconformity is located. 
Off street parking shall be permitted in the required 
side or rear yards of a lot in every zoning district. 
Parking shall be allowed in the required front yard on- 
ly in the following zoning districts: ‘‘E-2’’ Local Shop- 
ping District, ‘‘F’? Commercial District, ‘‘G-1’’ Busi- 
ness District, ‘‘G-2’’ Wholesale District, ‘‘H’’ Light 
Industrial District, ‘‘I’? Heavy Industrial District, or 
the ‘‘J”’ Parking District unless otherwise provided for 
in this Chapter. 


(2) The off street parking for a lot which is zoned 
“*H”’ Light Industrial or ‘‘I’? Heavy Industrial District 
may be located on a separate lot if the following two 
conditions are met: 


(A) The separate lot is zoned “‘H”’ Light Indus- 
trial District, ‘‘I’? Heavy Industrial District, or 
“J”? Parking District. 


(B) The separate lot is more than five thousand 
two hundred eighty (5,280) feet, measured 
from the closest point on the closest lot line of 
the separate lot to the closest point on the 
closest lotline of the lot served. If, however, the 
parking on the separate lot is more than one 
thousand (1,000) feet from the lot served, then 
the beneficial user shall provide a commuter 
service between the separate lot and the lot 
served. 


(3) The off street parking for nonresidential uses on 
a lot which is zoned ‘“‘D-1”, ‘‘E’’, “E-1’’, “E-2”, 
“For ‘‘G-2’’ may be located on a separate lot if the 
following two conditions are met: 


(A) The separate lot is zoned ‘‘D-1’’, “‘E’’, 


SED, “B27, OR, G2", “HE? or 


(B) The separate lot is not more than three hun- 
dred (300) feet as measured from the closest 
point on the closest lot line of the separate lot 
to the closest point on the closest lot line of the 
lot served. 


(4) Except as described in subsection (5), the off 
street parking for a lot on which a conditional use is

maintained may be expanded onto an abutting prop- 
erty only if all of the following conditions are met: 


(A) The conditional use itself may be permitted 
on the abutting property. 


(B) The abutting prone is zoned, ‘‘A’’, 
“BY. a Ge DM- i, “DM-: 2 “DM- 3°" or 
“DM-4"’. 


(C) A Special Land Use Permit is obtained 
through the procedures described in Sections 
36-15 to 36-15.2. 


(5) Subsection (4) shall not apply if the abutting pro- 
perty is zoned “D-1”, “E”, “E-1?, “E-2", “EF”, 
“G-1?, “G-2", “H”, “1” and “J” District. 


(6) An area designated as required off street parking 
may be changed to another use or encroached upon so 
long as the minimum requirements of Section 36-43 
continue to be met. 


Section 36-42.3 Accessibility 


(1)Except as provided in subsections (2) or (3) each 
required off street parking space shall be arranged ina 
way which provides for unobstructed access to a pub- 
lic right-of-way. Unobstructed access shall not prohit 
security devices. 


(2) In the case of a lot used as a single family dwel- 
ling, one (1) of the two (2) off street parking spaces re- 
quired by Section 36-43 may be obstructed from access 
to a public right-of-way by another parking space if all 
of the following conditions are met: 


(A) The obstructed space is located on an ap- 
proved driveway. 


(B) The obstructed space is not in the front 
yard. 


(C) The driveway is surfaced pursuant to the re- 
quirements of Section 36-44.1. 


(D) The unobstructed space is directly behind 
the obstructed space. 


(3) In the case of a lot used as a two (2) family dwel- 
ling, two (2) of the four (4) off street parking spaces 
required by Section 36-43 may be obstructed from ac- 
cess to a public right-of-way by another parking space 
if all of the following conditions are met: 


(A) The obstructed space is located behind the 
front line of the dwelling. 


(B) The obstructed space is not in the front 
yard. 


(C) The driveway is surfaced pursuant to the re- 
quirements of Section 36-44.1. 


(D) The unobstructed space is directly behind 
the obstructed space. 


Section 36-42.4 Collective Use of Spaces 


(J) Separate uses may use the same off street park- 
ing facility. However, the off street parking facility 
shall have the minimum number of spaces required for 
each use as computed separately pursuant to Section 
36-43. 


Section 36-42.5 Joint Use of Spaces 


(J) If the following conditions are met, the Board of 
Zoning Appeals may grant a variance to the minimum 
number of required off street parking spaces: 
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(A) More than one (1) type of use operates out 
of one (1) structure, or more than one (1) struc- 
ture jointly uses the same off street parking fa- 
cility. 

(B) The peak operating hours of each use do 
not overlap. 


Section 36-42.6 Fractional Spaces 


(1) If a unit of measurement used in determining the 
number of required off street parking spaces results in 
the requirement of a fractional space, any fraction up 
to and including one-half (‘4) shall be disregarded and 
fractions over one-half (4) shall require one (1) addi- 
tional parking space. 


Section 36-42.7 Storage 


(1) The storage of merchandise, motor vehicles for 
sale, trucks or the repair of vehicles is prohibited in the 
off street parking area required by Section 36-43, if 
such activity reduces the number of off street parking 
spaces available below the number required by Section 
36-43. 


(2) The storage of inoperable vehicles is prohibited 
in the off street parking area required by Section 
36-43. 


Section 36-42.8 Similar Uses 


(1) lf a use is not specifically described in Section 
36-43, the minimum number of spaces for the use shall 
be determined by the Planning Division by requiring 
the minimum number of spaces for a use which is 
listed and is similar to the use in question. 


Section 36-42.9 Seating Allocation 


(L) In a stadium, sport arena, church or other place 
of assembly in which patrons or spectators occupy a 
bench, pew or other similar seating facility, each twenty- 
four (24) inches of available seating shail be counted as 
one (1) seat for the purpose of determing off street 
parking facilities required by Section 36-43. 


Section 36-42.10 Existing Parking 


(1) A substitution, alteration or deletion of any off 
street parking shall not have the effect of reducing the 
off street parking below the number required in Sec- 
tion 36-43. 


Section 36-42.11 Handicap Parking Spaces 


(1) The number of parking spaces reserved for phys- 
ically handicapped persons shall be identified by signs 
and shall be a number as required by the rules promul- 
gated by the Construction Code Commission, pur- 
suant to Section 6 of Act No. 230 of the Public Acts of 
1972, as amended, being Section 125.1506 of the 
Michigan Compiled Laws. 


Section 36-43 Table of Off Street Parking 
Requirements 


Number of minimum parking spaces per unit of 
measure within each use: 


(1) Residential: 


(A) Residential; one family and two family 
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Two (2) for each dwelling unit; both parking 
spaces may be on an approved driveway. If both 
parking spaces are on an approved driveway, 
the measurement of the parking spaces shall 
Start five (5) feet inside the property line. ‘‘Ap- 
proved driveway”’ means a driveway defined in 
Section 36-3. 


(B) Residential; multiple family 


(i) Dwelling units with two (2) or more bed- 
rooms = two (2) spaces 


(ii) Dwelling units with one (1) bedroom = 
one and one-half (1.5) spaces

(C) Housing for the elderly 


One (1) for each two (2) units and one (1) 
for each employee. Should the units no longer 
be used for housing for the elderly, then the re- 
quirements for Section 36-43(1]) (B) shall be 
met. 


(D) Trailer Park and Mobile Home Court 


Parking shall be provided on a basis of two 
(2) spaces per lot. At least one space shall be 
provided on each lot. To provide the balance of 
this requirement, parking may be provided 
within three hundred (300) feet of all lots it is 
intended to serve. All parking areas shall be 
clearly defined and hard surfaced. 


(E) Boarding or Lodging House 


One (1) for each boarder or lodger, plus on 
(1) for each employee. 


(2) Institutional: 
(A) Church, Temple or Synagogue 


One (1) for each three (3) seats or six (6) 
linear feet of pews in the main unit of worship. 


(B) Hospital 


Two (2) for each one (1) bed plus the re- 
quirements for outpatient facilities and offices 
as described in Section 36-43(4) (D). 


(C) Home for the Aged or Convalescent Home 
One (1) for each two (2) beds. 
(D) Schools 


(1) Elementary or Junior High School: One 
(1) for each one (1) teacher or administrator. 
Additional parking required for an auditorium 
as described in Section 36-43(2) (L). 


(2) Senior High Schools: One (1) for each 
one (1) teacher or administrator and one (1) for 
each ten (10) students. Additional parking re- 
quired for an auditorium as described in Sec- 
tion 36-43(2) (L). 


(3) School Auditorium: One (1) for each 
six (6) seats as measured by the maximum seat- 
ing capacity in the largest auditorium. 


(E) Day Care Center, Day Nursery or Nursery 
School 


One (1) for each employee and one (1) for 
each ten (10) children, plus three (3) passenger 
vehicle spaces for loading and unloading of 
children. 
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(F) Private club, lodge hall or a trade associa- 
tion with an auditorium or a union hall with an 
auditorium 


One (1) for each three (3) persons allowed 
within the maximum occupancy load as estab- 
lished by local, county or state Fire, Building or 
Health Codes. 


(G) Swimming pool club or similar use 


One (1) for each three (3) persons allowed 
within the maximum occupancy load establish- 
ed by local, county, or state Fire, Building or 
Health Codes. 


(H) Tennis club or similar use 


Six (6) for each court, plus one (1) for each 
employee. 


(I) Golf course, except miniature or ‘‘par 3’ 
courses 


Six (6) for each one (1) golf hole and one (1) 
for each one (1) employee. 


(J) Fraternity or Sorority 


One (1) for each five (5) active members or 
one (1) for each two (2) beds, whichever is 
greater. 


(K) Stadium, Sport Arena or similar place of 
outdoor assembly 


One (1) for each three (3) seats. 
(L) Theater and non-school Auditorium 


One (1) for each three (3) seats, plus one (1) 
for each two (2) employees. 


(M) Library, Museum and non-commercial Art 
Gallery 


One (1) for every two hundred (200) square 
feet of usable floor area. 


(3) Business and Commercial: 


(A) Planned commercial or shopping center lo- 
cated in any commercial district. 


One (1) for each one hundred ten (110) 
square feet of usable floor area. 


(B) Auto wash 


One (1) for each employee, plus fifteen (15) 
for storage of waiting vehicles. For self-serve 
auto washes, four (4) waiting spaces per wash 
rack, 


(C) Hair stylist shop 


Three (3) for each of the first two (2) chairs 
and one and one-half (114) for each additional 
chair. . 


(D) Bowling alley 


Five (5) for each bowling lane, plus parking 
required by this section for any bar, restaurant 
or assembly space attached to a bowling alley. 


(E) Dance hall, pool or billard parlor, roller or 
ice skating rink, exhibition hall or assembly hall 
without fixed seats. 


One (1) for each three (3) persons allowed 
within the maximum occupancy load as estab- 
lished by the local, county: or state Fire, Build- 
ing or Health Codes, 


(F) An establishment which sells food which 
may be consumed either off or on the premises. 


Fifteen (15) plus one (1) for every sixty (60) 
square feet of usable floor area, plus one (1) for 
each two (2) employees based upon the max- 
imum exployment shift. 


(G) An establishment which sells food for con- 
sumption only on the premises. 


One (1) for every sixty (60) square feet of 
usable floor area, plus one (1) for each two (2) 
employees based upon the maximum employ- 
ment shift. 


(H) An establishment which sells food for con- 
sumption only off the premises. 


Fifteen (15) plus one (1) for every sixty (60) 
square feet of usable floor area. 


(1) Furniture and appliance establishment; 
household equipment; repair shop; showroom 
of a plumber, decorator, electrician or similar 
trade; clothing or shoe repair shop; commercial 
laundry; hardware store; machinery sales es- 
tablishment or other similar uses. 


Four (4) for each establishment, plus one 
(1) space for every eight hundred (800) square 
feet of usable floor area. 


(J) Motor vehicle service station 


Two (2) for each bay and three (3) addition- 
al spaces. 


(K) Motor vehicle repair station 


Four (4) for each bay and five (5) additional 
spaces. 


(L) Laundromat or coin operated dry cleaner 


One (1) for each two (2) washing or dry 
cleaning machines. 


(M) Miniature or ‘‘par 3’’ golf course 


Three (3) for each one (1) hole, plus one (1) 
for each one (1) employee. 


(N) Mortuary and establishment 


One (1) for each fifty (50) square feet of 
usable floor space, plus one (1) for each three 
(3) seats or six (6) linear feet of pews in the 
chapel. 


(OQ) Motel or hotel 


One (1) for each one (1) occupancy unit 
plus one (1) for each one (1) employee in the 
largest working shift, plus space for a dining 
room, ballroom or meeting room as required 
by Section 36-43(3) (E) or Section 36-43(3) (G(. 


(P) Motor vehicle sales and service establish-

(1) for each employee. In addition ten percent 
(10%) of the total vehicular capacity computed 
in this subsection shall be provided as waiting 
spaces. 


(T) Retail store not specifically listed in this sec- 
tion. 


One (1) for every one hundred fifty (150) 
square feet of usable floor area. 


(4) Office: 
(A) Bank 


One (1) for every one hundred fifty (150) 
square feet of usable floor area. 


(B) Business office or professional office, ex- 
cept as described in Section 36-43(4) (C) or Sec- 
tion 36-43(4) (D). 


One (1) for every two hundred (200) square 
feet of usable floor area. 


(C) Drive in financial institution (bank, savings 
and loan office, credit union) 


Waiting space equivalent to six (6) spaces 
for each drive in window in addition to require- 
ments in Section 36-43(4) (A). 


(D) Professional office of doctor, dentist or 
similar medical profession; medical center or 
clinic; outpatient facilities. 


One (1) for every one hundred fifty (150) 
square feet of usable floor area. 


(5) Industrial: 
(A) Industrial or research establishment 


Five (5) plus one (1) space for each two (2) 
employees in the shift which has the greatest 
number of employees, Space on site shall be 
provided for all construction workers during 
periods of plant construction. 


(B) Wholesale establishment 


Five (5) spaces, plus one (1) space for each 
one (1) employee in the shift which has the 
greatest number of employees, or one (1) for 
each seventeen hundred (1,700) square feet of 
usable floor space, whichever is greater, 


Section 36-44 Off Street Parking Space Layout, 
Standard, Construction and Maintenance 


(1) Off street parking required by this Article shall 
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be developed pursuant to the standards described in 
Section 36-44.1 to Section 36-44.8. 


Section 36-44.1 Hard Surfacing 


(1) Except as provided for in subsections (2) or (3), 
off-street parking and loading areas, including access 
drives, shall be hardsurfaced with either portland ce- 
ment or asphalt. 


(2) An alternative surface, including but not limited 
to gravel, may be approved by the Planning Division if 
circumstances exist which justify the alternative sur- 
face, and the City Engineer believes the alternative 
surface will not result in an unreasonable amount of 
sediment being deposited in the sewers, and so long as 
the alternative surface is maintained in a dust con- 
trolled condition, 


(3) A lot used temporarily for off street parking may 
be surfaced with gravel so long as the temporary use 
does not extend for more than two (2) years, and so 
long as the surface is maintained in a dust controlled 
condition. 


Section 36-44.2 Off Street Parking Size, Layout 
and Design 


(1) Except for one (1) or two (2) family dwellings, 
required off-street parking shall be designed pursuant 
to this section. 


(2) Except as described in subsections (3) and (4), 
the minimum width of each parking space in an off 
street parking lot shall be nine (9) feet. The minimum 
dimension of the parking lot shall be as described in 
Figures 1 and 2. 


(3) In an ‘Employee Long Term Off Street Parking 
Facility’? the minimum dimensions of the parking lot 
shall be as described in Figures 3, 4, 5, or 6. An ‘‘Em- 
ployee Long Term Off Street Parking Facility’’ is de- 
scribed as an off street parking facility for employees 
of the owner or beneficial user of the facility where the 
average period of time that vehicles are parked in the 
facility is four (4) hours or more. 


(4) Parallel parking will be permitted in all off street 
parking facilities. Parallel parking spaces must be a 
minimum of twenty two (22) feet long and eight (8) 
feet wide. 


(5) If requested by an applicant, the width of a park- 
ing space and any dimension described in Figures 1 
through 6 may be varied by the Traffic Engineer based 
upon all of the following criteria. 


(A) The size of cars which use the lot. 
(B) The turnover rate. 

(C) The shape of the lot. 

(D) Sound traffic flow principles. 

(E) Use of the lot.

Section 36-44.3 Striping 


(1) Except for one (1) or two (2) family dwellings, 
and parking lots with less than twenty (20) spaces, 
parking spaces shall be striped. 


Section 36-44.4 Ingress and Egress 


(1) The number and location of points of ingress 
and egress to off street parking areas developed after 
the effectiveness date of this Ordinance shall be ap- 
proved by the Traffic Engineer. 


(2) Each ingress and egress to and from any off 
street parking area located in an area zoned for other 
than single family residential use shall be at least five 
(5) feet from any adjacent property located in any 
single family residential district. 


Section 36-44.5 Grading and Drainage 


(1) The City Engineer shall approve the grading of 
required off street parking areas based upon the de- 
sign standards promulgated by the American Associa- 
tion of State and Highway Transportation Officials. 


(2) The City Engineer shall approve drainage of re- 
quired off street parking areas if the drainage may 
adequately be served by an existing storm sewage 
system. 


Section 36-44.6 Lighting 


(1) All lighting used to illuminate any off street 
parking area shall be so installed as to be confined 
within and directed onto the parking area only. 


Section 36-44.7 Vehicle Stop 


(1) A vehicle stop shall be provided for any parking 
space if the space abuts a public right-of-way or abuts 
landscaping or screening required by Sections 36-146 
to 36-149, and shall either be one of the following or 
be approved by the Traffic Engineer. 


(A) A concrete curb. 


(B) A concrete or wooden wheel stop properly 
anchored. 


(C) A steel or concrete post at least three (3) 
feet in height. 


(2) If the parking area is enclosed by a fence that is 
not required by Sections 36-146 to 36-149, then no 
vehicle stop shall be required. 


Section 36-44.8 Maneuvering 


(1) All parking spaces shall be provided adequate 
access by means of maneuvering lanes except in the 
““G-1"’ Business District with attendant parking. 
Backing directly into a street shall be prohibited. 


Section 36-45.1. Definitions (applicable to sections 
36-45.1 through 36-45.4.) 


For the purpose of sections 36-45.1 through 
36-45.2, certain terms and words are herewith defined 
as follows: 


(a) Adult bookstore means an establishment of 
which more than twenty-five per cent (25%) of 
its stock in trade of materials represents, 
depicts or portrays nudity, sado-masochistic 
abuse or sexual conduct. 


(b) Adult motion picture theater means an 
establishment, which in a completely enclosed 
building or not, which offers for an admission 
fee, membership fee or other valuable con- 
sideration the viewing of motion picture films, 
pictures or photographs which depict, portray 
or represent nudity, sado-masochistic abuse or 
sexual conduct during more than twenty-five 
per cent (25%) of its operating hours. 


(c) Adult mini motion picture theater means an 
enclosed building used for presenting material 
distinguished or characterized by an emphasis 
on matter depicting, describing or relating to 
sexual conduct, nudity or sado-masochistic 
abuse by any means of display including 
without limitation by motion picture, 
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mechanical amusement devices as defined in 
Chapter 5, Article IE of this Code, television 
(including video tape or closed circuit) or live 
performance for observation by patrons 
therein. 


(d) Material, irrespective of whether or not it is 
obscene, means any printed or written matter, 
visual representation or sound recording, and 
includes but is not limited to books, magazines, 
newspapers, pamphlets, motion picture films, 
pictures, photographs, drawings, sculptures 
and tape and wire recordings. 


(e) Nudity means uncovered or less than opa- 
quely covered post-pubertal human male or 
female genitals, public areas or buttocks. 


(f) Offered for sale means offered in exchange 
for money, membership fee or any other 
valuable consideration. 


(g) Sado-masochistic abuse means flagellation or tor- 
ture by or upon a human. 


(h) Sexual conduct means any of the following actual 
or simulated acts of: 
intercourse: homosexual or 


(1) Human sexual 


heterosexual; 

(2) Human or animal masturbation; 
(3) Bestiality; 

(4) Fellatio; 

(5) Cunnilingus; 

(6) Human excretory functions; 

(7) Homosexuality; or 

(8) Lesbianism. 


(i) Health club means any establishment which 
offers service in the form of massages, baths, 
exercises or similar services, singly or in com- 
bination to club members or to the public for a 
charge. The term “health club’’ does not in- 
clude: 


(1) Hospitals, nursing homes, medical 
clinics, or the office or quarters of a physi- 
cian, a surgeon, chiropractor, or an osteo- 
path; or 


(2) Exercise clubs exclusively for members 
or clientele where the services, without 
massage in any form, are performed by per- 
son of the same sex as the members or clien- 
tele; and where the facilities are not utilized 
by members of both sexes at the same time; 
or 


(3) Barberships and beauty parlors. (Ord. 
No. 472, § 1, 10-24-77; Ord. No. 493, § 1, 
6-5-78) 


Sec. 36-45.2 Adult bookstores, adult motion picture 
theaters, health clubs; location. 


No building or land and no building hereafter 
erected, converted or structurally altered shall be used 
as an adult bookstore, adult motion picture theater, 
adult mini motion picture theater or health club within 
five hundred (500) feet of any residentially zoned 
district as defined in Chapter 36 or this Code, nor shall 
any adult bookstore, adult motion picture theater, 
adult mini motion picture theater or health club be 
located within one thousand (1,000) feet of any other 
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establishment known as adult bookstores, adult mo- 
tion picture theaters, adult mini motion picture 
theaters or health clubs as herein defined. The provi- 
sions of section 36-42.2 shall not apply to any adult 
bookstore, adult motion picture theater, adult mini 
motion picture theater or health club established prior 
to the effective date of this ordinance [No. 472}. (Ord.

Section 36-45.3. Variance. 


Any person aggrieved by the interpretation or appli- 
cation of section 36-45.1 through section 36-45,3 in- 
clusive, may appeal to the board of zoning appeals for 
a variance in accordance with the authority and pro- 
cedures set forth in section 38-8 through section 38-12 
of this Code. (Ord. No. 472, § 1, 10-24-77) 


Section 36-45.4, Severability. 


Should any section, subsection, clause or provision 
of this ordinance [No. 472] be declared by the courts 
to be invalid, the same shall not affect the validity of 
the ordinance as a whole or any part thereof other 
than the part so declared to be invalid. (Ord. No. 472, 
§ 1, 10-24-77).

ORDINANCE NO. 29A 


AN ORDINANCE TO PROVIDE FOR IMPROVE- 
MENTS AND EXTENSIONS TO THE EXISTING 
SEWAGE DISPOSAL SYSTEM OF THE CITY OF 
LANSING, MICHIGAN; TO PROVIDE FOR THE 
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ISSUANCE AND SALE OF REVENUE BONDS TO 
PAY PART OF THE COST THEREOF AND CER- 
TAIN COSTS RELATING TO THE BONDS: TO 
PROVIDE FOR THE RETIREMENT AND SECUR- 
ITY OF THE BONDS HEREIN AUTHORIZED; TO 
PROVIDE FOR THE RATES FOR THE SYSTEM; 
AND TO PROVIDE FOR OTHER MATTERS REL- 
ATIVE TO THE SYSTEM AND BONDS. 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. Definitions. Whenever used in this Ordi- 
nance, except when otherwise indicated by the con- 
text, the following terms shall have the following 
meanings: 


(a) ‘Act 94’? means Act 94, Public Acts of Michi- 
gan 1933, as amended. 


(b) ‘‘Additional Bonds’’ means additional bonds 
issued pursuant to Section 19 of this Ordinance. 


(c) ‘‘Bonds’’ means the 1983 Bonds and, when is- 
sued and delivered, any Additional Bonds issued in ac- 
cordance with Section 19 of this Ordinance. 


(d) ‘‘1983 Bonds’’ means the Bonds authorized by 
this Ordinance, 


(e) ‘‘City’’ means the City of Lansing, Counties of 
Ingham, Eaton and Clinton, Michigan. 


(f) ‘Council’? means the City Council of the City. 


(g) ‘‘Mandatory Redemption Requirements’’ means 
the mandatory prior redemption requirements for Ad- 
ditional Bonds that are term Bonds, if any, as specified 
in the Ordinance authorizing the Additonal Bonds. 


(h) ‘‘Ordinance’’ means this ordinance and any 
ordinance or resolution amendatory of or supplement- 
al hereto including ordinances or resolutions adopted 
pursuant to Section 19 hereof. 


(i) ‘‘Project’? means the improvements and exten- 
sions to the System described on Exhibit A attached 
hereto. 


(j) ‘‘Revenues’’ and ‘‘Net Revenues’’ means the 
revenues and net revenues of the System and shall be 
construed as defined in Section 3 of Act 94 and shall 
include earnings on investments required to be de- 
posited in the Receiving Fund by Section 16 of this 
Ordinance. 


(k) ‘‘Sufficient Government Obligations’’ means di- 
rect obligations of the United States of America or ob- 
ligations the principal and interest on which is fully 
guaranteed by the United States of America, not re- 
deemable at the option of the issuer, the principal and 
interest payments upon which, without reinvestment 
of the interest, come due at such times and in such 
amounts as to be fully sufficient to pay the interest as 
it comes due on the Bonds to be defeased and the prin- 
cipal and redemption premium, if any, on such Bonds 
as it comes due whether on the stated maturity date or 
upon earlier redemption. The government obligations 
shall be placed in trust with a bank or trust company, 
which shall be the paying agent for the Bonds and, if 
any of the Bonds are to be called for redemption prior 
to maturity, irrevocable instructions to call the Bonds 
for redemption shall be given to the paying agent. 


“System’’ means the complete sewage disposal 
system of the City, both inside and outside the City, 
including all plants, works, instrumentalities and 
properties, used or useful in connection with transpor- 
tation and treatment of sewage together with the Pro- 
ject and all additions, extensions and improvements 
hereafter acquired, 


Section 2. Necessity; Approval of Plans and Speci- 
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fications. It is hereby determined to be necessary for 
the public health and welfare of the City to acquire the 
Project in accordance with the plans and specifica- 
tions prepared by McNamee, Porter and Seeley, Con- 
sulting Engineers of Ann Arbor, Michigan, which 
plans and specifications are hereby approved. 


Section 3. Cost; Useful Life, The cost of the Pro- 
ject is estimated to be Twenty-One Million Eight Hun- 
dred Thirty Thousand ($21,830,000) Dollars including 
the payment of incidental expenses as specified in Sec- 
tion 4 of this Ordinance, which estimate of cost is 
hereby approved and confirmed, and the period of 
usefulness of the Project is estimated to be not less 
than forty (40) years. 


Section 4. Payment of Part of Cost; 1983 Bonds 
Authorized. To pay part of the cost of acquiring the 
Project, including payment of legal, engineering, fi- 
nancial, underwriting discounts, if any, establishment 
of the bond reserve account and other expenses inci- 
dent thereto and incident to the issuance and sale of 
the 1983 Bonds, the City shall borrow the sum of 
Eight Million ($8,000,000) Dollars and issue the 1983 
Bonds therefor pursuant to the provisions of Act 94. 
The balance of the costs of the Project shall be paid 
from grants or other monies to be provided by the City. 


Section 5. 1983 Bond Details, Registration and Ex- 
ecution. The 1983 Bonds shall be designated SEW- 
AGE DISPOSAL SYSTEM REVENUE BONDS, 1983 
SERIES, shall be payable solely out of the Net Reve- 
nues and shall consist of Bonds of the denomination 
of $5,000 each except 1983 Bonds registered as to prin- 
cipal and interest which may be in the denomination 
of $5,000 each. The 1983 Bonds shall be dated as of 
May 1, 1983 numbered in direct order of maturity 
from | upwards and shall mature on May Ist in the 
years and amounts as follows:

The 1983 Bonds shall bear interest at a rate or rates 
to be determined on public sale thereof, but in any 
event not exceeding the maximum rate permitted by 
law, payable on November 1, 1983, and semi-annually 
thereafter on May Ist and November Ist of each year. 
The 1983 Bonds shall be sold at not less than 97% of 
their par value. Both principal and interest on the 
Bonds shall be payable in lawful money of the United 
States of America at a bank or trust company located 
in the State of Michigan qualified by law to act as pay- 
ing agent, to be designated by the original purchaser 
of the Bonds with the approval of the Director of Fi- 
nance, The purchaser may also designate a co-paying 
agent, qualified to act as paying agent under the law of 
the state in which located or of the United States, sub- 
ject to the approval of the City Director of Finance. 


The 1983 Bonds maturing after May 1, 1994, may be 
subject to redemption prior to maturity at the times 
and prices as set forth in the 1983 Bond form set forth 
in Section 20 of this Ordinance. 


The 1983 Bonds may be registered as to principal 
only at the option of the holders in the manner and 
with the effect set forth in the form of the 1983 Bonds 
in Section 20 of this Ordinance. If required for tax ex- 
emption of interest paid on the 1983 Bonds from fed- 
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eral and state income taxes, the 1983 Bonds shall only 
be issued in the form registered as to principal and in- 
terest. 


The 1983 Bonds shall be signed by the manual or 
facsimile signature of the Mayor and countersigned by 


the manual or facsimile signature of the City Clerk | 


provided, however, that there shall be at least one 
manual signature on the Bonds. The 1983 Bonds shall 
have the corporate seal of the City impressed or print- 
ed thereon, and shall have interest coupons attached 
bearing the facsimile signature of the Mayor and City 
Clerk. After execution, the 1983 Bonds shall be deliv- 
ered to the purchaser thereof by the Director of Fi- 
nance or any deputy upon payment of the purchase 
price therefor. 


Section 6. Payment of Bonds; Creation of Lien. 
Except as may otherwise be provided with respect to 
Additional Bonds, the Bonds and the attached cou- 
pons shall not be a general obligation or indebtedness 
of the City but shall be payable solely from the Net 
Revenues and to secure such payment, there is hereby 
created a statutory lien upon the whole of the Net Rev- 
enues to continue until payment in full of the principal 
of and interest on the Bonds, or until sufficient cash or 
Sufficient Government Obligations have been depos- 
ited in trust for payment in full of all Bonds to be 
defeased or, if called for redemption, to the date fixed 
for redemption together with the amount of the re- 
demption premium, if any. Upon deposit of cash or 
Sufficient Government Obligations, as provided in the 
previous sentence, the statutory lien shall be ter- 
minated with respect to the Bonds to be defeased, and 
the holders of such Bonds shall have no further rights 
under this Ordinance except for payment from the 
deposited funds, and such Bonds shall no longer be 
considered to be outstanding Bonds under this Or- 
dinance. 


Section 7. Bondholders’ Rights; Receiver. The 
holder or holders of the Bonds representing in the ag- 
gregate not less than twenty per cent (20%) of the en- 
tire principal amount thereof then outstanding, may, 
by suit, action, mandamus or other proceedings, pro- 
tect and enforce the statutory lien upon the Net Rev- 
enues of the System, and may, by suit, action, manda- 
mus or other proceedings, enforce and compel per- 
formance of all duties of the officers of the City, in- 
cluding the fixing of sufficient rates, the collection of 
Revenue, the proper segregation of the Revenues of 
the System and the proper application thereof. The 
statutory lien upon the Net Revenues, however, shall 
not be construed as to compel the sale of the System or 
any part thereof. 


If there is a default in the payment of the principal 
of or interest upon the Bonds, any court having juris- 
diction in any proper action may appoint a receiver to 
administer and operate the system on behalf of the Ci- 
ty and under the direction of the court, and by and 
with the approval of the court to perform all of the 
duties of the officers of the City more particularly set 
forth herein and in Act 94. 


The holder or holders of the Bonds or any coupons 
pertaining thereto shall have all other rights and rem- 
edies given by Act 94 and law, for the payment and en- 
forcement of the Bonds and coupons and the security 
therefor, 


Section 8. Management. The operation, repair and 
management of the System and the acquiring of the 
Project shall be under the immediate supervision and 
control of the City’s Public Service Department, sub- 
ject to the control of the Council as set forth in the Ci- 
ty Charter. 


Section 9. Charges and Enforcement. The rates to 
be charged for service furnished by the System and the 
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methods of collection of the rates shall be those in ef- 
fect on the date of adoption of this Ordinance. 


The charges for sewer service which are under the 
provisions of Section 21 of Act 94 made a lien on all 
premises served thereby, unless notice is given that a 
tenant is responsible, are hereby recognized to consti- 
tute such lien and whenever such charge against any 
piece of property shall be delinquent for six (6) months 
the City officials or officials in charge of the collection 
thereof shall certify annually, on April 15 of each 
year, to the tax assessing officer of the City, the fact of 
such delinquency, whereupon such charge shall be by 
him entered upon the next tax roll as a charge against 
such premises and shall be collected and the lien 
thereof enforced in the same manner as general City 
taxes against such premises are collected, and the lien 
thereof enforced; provided, however, where notice is 
given that a tenant js responsible for such charges and 
service as provided by said Section 21 of Act 94 no fur- 
ther service shall be rendered such premises until a 
cash deposit of the amounts specified in Chapter 27 of 
the Code of Ordinances of the City shall have been 
made as security for payment of such charges and ser- 
vice. 


In addition to other remedies provided, the City 
shall have the right to shut off and discontinue the 
supply of water or sewer service or both to any prem- 
ises for the nonpayment of sewer charges when due. If 
such charges are not paid within thirty (30) days after 
the due date thereof, then the water or sewer service, 
or both, to such premises shall be discontinued. Sewer 
or water services so discontinued shall not be restored 
until all sums then due and owing shall be paid. 


Section 10. No Free Service. No free service, or 
service at less than cost, shall be furnished by the 
System to any person, firm or corporation, public or 
private, or to any public agency or instrumentality. 


Section 11. Fixing and Revising Rates; Rate Cove- 
nant, The rates fixed by this Ordinance are estimated 
to be sufficient to provide for the payment of the ex- 
penses of administration and operation and such ex- 
penses for maintenance of the System as are necessary 
to preserve the System in good repair and working 
order, to provide for the payment of the principal of 
and interest on all of the Bonds as the same become 
due and payable, and the creation and maintenance of 
the reserve therefor and to provide for all other obliga- 
tions, expenditures and funds for the System required 
by law and this Ordinance. The rates shall be fixed and 
revised from time to time as may be necessary to pro- 
duce these amounts, and it is hereby convenanted and 
agreed to fix and maintain rates for services furnished 
by the System at all times sufficient to provide for the 
foregoing. 


Section 12. Operating Year. The System shall be 
operated on the basis of an operating year commenc- 
ing on July Ist and ending on the 30th day of the fol- 
lowing June. 


Section 13. Funds and Accounts; Flow of Funds. 
Commencing on May 1, 1983 all Revenues of the Sys- 
tem shall be set aside as collected and credited to a 
fund to be designated SEWAGE DISPOSAL SYS- 
TEM RECEIVING FUND (the ‘‘Receiving Fund’’). 
The Revenues so credited are pledged for the purpose 
of the following funds and shall be transferred or 
debited from the Receiving Fund periodically in the 
manner and at the times and in the order of priority 
hereinafter specified: 


A. OPERATION AND MAINTENANCE FUND: 


Out of the Revenues credited to the Receiving Fund 
there shall be first set aside, in or credited to a fund 
designated OPERATION AND MAINTENANCE 
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FUND, monthly a sum sufficient to provide for the 
payment of the next month’s expenses of administra- 
tion and operation of the System and such current ex- 
penses for the maintenance thereof as may be neces- 
sary to preserve the same in good repair and working 
order. 


The City, prior to the commencement of each oper- 
ating year beginning with the operating year starting 
July 1, 1983, shall adopt a budget covering the fore- 
going expenses for each year. No payments shall be 
made to the City from monies credited to the Opera- 
tion and Maintenance Fund except for services directly 
rendered to the System by the City or its personnel. 


B. BOND AND INTEREST REDEMPTION FUND: 


There shall be established and maintained a separate 
depositary fund designated BOND AND INTEREST 
REDEMPTION FUND (the ‘‘Redemption Fund’’), 
the monies on deposit therein from time to time to be 
used solely for the purpose of paying the principal of, 
redemption premiums (if any) and interest on the 
Bonds. The monies in the Redemption Fund (includ- 
ing the Bond Reserve Account) shall be kept on de- 
posit with the bank or trust company or with one or 
more of the banks or trust companies where the prin- 
cipal of and interest on the Bonds are payable. 


Out of the Revenues remaining in the Receiving 
Fund, after provision for the preceding fund, there 
shall be set aside monthly in the Redemption Fund a 
sum proportionately sufficient to provide for the pay- 
ment when due of the current principal of and interest 
on the Bonds, less any amount in the Redemption 
Fund representing accrued or capitalized interest on 
the Bonds. Commencing May |, 1983, the amount set 
aside each month for interest on the Bonds shall be 
1/6 of the total amount of interest on the Bonds next 
coming due. The amount set aside each month for 
principal, commencing May |, 1984, shall be 1/12 of 
the amount of principal next coming due by maturity 
or a Mandatory Redemption Requirement. If there is 
any deficiency in the amount previously set aside, that 
deficiency shall be added to the next succeeding mon- 
ths’ requirernents. 


There is established a separate account in the Re- 
demption Fund to be known as the BOND RESERVE 
ACCOUNT. From the proceeds of the 1983 Bonds 
there shall be deposited to the Bond Reserve Account 
asum which will equal the largest annual principal and 
interest requirements on the 1983 Bonds. 


Except as hereinafter provided, the monies credited 
to the Bond Reserve Account shall be used solely for 
the payment of the principal of, redemption premiums 
(if any) and interest on the Bonds as to which there 
would otherwise be a default. If at any time it shall be 
necessary to use monies credited to the Bond Reserve 
Account for such payment, then the monies so used 
shall be replaced from the Net Revenues first received 
thereafter which are not required for current principal 
and interest requirements. If Additional Bonds are 
issued, each Ordinance authorizing the Additional 
Bonds shall provide for additional deposits to the 
Bond Reserve Account to be made from the proceeds 
of the Additional Bonds in an amount that will result 
in the Bond Reserve Account being equal to the max- 
imum annual principal and interest requirements on 
the Bonds outstanding after issuance of the Additional 
Bonds. 


No further payments need be made into the Re- 
demption Fund after enough of the Bonds have been 
retired so that the amount then held in the Redemp- 
tion Fund (including the Bond Reserve Account), in 
cash or Sufficient Government Obligations, is equal to 
the entire amount of principal and interest which will 
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be payable at the time of maturity of all the Bonds 
then remaining outstanding and the monies so held 
shall be used solely to pay the principal of and interest 
on the Bonds including redemption premiums, if any, 
as the Bonds become due either by maturity or by re- 
demption prior to maturity. 


For purposes of making deposits to the Redemption 
Fund and the Bond Reserve Account, the principal 
amount of Bonds becoming due by reason of a Man- 
datory Redemption Requirement shall be deemed to 
become due in the principal amount and on the due 
date of the Mandatory Redemption Requirement. 
Each Ordinance authorizing Additonal Bonds shall 
state the amount of Bonds authorized which are term 
Bonds, if any. 


A Mandatory Redemption Requirement for the 
Bonds of a term maturity may be satisfied by the call 
of term Bonds of the same issue and maturity in the 
principal amount of the Mandatory Redemption Re- 
quirement at par and accrued interest or by the pur- 
chase and surrender to the paying agent of the Bonds 
of the same issue and maturity from moneys allocated 
therefor as provided herein, or purchased with other 
funds legally available therefor. The City shall elect 
the manner in which it intends to satisfy a Mandatory 
Redemption Requirement not less than forty-five days 
prior to the due date of each Mandatory Redemption 
Requirement. 


The monies set aside to satisfy the next Mandatory 
Redemption Requirement for the Bonds shall be used 
by redeeming said Bonds on the following May Ist or 
by purchasing Bonds of the same issue and maturity 
with respect to which the Mandatory Redemption Re- 
quirement applies and surrendering the same to the 
paying agent for cancellation on or prior to the re- 
quired due date of the Mandatory Redemption Re- 
quirement, In the event that after any Mandatory Re- 
demption Requirement date monies remain in the Re- 
demption Fund, as a result of the purchase of Bonds 
at less than par, the amount of such excess may be 
transferred to the Receiving Fund. If no Bonds of an 
issue are issued as term Bonds then there shall be no 
Mandatory Redemption Requirement with respect to 
those Bonds. 


C. REPLACEMENT AND IMPROVEMENT FUND: 


Out of the remaining Revenues in the Receiving 
Fund, there may be next set aside in or credited to, 
monthly after meeting the requirements of the fore- 
going Funds, to a fund to be designated REPLACE- 
MENT AND IMPROVEMENT FUND (the ‘‘Im- 
provement Fund’’), such sums as the Council may 
deem advisable to be used for repairs, replacements, 
improvements, enlargements or extensions to the 
System. 


D. GENERAL OBLIGATION SEWER BOND 
PAYMENT FUND: 


Out of the remaining Revenues in the Receiving 
Fund, there may be set aside in or credited to, mon- 
thly, after meeting the requirements of the foregoing 
funds, to a fund to be designated GENERAL OBLI- 
GATION SEWER BOND PAYMENT FUND, such 
sums as the Council may deem advisable to be used to 
pay principal and interest on general obligation bonds 
of the City heretofore or hereafter issued or to pay 
other obligations heretofore or hereafter incurred for 
the purpose of making repairs, improvements, en- 
largements, or extensions to the System. 


E. SURPLUS MONIES: 


Thereafter, any Revenues in the Receiving Fund 
after satisfying all the foregoing requirements of this 
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section may, at the option of the Council be used for 
any of the following purposes: 


1. Transfer to the General Fund of the City in an 
amount not to exceed the amounts the City has paid 
for sewer charges for service to City facilities. 


2. Transferred to the Improvement Fund. 


3. Transferred to the Redemption Fund and used 
for the redemption of callable Bonds or for the pur- 
chase of Bonds on the open market at not more than 
the fair market value thereof. 


Section 14. Depositary and Funds on Hand. 
Monies in the several funds and the accounts estab- 
lished pursuant to this Ordinance, except monies in 
the Redemption Fund (including the Bond Reserve 
Account) and monies derived from the proceeds of 
sale of the Bonds, may be kept in one or more bank 
accounts at a bank or banks designated by resolution 
of the Council, and if kept in one bank account the 
monies shall be allocated on the books and records of 
the City in the manner and at the times provided in 
this Ordinance. 


Section 15. Priority of Funds. 1n the event the 
monies in the Receiving Fund are insufficient to pro- 
vide for the current requirements of the Operation and 
Maintenance Fund or of the Redemption Fund, any 
monies or securities in other funds of the System, ex- 
cept the proceeds of sale of the Bonds, shall be cred- 
ited or transferred, first, to the Operation and Main- 
tenance Fund, and second, to the Redemption Fund, 
to the extent of any deficit therein. 


Section 16. Investments. Monies in the funds and 
account established herein and monies derived from 
the proceeds of sale of the Bonds, may be invested by 
the City in direct obligations of the United State of 
America or obligations the principal and interest on 
which is fully guaranteed by the United States of 
America, or certificates of deposit of a bank insured 
by the Federal Deposit Insurance Corporation. Invest- 
ment of monies in the Redemption Fund being accum- 
ulated for payment of the next maturing principal or 
interest payment on the Bonds shail be limited to ob- 
ligations bearing maturity dates prior to the date of 
the next maturing principal or interest payment on the 
Bonds as the case may be. Investment of monies in the 
Bond Reserve Account shall be limited to obligations 
bearing maturity dates or subject to redemption, at the 
option of the holder thereof, not later than 5 years 
from the date of the investment. In the event invest- 
ments are made, any securities representing the same 
shall be kept on deposit with the bank or trust com- 
pany having on deposit the fund or funds or account 
from which the purchase was made. Profit realized or 
interest income earned on investment of funds in the 
Receiving Fund, Operation and Maintenance Fund, 
Redemption Fund (exclusive of Bond Reserve Ac- 
count), Improvement Fund, General Obligation Sewer 
Bond Payment Fund, and at any time if fully funded, 
the Bond Reserve Account shall be deposited in or 
credited to the Receiving Fund. 


Section 17. 1983 Bond Proceeds. From the pro- 
ceeds of sale of the 1983 Bonds there shall be im- 
mediately deposited in the Redemption Fund, an 
amount equal to the accrued interest and premium, if 
any, received on delivery of the 1983 Bonds. In addi- 
tion, from the proceeds of the 1983 Bonds there shall 
be deposited to the Bond Reserve Account a sum 
which will equal the largest annual principal and inter- 
est requirement on the 1983 Bonds. The balance of the 
proceeds of the sale of the 1983 Bonds shall be de- 
posited in a bank or banks, designated by resolution 
of the Council, qualified to act as depositary of the 
proceeds of sale under the provisions of Section 15 of 
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Act 94, in an account designated SEWAGE DISPOS- 
AL SYSTEM CONSTRUCTION FUND (the ‘‘Con- 


struction Fund’’), Monies in the Construction Fund , 


shall be applied solely in payment of the cost of the 
Project and any engineering, legal and other expenses 
incident thereto and to the financing thereof. Pay- 
ments for construction, either on account or other- 
wise, shall not be made unless the registered engineer 
in charge of such work shall file with the City’s De- 
partment of Public Service a signed statement to the 
effect that the work has been completed in accordance 
with the plans and specifications therefor; that it was 
done pursuant to and in accordance with the contract 
therefor, that such work is satisfactory and that such 
work has not been previously paid for. — 


Any unexpended balance of the proceeds of sale of 
the 1983 Bonds remaining after completion of the Pro- 
ject in the Construction Fund may in the discretion of 
the City and to the extent of fifteen percent (15%) of 
the principal amount of the 1983 Bonds be used for 
further improvements, enlargements and extensions to 
the System if, at the time of such expenditure, such 
use is approved by the Municipal Finance Commis- 
sion, if such permission is then required by law. Any 
remaining balance after such expenditure shall be paid 
into the Redemption Fund and may be used for the 
purpose of purchasing Bonds on the open market at 
not more than the fair market value thereof but not 
more than the price at which the Bonds may next be 
called for redemption or used for the purpose of call- 
ing Bonds for redemption. 


Section 18. Covenants. The City covenants and 
agrees with the holders of the Bonds and coupons that 
so long as any of the Bonds remain outstanding and 
unpaid as to either principal or interest: 


(a) The City will maintain the System in good repair 
and working order and will operate the same efficient- 
ly and will faithfully and punctually perform all duties 
with reference to the System required by the Constitu- 
tion and laws of the State of Michigan and this Ordi- 
nance. 


(b) The City will keep proper books of record and 
account separate from all other records and accounts 
of the City, in which shall be made full and correct en- 
tries of all transactions relating to the System. The Ci- 
ty shall have an annual audit of the books of record 
and account of the System for the preceding operating 
year made each year by an independent certified pub- 
lic accountant, and a copy of the audit shall be mailed 
to the manager of each syndicate or account originally 
purchasing any issue of the Bonds. The auditor shall 
comment on the manner in which the City is comply- 
ing with the requirements of the Ordinance with re- 
spect to setting aside and investing monies and meet- 
ing the requirements for acquiring and maintaining in- 
surance. The audit shall be completed and so made 
available not later than four (4) months after the close 
of each operating year. 


(c) The City will maintain and carry, for the benefit 
of the holders of the Bonds, insurance on all physical 
properties of the System and liability insurance, of the 
kinds and in the amounts normally carried by munici- 
palities engaged in the operation of sewage disposal 
systems. All monies received for losses under any such 
insurance policies shall be applied solely to the re- 
placement and restoration of the property damaged or 
destroyed, and to the extent not so used, shall be used 
for the purpose of redeeming or purchasing Bonds. 


(d) The City will not sell, lease or dispose of the 
System, or any substantial part, until all of the Bonds 
have been paid in full, both as to principal and interest 
or provision made thereof as herein provided. The Ci- 
ty will operate the System as economically as possible, 
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will make all repairs and replacements necessary to 
keep the System in good repair and working order, 
and will not do or suffer to be done any act which 
would affect the System in such a way as to have a ma- 
terial adverse effect on the security for the Bonds. 


(e) The City will not grant any franchise or other 
rights to any person, firm or corporation to operate a 
sewage disposal system that will compete with the Sys- 
tem and the City will not operate a sewage disposal 
system that will compete with the System, 


(f) The City will cause the Project to be acquired 
and constructed promptly and in accordance with the 
plans and specification therefor. 


Section 19. Additional Bonds. Except as herein- 
after provided, the City shall not issue Additional 
Bonds of equal or prior standing with the Bonds. 


The right is reserved in accordance with the provi- 
sions of Act 94, to issue Additional Bonds payable 
from the Revenues of the System which shall be of 
equal standing and priority of lien on the Net Reve- 
nues of the System with the Bonds but only for the fol- 
lowing purposes and under the following terms and 
conditions: 


(a) For subsequent repairs, extensions, enlargements 
and improvements to the System or for the purpose of 
refunding part of any Bonds then outstanding and 
paying costs of issuing such Additional Bonds includ- 
ing deposits which may be required to be made to the 
Bond Reserve Account. Bonds for such purposes shall 
not be issued pursuant to this subparagraph (a) unless 
the average actual or augmented Net Revenues of the 
System for the then last two (2) preceding twelve 
month operating years or the actual or augmented Net 
Revenues for the last preceding twelve month operat- 
ing year, if the same shall be lower than the average, 
shall be equal to at least one hundred thirty (130%) 
percent of the maximum amount of principal and in- 
terest thereafter maturing in any operating year on the 
then outstanding Bonds and on the Additional Bonds 
then being issued. If the Additional Bonds are to be 
issued in whole or in part for refunding outstanding 
Bonds the maximum annual principal and interest re- 
quirements shall be determined by deducting from the 
principal and interest requirements for each operating 
year the annual principal and interest requirements of 
any Bonds to be refunded from the proceeds of the 
Additional Bonds. For purposes of this subparagraph 
(a) the City may elect to use as the last preceding oper- 
ating year any operating year ending not more than 
sixteen months from the date of delivery of the Addi- 
tional Bonds and as the next to the last preceding 
operating year, any operating year ending not more 
than twenty-eight months from the date of delivery of 
the Additional Bonds. If the System rates, fees or 
charges shall be increased at or prior to the time of au- 
thorizing the Additional Bonds, the Net Revenues for 
each of the two preceding operating years shall be aug- 
mented by an amount reflecting the effect of the in- 
crease had the System’s billings during such operating 
years been at the increased rates. In addition, the ac- 
tual Net Revenues for each of the two preceding oper- 
ating years may be augmented by the estimated in- 
crease in Net Revenues to accrue as a result of the ac- 
quisition of the repairs, extensions, enlargements and 
improvements to said System to be paid for in whole 
or in part from the proceeds of the Additional Bonds 
to be issued. In addition, the actual Net Revenues may 
be augmented by an amount equal to the investment 
income representing interest on investments estimated 
to be received each operating year from the addition to 
the Bond Reserve Account to be funded from the pro- 
ceeds of the Additional Bonds being issued. Determin- 
ation by the Council as to existence of conditions per- 
mitting the issuance of Additional Bonds shall be con- 
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clusive. No Additional Bonds of equal standing as to 
the Net Revenues of the System shall be issued pur- 
suant to the authorization contained in this subpara- 
graph if the City shall then be in default in making its 
required payments to the Operation and Maintenance 
Fund or the Redemption Fund. 


(b) For refunding a part of the outstanding Bonds 
and paying costs of issuing such Additional Bonds in- 
cluding deposits which may be required to be made to 
the Bond Reserve Account. No Additional Bonds 
shall be issued pursuant to this subsection unless the 
maximum amount of principal and interest maturing 
in any operating year after giving effect to the refund- 
ing shall be less than the maximum amount of princi- 
pal and interest maturing in any operating year prior 
to giving effect to the refunding. 


Section 20. 1983 Bond and Coupon Form. The 
1983 Bonds and coupons shall be in substantially the 
following form:

WASTEWATER SYSTEM IMPROVEMENTS 
SEGMENT I 
CONSTRUCTION SCOPE OF WORK 


1, Lansing Avenue Pump Station: This is the primary 
pump station capable of flows up to 55 million gallons 
per day (mgd). Original construction in 1936 with 
pumps and equipment replacement in 1952. Work in- 
cludes building revisions to meet current building codes, 
replacement of four pumping units with new pumps, 
motors and drives, new dual source electrical system, 
new heating and ventilating system, and site improve- 
ment. 


2. New Frances Park Pump Station: This station 
pumps sewage from the southwest portion of the City. 
It was originally constructed in 1953 and larger pumps 
installed in 1962. Space is extremely limited and cannot 
be expanded. The new station will provide capacity to 
eliminate overflows upstream during wet and dry 
weather. Work includes a completely new pump station 
with two constant speed dry weather pumps and three 
wet weather pumps, two of which are variable speed, 
flowmetering, dual source electrical system, heating and 
ventilating system, site improvements, and abandon- 
ment of the existing pump station. 


3. Harton Street Pump Station: This station will re- 
place the existing Hayford Street Pump Station. Hay- 
ford was originally constructed in 1935 with some 
pump changes in 1966 and 1975. Existing station ca- 
pacity is severely limited. The new station should elim- 
inate sewage backups into homes in that area. Work 
includes a completely new pump station with three 
two-speed pumps for dry weather and wet weather 
pumping and three constant speed wet weather 
pumps, flowmetering, dual source electrical system, 
heating and ventilating system, influent sewer, force 
main, site improvements and abandonment of the 
existing Hayford Street Pump Station. 


4. Interceptor Relief and Elimination of Edgemont 
Pump Station: This pump station is a severe problem 
on the west side. Due to inadequate capacity, base- 
ments are flooded during wet weather. Capacity can- 
not be increased due to force main and downstream 
sewer limitations. It is intended to eliminate the sta- 
tion and provide gravity flow to the area. This should 
eliminate local backups as well as sewer surcharging 
downstream of the station, Also included are sanitary 
sewer replacements in one block sections of Morris 
and Mitchell Streets. 


5. Wastewater Treatment Plant 


Division A — Preliminary Treatment. Replace the 
existing preliminary treatment system at the plant. 
Present system installed in 1962. One of the two bar 
screens is inoperable and cannot be repaired due to a 
valve failure. A failure of the operating unit would 
make it difficult to get the sewage into the plant. In 
addition to four new bar screens with bypasses, the 
following additional work is included: relocation of a 
portion of the west side interceptor and Lansing Ave- 
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nue force mains, flow splitting, flowmetering, scum 
removal, building to house all screens and flow split- 
ting facilities, interconnecting piping and valves, elec- 
trical, heating, ventilating and odor control system, 
and site improvements. Also included are the addition 
of one pump and piping and valve modifications to 
the on-site sanitary pump station. 


Division B — Sidestream Filtrate Pretreatment: 
This will be an additional treatment process to pretreat 
the solids handling return liquid waste prior to dis- 
charge into the primary treatment process. This mate- 
rial exerts a tremendous organic load on the activated 
sludge due to the high concentration of soluble bio- 
chemical oxygen demand and ammonia nitrogen. The 
pretreatment will reduce this load and provide for a 
more stable liquid treatment process with greater effi- 
ciency. This will be an initial design and operation to 
determine efficiency for a full scale operational sys- 
tem. Work includes a building, anaerobic fluidized 
bed reactors, pumps, interconnecting piping and val- 
ves, meters and controls, electrical, heating and venti- 
lating and site improvements. 


6. Sanitary Sewers: As a result of a raise in the hy- 
draulic grade line in the west side interceptor, a paral- 
leling sanitary sewer will be constructed to intercept 
local sanitary flows entering the west side interceptor.

The claimant was 
mistakenly informed by an employee of Kroger’s that 
the City was responsible for repairing the ditch and 
had failed to do so. 


Investigation and inspection of the site by the Public 
Service Department revealed a newly constructed 
sewer grate running the entire width of the drive ap- 
proach located between Grand River Avenue and the 
Kroger’s parking lot.

On December 20, 1982, the City received a claim let- 
ter from Richard P. O’Brien Jr. Mr. O’Brien has 
claimed that the top of his 1973 Volkswagen camper 
was damaged on November 24, 1982, in the South 
Capitol Avenue Parking Ramp. Apparently the 
camper was driven into the ramp up to a parking level 
when it became lodged under concrete support beams, 
The fiberglass pop-top of the camper was cracked by 
the beam, during the attempt to extricate it from the 
ramp. According to Mr. O’Brien, the damages 
amounted to $263.50, of which his insurance paid 


$163.50. His claim against the City is for the de- 


ductible amount of insurance, $100.00. 


Walter G. Ransom, Parking Superintendent, has 
advised this office that two signs indicating clearance 
of 6'6” are normally in place at both the Capitol and 
Townsend Street entrances to the ramp. However, he 
has determined that on the date of the accident, the 
Townsend Street sign was missing. It has since been re- 
placed. 


As the maintenance of parking facilities is a proprie- 
tary, rather than a governmental function, the City 
does not enjoy full protection of governmental im- 
munity, Furthermore, as the City has seen fit to notify 
drivers of the height limitations in its ramps, and since 
there was no sign to make the driver in this instance 
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aware of the height restriction some negligence may be 
imputed. Therefore, it is the recommendation of this 
office that this claim be paid in the amount of 
$100.00.

Dear President Belen and 
City Council Members: 


On January 17, 1983, Michael Lee Wright submit- 
ted a claim in an unspecified amount for medical costs 
incurred as a result of slipping on ice on Barnes Ave- 
nue on January 16, 1983. 


Further investigation of the incident by the Public 
Service Department reveals that at the time of the inci- 
dent, claimant was walking on the sidewalk on the 
south side of the 200 block of Barnes Avenue. Clai- 
mant states that he does not remember the address at 
which he fell, but definitely remembers that he fell on 
the sidewalk in front of someone’s house. Claimant 
also states that while he is unsure whether the sidewalk 
on which he fell was cleared of ice and snow, claimant 
believes that it was not so cleared. A check by the Pub- 
lic Service Department indicates that there are no va- 
cant lots on the south side of the 200 block of Barnes 
Avenue and according to the Department of Property 
Management, the City does not own any property in 
the 200 block of Barnes Avenue. 


The City of Lansing Code of Ordinances, Chapter 
28, Article 1 Section 28-4(a) provides: ‘‘No person 
shall permit any snow or ice to remain on any side- 
walk, in front of any house, building or lot, occupied 
by him, or on the sidewalk in front of any unoccupied 
house, building or lot owned by him, for a longer 
period than twenty-four (24) hours after the same has 
fallen or formed’’. 


Pursuant to the foregoing ordinance it is the respon- 
sibility of the home occupant or property owner as the 
case may be, not the responsibility of the City of Lans- 
ing, to remove ice and snow from sidewalks. Addi- 
tionally, case law makes it clear that cities are not re- 
sponsible for damage caused by natural accumulations 
of snow on public streets and ways. Therefore, it is the 
opinion of this office based on the lack of duty of the 
City of Lansing to clear natural accumulations of ice 
and snow that Mr. Wright’s claim be denied.

The above captioned claim was referred to this of- 
fice for investigation and recommendation. The 
amount of the claim represents a special assessment 
for trash removal at 312 S. Eighth Street, Lansing. 
Ms. Whittaker resides at that address. Arthur S. 
Woodcock is the taxpayer of record. Ms. Whittake 
contends she never received notice of the existence of a 
trash violation and also that the amount of the assess- 
ment is unreasonable. Mr. Woodcock has apparently 
not made a claim against the City regarding the assess- 
ment. 


The investigation of this claim discloses that on 
March 10, 1982 the Public Service Department left a 
trash violation notice at the door of the residence after 
finding several ‘‘non-City’’ bags of trash in the right 
of way fronting the property. On March 15, 1982, a 
copy of the notice was mailed to Mr. Woodcock. A re- 
inspection on March 20, 1982 revealed that the trash 
violation still existed. 


On March 22, 1982, the trash was removed by city 
maintenance crews. An assessment against the prop- 
erty inthe amount of $110.00 for the cost of the pick 
up was assessed on the July, 1982 taxes. 


The proper procedure regarding notice of a trash 
violation requires notice to the owner of the property 
or to the taxpayer of record. Such notice was given in 
this case as well as notice to the occupant. Therefore, 
the notice was sufficient and the subsequent assess- 
ment was legal and binding. 


The amount of the assessment was also proper inas- 
much as it represents the direct and indirect costs in- 
curred by the City in removing the trash. 


On May 5, 1980, the City Council adopted a resolu- 
tion that a fee of $110.00 be assessed for each trash 
violation which requires the Public Service Depart- 
ment to pick up refuse located in the road right of way 
fronting private property. 


Therefore, it is the recommendation of this office 
that the claim be denied.

On February 14, 1983, William D. Ames, Claim 
Representative for the Automobile Club of Michigan 
contacted the Public Service Department with a claim 
for his insured, Dennis L. Cosgrove. According to Mr. 
Ames, Mrs. Dennis Cosgrove was stopped at a stop 
sign on Sutherland and Gingersnap on January 6, 
1983, when the stop sign fell on the car, damaging the 
hood and fender. Mr. Ames’ letter appears to request 
damages in the amount of $113.00; $63.00 paid by the 
insurance company, $50.00 paid by the Cosgroves’ on 
their deductible policy. 


Howard G. McCaffery, Director of Public Service 
Department, has advised this office that the sign in 
question was installed in 1975, and has remained in 
place without incident until this incident. The first in- 
dication of a problem with this sign was received on 
January 6, 1983 when Mrs. Cosgrove’s car was dam- 
aged. Apparently, the sign had been torn down and 
simply propped into place by vandals. Upon notifi- 
cation, the Public Service Department immediately re- 
paired the sign. 


Under the laws of the State of Michigan, a munici- 
pal entity ‘‘shall be immune from tort liability in all 
cases wherein said governmental agency is engaged in 
the exercise and discharge of a governmental 
function,’? MCLA 691.1407; MSA 3.996 (107). Since 
only the municipality is empowered to erect and main- 
tain traffic control devices within the City limits, such 
as the stop sign in question, such activity is clearly a 
governmental function. Thus, no liability lies with the 
City of Lansing. 


It is the recommendation of this office that under 
the circumstances surrounding this incident and the 
operable statutory authority, this claim be denied.

Dear President Belen and 
City Council Members: 


On April 17, 1982, claimant discovered the rear win- 
dow of her vehicle to be broken. The vehicle was park- 
ed in her driveway. The claimant initially believed the 
damage was the result of vandalism and reported the 
incident to the Lansing Police Department. Subse- 
quently, the claimant came to believe the damage was 
the result of ice thrown by a City snowplow. 


Investigation with the Public Service Department 
reveals that a City vehicle did plow snow on the sec- 
tion of N. Logan fronting claimant’s property on 
April 6, 1982. However, the Public Service Depart- 
ment questions whether a snowplow could throw snow 
or ice the distance necessary to strike claimant’s vehi- 
cle in the location it was allegedly parked. 


Although generally, a municipality is immune from 
tort claims, liability can result from the negligent op- 
eration of a motor vehicle owned by a municipality. 
MCLA 691.1405; MSA 3.996(105). The Michigan No 
Fault law, MCLA 500.3135 limits tort liability for prop- 
erty damage arising from the ownership, use or main- 
tenance of a motor vehicle to the deductible amount 
not covered by insurance up to a maximum of $400.00. 


Examination of this claim reveals that claimant ap- 
pears to be guessing as to the cause of the damage. The 
mere fact that an accident or injury occurs, does not 
establish negligence. Rose v McMahon, 10 Mich App 
104; 158 NW2d 791 (1968). In this particular situation, 
it does not appear likely that negligence in the opera- 
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tion of a snowplow is involved or ever alleged, Thus, it 
is the opinion of this office that this claim be denied.

On February 14, 1983, Mr. John Bean filed a pro- 
test with the Lansing City Council concerning the va- 
lidity of a special assessment for trash removal at 
$110.00 placed upon property located at 909 Vine 
Street. 


Examination of Public Service records indicates 
that on December 1, 1981 a trash violation notice was 
left at 909 Vine Street after a City inspector observed a 
couch in the City right-of-way located at 909 Vine 
Street. A copy of the violation notice was also mailed 
to the taxpayer of record, Mr. John Bean, 1708 Ann 
Street, East Lansing, Michigan, 48823. The violation 
notice provided for a ten (10) day grace period. After 
the ten (10) day grace period had elapsed, on Decem- 
ber 11, 1981 a reinspection of the property revealed 
that the couch had been removed, but two gray bags 
of trash were present in the public right-of-way at 909 
Vine Street and this trash was removed by Public Serv- 
ice work crews on that day. Subsequently, a special 
assessment charge of $110.00 was placed against the 
property at 909 Vine Street. 


Records on file in the Public Service Department in- 
dicate that the violation notice for the property in 
question was mailed to John and Julianna Bean, 1708 
Ann Street, East Lansing, claimant’s current address, 
and that the name and address were obtained from the 
City Assessor’s Office. The violation notice was not 
returned by the U.S. Post Office as undeliverable. 


Claimant contends that he was provided for private 
pick up of trash at 909 Vine Street as well as 901 Vine 
Street by a rubbish removal service contract with 
Allied Disposal Company, Public Service personnel 
checked with Allied Disposal Company, who re- 
sponded that claimant does have a rubbish removal 
service contract with the claimant for 901 Vine Street, 
but that no such contract exists for 909 Vine Street. 


It was the finding of the Public Service Department 
upon investigation of the facts of this protest, that the 
violation notice issued on December 1, 1981 had been 
compiled with in that the couch was not present upon 
reinspection at 909 Vine Street. It was also the finding 
of the Public Service Department that although the 
two gray trash bags discovered upon reinspection of 
909 Vine Street were in violation of city ordinance, 
claimant did not receive proper notice that such items 
did constitute such a violation. Based upon these find- 
ings it was the recommendation of the Public Service 
Department that this special assessment should be re- 
moved from the tax rolls. Based upon the recommen- 
dation of the Public Service Department, this office 
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concurs and recommends that the special assessment 
for trash removal at 909 Vine Street should be re- 
moved from the tax roll.

The Elected Officers Compensation Commission 
has completed its review of the compensation paid to 
elected officials in the City of Lansing and submits the 
following recommendations: 


Recommendation I - Mayor. The Commission 
recommends that the present salary of the Mayor, 
which is $41,279, be increased to $43,343 as of July 1, 
1983. It is further recommended that the Mayor’s 
salary be increased as of July 1, 1984 to $45,510. 


Recommendation II - City Clerk. It is the recom- 
mendation of the Elected Officers Compensation 
Commission that the present salary of the Clerk of the 
City of Lansing, which is $28,500, be increased as of 
July 1, 1983 to $29,925. We further recommend that 
as of July 1, 1984 the Clerk’s salary be increased to 
$31,421. 


Recommendation HI - City Councilmembers. lt is 
the recommendation of the Commission that the pre- 
sent salary of the Members of the City Council, which 
is $8,285, be increased as of July 1, 1983 to $8,492 and 
further increased as of July 1, 1984 to $8,704. 


The increases for the Mayor and Clerk are approxi- 
mately 5% per year. The Commission believes that the 
Mayor sould be one of the highest paid City officials. 
We recognize that at this time the City of Lansing has 
several department heads which are paid substantially 
more than the Mayor. We feel this situation should be 
corrected in the future. The Commission also believes 
that the City Clerk’s salary is not high enough to be in 
keeping with her responsibilities. However, due to our 
present economic climate we believe the 5% increase 
for these two officials is fair at this time. 


The Commission further believes that with the in- 
crease Of approximately 2.5% per year, the City 
Councilmembers are adequately compensated as com- 
pared with comparable cities around the State of 
Michigan.

On June 24, 1982, claimant filed a petition with the 
Michigan Tax Tribunal alleging that a certain parcel of 
real property located at 401 S. Washington Square and 
known as Plaza One was assessed by the City Assessor 
at a value in excess of 50% of the property’s true cash 
value. The assessed value placed upon the subject 
property by the City Assessor was $1,758,700 and peti- 
tioner alleged that the total assessed value should not 
exceed $1,263,000. The City Attorney’s Office filed an 
Answer to the petition stating that the assessed value 
placed upon the subject property was equal to 50% of 
the property’s true cash value and thus was lawfully 
assessed. 


Subsequently, pursuant to Michigan Tax Tribunal 
Rules, a counsel conference was held in the City Asses- 
sor’s Office. The petitioner’s representative supplied 
the City Assessor with new information and as a result 
of the new information supplied the City Assessor, a 
tentative settlement in this matter was reached. The 
tentative settlement is that based upon the income, ex- 
pense and vacancy figures supplied by the petitioner 
and verified by the City Assessor’s staff, the 1982 
assessed value for the subject property should be re- 
duced from $1,785, 700 to $1,658,700.

RE: 1983-84 Budget Message 


Next year we commemorate the 125th birthday of 
the founding of Lansing. Our City is the Capital of 
Michigan, birthplace of Oldsmobile and a growing 
center for education, medicine, and the arts. Without 
question, Lansing is a City of dedicated hard-working 
people. 


Our 125th birthday comes, however, during a 
period of economic uncertainty. 


On the one hand we see signs of tremendous 
growth, progress, and vitality here in Lansing and the 
mid-Michigan region. 


— New economic development including the 100- 
block project, Sparrow Hospital expansion, the Jack- 


son National Life Building, the Meijers Distribution 
Center, the Knapp’s project, the Hannah Technology 
Center, and many other vital efforts; 


— Tremendous expansion and optimism at Olds- 
mobile, Fisher Body, and Motor Wheel; 


— Co-operative efforts to improve the safety and 
liveability of our neighborhoods; 


— New housing for seniors and other citizens in the 
downtown and elsewhere; 


Positive changes in City reorganization and quality 
of work life; 


— Improved efficiencies in many City services and 
programs; 


_— Promotion of Lansing and the region as a tourist, 
visitor and arts-cultural center; 


— Improvement and growth in our municipal park- ° 


ing system; and 


— A new spirit of concern for people in need of 
food, shelter, and other basic necessities. 


Above all, we see a new teamwork in our region— 
among government, business, labor, education, chur- 
ches, neighborhoods, political parties, and people. 


On the other hand we continue to face serious eco- 
nomic problems brought on by recession, changes in 
midwest industries, and extraordinary human needs. 


— The state has cut $457,000 in City revenues and 
delayed another $1.35 million. 


— The amount and timing of our Federal revenue 
sharing is in question. We expect up to $2.8 million. 
Only $800,000 of this amount is assured at this time. 


— Local 1982-83 income tax collections are $1.3 
million below original estimates for this year. 


As a result of these forces, this is a challenging time 
to consider a new City budget. 


But things could be even more challenging had we 
not worked together last year to face up to a $5 million 
potential budget deficit. Every citizen ought to be 
aware of how we faced that serious problem. 


— We reduced the City Hall workforce by 105 posi- 
tions—a 7.5% cut in full-time staff. 


— We made several important staff considerations 
and reorganizations. 


— We co-operated with City employee groups to 
slow actual wage growth to a rate less than inflation. 


— And we made cuts and efficiencies in literally 
every nook and cranny of City government. 
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Here in Lansing we have faced up to our problems. 
The Budget Process 


Let me now turn to a brief discussion of the City’s 
budget process. In 1978, as you know, the people of 
Lansing created a new Charter, It states that ‘‘the 
Mayor shall be responsible for the development and 
preparation of the budget.”’ It also states that the bud- 
get ‘‘shall be reviewed by Council as a Committee of 
the Whole.”’ Finally, according to Charter, Council 
must adopt a budget by the third Monday in May, 
subject to item veto by the Mayor. 


The new Charter unmistakably obligates me, as 
Mayor, to provide strong leadership in the prepara- 
tion, presentation, and administration of our budget. 
When I was elected I accepted this role—as I know 
that members of Council accepted the role designated 
for them—in a spirit of humility and dedication. 


Given the challenges before us I especially want to 
continue the cooperative Council-Mayor relationship 
that has existed over the past fifteen months, Council- 
members will recall that we met in an all-day session 
last October to discuss budget priorities. I have ad- 
dressed each of the concerns and priorities expressed 
at the session in my proposed budget. 


The Budget 


1 wish to begin my presentation of the 1983-84 bud- 
get by emphasizing five key aspects of it: 


— First, in keeping with State law, the Lansing 
Charter, and sound fiscal management practice, the 
budget as proposed is a balanced one. The City of 
Lansing will not spend more than it has in actual reve- 
nues and available savings from prior years. 


— Second, in keeping with a campaign pledge | 
made to the people of Lansing in 1981, I recommended 
that the City tax rate not be increased and be main- 
tained at its current level of 10.92 mills. This includes 
10.25 mills for City operations and .67 mills for debt 
retirement. 


— Third, my proposed budget contains no cuts in 
the critical areas of public safety and public services. 
Police and fire protection will be maintained, as will 
refuse pick-up, street improvements, snow removal 
and other critical public services. 


— Fourth, my budget does propose some reduc- 
tions in non-critical areas. However, these reductions 
will take place through employee attrition. I propose 
no layoffs during 1983-84. 


— Fifth, I am proposing that funds be restored in 
the City’s stabilization fund according to existing 
policy. In effect, the fund balance is our budget stabi- 
lization or ‘‘rainy-day”’ fund. That balance is current- 
ly at a critically-low level. This action will further our 
good standing in the financial community and protect 
our ability to bond for projects. 


Let me now turn to a brief discussion of my actual 
proposed budget for 1983-84. 


Expenditures 


I am proposing a general fund and revenue sharing 
budget of some $50.6 million. This represents a slight 
increase from last year’s budget of nearly $48 million. 


Within this budget I propose $49.1 million for oper- 
ations, $733,000 for capital improvements, and 
$800,000 for the contingency and emergency funds. 


Obviously, I cannot discuss all of the specifics of the 
proposed expenditures with you tonight. But 1 would 
like to present some highlights. 
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— $240,000 is proposed for the Fire Department for 
the purchase of an ambulance and the lease/purchase 
of two pumper trucks and a ladder truck. This equip- 
ment is essential to sustain the outstanding quality of 
our fire protection force. 


— In line with the concerns of Council and citizens, 
I am proposing that the Police Department establish 
motorized beat patrols and other innovative crime pre- 
vention approaches. These will increase police presence 
in targeted areas. 


— In addition, | have proposed $60,000 for an in- 
dependent assessment of our entire criminal justice 
system. This, too, will assist us to better deploy our 
police force and maintain this essential service at a 
strong level of excellence. It will also provide better 
coordination between the police and our courts. 


— A total of $820,000 in the general fund (in addi- 
tion to monies in special street funds) is proposed to 
improve Lansing streets, bridges, and sidewalks. This 
will increase our commitment to the City’s infrastruc- 
ture, 


— My budget includes several innovations in the 
area of recreation services, These include $60,000 for 
improvements in south Lansing; $58,000 for improved 
Riverfront Park lighting; $49,000 for new lights at the 
Municipal baseball diamond; and $8,600 for complet- 
ing landscaping and installing the safety rail at the 
beautiful new Brenke Fish Ladder. | am also propos- 
ing an ‘‘Adopt-a-Park’’ program to encourage citizen 
participation in our park system. 


— Due to the uncertainty of highway funding legis- 
lation, | am proposing $26,000 in general fund money 
to extend our hiking/biking trail. | agree with mem- 
bers of Council that it is important to extend this valu- 
able City resource. 


— I propose using our existing Tax Increment Fi- 
nance Authority to provide funds for additional park- 
ing for the proposed exhibition hall. 


— I propose using State Motor Vehicle Highway 
(Act 51) funds to support a bonding project. These 
bond proceeds will be used to fund phase two of the 
Lansing General Hospital access road. 


— The budget proposes a shift in the focus of our 
hard-working Human Resources Department. Money 
in this budget will be more selectively targeted to fund 
basic needs—particularly food, shelter, clothing, and 
medical care. 


— Additionally, 1 am proposing $28,000 for a Hu- 
man Resources staff person to coordinate new and ex- 
isting volunteer activities. This will have the effect of 
providing a great deal of excellent service at practically 
no cost to the taxpayer in such areas as recreation, 
human services, assistance with City boards, and other 
areas of need. 


— ] am proposing a modest $7,000 increase for City 
arts and cultural organizations. This recognizes the 
contribution that our excellent arts community is mak- 
ing to City and regional economic development. 


— I have budgeted $5,000 for an employee sugges- 
tion program. This kind of program has been very suc- 
cessful in other governments. It has great potential for 
saving money in Lansing. 


— As mentioned, I have proposed $700,000 for a 
contingency fund. Of this amount, I have proposed 
that $200,000 be available to the Council to address 
concerns of Councilmembers that may not have been 
Set as over-all priorities or which they believe may need 
additional emphasis.

Q 
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I know from my own experience that Councilmem- 
bers are very close to the concerns of our people. They 
can often identify important needs. This fund will 
allow them to fill needs without increasing the amount 
of our total proposed expenditures. 


Revenues 


As I discussed, we are in a period of uncertainty. We 
have been through a period of recession—but the cur- 
rent national and state economic outlook is positive. 
And we are certainly in a period of economic op- 
timism here in Lansing. 


Keeping in mind the mixed signals of the economy, 
let me provide you with some revenue estimates. These 
are estimates, in other words, of how we plan to ob- 
tain $50.6 million to fund the 1983-84 budget. 


— First, I estimate that we will receive approximate- 
ly $12.6 million in property tax revenues. This would 
represent a slight increase from this year’s estimated 
$12.1 million. As you know, property assessments 
have stabilized. 


— Second, I estimate $14 million in City income tax 
revenues. This would be a slight increase from the re- 
duced FY ’83 collection of an estimated $13.5 million, 
Of course, this increase assumes a modest upturn in 
the economy. 


— Additional revenue estimates include $7.8 million 
in State shared funds, $2.8 million from the Federal 
government, and $10.3 million from all other sources 
including fees for certain City services. The remainder 
will come from existing fund reserves. 


Other Budget Considerations 
A Contingency Budget 


In the past years the City has prepared one budget. 
Then, if revenues have been less than estimated, we 
have had great difficulty in making adjustments, 


This year I have also proposed an integrated alter- 
nate or backup budget. I present this innoviative bud- 
get approach because of the need to plan—and plan 
i laa the possibility of later State or Federal cut- 

jacks, 


My proposed contingency budget includes ‘‘trig- 
gers.”’ These will release expenditures for certain items 
only as revenue for them are received or assured. This 
is more logical than our practice of attempting to 
make cuts afer we have made expenditures for items 
for which anticipated revenues are suddenly not avail- 
able. The contingency plan will provide clear direction 
to City staff. It will make for a more seasoned ap- 
proach given our uncertain economic climate. 


A Budget Perspective Process 


The budget now before you is a part of an inte- 
grated budget plan. By early May | will present you 
with a five-year budget perspective for your discus- 
sion. This analysis will allow us to make improved tax 
and spending plans over a several-year period. 


Let me briefly share with you some of the tentative 
goals of my five-year prospective budget. 


— | will propose further ‘‘downsizing’’ of City gov- 
ernment through attrition and efficiencies. | will pro- 
pose a long-range goal of 1,200 full-time employees— 
down from 1,400 when I took office. 


— | will suggest further improvements in our man- 
agement analysis program. This will provide better 
balance of departmental work loads and service needs. 
As part of this process [ intend a department-by-de- 
partment analysis similar to the one | am proposing in 
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this budget for our over-all criminal justice system. I 
will also continue our efforts at staff ‘‘team building.’’ 


— As part of the over-all assessment, I will propose 
further study of labor-saving technologies. Use of im- 
proved technology will be important as we reduce per- 
sonnel and strive to maintain or improve services. 


— Also related to management, I intend a thorough 
investigation of the so-called ‘‘privatization’’ concept. 
I will suggest that we involve the private sector in City 
government whenever savings and/or improvements 
can be made. 


— I will analyze the effects of shifting the source of 
our revenues to the income tax and away from the 
property tax. If study shows this to be both efficient 
and equitable, I will propose and recommend appro- 
priate changes. 


— Currently we are balancing our budget with the 
help of our fund balance. | will propose that in the 
near future our expenditures not exceed our annual 
revenues. In addition, I will present a plan to increase 
our budget stabilization fund to ten percent of the 
general fund budget. 


— I intend to propose a gradual increase in the per- 


centage of funds used for capital outlay and infra- 


structure improvement. I will recommend that up to 
25% -50% of our property tax revenues be used to re- 
build our streets, bridges, sidewalks, buildings and 
other structures, 


As mentioned, | will present you with a five-year 
budget plan for achieving these goals. I look forward 
to discussing them with you. 


Conclusion 


By way of conclusion, let me say that I have been in 
all parts of our City over the past fifteen months. I 
have been in a south side church, at an east side neigh- 
borhood meeting, at a store in north Lansing, in a 
west side community center, and at many more events 
and meetings. 


As | visit with people around the City | do—of 
course—see problems. But with all our problems, we 
have a lot to celebrate and much to be thankful for as 
we prepare to enter our 125th year. Lansing has lived 
up to the vision of its founders. It is a good, decent, 
tolerable, and hospitable place to live. 


To the members of Council I say: Let's use this bud- 
get and this budget process to continue to build upon 
our strength as a great City. 


And to the people of Lansing I say: Join in! Help us 
and lend us your support. Let’s make our 125th year 
our best ever.

On July 13, 1982, the City Council received a claim 
letter from Linda Schaible for damage to the marker 
of Emma Schaible in Evergreen Cemetery. Ms. Schai- 
ble has submitted estimates for a replacement marker 
in the amount of $325.00 from Yunker Memorial and 
$390.00 from Mt. Hope Monument Company. 


Douglas Finley, Director of Parks & Recreation, 
has advised this office that the monument in question 
is a pre-need marker, placed nearly 13 years ago in ad- 
vance of the death of its owner. He notes that the 
stone is chipped on the left side and has several small 
nicks along the top edge. He further reports that there 
is no notable disfiguration of the stone. He has advis- 
ed us that this claimant has contacted the Parks De- 
partment on several occasions, and it is Mr. Finley’s 
belief that all or most of the damage reported in this 
claim occurred prior to October, 1980. There is no 
specific record of damage by City employees, 


Because there appears to be no specific connection 
between the work of the City in the cemetery and the 
damage to this marker, and because the cemetery rules 
clearly state that the City will assume no responsibility 
for such damages, this office recommends that this 
claim be denied.

RE: Claim of Frank R. Ottarson 
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Dear President Belen and 
City Council Members: 


On July 28, 1982, the City Council received a claim 
letter from Frank R. Ottarson, alleging damage to a 
cemetery marker at Sub. 2, Lot 216, Section N of 
Evergreen Cemetery. Mr. Ottarson contests that the 
marker is chipped, scratched and has been knocked 
from its foundation, It is his belief that this was caused 
by careless use of City equipment. 


Mr. Douglas Finley, Director of Parks & Recrea- 
tion, has advised this office that the damage to the 
marker is comprised of a chip the width of a dime and 
Y% of an inch long at the top edge of the marker. He 
noted that there are also dirt marks on the marker face 
which can be cleaned off with solvent. He furthermore 
indicated that his personal inspection disclosed that 
the stone appeared to be correctly placed on its foun- 
dation. There is no indication that City crews con- 
ducted any major work in the area, and no record of 
an accident occurring in routine cemetery maintenance.

RE: Claim of Sharon Garrage for trash assessment 
in the amount of $552.00 


Dear President Belen and 
Members of City Council 


Prior to August, 1982, claimant was the owner of 
property located at 830 E. Genesee, Lansing. On May 
10, 1982 a housing code violation notice was issued to 
claimant because of trash contained in the claimant’s 
open garage and around the outside of the house. The 
house was vacant at the time. After several reinspec- 
tions which showed the trash problem still existed, the 
Building Department hired a contractor to clean up 
the trash and haul it away. The contractor billed the 
City $432.00. Claimant’s property was assessed in the 
amount of $552.00 which included the cost of the con- 
tractor plus the City’s service charge of $120.00 as was 
indicated on the violation notice. 


Ms. Garrage contends she is not liable for the 
assessment because the City did not have authority to 
come onto her property without her permission. In ad- 
dition, Ms. Garrage contends that the contractor’s bill 
is excessive. 
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Under Chapter 21, Section 21-12, the City has 
authority to abate any nuisance found on any premises 
within the City when the condition exists contrary to 
City Ordinances. An assessment for the cost of the 
abatement may be made against the property under 
Chapter 21, Section 21-13. 


The trash condition which existed on Ms. Garrage’s 
property was in violation of Chapter 9, Section 
9A-4(2) and Section 9A-10(2)(0) of the Lansing 
Building Code. Ms. Garrage was given notice of the 
violation on May 10, 1982. In July, 1982, only after 
several reinspections showed that Ms. Garrage had 
failed to remedy the situation, the City hired a con- 
tractor to abate the nuisance pursuant to Chapter 21, 
Section 21-12. Therefore, the City acted lawfully in 
removing the trash from Ms. Garrage’s property. 


With respect to Ms. Garrage’s claim that the assess- 
ment is excessive, this office has been advised by the 
Building Department that the amount reflects the cost 
of the contractor plus the direct and indirect costs in- 
curred by the City in providing this service. 


Based on the above, it is the recommendation of 
this office that the claim be denied.

The Public Service Department first received notice 
of the pothole on Long Boulevard on February 21, 
1983 and the hole was repaired the same day. 
Therefore, the City did not have knowledge of the 
pothole until three days after the claimant struck it.

Dear President Belen and 
Members of City Council: 


This claim is for damage to a sandstone urn and 
seven geraniums alledgedly caused by a mower in Mt. 
Hope Cemetery. 


Investigation with the Parks and Recreation Depart- 
ment reveals that although acceptable at the time clai- 
mant’s urn was placed in the cemetery, urns have been 
subsequently bared from the cemetery due to their ex- 
treme vulnerability. Urns are generally made of sand- 
stone and cemetery rules require the use of durable 
materials in the construction of monuments and 
markers and specifically prohibit sandstone. 


Further, the Parks Department has advised this of- 
fice that their crews were unable to supply any infor- 
mation regarding the alleged damage. However, in 
order to satisfy Mr. Kaminski’s complaint, the Parks 
Department planted flowers on the grave site equal in 
value to those which were damaged. 


Section 23 of the ‘‘Rules and Regulations’’ dealing 
with the City owned cemeteries provides that the City 
will not be responsible for any damages caused by 
unintentional acts occurring in the regular course of 
lot care. These rules and regulations are given to lot 
owners at the time the lot is purchased. The Parks 
Department informs this office that that particular 
provision has been in effect for over 45 years. 


Based on the above, it is the opinion of this office 
that the City is not legally responsible for damages 
under these circumstances and that the claim should 
be denied.

This claim is for damage to headstones in city 
cemeteries which were allegedly battered by lawn 
mowers and trucks. It is further alleged that the 
footings were broken under two stones and that tire 
tracks were visible on them. Additionally, it is claimed 
that the grass on the graves was depressed several in- 
ches, ostensibly from heavy equipment, and that the 
edges on two stones were broken. 


Inspection by the Parks and Recreation Department 
revealed that one of the markers was clearly out of 
alignment and tipped on its base. The Department ar- 
ranged to reset that marker on its foundation. Two of 
the three family markers were directly adjacent to a 
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major north-south alleyway which is subject to con- 
siderable traffic resulting from burial services. The 
Parks Department found the ground condition of the 
lots to be acceptable at the time of their inspection 
although they acknowledged that the adjoining road- 
way is depressed several inches and is very muddy in 
the Spring. The inspection did reveal very small chips 
along the edges of two of the stones. However, they 
did not appear to be connected to the traffic upon the 
adjacent alleyway. While the chips did not disfigure 
the top surface of either stone, they did appear to 
possibly be the result of lot maintenance and care. 


Section 23 of the ‘‘Rules and Regulations” dealing 
with the City owned cemeteries provides that the City 
will not be responsible for any damages caused by 
unintentional acts occurring in the regular course of 
lot care. These rules and regulations are given to lot 
owners at the time the lot is purchased. The Parks 
Department informs this office that that particular 
rule has been in effect for over 45 years. 


Due to both the lack of any demonstrative evidence 
showing that the alleged damage was caused by 
anything more than routine lawn maintenance, and 
the disclosure contained in the Rules and Regulations, 
this office recommends denial of this claim.

We have, for several months, been exploring 
various pre-employment testing methods to be utilized 
in our employee selection and recruitment process. 
This would serve to provide our departments some ad- 
ditional working tools for an effective method of 
selection of personnel from an overabundance of ap- 
plicants. The areas of concern to which we would be 
addressing ourselves would be preliminarily the 
recruitment of police, fire, and clerical personnel. It is 
the stated intent of the Police, Fire, and Personnel 
Departments to arrive at a substantive method of in- 
creasing minorities and females in the departments in- 
volved in order to conform to our Affirmative Action 
goals and timetables which would be inclusive of the 
utilization of validated pre-employment testing pro- 
cedures. 


The furnishing source of the examination would be 
the Michigan Municipal League which also provides 
these services to the cities of Ann Arbor, Inkster, 
Monroe, Royal Oak, Jackson, Port Huron, West 
Bloomfield Hills, Walled Lake, Ferndale, and 
Romulus. 


One of the requirements of the Michigan Municipal 
League is that prior to providing this examination pro- 
cess, they must receive a ‘‘Resolution of Indemnifica- 
tion’? adopted by the city legislative body. I am at- 
taching a copy of this resolution for your review, and 
it is recommended that this be adopted at the earliest 
possible date so that we may proceed to implement the 
program.

Amendments 


Dear President Belen and Councilmembers: 


In accordance with P.A. 230 of 1972, enclosed for 
your action are ordinances revising the Uniform 
Building, Mechanical and Plumbing Codes. Revisions 
include the adoption of the 1982 edition of each model 
code as published by the International Conference of 
Building Officials. 


A variety of differences are apparent when compar- 
ing the 1982 Uniform Building, Mechanical and Plum- 
bing Codes with the 1979 Editions, The types of revi- 
sions fall into three categories. A few of the items are 
clarifications of parts of the Code. Other portions in- 
volve a modification of Code requirements. Some of 
the changes are intended to respond to new 
technology. 


Of the sections of the 1982 Building Code that at- 
tempt to clarify parts of the 1979 Code, the portion 
describing exiting procedures encompasses the most 
complete revisions. With only minor changes in the re- 
quirements, the entire exits chapter has been rewritten 
to organize the format. This was undertaken to stan- 
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dardize language among the three model codes cur- 
rently being used in this country. 


In less extensively revised portions, the definitions 
for mezzanines have been transferred into a single sec- 
tion. Similarly, the requirements for area separation 
walls have been organized into one part in an order 
that is compatible with the rest of the Code. By collec- 
ting these requirements into particular sections and 
organizing them into a consistent format, the usability 
of the Code has been improved. 


In contrast to the revisions for clarity, the modifica- 
tions to the Code alter the mandates. Additional 
materials must be included in the design and construc- 
tion of buildings. For the fire safety of the inhabitants 
in residential construction, the 1982 Code indicates a 
need for smoke detectors in the basement and increas- 
ed requirements for blocking fire spread in wall and 
attic voids. It also includes a more specific description 
for exit windows and doors. For structural safety, the 
Code has designated more areas where treated lumber 
must be used. 


For commercial buildings, more restrictive measures 
have been added to several sections. Glass that is sub- 
ject to human impact must be protected from 
breakage. Facilities with large liquid storage tanks 
must meet more requirements, while the control of 
flammable liquids has been referred to the Fire Code. 


Engineering computation methods have been 
altered in the new Code. Formulas for wind loading 
values and for many wood structural limits have been 
revised so that they are more applicable to specific 
situations. 


Several sections of the 1982 Code have been revised 
due to changes in technology. With the proliferation 
of atriums in buildings, the Code has responded with 
new requirements for fire safety in those spaces. 
Similarly, increased need for energy saving measures 
have stimulated the necessity for standards on fire 
protection of insulation and energy collection devices. 


Fee schedules have been revised upward to reflect 
the added cost of providing inspection services. They 
have been revised to reflect the time our inspectors 
spend on both plan review and field inspection for 
more complex jobs such as factories, hospitals, large 
office buildings, etc., while attempting to hold the line 
on smaller projects—less than $100,000. 


The subject ordinances have been reviewed by their 
respective boards, the City Attorney’s Office, and the 
State Bureau of Construction Codes. I would 
therefore recommend that the Council proceed with 
public hearings and adoption of these ordinances as 
written with the following modification: that -those 
sections of the 1982 Edition of the Uniform Plumbing 
Code dealing with water distribution systems be 
amended to conform with the State Plumbing Code. 
This amendment will provide for the use of alternate 
materials and methods of construction consistent with 
the intent of P.A, 230 and will serve to standardize 
Code requirements within the greater Lansing area.

Dear Miss Bauman: 


This letter and attachments are being filed with the 
City Clerk in accordance with the requirements of Ar- 
ticle 5, Chapter 2, Section 5-205.2 of the City Charter 
regarding changes in the rate structure. 


The Board of Water and Light’s (BWL) current 
steam rate schedule was adopted August 25, 1981 and 
became effective September 19, 1981. That rate 
schedule wi!! not produce revenue required to finance 
a steam supply improvement program currently under 
way estimated to cost about $7.4 million and schedul- 
ed for completion in 1984. This improvement program 
is being undertaken to improve steam supply reliability 
and provide and additional source of supply to the 
BWL Centra! Steam District. 
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This improvement program is an integral part of a 
long range Master Plan. Prior to adopting the Master 
Plan, the Board invited Central District steam 
customers to an information meeting at the Lansing 
Community College Dart Auditorium, on April 15, 
1981. Subsequent meetings were held with the 
Building Owners and Managers Association (BOMA) 
which represents many of the BWL steam customers. 
Steam customers were advised at these meetings a 
twenty (20) percent rate increase effective in January 
1972 would be necessary to finance this portion of the 
Master Plan. However, due to program rescheduling, 
that projected rate increase has been delayed nearly 
eighteen (18) months. 


BWL projections covering Central Steam District 
operations for Fiscal Year 1984 (July 1, 1983-June 30, 
1984) under the existing steam rate indicate a revenue 
deficiency of some $750,600. To offset this projected 
deficiency, the Board has under consideration a new 
steam rate applicable to Central Steam District users. 
A public hearing regarding the proposed new steam 
rate is scheduled to be held on June 14, 1983 at 7:00 
p-m. in the BWL office building, 123 W. Ottawa 
Street, Lansing, Michigan, to provide for public input 
in this matter. This public hearing will precede the 
regularly scheduled Board meeting to be held on June 
14, 1983. 


The proposed new steam rate applied to projected 
Fiscal Year 1984 sales will produce an additional 
$750,600 billed revenue. This equates to an 18.9% in- 
crease over steam rates now in effect including fuel 
cost adjustment based on forecasted average fuel costs 
for fiscal year ending June 30, 1983. This is the 
minimum deemed necessary to maintain a fiscally 
sound Central Steam District operation and finance 
the cost of the steam supply program over a 20-year 
period on a levelized basis. Following are brief ex- 
planations of the attachments enclosed herewith. 


Attachment A shows the projected revenues, ex- 
penses and net income for Fiscal Year 1984 (July 1, 
1983-June 30, 1984), which is the base year for the 
proposed new rates. 


Attachment B shows the effect of the proposed 
changes on the various items of revenue. 


Attachment C is the existing steam rate schedule 
which has been marked up to show the changes under 
consideration—word and number changes are in 
italics, words and numbers deleted are lined out. 


Attachment D provides the monthly effect of the 
proposed rate increase at various levels of monthly 
steam consumption for both the summer and winter 
seasons. The proforma amounts include a fold-in of 
25.4¢ per M. Lbs. (15.9¢ per million BTU) of fuel cost 
to equate to the fuel cost level included in the propos- 
ed rates. 


Attachment E compares the monthly effect of the 
proposed rate increase with Consumers Power's steam 
rates for Grand Rapids and Detroit Edison’s steam 
rates for Detroit at various levels of monthly con- 
sumption. 


Attachment F is the finance Committee Report 
adopted by the Board on April 12, 1983. 


Attachment G provides a copy of the ‘‘Notice of 
Public Hearing”’ which will be published in The State 
Journal on or about April 19, 1983 and two additional 
times prior to the public hearing date of June 14, 1983.

An Ordinance of the City of Lansing, Michigan, 
providing that Chapter 31 of the Code of Ordinances, 
City of Lansing, Michigan be amended by revising 
Sections 31-58 and 31-176 to update current provisions 
and to comply with State Law. 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. That Chapter 31 of the Code of Or- 
dinances of the City of Lansing, Michigan, be amend- 
ed by revising Sections 31-58 and 31-176 to read as 
follows: 


Sec. 31-58. Generally. 


(a) No person shall stop, stand or park a vehicle, ex- 
cept when necessary to avoid conflict with other traf- 
fic or in compliance with law or the directions of a 
police officer or traffic control device, in any of the 
following places: 
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(1) On a sidewalk. 

@ In front of a public or private driveway. 
(3) Within an intersection. 

(4) Within fifteen feet of a fire hydrant. 

(5) On a crosswalk. 


(6) Within twenty feet of a crosswalk, or if none, 
then within fifteen feet of the intersection of property 
lines at any intersection of highways. 


(7) Within thirty feet upon the approach to any 
flashing beacon, stop sign, or traffic-control signal 
located at the side of a roadway. 


(8) Within fifty feet of the nearest rail of a railroad 
crossing. 


(9) Within twenty feet of the driveway entrance to 
any fire station and on the street opposite the entrance 
to any fire station within seventy-five feet of such en- 
trance (when properly signposted). 


(10) Alongside or opposite any street excavation or 
obstruction when stopping, standing, or parking 
would obstruct traffic. 


(11) On the roadway side of any vehicle stopped or 
parked at the edge or curb of a street, commonly 
known as double parking. 


(12) Upon any bridge or other elevated structure 
upon a highway, except Michigan Avenue and Grand 
River Avenue bridges. 


(13) At any place where official signs prohibit stop- 
ing, standing or parking. 


(14) Between the curb and sidewalk or between 
sidewalk and street or highway used for the purpose of 
vehicular traffic, except where such space is paved and 
the curb removed, on any street within the city; pro- 
vided further, on any street where parking time is 
restricted the same regulations shall apply to the paved 
area between the curb line and sidewalk. 


(15) In any metered parking lot in any place other 
than a metered space. 


(16) On any grounds under the control and supervi- 
sion of the department of parks and recreation except 
on roadways and areas reserved for parking. This pro- 
vision shall not apply to bicycles as defined in Chapter 
31 of this Code. 


(17) In a parking space which is clearly identified by 
an official sign as being reserved for use by handicap- 
pers and which is on public property or private proper- 
ty that is available for public use, unless the person is a 
cancion or the person is parking the vehicle for 
the benefit of a handicapper. A certificate of iden- 
tification issued under MCLA 257.675(5); MSA 
9.2375 to a handicapper shall be displayed on the 
lower left corner of the front windshield. A special 
registration issued under MCLA 257.803(d); MSA 
9.2503(4) to a handicapper shall be appropriately 
displayed in the rear bumper of the vehicle. 


(b) No person shall move a vehicle not lawfully 
under his control into any such prohibited area or 
away from a curb such distance as is unlawful. 


Sec. 31-176. Penalties. 


Unless another penalty is expressly provided by law, 
the foliowing penalties shall be imposed against every 
person convicted of a violation of any of the provi- 
sions of this chapter. 


(a) The penalties for any violation of any section of 
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this chapter which is specifically designated as con- 
stituting a misdemeanor shall be a penal fine of no 
more than one hundred dollars ($100.00) or imprison- 
ment for no more than ninety (90) days or both. 


(b) Any person admitting responsibility or deter- 
mined to be responsible for a violation of any section 
of this chapter which constitutes a civil infraction may 
be ordered to pay a fine of not more than one hundred 
dollars ($100.00) and, except in the case of parking 
violations, shall be ordered to pay court costs as per- 
mitted by law of not less than five dollars ($5.00) nor 
more than one hundred dollars ($100.00). 


(c) Penalties for parking violations shall be as 
follows: 


(1) Parking in excess of a specified time limitation, 
including parking meter violations, four dollars 
($4.00); 


(2) Parking in spaces reserved for the handicapped, 
twenty dollars ($20.00); 


(3) Failing to pay a prescribed fee upon exiting a 
parking garage, lot or facility, five dollars ($5.00) plus 
the unpaid fee; 


(4) All other parking violations, five dollars ($5.00); 


(5) Additional costs of three dollars ($3.00) for each 
violation are assessed ten (10) days after the date of 
violation; Saturday, Sundays and public holidays as 
defined by ordinance area excepted; 


(6) Additional costs are assessed for each violation 
upon the filing of a sworn complaint with the 54A 
District Court. 


Section 2. All ordinances or parts of ordinances in-

Chapter 34A 
Waterfront Development 
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General Intent: The Waterfront Development 
Board is to be concerned with promoting implementa- 
tion of the Waterfront Plan that is basically directed at 
the: 


(a) Increased public access to and use of Lansing’s 
waterfront. 


(b) Development and/or redevelopment of the 
waterfront that is sensitive to public use and that is 
maintained in the best manner possible. 


Sec. 34A-1. Definitions. 


(a) ‘‘Board’’, as used in this article, shall mean the 
Waterfront Development Board as established herein. 


(b) ‘‘Waterfront”’, as used in this chapter, shall in- 
clude an area of both land and water related to the 
Grand River, Red Cedar River and Sycamore Creek 
‘within the City of Lansing. The area of land shall be a 
strip of land, on both banks of the water body, 
bounded by the normal water’s edge and a line one 
hundred and fifty (150) feet horizontal measure, from 
and paralleling that edge. The area of water shall be 
the width of the river or creek itself, i.e., the area 
across the body of water from normal water’s edge to 
normal water’s edge. (See Sketch Attached) the nor- 
mal water's edge shall be determined from the most re- 
cent topographic maps of the City of Lansing that are 
on file in the Department of Planning and Municipal 
Development and in the Public Service Department. 


({c) ‘“‘Waterfront Plan’’, as used in this Chapter, 
refers to the document entitled ‘‘Plan for Develop- 
ment of Lansing’s Waterfront’, dated February, 
1974. Copies of this document are on file in the 
Department of Planning and Municipal Development. 


Sec. 34A-2. Waterfront development board, crea- 
tion, membership, terms of office, election of chair- 
man, compensation. 


A waterfront development board is hereby 
established. The board shall consist of eight (8) 
members, who shall be appointed from the city at 
large. Members shall be appointed by the mayor with 
the advice and consent of City Council. Except as 
herein provided appointments and qualifications of 
members of this board shall be consistent with the pro- 
visions of the City Charter regarding board members. 
The members of this board shall be appointed for four 
year terms, with two terms expiring each year. All cur- 
rent ward positions are hereby converted to at large 
positions. All persons holding such positions shall 
continue to serve as board membes for the remainder 
of the term of their appointment. 


The chairman of the board shall be annually elected 
by the members of the board. All members shall serve 
without compensation. 


Sec. 34A-3. General duties of board 


(A) The duties of the Waterfront Development 
Board are as follows: 


(a) To propose and evaluate policies, programs, and 
projects to bring about the development of the Water- 
front according to the Waterfront plan and the best 
interests of the City of Lansing and to advise the 
Mayor and City Council accordingly. 


(2) To review and comment upon all requests for 
rezonings of waterfront land and advise the Planning 
Board and City Council upon them. 


(3) To review and comment upon all building per- 
mits for structures or projects on waterfront land. 


(4) To review and comment upon all proposed ap- 
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porpriations for City Departments or divisions which 
affect waterfront land and advise the Mayor and City 
Council upon them. 


(b) It shall be the policy of the City of Lansing that 
the administration of the city shall not submit recom- 
mendations or requests for rezonings of waterfront 
land or the refusal thereof to City Council for final ac- 
tion until they have been reviewed by the Waterfront 
Development Board as required by this section. It 
shall be the policy of the City of Lansing that all ap- 
plications for building permits be reviewed by the 
Waterfront Development Board as required by this 
section. It shall further be the policy of the city that no 
proposed appropriation which affects waterfront land 
shall be submitted to or requested of City Council by 
the city’s administration or by any city agency or 
board until it has been reviewed by the Waterfront 
Development Board as required by this section. In ad- 
dition, any agency’s budget material which affects 
waterfront land, including capital improvement pro- 
posals, shall be submitted to the Waterfront Develop- 
ment Board before submission to the Mayor and the 
Board’s written recommendations shall be submitted 
to the Mayor along with each agency’s recommenda- 
tions. The Mayor shall transmit the Board’s recom- 
mendations to the council along with budget material 
for that agency. It shall be conclusively presumed that 
a matter has been reviewed by the Waterfront 
Development Board as required by this section if the 
matter has been referred to the Board more than thirty 
(30) days prior to its submission to City Council. 


(c) Failure to comply with the requirements of this 
section shall not affect the validity of any act of City 
Council. 


Sec. 34A-4. Support of board. 


The Department of Planning and Municipal 
Development shall provide meeting space and such 
staff Assistance as is reasonable and necessary to 
enable the Waterfront Development Board to carry 
out its duties. 


Sec. 34A-5. Meetings of the board; rules of pro- 
cedure, quorum. 


The waterfront development board shall meet not 
less than once a month and may meet at such other 
times as the board may determine. There shall be a fix- 
ed place of meeting and all meetings shall be open to 
the public.

Sec. 34A-§. Conflict of Interest of board members. 


No board member shall have any interest what- 
soever, direct or indirect, explicit or implicit, in any 
private waterfront development project for which he 
shall make a decision, contribute a judgment or ap- 
prove any administrative action. 
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Sec. 34A-7. Expiration of Ordinance.

On June 23, 1982, the Petitioner filed a Petition 
alleging that the assessment placed upon the property 
located at 6000 S. Pennsylvania was greater than 50% 
of the property’s true cash value and thus is illegal. 
The Law Department filed an Answer to the Petition 
stating that the assessment placed upon the subject 
property was equal to or less than 50% of its true cash 
value and thus was not illegal. 


Subsequently, pursuant to Tax Tribunal Rules, a 
Counsel Conference was held in the City Assessor’s 
Office. Information was exchanged concerning the 
subject property between the City Assessor, peti- 
tioner’s Attorney and the City Appraiser. As a result 
of the exchange of information, the city Assessor 
became aware that a portion of the subject property 
was being utilized as a warehouse and not as office 
space. 


Based upon the new information supplied by the 
Petitioner, a tentative settlement was reached. The 
tentative settlement proposes that the current assessed 
value of 177,400 which was placed upon the subject 
property be reduced to $134.000 for 1982. The assess- 
ed value tentatively agreed to by the Assessor and the 
Petitioner is in excess of the $70,000 which the Peti- 
tioner asserted in its Petition was the correct assessed 
value. 


Based upon the recommendation of the City 
Assessor and the uncertainty of outcome if this matter 
proceeds to trial, it is the recommendation of this of- 
fice that the tentative settlement as set forth above be 
confirmed by City Council.

Claimant has submitted a request for reimburse- 
ment for costs incurred by her for the services of a 
sewer cleaner. Investigation by the Public Service 
Department reveals that upon receiving notice of plug- 
ged sewer at claimant’s address, the Department 
responded the same day, found a plug in the City main 
and cleared the sewer. The Public Service Department 
states that they had no knowledge of any sewer pro- 
blems at that location prior to the claimant’s call. The 
sewers in the area are maintained on a regular basis. 


Although the blockage was in the City sewer, 
MCLA 691.1407; MSA 3,996(107) immunizes a mun- 
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cipality from tort liability where the municipality is 
engaged in the exercise and discharge of a governmen- 
tal function. In the instant case, it appears that con- 
struction, operation and maintenance of the City of 
Lansing’s sewer system would fall within the confines 
of the aforementioned statute and case authority. See 
Parker v Highland Park, 414 Mich 183; 273 NW2d 403 
(1978). It follows that the City of Lansing is immune 
from liability even if it would be established that the 
Public Service Department was negligent. 


In view of the fact that the City of Lansing respond- 
ed reasonably and the fact that the operation of the 
City’s sewage system is immune from tort liability as a 
governmental function, it is the recommendation of 
this office that this claim be denied.

MCLA 691.1407; MSA 3.996(107) immunized a 
municipality from tort liability when the municipality 
is engaged in a governmental function. While recent 
court decisions have narrowed the construction of the 
term ‘‘governmental function”’ [see Davis v City of 
Detroit, 98 Mich App 705 (1980)], existing case 
authority supports the position that the operation of a 
sewer system is considered a governmental function. 
Davis v City of Detroit, supra; Michigan Bell 
Telephone Co. v City of Detroit, 106 Mich App 690, 
696 (1981). 


Therefore, applying the law to the facts of this case, 
this office recommends that this claim be denied.

In accordance with Article IV, Chapter 3, §4-304.7 
of the Lansing City Charter, this office requests 
authorization to settie the above captioned matter by 
redeeming the City’s liability under the Workers 
Panera A Compensation Act for the sum of 
14,5 


Mr. Vasquez began employment with the Public 
Service Depriment on September 10, 1968. On 
December 13, 1972 while snowplowing, Mr. Vasquez 
threw some sand onto an icy hill and helped push a 
vehicle up the hill. On December 26, 1972, Mr. Vas- 
quez experienced Jower back pain and was diagnosed 
‘as suffering from a lumbarsacral strain as a result of 
which he was off work for six days. In October and 
November of 1977, Mr. Vasquez experienced a reoc- 
currence of the back pain and was off work for 17 
days. On April 5, 1978, he aggravated his lower back 
strain when throwing bags onto a truck and lost time 
from April 6, 1978 to March 3, 1979, Mr. Vasquez 
again experienced low back pain in January of 1980 
and was placed on a light work restriction of lifting no 
weight greater than 30 pounds. He was unable to per- 
form the light work offered and received voluntary 
compensation payments from January 17, 1980 
through September 13, 1981 at which point benefits 
were terminated due to lack of medical support for a 
continued disability. Mr. Vasquez voluntarily ter- 
minated employment with the City on June 23, 1982. 


With respect to the back claim, two physicians were 
deposed. Claimant’s physician diagnosed a probable 
disc protrusion casually related to the incidents at 
work and recommended the claimant not return to 
work. The second physician examined the claimant on 
January 19, 1983 and found no spinal impairment or 
disability and recommended claimant could perform 
the job duties he had with the City of Lansing. 


If this matter is litigated and an open award by the 
Administrative Law Judge is issued, the City’s liability 
in this case would be as follows: 


Accrued liability—$ 12,936.00 


Yearly benefits—$7,644.00 per year thereafter. 
These yearly benefits would continue indefinitely into 
the future. 


In addition to the above wage benefits, Mr. Vasquez 
would also be entitled to payment of all medical ex- 
penses relating to his back condition. Thus, for exam- 
ple, if Mr. Vasquez were to continue chiropractic ad- 
justments every other day, the City would have to pay 
for this. Based on the foregoing exposure, the City 
entered into a tentative agreement with plaintiff to 
redeem this matter for the sum of $14,500.00 This 
represents the accrued liability for wages, unpaid 
medical expenses to date, and an additional $494.00 in 
anticipated medical benefits. 


Based upon the medical evidence presented in this 
case and the possibility of future liability for medical 
expenses, it is the recommendation of this office that 
this matter be redeemed for the amount of $14,500.00.

In accordance with Article IV, Chapter 3, Section 
4.304.7 of the Lansing City Charter, this office re- 
quests authorization to settle the above captioned 
matter by redeeming the City’s liability under the 
Worker Disability Compensation Act for the sum of 
$10,753.80 plus $180.00 in medical costs. 


Mr. MacGregor began employment in Public Ser- 
vice as an Electrical Maintenance Man V on 
November 10, 1976. In 1978, the Hay Study 
reclassified his position to a Utility Mechanic 28. In 
August of 1979, the Administrative Services Depart- 
ment hired an Electrical Maintenance Worker 33. Mr. 
MacGregor applied for this job but did not receive it, 
As a result, he filed a series of grievances ultimately 
resulting in a reclassification of his position to Utility 
Mechanic 28. In addition, a series of grievances were 
also filed with respect to alleged excessive absenteeism. 
Finally, on May 5, 1982, Mr. MacGregor became in- 
volved in a shouting match with a fellow employee and 
went home from work. Mr. MacGregor was then on a 
leave of absence until June 10, 1982 when he resigned 
his employment. 


The basis of Mr. MacGregor’s claim is that his work 
environment caused a nervous condition which 
resulted in a mental disability and a resulting inability 
to work. Two depositions were taken in this matter. 
One treating psychiatrist testified that Mr. 
MacGregor's work situation did cause him to have a 
mental disability, A second psychiatrist hired for the 
purpose of evaluation stated that there was no disabili- 
ty. The date of the second physician’s examination 
was on May 4, 1983. 


Therefore, even if the Administrative Law Judge 
were to close liability from the end of Mr. 
MacGregor’s employment to the date of the City 
psychiatrist’s examination, there would still be ap- 
proximately $10,753.80 in workers compensation 
benefits. Because the City is not able to show a ter- 
mination of disablity between the first psychiatrist’s 
examination and the second physician’s examination, 
it is very likely that the Administrative Law Judge 
would at least order workers compensation benfits for 
this period. As well, the Judge could order an open 
award in the amount of $12,156.56 per year plus 
medicals. 


Based on the foregoing exposure, the City entered 
into a tentative agreement with Plaintiff to settle this 
matter in the amount of $10,753.80 plus $180.00 in 
medical costs. This represents the accrued liability of 
46 weeks with no future benefits.

It is my pleasure to formally notify you that Lansing 
will be the Michigan site for the Federal Aviation Ad- 
ministration’s ‘‘Super Flight Service Station.’’ 


Currently, the FAA operates a large network of 
flight service stations throughout the country. These 
stations process and handle data to provide for the 
safe and orderly use of our airway system. They pro- 
vide weather, flight, and airport information to pilots 
and the airlines. 


Currently, eight of these service stations are located 
in Michigan. There is one at the Capital City Air- 
port—it now houses eight employees. 


The new super flight service station will consolidate 
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the current stations. This is possible because of new 
technologies. 


It is estimated that the new station will represent 
80-90 new intermediate and high technology jobs for 
our region. The station will have an annual payroll of 
some $3 million. 


A new building will be constructed at the airport to 
house the station. It is planned that construction will 
start as soon as September or October, 1983. Hopeful- 
ly, the building will be completed during 1984. Its cost 
is presently estimated at slightly more than $1 million. 
Several financing options for the building are current- 
ly under consideration. 


I am very pleased that Lansing was selected as the 
site for this new facility—we were in competition for it 
with a number of other cities. We should be especially 
proud that the Capital Region Airport Authority and 
a group of area leaders pooled their talents and time to 
win this project for us.

dustrial plan, building or premises is such that 
unreasonable additional burden is placed upon the 
system, greater than that imposed by the average 
sewage delivered to the system plant, the additional 
cost of treatment created thereby shall be an addi- 
tional charge over the regular rates hereinafter set 
forth; or the city may, if it deems it advisable compel 
such manufacturing or industrial plant, building or 
premises, to treat such sewage in such manner as shall 
be specified by the city before discharging such sewage 
into the sewage disposal system. Rates for all users ob- 
taining all or part of their water supply from sources 
other than the city’s water system may be determined 
by gauging or metering the actual sewage entering the 
system or by metering the water used by them, in a 
manner acceptable to the city council. The commodity 
charge for resident users shall be computed on the 
basis of nine hundred (900) cubic feet per month per 
customer where gauging or metering is not practical. 


The city council may classify the users of the system 
according to the quantity of water used and charge 
such rates to users in each class as it may deem 
reasonable. 


(1) The rate to be billed for use of the system shall 
be as follows for all users within the sanitary sewer ser- 
vice area of the city except as otherwise provided 
herein:

(a) Service Charge: $2.16 per bill per customer for 
billing and collecting services.

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(c) Minimum charge per month or part thereof: all 
residential users shall be charged a minimum billing of 
$1.92 per month regardless of meter size—plus the ser- 
vice charge per bill. For all other users, the minimum 
charge per month shall be determined by meter suze 
plus the service charge per bill as follows:

(d) Lawn Sprinkling: Upon all bills to resident users 
during the months of September, October and 
November, the sewerage charge shall be subject to dis- 
count of twenty five (25) per cent unless water used for 
lawn sprinkling is metered separately, and further pro- 
vided that said discount shall not apply to any 
minimum billing. 


(e) Delayed payment charge: A delayed payment 
charge of five (5) per cent of the total monthly bill 
shall be added to any bill which is not paid on or 
before the due date shown thereon. 


(2) The rate to be billed for use of the system for all 
Landel customers shall be the same as that used within 
the city. 


The rates stated herein shall be effective on July 1, 
1983, except as otherwise provided. A billing covering 
use of the system before and after the effective date of 
this rate change shall have such bill prorated, based 
upon the average use per day and the number of days 
within such billing period, at the rate then in effect, 


The board of water and light is hereby designated as 
the billing and collecting agent for the city for the pur- 
poses of this chapter and is reimbursed from the funds 
collected for the expense of such billing and collecting. 
The charges shall constitute a lien on the property 
served by any connection with the system, and if not 
paid within ninety (90) day may be collected in the 
same manner as general city taxes.

The above claimant has submitted a claim for the 
replacement cost of a Ruger Security Six. 357 
Magnum revolver which was confiscated by the Lans- 
ing Police Department on April 28, 1980 from the clai- 
mant’s brother after he had used it in an armed rob- 
bery. The claimant was the registered owner of the gun 
and had reported the gun as stolen to the police. The 
revolver was held by the Quartermaster Unit until 
some time in 1982 when the robbery case was closed. 
At that time, the police ordered the gun destroyed 
because it was their belief that the claimant did not 
want the gun back because his brother had used it to 
commit a crime. The claimant denies ever telling the 
Lansing Police Department that he did not want his 
gun returned and contends he advised them he wanted 
the gun back. 


MCLA 691.1407; MSA _ 3.996(107) immunizes 
municipalities from tort liability where the municipali- 
ty is engaged in the exercise of a governmental func- 
tion. The term ‘‘governmental function’’ has been 
defined to include those activities which can be effec- 
tively accomplished by government. Parker v 
Highland Park. 404 Mich 187 (1978). Under that 
definition, the activities of the Police Department in- 
cluding the handling of confiscated property would 
constitute a governmental function. Thus, the City 
would be immune from liability for its negligence aris- 
ing out of such activities. 


In this case, the police detective who ordered the 
gun destroyed was under the belief that the claimant 
did not want it back. Even if such belief was mistaken 
and the destruction of the gun could be characterized 
as negligent, the City would be immune under MCLA 
691.1407; MSA 3,996(107) as discussed above. In ad- 
dition, the City is not liable to claimant on bailment 
theory. The seizure of the claimant’s gun by LPD in 
connection with the arrest of claimant’s brother was 
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based upon a statutory duty rather than a contractual 
relationship. MCLA 764.25; MSA 28.884. Under 
similar circumstances, the Court of Appeals held that 
the Department of Corrections would not be held 
liable on a bailment contract theory for failing to 
return a prisoner’s property. Spruytte v Department 
of Corrections, 82 Mich App 145, 147 (1978). 


It is therefore the recommendation of this office 
that Mr. Suchanko’s claim be denied.

On April 6, 1983 the City Council received a claim 
letter from Mattie M. Chappell alleging injury in her 
ankle as the result of a fall. It has since been determin- 
ed that Ms. Chappell injured her ankle by stepping in 
a hole in the sidewalk in the 100 Block of East 
Kalamazoo. At thie time Ms. Chappell contacted the 
City Council, she had not yet sought medical treat- 
ment. She specifically requested that the City cover 
whatever medical costs might arise so that she might 
seek medical assistance. 


Howard McCaffery, Director of Public Service, has 
advised this office that Public Service Department had 
never been contacted with regard to hazardous 
sidewalks on Kalamazoo Street. Their first knowledge 
of the problems arose from the claimant’s letter in 
April. Upon receiving that notification, Public Service 
Department repaired the sidewalk in question. 


According to State statute, sidewalk are governed 
by provisions for defective highway liability. Thus, 
MCLA 691.1403 provides the applicable standard for 
governmental liability. Accordingly, having no 
knowledge of the defect prior to the incident and its 
reporting, the City is not liable for injury. It is, 
therefore, the recommendation of this office that this 
claim be denied.

- This claim was submitted for damages for the 
depression of sod on two graves and a headstone 
found to be marred, chipped and setting crooked. 


Investigation by the Department of Parks and 
Recreation revealed that landscaping was completed 
by the department to remedy the complaint and the 
surface appeared to be acceptable for the time of year 
of the inspection. The inspection confirmed several 
scrapes across the top surface of the stone but the 
Parks Department had no record of an accident or of 
a burial requiring the use of large equipment taking 
place in the immediate area, nor any indication of any 
private contractor having worked in the immediate 
area. 


Based on that, it is the opinion of the Parks Depart- 
ment that the damage was probably not inflicted on 
heavy equipment. Further, the Parks Department 
suspects that if the damage was caused by City crews, 
it would have been the result of routine lawn 
maintenance. The disfiguration of this stone was con- 
sidered to be notable as compared to other marker 
claims for damage. 


Section 23 of the Rules and Regulations dealing 
with the City owned cemeteries provides that the City 
will not be responsible for any damages caused by 
unintentional acts occurring in the regular course of 
lot care. These rules and regulations are given to lot 
owners at the time the lot is purchased. The Parks 
. Department informs this office that this particular rule 
has been in effect for over 45 years. 


Based on the above this office recommends denial 
of the claim based on the lack of any demonstrative 
evidence showing that damage was caused by City 
crews and the provision contained in the cemetery 
Rules and Regulations.

On March 9, 1983 Mr. Vernon T. Poirier submitted 
a claim to the City in the amount of Two Hundred and 
Fifty Dollars ($250.00) for expenses incurred as a 
result of a sewer blockage at claimant’s residence at 
1308 Hillcrest on December 6, 1980 and February 18, 
1983. The amount of this claim represents the amount 
of two invoices from the City Sewer Cleaners Com- 
pany for sewer cleaning services. 


_ Information provided by the Public Service Depart- 
ment indicates that the first notification that the City 
received regarding a sewer problem at 1308 Hillcrest 
was on February 21, 1983. On that date, a Public Ser- 
vice Department work crew was dispatched to 1308 
Hillcrest, but was unable to determine the location or 
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nature of the problem without digging up the sewers. 
After informing claimant of this fact, a Public Service 
work crew on February 28, 1983 dug up the sewer and 
discovered the problem to be an upturned piece of line 
in the homeowner’s portion of the sewer. While it is 
the homeowner’s responsibility to repair and maintain 
the homeowner’s portion of the sewer, Public Service 
work crews corrected the problem for claimant as a 
courtesy, since the sewer line has been dug out and was 
exposed. 


Claimant then submitted this claim which represents 
two prior occasions, December 6, 1980 and February 
18, 1983, when the City Sewer Cleaners Company was 
called to clean claimant’s sewer line. Mr. Poirier bases 
this claim upon the allegation that this problem in his 
portion of the sewer line was created when a storm 
drain was installed on Hillcrest Street in 1972. 
However, information supplied by the Public Service 
Department indicates that the problem in claimant’s 
portion of the sewer was not caused by the 1972 storm 
sewer installation. 


First, the problem in claimant’s portion of the sewer 
was not in the location of the 1972 storm sewer in- 
stallation. Second, there is no mention in the daily 
work reports for the storm sewer installation of any 
work done at 1308 Hillcrest Street. Third, the Public 
Service sewer maintenance supervisor saw no evidence 
of work having been done as recently as 1972 in the 
area of the problem in claimant’s sewer line when that 
portion of the line was exposed on February 28, 1983. 


MCLA 691.1407; MSA _ 3.996(107) immunizes 
municipalities from tort liability where the municipali- 
ty is engaged in the exercise and discharge of a govern- 
mental function. Several recent court opinions have 
held that the operation of a sewer system is such a 
function; David v City of Detroit, 98 Mich App 705 
(1980); Scott v City of Detroit, 107 Mich App 194 
(1981). In the opinion of this office, there has been on 
showing of negligence during the 1972 storm sewer in- 
stallation; and even if there had been such a showing, 
that action would fall within the confines of the 
aforementoined statute and case authority. 


In view of the foregoing, it is the recommendation 
of this office that this claim be denied.

City Council President Belen and Councilmembers 
Dear President Belen and Councilmembers: 


We in City Government have been working for 
many years to build a major office and hotel/exhibi- 
tion center in downtown Lansing. By working 
together over the past seventeen months—and with 
the strong and welcome support of many state and 
local leaders—we have already had some success. 


The ten-story 100 Block office bulding is nearing 
completion. The regional offices of the IBM Corpora- 
tion are preparing to move downtown with many new 
jobs. Additional space has been rented to other firms. 
This project will be of immense benefit to Lansing 
businesses and residents. 


However, the initiation of the remainder of this pro- 
ject has been very difficult. As you well know, a major 
treason for this has been Michigan’s uncertain financial 
picture. 


Despite economic challenges, my staff and I have 
moved ahead optimistically. We have initiated discus- 
sions with area developers that we knew of who we 
believed had the capacity to complete this project. Ad- 
ditional developers have approached us. 
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It is my responsibility to conduct all such 
preliminary negotiations and planning in a dignified 
and professional manner. In addition, all of our 
discussions have been held on a confidential basis—a 
requirement of potential investors. 


Some individuals and media have suggested that our 
discussions—and the plans resulting from them— 
ought to have been held openly and publicly. I remind 
you that a whole series of plans has been so discussed 
over fourteeen years. Such discussions provided many 
a fascinating newscast; however, they provided no 
tangible employment or other economic benefits for 
our mutual constitutents. 


It is my extreme pleasure this evening to report to 
you that our many meetings and discussions have 
resulted in a major success for the people of Lansing. 


Last Thursday—at the end of a long negotiating ses- 
sion—I became satisfied that Darin and Armstrong, 
Inc. was prepared to make a definite financial com- 
mitment to build a hotel on the 100 Block. 


I recommend that you approve and accept the Darin 
and Armstrong commitment and proposal. 


Darin and Armstrong is a Michigan Corporation. It 
has had a local office (currently at 3236 West St. 
Joseph) since 1957. The company’s recent projects in- 
clude $6) million in construction at the Disney Epcot 
Center, the $64 million Flint Autoworld, and the.$178 
million Chicago Tribune plant. 


Darin and Armstrong’s 100 Block hotel is expected 
to cost in excess of $18 million, It will be 10-12 stories 
high and have 250-300 rooms. It will be connected by 
pedway to the North Grand parking ramp and the 
proposed exhibition center. 


Together with staff and Darin and Armstrong of- 
ficials, I shall be prepared to make a presentation at 
this Thursday’s Council Committee of the Whole 
meeting. At that time, I shall share with you the details 
of the two proposals. | will also discusss further with 
you the rationale behind my strong recommendation, 


Once I have presented this material to your commit- 
tee, you may wish to refer it to your 100 Block Ad- 
visory Committee and the Economic Development 
Corporation (which owns the 100 Block property). 
These two bodies could review my recommendations 
and provide valuable imput. 


As you know, my administration has also held 
serious hotel negotiations with the local firm of 
Ferguson and Steadman. This company has presented 
us an interesting, innovative concept for a combined 
hotel and exhibition center on one site. 


I greatly appreciate the excellent work of Mr. Joel 
Ferguson and his associates in preparing their pro- 
posal. However, the financial aspects of their proposal 
are not currently as well developed as the proposal 
which I have recommended to you. 


I closing, 1 make two remarks: 


First, the downtown project has tended to eclipse 
some of our other important tasks and accomplish- 
ments. We must remember that our primary role is to 
provide improved police and fire protection, new 
roads and sidewalks, an upgraded sewer system, a 
more efficient city workforce, expanded parking, bet- 
ter zoning, adequate human services, and the like. 


The new hotel project is important; however, when 
viewed in perspective, I believe it is only a part of what 
we together are working to accomplish on behalf of 
the people of Lansing.

Dear President Belen and Councilmembers: 


In 1981 the City of Lansing entered into the contrac- 
ting for maintenance of the Mall and Downtown En- 
virons, financed in part through an assessment on pro- 
perties receiving benefit. The area encompasses pro- 
perty fronting on the south side of Shiawassee, the 
east side of Capitol and portions of the west side, the 
north side of Lenawee, and the east side of Grand 
Avenue back to Shiawassee. Maintenance includes 
sidewalk sweeping, care of plant material, sidewalk 
snow removal, planter tubs, and a special clean-up 
patrol. 


Each year pursuant to City Council recommenda- 
tion, we have evaluated both the contract and our 
assessment formula. As example, the 1982-83 contract 
is for $127,660.00. As a result of negotiations con- 
ducted by Parks and Recreation and the Purchasing 
Department, and based upon the prior year of ex- 
perience, this contract amount has been reduced to 
$122,506.00 while retaining the same level of service. 


We have evaluated a number of options in the area 
of assessments. Based on staff review, as coordinated 
by Ronald DeMaagd, I am recommending a modifica- 
tion in the formula upon which these assessments have 
been made. The modified formula I am recommen- 
ding is intended to be similar to that used by the City 
of Muskegon for assessing the maintenance costs of 
their enclosed downtown mall. 


The fundamental difference between the assessment 
formula we have previously used, and that 1 am 
recommending is the shift from the use of linear foot 
of sidewalk as the single determinate. The new for- 
mula is based on a variety of factors including the 
linear footage; building height, depth and square 
footage; and location. 


The recommended formula has been preliminarily 
applied to all properties in our maintenance district. It 
is projected that approximately 11] assessments will 
increase, and 77 will decrease. The final assessment 
can, however, only be made by the City Assessor who 
will provide you with a tax roll following Council’s ap- 
tl of the formula upon which that roll will be bas- 
ed. 


I am recommending the City Council take several 
actions. The first is to establish the boundaries of the 
assessment district. No change is recommended to that 
which we are currently using. Secondly, the City 
Council must approve the formula upon which the 
final assessment will be prepared, as well as establish 
the dollar amount to be assessed.

Last Monday | had the pleasure of recommending 
that you accept a hotel proposal from Darin and Arm- 
strong, Inc. The proposal outlines financial and con- 
struction plans for an $18,000,000, 300 room hotel on 
our 100 Block. As you know, | have also received a 
hotel proposal from F & S Development. 


It is the purpose of this letter to outline my rationale 
for recommending the Darin and Armstrong proposal 
rather than the F & S Proposal. 


My recommendation in favor of the Darin and 
Armstrong proposal was based on five general con- 
siderations. 


1. Financial guarantees: Darin and Armstrong has 
made an adequate and binding commitment to finance 
and construct the hotel. The F & S proposal an- 
ticipates a 60 day period in which a financial package 
would be prepared. I believe that F & S has the capaci- 
ty to put together a finance package; however, Darin 
and Armstrong has a workable pack in place. 


Location of the hotel: There are four aspects to this 
part of my rationale: 


a. Council has a long standing policy that stipulates 
the hotel shall be constructed on the 100 Block. As 
you know, the F & S proposal would place the hotel 
on the east side of the Grand River. My recommenda- 
tion is consistent with City Council policy. 


b. After study and reflection, I continue to believe 
your location policy is sound. I believe most con- 
sulting experts and downtown merchants/owners do 
also. 


c. Hotel construction across the river would require 
purchase of four additional land parcels with 
associated building demolition and relocation costs. 
This could potentially be time-consuming, expensive, 
and controversial. 


d. The F & S proposal calls for ownership of the 
proposed Convention Center land. This would be a 
negotiated sale to F & S from the City. I would be very 
reluctant to sell that land for less than the $2,000,000 
our taxpayers spent to purchase it. (Obviously I can- 
not foresee the outcome of such sale negotiations) 


As a brief aside, I want to acknowledge that several 
persons have suggested a so-called compromise regar- 
ding the issue of hotel location. According to this sug- 
gestion, the City would somehow accept and en- 
courage a combination of both proposals. 


This suggestion is not possible for three reasons: 1) 
studies show that there is not sufficient demand for 
two hotels; 2) the City presented certain incentives to 
all interested parties, including UDAG funds as a 
loan; and 3) reworking of such a two-hotel package 
would likely take so long as to jeopardize our UDAG 
Grant. 


3. Performance record: I do not wish to diminish in 
any way the many fine construction accomplishments 
of F & S Messrs. Ferguson and Steadman and their 
employees have made many outstanding contributions 
to Lansing and the region. I know they will continue 
to do so, and I look forward to continuing to work 
closely with them on other projects. 
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Darin and Armstrong is also an outstanding and 
successful firm. It has a diverse record of ac- 
complishment—in Lansing and throughout the coun- 
try. In addition, Darin and Armstrong has proven ex- 
perience in hotel construction (the Michigan Inn, 
which is a Westin Hotel, in Southfield is one example). 


Poxson site: The F & S proposal calls for the firm’s 
negotiated acquisition of the Poxson Building and 
site. This is potentially—particularly with construction 
of a new hotel—a very valuable property. I believe it is 
in the City’s best interest to market this property in- 
dependently of the hotel project. 


5. Convention Center ownership: The F & S pro- 
posal calls for that firm’s ownership of the Conven- 
tion Center, with annual subsidies from the City to 
cover the probable deficits. Again, | believe it is in the 
City’s interest to retain ownership and operating con- 
trol of the Center. 


In conclusion, | want to emphasize again how pleas- 
ed I am that we now have hotel proposals from two 
outstanding firms. And I wish to mention again my 
admiration for the fine work of Mr. Ferguson and his 
associates in building a stronger community. 


In a project of this type, howevether can be only 
one construction firm. I have carefully reviewed both 
proposals. On balance, I believe the one from Darin 
and Armstrong is the stronger of the two. 


] urge your acceptance of the Darin and Armstrong 
proposal. 


1 look forward to working with you to complete this 
important project.

Dear President Belen and 
Members of City Council: 


On April 11, 1983, a claim letter was received from 
Cora E. Johnston regarding damages to her vehicle in 
the 400 block of Isbell as a result of striking a hole at 
408 Isbell. Ms. Johnston’s car received damages to the 
tire, tie rod and exhaust system; no official estimate of 
the damage was submitted. 


Howard G. McCaffery, Director of Public Service, 
has determined that the hole in question was the result 
of a sewer cave-in. The first indication received by 
Public Service of a problem was the police report of 
Ms. Johnston’s accident. Barricades were immediately 
erected and subsequent repairs made in 14 feet of 18 
inch catch basin lead below the road surface. 


Under the statute providing for municipal immunity 
from liability, whether this case is treated as a defec- 
tive highway, or as a sewer claim, the City is not liable 
absent prior knowledge and failure to repiar, MCLA 
691.1402; MSA 3.996(102); MCLA 691.1407 MSA 
3.996(107). In the instant case, it is apparent that the 
City had done patch work in the 400 block of Isbell 
that week. The cave-in was not noticed or reported at 
that time, indicating that the cave-in occurred sud- 
denly—probably shortly before Ms. Johnston’s acci- 
dent. Mr. McCaffery has indicated that this is not at 
all unusual for this type of cave-in. 


It is therefore the recommendation of this office 
that this claim be denied on the basis of governmental 
immunity and lack of proof of negligence on the part 
of the City.

It is with great pleasure that | give you a brief report 
on the events of the U.S. Conference of Mayors’ 
Meeting held in Denver, Colorado on June 13-15. | 
had the honor of representing our great City of Lans- 
ing in Denver for the purpose of voting on the resolu- 
tions that will be forwarded to the President and Con- 
gress. 1 also had the distinct pleasure of receiving 
special recognition for the City, ‘tin recognition of 
outstanding leadership in city volunteerism in 
response to unemployment’’. Thirteen mayors receiv- 
ed these awards. | was proud to be one of them. The 
placque reads as follows: ‘‘The Sixth Annual Mayors’ 
Awards Program, Xerox Corporation and the United 
States Conference of Mayors Award, Special Recogni- 
tion to Lansing for outstanding leadership in citizen 
oo in response to unemployment, June 13, 
1 " 


As your mayor, I received this award in recognition 
of the efforts made by many volunteer organizations 
in our community. They include the Food Bank 
Assistance Committee, which has raised approximate- 
ly $700,000 in eighteen months to help respond to 
food, shelter, and energy needs. Other projects men- 
tioned included the Hannah Technology Research 
Center as a public/private venture in conjunction with 
Michigan State University, and the Tri-County Man- 
power Consortium Youth Employment Project, ex- 
pected to provide 400-800 unsubsidized jobs in the 
private sector this summer. 


We also received special recognition in the 1983 City 
Liveability Awards for the proposed increases in next 
year’s budget for community arts organizations and 
also for the fine work that we have done in Riverfront 
Park and on the Washington Square Mail. 


1 am always pleased to represent Lansing at a con- 
ference of this nature, and this is the first time that | 
have had the pleasure of bringing back special recogni- 
tion on a national level. 1 want to continue our efforts 
in putting Lansing ‘‘on the map”’’. 


Turning now to the resolutions which we passed and 
which will be sent to the President and Congress for 
their consideration, | wish to summarize a few of 
them: 


Resolution 3 calls upon Congress to authorize the 
CDBG and UDAG Programs without delay, at least 
for an additional three years with funding levels not 
less than $4.5 billion for CDBG and $500 million for 
UDAG in 1984. The Conference of Mayors believes 
that the principal purpose of the programs should be 
the undertaking of a variety of activities for the 
benefit of low and moderate income persons. 


Resolution 6 urges the Congress and Administration 
to enact legislation to provide long term direct funding 
to assist in the repair, renovation, and replacement of 
our urban infrastructure. It recommends a direct 
federal-city funding relationship with broad latitude at 
the local level to determine priorities and to allocate 
funds. It further recommends a multi-year authoriza- 
tion to ensure continuity of funding. 


Resolution 7 supports increases in funding for 
Hazardous Waste Programs and urges that a portion 
of those funds be set aside for assistance to local 
governments for hazardous waste management plan- 
ning and innovative projects. 
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Resolution 8 supports the enactment of a one year 
moratorium on the imposition of sanctions for cities 
which have made a ‘‘good faith effort”’ in meeting the 
Clean Air Act standards, but have not yet met the re- 
quirements. 


Resolution 9 opposes deregulation of old natural 
gas and supports marketing base pricing for newly 
discovered gas. 


_. Resolution 11 calls for additional funding of essen- 
tial research into the causes and cures of Acquired Im- 
mune Deficiency Syndrome (AIDS). 


Resolution 16 calls for the retention of the Depart- 
ment of Education. There should be increased atten- 
tion on the new demands of high technology along 
with a renewal of dedication to the provision of basic 
skills. 


Resolution 17 supports enactment of a program to 
meet emergency food and shelter needs until 
unemployment declines and the current demand sub- 
sides. It further asks that Congress ensure that surplus 
commodities, available through the U.S. Department 
of Agriculture, be distributed to local governments 
and organizations who are providing assistance to 
those in need. ; 


Resolution 19 urges the Congress to provide full 
funding for public transportation capital and 
operating assistance, interstate transfer, highway, 
bridge and highway safety programs under the Surface 
Transportation Assistance Act of 1982 for Fiscal 
Years 1984 through 1986. 


Resolution 20 relates to federal cable television 
legislation. The U.S. Conference of Mayors is very 
upset with legislation passed by the Senate and hopes 
to be able to influence that U.S. House of Represen- 
tatives to move in another direction. 


Resolution 22 urges the Administration and Con- 
gress to enact an amendment to the 1982 legislation to 
provide for local involvement in excluding tandem 
trailer trucks from unsafe interstate highways. 


In Resolution 24 the U.S. Conference of Mayors 
again urges the enactment of legislation to implement 
an enterprise zone concept within our cities. 


In Resolution 27 the Conference of Mayors calls 
upon Congress to reauthorize the revenue sharing pro- 
gram on an entitlement basis for a period of five years, 
with an increase of at least 16 percent in the local 
share, as proposed by the House Bill. Further, we sup- 
ported the enactment of legislation to accelerate the 
payment of Revenue Sharing at the beginning instead 
of at the end of the quarter as was originally intended. 


Resolution 29 caused the most debate. The U.S. 
Conference of Mayors calls upon the Administration 
and Congress ‘‘to restrain the precipitious buildup in 
the military budget’’ and ‘‘calls upon the Congress to 
make more federal funds available for domestic pro- 
grams that will strengthen the nation’s économy, 
reduce unemployment, improve health care and en- 
sure a decent quality of life for all citizens’’. It further 
calls upon Congress to postpone the third year of the 
tax cut, in order to reduce further federal deficits, and 
to make additional funds available for domestic 
needs. 


Resolution 32 calls for legislatio- ensuring equal 
treament of men and women in pension and insurance 
systems and calls for cities to undertaken a review of 
their own pension and insurance plans so to eliminate 
any sex-based differences. 


Resolution 33 calls upon the Congress and the 50 
States to adopt legislation to improve the education 
and training of low skilled and unemployed workers 
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for the technological jobs of the future. Additionally, 
we call upon the cities to take steps on their own to en- 
courage the location of high tech firms and jobs in 
their cities and the matchup of those jobs with under- 
skilled and disadvantaged workers. 


Resolution 39 the U.S. Conference of Mayors calls 
on all people and organizations from all sectors, to 
join and celebrate Thanksgiving 1983 as the ‘‘First 
Day Without Hunger’’ in a nationwide ‘‘All of US 
Family Supper’’. 


Resolution 40 supports partnerships between local 
governments and urban public colleges and universites 
in seeking solutions to urban problems. 


Obviously there were several more resolutions 
passed, and obviously the resolutions were much more 
lengthy. I merely attempted to summarize a few that 
pertain to the City of Lansing. 


1 think it was a very worthwhile conference, and 1 
believe it is very important that the City of Lansing be 
active in the U.S. Conference of Mayors and the Na- 
tional League of Cities, the two strongest lobbying 
organizations for cities in Washington, D.C.

SUBJECT: Interim Report on the City’s Financial 
Condition 


The attached financial reports represent the result 
of operation and financial condition for the eleven 
months ended May 31, 1983. These statements are the 
last of the interim financial reports for FY 83. The 
next set of statements to be submitted to the Mayor 
and City Council for FY 83 will be the annual report 
prepared by the Office of the Controller. This report 
will be audited by an independent Certified Public Ac- 
countant (CPA). The charter provides for this audit to 
be completed by October 15, 1983. This length of time 
is needed to permit the books to be properly closed 
and to allow the CPA time to adequately test account 
balances and transactions in a manner he deems 
necessary to render his opinion on the City’s financial 
statements. During this period of time, the City’s 
financial position will be monitored very closely and 
should | become aware of changes in economic condi- 
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tions, | will immediately provide the Mayor and 
members of Council with an update report that 
assesses the impact of these changes on the City’s 
financial position. 


A review of the revenue accounts indicates that 
revenue collections are in-line with earlier projections 
given to the Mayor and members of the City Council. 
However, I feel that two account categoeies warrant 
further comment. 


First, investment income for the fourth quarter of 
FY 83 will be recorded in the month of June. 
However, | would like to point out that through the 
first three quarters of FY 83 the City’s annualized rate 
of return was 11.3%. One only has to look at the six 
month investment rates posted by the local banks to 
see an indication that our past investment strategy is 
returning a higher yield than these current market 
rates. Consequently, | will continue to monitor the 
relationship between the short and long term yield 
curves and make the appropriate adjustments to the 
City’s investment portfolio to ensure that the City 
continues to earn the highest return possible while 
maintaining a prudent financial investment strategy. 


Second, as the Governor promised the City received 
in May a $466,955 installment payment on previously 
delayed State Shared Revenues. The Governor has 
promised and the City expects to receive another 
$1,456,501 in State Shared Revenue payments in June. 
These payments are consistent with earlier forecast 
that were included in the Mayor’s budget message. 


In May, | informed you that the City would receive 
a check from Blue Cross/Blue Shield for approximate- 
ly $200,000. 1 have been informed by the Director of 
Personnel that Blue Cross/Blue Shield will issue a 
check for $241,000 within the next couple days. These 
funds were included as part of the available fund 
balance used in adopting this year’s budget. 


1 have analyzed the budget expenditures through the 
first eleven months of FY 83. As part of this analysis, I 
looked for anything that might indicate a need for 
change in the current financial forecast. Based on the 
data I presently have, it appears that the rate of expen- 
diture is consistent with my earlier projections and 
there appears to be no need to change my earlier 
forecast. 


In conclusion, 1 would like to draw your attention 
to the projected column on the ananlysis of fund 
balance page of the attached reports. The ending un- 
committed fund balance of $621,193 reflects my best 
estimate of what the City’s financial position will be at 
June 30, 1983. As | have stated all along, this estimate 
should be within a range of + $500,000 or stated dif- 
ferently the ending uncommitted fund balance should 
range between a low of $121,193 to a high of $1,121, 
193. 1 would like to point out that this estimate takes 
into consideration the lapsing of residual funds from 
the various departmental budgets. Therefore, I would 
recommend at this point that any request for the use 
of residual funds for previously unapproved and un- 
budgeted items be looked at in this context. it should 
be noted that each expenditure that is approved from 
residual funds will result in the City’s financial posi- 
tion coming in at the lower end range estimate or 
worse. 


Finally, as | stated earlier | will monitor this situa- 
tion closely and notify each of you of any material 
changes.

RE: Redemption of liability in Workers’ Compensa- 
tion disability matter entitled Clarence Peterson 
v City of Lansing 


Dear President Belen 
and City Council Members: 


In accordance with Article IV, Chapter III, §4-304.7 
of the Lansing City Charter, this office hereby re- 
quests your authorization to settle the above caption- 
ed matter by redeeming the City’s liability for the sum 
of $7,000.00. 


Mr. Peterson began employment in the Fire Depart- 
ment on February I, 1946 and ended his employment 
with the City on April 9, 1982 when he took an age 
and service retirement. Mr. Peterson contends that in 
May of 1981 he suffered a heart attack which was 
caused by the disease of arteriosclerosis which he in 
turn contends was caused by the stress and exposure to 
carbon monoxide at his work. As a result, Mr. Peter- 
son filed a workers’ compensation petition and Blue 
Cross-Blue Shield filed a lien for the hospital costs in- 
volved in the 1981 heart attack in the amount of 
$24,082.16. 


Two physicians were deposed in this matter: One 
physician concluded that Mr. Peterson’s occupational 
stresses and carbon monoxide exposure played an ag- 
gravating role in his coronary arteriosclerosis. The Ci- 
ty’s physician determined that indeed Mr. Peterson 
did have cariovascular disease and that this was the 
cause of the 1981 heart attack. The City’s physician, 
however, also indicated that Mr. Peterson was no 
longer disabled to perform the duties of a firefighter. 


As a result of the two depositions, this case went to 
trial. At the conclusion of plaintiffs proofs, discus- 
sion of settlement was had and a tentative agreement 
with plaintiff to redeem this matter for the sum of 
$7,000.00 was reached. This includes settlement of the 
$24,082.16 Blue Cross lien filed in this matter. 


Because of the potential exposure in this case in that 
persons with atherosclerotic heart disease are more 
likely than those without to have heart attacks in 
which event the City would be liable, upon an adverse 
finding by the administrative law judge for all medical 
expenses incurred if Mr. Peterson had a subsequent 
heart attack and because of the presumption created 
by State statute concerning firefighters that such 
diseases are caused by work, it is the recommendation 
of this office that this matter be redeemed for the 
amount of $7,000.00.

On April 4, 1983 Mr. Jonathan Watts submitted a 
claim to the City in the amount of $855.97 for ex- 
penses incurred as a result of a sewer blockage at clai- 
mant’s residence at [801 West Main Street on March 
25, 1983. The amount of this claim represents cleaning 
supplies used and equipment damaged by claimant in 
his attempt to unplug the sewer and two invoices for 
private sewer cleaning services. 


Information provided by the Public Service Depart- 
ment indicates that the first notification that the City 
received regarding a sewer problem at 1801 W. Main 
Street was on March 18, 1983. On that date, a Public 
Service work crew was dispatched to 1801 W. Main 
Stret, checked the main sewer line, and found no pro- 
blem. That same day, a Public Service work crew 
responded to another call at 1801 W. Main Street and 
reexamined the main sewer line, again finding no pro- 
blem. On March 21, 1983 Public Service work crews 
responded a third time and checked two nearby main 
sewer lines, without finding a problem. 


Subsequently, Mr. Watts attempted to repair his 
sewer himself and then contacted a private sewer ser- 
vice which dug up the homeowner’s portion of the 
sewer and found the problem to be a faulty connection 
of the WYE joint which connects the homeowner por- 
tion of the sewer to the main sewer line. WYE joints 
are installed by the City but are considered to be in the 
homeowner’s portion of the sewer line. MCLA 
691.1407; MSA 3.996(107) immunizes municipalities 
from tort liability where the municipality is engaged in 
the exercise and discharge of a governmental function. 
Several recent court opinions have held that the opera- 
tion of a sewer system is such a function; David v 
CiDetroit, 98 Mich App 705 &1980); Scott v City of 
Detroit, 107 Mich App 194 (1981); but of. Metts v 
Village of Fowlerville, 119 Mich App 76 (1982). 


Based upon the above facts and the statutory grant 
of immunity in such cases, it is the recommendation of 
this office that Mr. Watts’ claim should be denied.

Whereas, on November 22, 1982, the City Council 
amended Chapter 24A of the City Code of Ordinances 
regarding the Downtown Mall and Environs, 
establishing a Mall Advisory Board; and 


Whereas, the Mall Advisory Board was charged 
with the task of recommending procedures and 
policies that would allow vending and entertainment 
on the mail and central business district; and 


Whereas, the Board has met with the Administra- 
tion regularly since members’ appointments in March 
1983, and has developed a comprehensive recommen- 
dation of policies and procedures covering food and 
flower vendors, entertainment, and group-sponsored 
events; and 


Whereas, the Mayor has endorsed the Board’s 
recommendations; and 


Whereas, the Committe on Public Properties and 
Safety made some small changes to the recommenda- 
tion to clarify restrictions on vendors and locations, 
and the Board and the Mayor have agreed with these 
changes; 


Now, Therefore, Be It Resolved the Lansing City 
Council hereby approves the attached recommenda- 
tions from the Mall Advisory Board regarding 
Downtown Mall Activity Permit Procedures; and 


Be It Further Resolved the Board is commended for 
its efforts and requested to continue to develop recom- 
mendations on expanded mall activities. 
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DOWNTOWN MALL ACTIVITY PERMIT 
PROCEDURES 


In determining vendor policies and procedures, it is 
our intent to increase the number of people using 
downtown Lansing facilities by making the Mall more 
convenient, enjoyable, entertaining, comfortable and 
pleasant. 


To that end, we recommend that the following 
policies be adopted pertaining to food vendors, flower 
vendors and entertainers: 


VENDORS (food and flower) 


1. There will be designated areas for vendor sales. 
Vendors are restricted to only those areas that they 
have applied and been approved for. Permits will be 
issued bearing specific identification of the location at 
which the vending activity may occur. 


2. To receive a City of Lansing permit, the vendor 
must apply with the Parks and Recreation Depart- 
ment. At the time the application is submitted, the 
vendor must provide documentation, proving he has 
complied with and obtained all necessary permits and 
licenses from all applicable units of government 
necessary to the activity, and insurance for such occur- 
rences and parties, and in such amounts as the Depart- 
ment may require. 


3. Along with the application fee, an annual fee will 
be assessed. The proceeds from those fees will go into 
the Mall Maintenance Fund. Any business owner who 
already pays a downtown maintenance assessment 
may sell food or flowers on the Mall with a permit but 
at no charge. Otherwise, the annual application fee for 
food vendors will be $120 per unit per space assign- 
ment, plus $100 per month or any part of each month 
in which they desire to operate. Flower vendors will be 
assessed an annual $60 fee per unit and with monthly 
fee of $50. The annual application fees of $120 and 
$650 would increase if an auction is required due to ex- 
cess demand for the number of spaces available or for 
any particular location. 


4. The application for registration will be reviewed 
by the Parks and Recreation Department and then 
submitted to the Washington Mall Advisory Baord for 
approval. Should an applicant be refused a permit, 
they may appeal to the City Council. 


5. Vendors with a permit must vend from a fixed, 
designated location. 


6. The allotted space pervendor is 4 feet by 6 feet. 


7. Once the application has been approved and a 
permit issued, the vendor must prominently display 
the permit and all other licenses at their location. 


8. Vendors may not locate closer than the width of 
the road right-of-way across from, or within one hun- 
dred (100) linear feet (measured from the center of the 
primary entrance/exit door), from an establishment 
that sells similar items, unless prior approval from the 
establishment is obtained in writing. 


9. Permits issued to vendors will be limited to one 
(1) per entity. 


10. If the vendor’s permit is not used for a period of 
thirty (30) days, it shall be considered forfeited. 


11. If the vendor does not comply with the above re- 
quirements, the permit may be revoked and the ven- 
dor will not be allowed to resume activity until the 
Mall Advisory Board gives permission. In no event 
will any fees paid by the vendor be refunded. 


12. The Washington Mall Advisory Board may 
waive or modify any of the foregoing requirements in 
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any specific instance which indicates, in the discretion 
of the Board, that the waiver or modification is ap- 
propriate. 


ENTERTAINERS 


1. Application shall be made to the Parks and 
Recreation Department, which may issue a permit 
without, but subject to, Mall Advisory Board review 
and action. An annual fee of $1 will be assessed for a 
permit to perform on the Mall. This fee pertains to 
either individuals or groups. 


2. Entertainers with permits may locate anywhere 
within the Mall environs so long as their location or 
activities do not interfere with the orderly flow of 
vehicular or pedestrian traffic and so long as no objec- 
tion is made by adjacent businesses who are affected 
by the entertainment activity. 


GROUP SPONSORED EVENTS 


1. In the event that a group or organization desires 
to present a show, festival or other activity on the Mall 
and its environs, the group must: 


a. Apply for permission to conduct the event with 
the Parks and Recreation Department. The applica- 
tion (and permit, if issued) shall specify the area of the 
Mall proposed to be used. All activities associated 
with the event must take place within the designated 
area. 


b. Along with the application, provide documenta- 
tion proving that adequate insurance arrangements 
have been made. 


2. 1f food, flower vendors or entertainers are part of 
the activity, they will not be required to get individual 
permits. The sponsoring group will be responsible for 
ensuring that all permits, licenses and Health Depart- 
ment criteria are met. A permit issued to the event 
sponsor will grant Mall activitiy privileges to such in- 
dividual vendors or entertainers only for the duration 
of the event. 


3. The request for permit will be reviewed by the 
Department and submitted to the Mall Advisory 
Board for final approval. Should the request be 
denied, the sponsoring group may appeal to the City 
Council. i 


Exception: The City Hall Plaza is excluded as a 
location for any of the above provisions in accordance 
with City Charter Section 4-102.7. 


Requests for Permits by Non-Profit Organizations: 
Requests for long-term vending permits received from 
non-profit organizations shall be handled in the same 
manner as those received from for-profit vendors. Re- 
quests for permission to conduct short-term fund- 
raising activities shall be evaluated on an individual 
basis.

On June 9, 1983, the Human Relations Advisory 
Board approved the report of the Employment Sub- 
committee and request that the following recommen- 
dations be submitted: 


1) That increased efforts be made to speed up the 
recruitment and hiring of Blacks and Hispanics 
throughout the city government. workforce, especially 
of the latter group. 


Rationale—Based on the review of the 1982 
Municipal Employment Survey of February 11, 1983, 
and the ‘‘Affirmative Action Quarterly Report” of 
April 21, 1983, it is evident that Blacks and Hispanics, 
particularly the latter, are seriously underrepresented 
in most departments of city government. While Blacks 
comprised 13.94% of the city population in 1980, in 
1982 they represented only 8.39% of all city 
employees. Hispanics in 1980 constituted 6.32% of ci- 
ty residents but only 2.87% of the city workforce in 
1982. In fact, both in absolute numbers and propor- 
tionally, Hispanics have decreased their representation 
in the City workforce from 47 employees or 3.20% in 
1980 to 39 or 2.87% in 1982. While Black representa- 
tion has increased proportionally, their absolute 
numbers have remained at approximately the same 
level over the past three years (114 in 1982). 


2) That promotional opportunities be increased for 
Black and Hispanic employees in all classifications 
and, where necessary, negotiate accordingly with col- 
lective bargaining units, so that timetables and promo- 
tional goals are established for all classifications. 


Rationale—The ‘‘Quarterly Affirmative Action 
Report”’ clearly shows a disporportionate representa- 
tion of Blacks and Hispanics at the lower levels of all 
city employees classifications, and correspondingly, 
almost nill representation at the higher levels. For in- 
stance, as of March 31, 1983, not a single Hispanic 
was above the 35 level in the Hay Classification 
(range: 21-44, EP) and only two Blacks were above 
this level, both at the EP level; the bulk of Blacks and 
Hispanics are in the lowest levels, (21-29). In the 
L.I.E.U. Classification (hourly), with a range of I-IVB 
or eleven levels, not one female or minority employee 
is at the top level; and, again, the vast majority of 
Blacks and Hispanics occupy positions at the lower 
half of the scale (levels I to IIB). Even though the Fire 
Department and the Police Department have adopted 
individual affirmative action plans in 1975 and 1974 
respectively, representation of Blacks and Hispanics 
within these departments remains relatively low com- 
pared to the city’s population. 1) Fire Depart- 
ment—only 2.14% of its sworn workforce is Hispanic 
and 5.13% is Black. All the Hispanics are at the lowest 
level of the six-step classification, while no Blacks are 
found above level III which reflects the seniority fac- 
tors used in promotions, 2) Police Department—only 
2.13% and 5.11% of its sworn workforce is Hispanic 
and Black respectively. Moreover, the Police Depart- 
ment has only one minority and Asian/Pacific 
Islander male above the rank of Police Officer I 
among its sworn personnel. This again, as with the 
Fire Department, reflects the use of seniority as a fac- 
tor in promotions. In November, 1974, there are 11 
minority sworn personnel (5 Blacks, 4 Hispanics, | 
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American Indian, and | Asian/Pacific Islander). As of 
March 31, 1983, there were 22 minority sworn person- 
nel (12 Blacks, 5 Hispanics, 4 American Indians, and 1 
Asian/Pacific Islander). 


It should be noted that although the Police and Fire 
Departments have been highlighted here, it is simply 
because of the format of the ‘Quarterly Affirmative 
Action Report’”’ and does not necessarily imply a more 
or less favorable record than other departments. Other 
departments (Finance, Public Service, Parks) also 
show a relative underutilization and underrepresenta- 
tion of minorities in upper level positions. The Police 
and Fire Departments represent two of the larger 
departments of the City and because of their high 
visibility in providing services in the community their 
progress or lack of progress in the employment and 
promotion of minorities are the most notable to the 
citizens of Lansing. 


3) That each department showing lower average 
representation and its workforce than the percentage 
of Blacks, Hispanic, American Indian, Asian/Pacific 
Islander, and women in the 1980 census of the city 
population establish numerical goals and reasonable 
timelines to reach those goals with the sanction of the 
Mayor and City Council. 


Rationale—Currently, only city government-wide 
goals exist. Thus, overconcentration of minority 
employees occurs in some departments and in the 
lower levels, while others show almost no representa- 
tion of Blacks, Hispanics, women and other minority 
groups. Failure to remediate this pattern may lead to 
the institutionalization of minority overrepresentation 
in lower responsibility and lower pay positions, and 
their systematic exclusion from higher level positions 
in key public service departments, such as Police and 
Fire. 


A final observation: When compared to the 
preceding year, the hiring record of 1981-1982 fiscal 
year clearly contradicts the affirmative action plan 
adopted by the City on November 13, 1972. Of 46 new 
hires in 1981-82, only 19.57% of nine (9) positions 
were occupied by minorities, whereas in 1980-81 of 92 
position 20 or 21.74% went to minorities. Therefore, 
there was a real regression in the city’s efforts to 
upgrade the status of minorities in its workforce.

Dear President Belen and 
Members of City Council: 


On May 10, 1983 at claim was referred to the City 
Council on behalf of Mr. and Mrs. Chet Ostaszewski 
in the amount of $133.60 for expenses incurred as a 
result of damages sustained when their vehicle struck 
what claimants describe as a ‘‘large bump”’ on a city 
Street. The amount of this claim represents the amount 
of a service charge for parts and labor for both damag- 
ed and non-damaged components on claimants’ vehi- 
cle. 


Claimants allege that on January 1, 1983 they were 
driving on Logan Street when, at a location three to 
four blocks prior to the intersection of Norman Street, 
their vehicle struck a “large bump in the road’’. 
Claimants were unaware at that time any damage had 
been done to their vehicle. Later they discovered a 
broken spring on their vehicle and had it and another 
spring which was not damaged, replaced for $133.60. 


Information provided by the Public Service Depart- 
ment reveals that the location claimants describe must 
have been on Cedar Street, not Logan Street, which 
would place the location of the alleged incident in the 
2000 to 2200 block of South Cedar Street. According 
to Public Service Department records, a complaint of 
a cave-in of the roadway in the 2000 block of South 
Cedar Street was received on December 28, 1982. 
Public Service work crews responded that same day 
and made a utility cut at the location to discover 
whether the situation had been caused by a problem in 
the sewer line. Finding nothing wrong, the site of the 
utility cut was replaced with gravel and topped with 
asphalt. On January 2, 1983, the Lansing Police 
Department notified Public Service that the utility cut 
made in the 2000 block of South Cedar Street had 
sunken. Public Service work crews responded and 
repaired the utility cut that same day. 


The statutory requirement for finding a municipali- 
ty liable for defective roadways is found in MCLA 
691.1403; MSA 3.996(103): 


> 


( 
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“No governmental agency is liable for injuries or 
damage caused by defective highways when the 
governmental agency knew, or in the exercise of 
reasonable diligence, should have known, of the 
existence of the defect and had a reasonable time 
to repair the defect before the injury took place.” 


Applying the aforementioned statutory provi- 
sion to the facts represented by this claim, the City 
of Lansing had no prior notice of any defect with 
the utility cut made at this location on the date in 
question. in addition, in review, this office notes 
that claimants waited almost five months before 
they did provide notice of the incident. Therefore, 
it is the recommendation of this office that this 
claim be denied on the basis of governmental im- 
munity.

The amount 
of this claim represents a March, 1982 invoice from 
Lansing Mercy Ambulance Service, Inc. 


Claimant alleges that on March 12, 1982, she was in- 
volved in a ‘“‘life threatening medical situation’? and 
was enroute to a hospital in St. Johns, Michigan. 
While enroute claimant’s vehicle was stopped by a 
DeWitt Township police officer for excessive speed. 
Claimant alleges that this officer refused to escort clai- 
mant to the hospital and insisted upon calling an am- 
bulance for claimant. Claimant further alleges that she 
protested the officer calling for an ambulance, but 
nevertheless took the ambulance’s transportation ser- 
vice to St. Johns. Claimant now requests the City of 
Lansing to pay for this ambulance service. 


In review, this office notes that claimant is not 
claiming that she requested ambulance service from 
the City of Lansing and upon refusal incurred costs 
from a private ambulance service, nor is she alleging 
that some official or agent of the City of Lansing 
“*forced’’ her to incur these expenses. From the facts 
claimant alleges there appears to be absolutely no 
nexus between this incident and the City of Lansing. 
Based upon the facts claimant alleges, it appears that 
the City of Lansing is not liable for these ambulance 
service expenses. 


Based upon the foregoing, it is the recommendation 
of this office that this claim be denied.

On March 21, 1983, the Police Command Post, a 
large motorhome type vehicle was stopped at the in- 
tersection of West Miller Road and South Logan 
Street. In and effort to avoid being struck be a vehicle 
sliding backward directly in front of him, the driver 
backed the motorhome approximately two to four feet 
after checking his rearview mirror. The claimant’s 
vehicle had stopped immediately behind the motor- 
home but due to its proximity and size was not visible 
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in the rearview mirror of the motorhome. Conse- 
quently, claimant’s vehicle was struck by the Citiy 
vehicle and the upper portion of the front grill area of 
claimant’s vehicle was damaged. 


Although generally a municipality is immune from 
tort liability, a municipality can be held liable for 
bodily injury and property damage resulting from the 
negligent operation of a motor vehicle which the 
municipaltiy owns. MCLA 691.1405; MSA 
3.996(105). However, the Michigan No Fault law, 
MCLA 500.3135, limits the tort liability of an owner 
of a motor vehicle to $400 for motor vehicles to the ex- 
tent the damages are not covered by insurance. Clai- 
mant, although insured by AAA at the time of the ac- 
cident, had no collision coverage for her vehicle. 


Therefore, based upon the foregoing statute and the 
likelihood that negligence would be established on the 
part of the City employee, it is the recommendation of 
this office that Ms. Herrmann’s claim in the amount 
of the statutory limit of $400 be paid.

257.252d(1)(d), Lansing Police Department officers 
arranged to have the vehicle in question removed to a 
place of safekeeping at the expense of the owner of the 
vehicle. 


The fact that the vehilcle was not ultimately deter- 
mined to be stolen, does not relieve the owner of his 
statutory responsiblity to pay for the towing and 
storage fees.

David A. Berridge, the City’s Transportation 
Engineer, has advised this office of the following 
facts: All entrances to the Grand Parking Ramp are 
posted with height clearance of 6'7", with the excep- 
tion of the Grand Avenue entrance. The Grand 
Avenue entrance is not posted with this information, 
because a portion of the ground level at that entrance 
provides for vehicles over 6/7”. Where overheight 
parking is allowed, appropriate signs are posted in the 
spaces for overheight vehicles. As soon as a vehicle ap- 
proaches the up ramp from the Grand Avenue en- 
trance, however, there are signs indicating a 6'7” 
clearance. These signs are in 6” letters, and are clearly 
visible to drivers before they use the up ramp. 


Although the operation of parking facilities may be 
a proprietary function, there appears to be no 
negligence by the City in this instance since drivers are 
advised of the height restrictions in this ramp. There- 
fore, it is the recommendation of this office that this 
claim should be denied.

pursuant to the authority vested in the City of Lansing

This code provides regulations for the erection, con- 
struction, enlargement, alteration, repair, removal, 
demolition, conversion, occupancy, equipment, use, 
height, area and maintenance of all buildings and/or 
structures in the City of Lansing; providing for the is- 
suance of permits; providing penalties for violation of 
such code; and each and all of the regulations, provi- 
sions, penalties, conditions and terms thereof shall be 
deemed adopted and made a part hereof by the 
reference as if fully set out in this chapter. 


This ordinance shall become effective ninety (90) 
days after the date of passage.

Section 3304. (C) Exception 2 is hereby amended to 
read as follows: 


2. Exit doors from individual dwelling units and 
guest rooms of Group R occupancies having an 
occupant load of 10) or less may be provided with 
a night latch, dead bolt or security chain, provided 
such devices are openable from the inside without 
the use of a key or tool and mounted at a height 
not to exceed 48 inches above the finished floor. 
Owners of owner-occupied residences may install, 
or have installed, double-cylinder dead bolt securi- 
ty locks (i.e., locks which require a key to move 
the dead bolt both outside and inside) on exit 
doors at their discretion. See note below. 


NOTE: The City of Lansing Fire Marshal strongly 
recommends against the installation of double- 
cylinder locks due to the danger of entrapment in 
a fire or other emergency. Owner-occupants who 
install such locks by choice must bear responsibli- 
ty for instruction of all occupants in emergency 
exit procedures, and it is recommended that the 
inside key remain in the lock when the residence is 
occupied. The City of Lansing assumed no liabili- 
ty arising from any property owner’s discretionary 
use of double-cylinder security locks.

ORDINANCE NO. 647 
Chapter 9—Building Code 


An Ordinance of the City of Lansing, providing 
that the Code of Ordinances, City of Lansing, 
Michigan, be amended by adding sections to be 
numbered 9-3 and 9-4. 


Section 9-3. Amendments to Uniform Building Code 


The Uniform Building Code adopted by Section 9-2 
of this Chapter is hereby changed, altered or amended 
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to read as follows: 


Section 103. Scope., is hereby amended by adding a 
new paragraph: 


Where sections of this code specify materials and 
methods of construction inconsistent with Section 
316, ‘‘Provisions for Barrier Free Design’’ of the State 
of Michigan Construction Code, Section 316 shall 
govern. 


Section 201. Creation of Enforcing Agency., is 
hereby deleted and a new section added as follows: 


Division of Building Safety Created. There is hereby 
created a building safety division which shall be under 
administrative and operational control of the director 
of building safety. The division shall consist of direc- 
tor and such other employees as may be necessary to 
carry out the work of the building safety division. 


They shall perform such duties as shall be prescribed - 


by the director and shall devote their entire time to 
work of the city. Neither the director nor any 
employee of the division shall be engaged in any 
private business pertaining to the planning or erection 
of buildings. 


Section 203. Unsafe Buildings or Structures., is 
hereby deleted and a new section added as follows: 


Unsafe Buildings and Structures: 
aminer, Creation Duties, Powers. 


Hearing Ex- 


a. General. It is unlawful for any owner or agent 
hereof to keep or maintain any unsafe or dangerous 
building. ‘‘Unsafe or dangerous building,’’ means any 
building which has any of the defects or is in any of 
the conditions hereinafter described: 


(1) Whenever any door, aisle, passageway, stairway 
or other means of exit does not conform to the fire 
codes applicable to Lansing and the Lansing Uniform 
Building Code. 


(2) Whenever any portion has been damaged by 
wind, flood, or any other cause in such a manner that 
the structural strength or stability is appreciably less 
than it was before such catastrophe and is less than the 
minimum requirements of the Lansing Uniform Build- 
ing Code for a new building or similar structure, pur- 
pose or location. 


(3) Whenever any portion or member or ap- 
purtenance is likely to fall or become detached or 
dislodged, or to collapse and thereby injure persons or 
damage property. 


(4) Whenever any portion has settled to such an ex- 
tent that walls or other structural portions have 
materially less resistance to winds than is required in 
case of new construction. 


(5) Whenever the building or structure or any part, 
because of dilapidation, deterioration, decay, faulty 
construction, or because of the removal or movement 
of some portion of the ground necessary for the pur- 
pose of supporting such building or portion thereof, 
or for other reason, is likely to partially or completely 
collapse, or some portion of the foundation or under- 
pinning is likely to fall or give way. 


(6) Whenever for any reason whatsoever the 
building or structure or any portion is manifestly un- 
safe for the purpose for which it is used. 


(7) Whenever the building or structure has been so 
damaged by fire, wind or flood, or has become 
dilapidated or deteriorated as to become an attractive 
nuisance to children who might play therein to their 
danger, or as to afford a harbor for vagrants, 
criminals, or immoral persons, or as to enable persons 
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to resort thereto for the purpose of committing a 
nuisance or unlawful or immoral acts. 


(8) Whenever a building or structure, used or in- 
tended to be used for dwelling purposes, because of 
dilapidation, decay, damage or faulty construction or 
arrangement or otherwise is unsanitary or unfit for 
habitation or is in a condition that is likely to cause 
sickness or disease when so determined by the health 
officer, or is likely to work injury to the health, safety, 
or general welfare of this living within. 


(9) Whenever any building becomes vacant, dilap- 
idated and open at door or window, leaving the in- 
terior of the building exposed to the elements or ac- 
cessible to entrance by trespassers. 


B. Vacation. If the building or structure is in such 
conditions as to make it immediately dangerous to the 
life, limb, property or safety of the public or the oc- 
cupants, it shall be ordered to be vacated. 


A sign shall be posted at or upon each exit of the 
building and shall be in substantially the following 
form: 


DO NOT ENTER 

UNSAFE TO OCCUPY 

It is a misdemeanor to occupy 
this building, or to remove 
or deface this notice. 
Building Safety Division 
Department of Planning & Municipal 
Development, City of Lansing 
483-4355 


No person shall remain in or enter any building 
which has been so posted, except that entry may be 
made to repair, demolish or remove such building 
under permit. No person shall remove or deface any 
such notice after it is posted until (1) the required 
repairs, demolition, or removal have been completed, 
(2) the director has given written permission that the 
sign be removed, and (3) a certificate of occupancy, if 
applicable, has been issued pursuant to the provisions 
of the Uniform Building Code. Any person violating 
this subsection shall be guilty of a misdemeanor. 


C. Recordation of Unsafe or Dangerous Condition. 
When the director or an authorized representative has 
determined that a building is unsafe or dangerous, 
he/she shall file in the office of the registrar of deeds, 
a notice describing the property and certifying that the 
building is an unsafe or dangerous building, and that 
the owner has been so notified. 


Whenever the corrections ordered shall thereafter 
have been completed or the building demolished so 
that it no longer exists as an unsafe or dangerous 
building on the property described in the notice, the 
director or an authorized representative shall file a 
new notice with the registrar of deeds certifying the 
building has been demolished or all required correc- 
tions have been made so that the building is no longer 
unsafe or dangerous. 


D. Notice. 


(1) When the whole or any part of any building or 
structure is found to be in a dangerous or unsafe con- 
dition, the director or an authorized representative 
shall issue a notice of the dangerous and unsafe condi- 
tion. 


(2) Such notice shall be directed to the owner, agent 
or lessee registered with the Building Safety Division. 
If no owner, agent or lessee has been registered, then 
the notice shall be directed to each owner of or party 
in interest in the building in whose name the property 
appears on the last local tax assessment records. 
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(3) The notice shall specify the time and place of a 
hearing on the condition of the building or structure at 
which time and place the person to whom the notice is 
directed shall have the opportunity to show cause why 
the building or structure should not be ordered to be 
demolished or otherwise made safe. 


(4) All notices shall be in writing and shall be served 
upon the person to whom they are directed personally, 
or in lieu of personal service may be mailed by cer- 
tified mail, return receipt requested, addressed to such 
owner or party in interest at the addresss shown on the 
tax records, at least ten (10) days before the date of the 
hearing described in the notice. If any person to whom 
a notice is directed is not personally served, in addition 
to mailing the notice, a copy thereof shall be posted 
upon conspicuous part of the building or structure. 


E. Hearing and Costs. 


(1) The mayor shall appoint two (2) or more hearing 
officers who shall not be employees of the City of 
Lansing, one of whom shall be a registered engineer. 
There shall be a minimum of one (1) hearing per 
month unless there is no business to conduct. 


(2) The hearing officer shall take testimony of the 
director and/or an authorized representative, the 
owner of the property and any interested party. The 
hearing officer shall render a decision either closing 
the proceedings or ordering the building to be 
demolished or otherwise made safe. 


(3) If it is determined by the hearing officer that the 
building or structure should be demolished or other- 
wise made safe, he/she shall so order, fixing a time in 
the order for the owner, agent or lessee to comply 
therewith. 


(4) If the owner, agent, or lessee fails to appear or 
fails to act within two weeks from the date of the hear- 
ing, the hearing officer hall file a report of his/her 
findings and a copy of this order with the city council 
and request that the necessary action be taken to 
demolish or otherwise make safe the building or struc- 
ture. A copy of the findings and order of the hearing 
officer shall be served upon the owner, agent or lessee 
in the manner prescribed in Section D. 


(5) The city council shall fix a date for a public hear- 
ing, reviewing the findings and order of the hearing 
officer and shall give notice to the owner, agent oF 
lessee in the same manner prescribed in Section D of 
the time and place of the hearing. At the hearing, the 
owner, agent or lessee shall be given the opportunity 
to show cause why the building should not be demo- 
lished or otherwise made safe and the city council shall 
either approve, disapprove or modify the order for the 
demolition or making safe of the building structure. If 
the city council makes the determination that the 
building shall be demolished or made safe, the owner, 
agent, or lessee shall have twenty (20) days within 
which to commence repairs or demolition. If, after 
twenty (20) days the council’s order has not been 
substantially complied with, council may order the 
director to proceed with the work specified in such 
order. 


(6) Any cost incurred by the City in the demolition 
or making the building safe shall be lien against the 
real property and shall be reported to the assessing of- 
ficer of the City of Lansing who shall assess the cost 
against the property on which the building is located. 


(7) The owner or party in interest in whose name the 
property appears upon the last local tax assessment 
records shall be notified of the amount of such cost by 
first class mail at the address shown on the records. If 
he/she fails to pay the same within thirty (30) days 
after mailing by the assessor of the notice of the 
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amount thereof, the assessor shall add the same to the 
next tax roll of the City of Lansing and the same shall 
be collected in the same manner in all respects as pro- 
vided by law for the collection of taxes. 


F. Appeal to Circuit Court. An owner aggrieved by 
any final decision or order of the city council under 
Section E may appeal the decision or order to the cir- 
cuit court by filing a petition for an order of 
superintending control within twenty (20) days from 
the date of the decision. 


Section 204. Board of Appeals., is hereby deleted and 
a new section added as follows: 


Board of Appeals. in order to determine the 
suitability of alternate materials and methods of con- 
struction and to provide for reasonable interpretations 
of the provisions of this code, there shall be and is 
hereby created a board of appeals, consisting of five 
(5) members who are qualified by experience and 
training to pass upon matters pertaining to building 
construction. The director, fire marshal, and chief 
building inspector are ex-officio non-voting members 
and the chief building inspector shall act as secretary 
of the board. Members of this board shall be ap- 
pointed by the mayor with the advice and consent of 
the city council and shall serve four (4) year terms 
commencing July Ist of each year. The board shall 
consist of one member representing each of the 
following groups: 


(1) general contractors 

(2) residential constractors 

(3) American Institute of Architects 
(4) professional engineers 

(5) general public 


The board shall adopt reasonable rules and regula- 
tions for conducting its investigations and shall render 
all decisions and findings in writing to the director 
with a duplicate copy to the appellant and may recom- 
mend to the city council such new legislation as is con- 
sistent therewith. The board shall also hear all appeals 
from decisions, rules, regulations or interpretations of 
the electrical board, the chief electrical inspector, the 
mechanical board, the chief mechanical inspector, the 
plumbing board, the chief plumbing inspector, or any 
official or employee of the building safety division. 


Section 301. (b) Exempted Work, Item }1, is hereby 
amended by deleting ‘‘120 square feet’? and adding 
**144 square feet’’. 


Section 301. (b) Exempted Work, Item 11, is hereby 
deleted and a new Item 11 added as follows: 


11. Minor work as determined by the building of- 
ficial. 


Section 304. Permit Fees., is hereby deleted and a new 
section added as follows: 


Section 304. Insurance, Bonds and Licenses. 


A, Insurance and Bonds. The following insurance 
requirements shall apply to any person, firm or cor- 
poration engaging in the following businesses: 


Building Wrecker 
Building Mover 


Every person, firm or corporation engaged in the 
business listed above shall file with the city clerk a 
public liability policy insuring such person, -firm or 
corporation and the City of Lansing against any 
liability imposed upon such person, firm or corpora- 
tion and/or the City of Lansing arising out of the per- 
formance of the work carried on by such person, firm 
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or corporation. Such policy so filed shall provide for 
the payment to any person injured or by reason of the 
death of any one person to the extent of NOT LESS 
THAN One Hundred Thousand ($100,000.00) Dollars 
and for the payment of NOT LESS THAN Three 
Hundred Thousand ($300,000.00) Dollars for injuries 
to or the death of more than one person, and for pro- 
perty damage in the amount of NOT LESS THAN 
One Hundred Thousand ($100,000.00) Dollars. 


In addition to the insurance policies hereinbefore 
specified to be filed with the city clerk of Lansing and 
approved as a prerequisite to the issuance of a license, 
any person, firm or corporation engaging in the above 
listed businesses shall file with the city clerk a bond in 
the penal sum of Ten Thousand ($10,000.00) Dollars 
indemnifying the City of Lansing against any and all 
violations of any ordinance, rule or regulations of the 
City of Lansing, to indemnify the City of Lansing for 
any and all damage to public property of any kind of 
nature, and conditioned that said licensee will pay to 
the City of Lansing all fines or penalties which may be 
assessed against said licensees for the breach of any or- 
dinance relating to the work carried on by such per- 
son, firm or corporation. 


B. License to Demolish Building. No person, firm 
or corporation shall engage in the business or wreck- 
ing buildings or other structures without having 
secured a license from the city authorizing the holder 
thereof to carry on or engage in such business. 


Issuance, The city clerk is empowered to issue a 
license to wreck buildings and other structure to any 
reputable person, firm or corporation upon the pay- 
ment of the license fee and the execution and delivery 
to the city clerk, a public liability policy which com- 
plies with the provisions of (A) insurance and bonds 
qualifications. No license shall be issued until the ap- 
plicant therefore shall have shown satisfactory 
knowledge, experience, and equipment to properly 
conduct wrecking operations. 


Permits. No permit shall be issued for the wrecking 
of any building or structure to anyone other than a 
person, firm or corporation licensed under the provi- 
sions of this Code, except that a permit may be issued 
for the wrecking of a minor building or structure to 
the owner of the premises upon which such minor 
building is located. The work or operation of wreck- 
ing, under a permit issued to an owner as above pro- 
vided, shall be performed or executed by the owner, 
his/her employees, or the members of his/her family, 
acting under the supervision and direction of the 
owner. 


For the purpose of this section, a minor building 
shall be described as follows: 


A one-story building not exceeding ten thousand 
cubic feet (10,000 cf) in volume above grade line. 


A two-story building constructed of frame or brick 
veneer containing not more than twenty-five thousand 
cubic feet (25,000 cf) in volume above the grade line. 


The board of appeals may grant variances in the 
above regulations where there are unusual practical 
difficulties or hardships, providing such variation will 
not affect the general welfare, health or safety. 


Wrecking of building shall be conducted in such 
manner as not to create a nuisance to persons on 
public streets or on adjourning property. When 
necessary to prevent excessive dust, the building 
material shall be wet down. Materials removed from 
any structure shall not be permitted to fall into streets, 
alleys or adjacent property or otherwise create a 
nuisance. Whenever a building is being wrecked in 
violation of these requirements, it shall be the duty of 
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the director to order such work stopped until such 
conditions have been remedied. 


Utility Disconnects. Before any wrecking operations 
are started, the proper utility companies shall be 
notified so that any gas, water or electrical services can 
be properly disconnected. Evidence of such notifica- 
tion shall be provided prior to issuance of permit. 


C. License to Move Buildings. No person, firm or 
corporation shall engage in the business of moving 
buildings or other structures without having secured a 
license from the city, authorizing the holder thereof to 
engage in such business. 


Issuance. The city clerk is empowered to issue a 
license to move buildings and other structures to any 
reputable person, firm or corporation upon the pay- 
ment of the license fee and the execution and delivery 
to the city clerk, a public liability policy which com- 
plies with the provisions (A) insurance and bonds 
qualifications. No license shall be issued until the ap- 
plicant therefore shall have shown satisfactory 
knowledge, experience, and equipment to properly 
conduct the operation of. moving building and struc- 
tures. 


Permits. No permit shall be issued for the moving of 
any building or structure on the public streets of the ci- 
ty to anyone-other than a person, firm or corporation 
licensed under the provisions of this Code. 


Utility Disconnects. Before any moving operations 
are started, the proper utility companies shall be notif- 
ed so that any gas, water or electric services can be 
properly disconnected. Evidence of such notification 
shall be provided prior to issuance of permit. 


Moving of Buildings. It shall-be unlawful for any 
person, firm or corporation to move or cause to be 
moved, or assist in moving of any buildings or struc- 
ture, from one location to another whether on the 
same or different lots, unless the same shall be altered 
to conform to the class and type governing the con- 
struction of such building or structure at the time of 
moving the same, and in its new location; provided, 
however, that buildings erected prior to the enactment 
of this code when in sound structural condition, and 
fully safe and proper in the opinion of the director for 
use in the proposed location and for the class of oc- 
cupancy intended, may be special permission of the 
director be so moved, when this code is fully complied 
with in all respects. 


No moving permits shall be issued until the 
necessary clearance has been made with the city parks 
department who has jurisdiction over any trees that 
might be involved or injured in the moving operation, 
any utility company, board, firm, corporation, or 
department owning or controlling any telegraph, 
telephone, electric light or power or fire or police 
alarm wires which said building may come in contact 
or which may be affected by such moving. 


Section 306. Special Inspections., is hereby deleted. 


Section 307. (a) Use or Occupancy., is hereby 
amended by deleting ‘‘Division 1'’ from the first 
sentence. 


Section 403. Building Official., is hereby amended 
by deleting this definition and adding the following: 


Building official is the director of the building safety 
division or a duly authorized representative. 


Section 405. “‘Definitions’’., is hereby amended by 
adding the following: 


Director—wherever the term director appears 
within this Code, it shall mean the director of the 
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building safety division. 


7 Section 407. Family., is hereby deleted and a new 
definition added as follows: 


“Family’’. The definition of family found in 
Chapter 36, Section 36-1 (17) of the Lansing City 
Code of Ordinances shall be part of the building code 
for the purposes of definition. 


Section 421. Definition and Abbreviations., is 
hereby amended by adding the following: 


“Temporary Building or Structure.’’ Temporary 
Building or Structure shall mean a building or struc- 
ture used for not more than six (6) months. 


Section 1102. Construction, Height and Allowable 
Area., is hereby ainended by adding the following: 


(c) Private garages which are constructed in con- 
junction with Group R occupancies shall comply with 
the requirements of this section: 


(1) The floor of any attached garage shall be of con- 
crete construction. 


(2) The sill of any door which provides communica- 
tion between a garage and a dwelling unit shall be a 
minimum of four (4") above the garage floor. 


(3) Detached accessory buildings to private dwell- 
ings and dwelling units, including private garages, tool 
sheds, etc., shall not exceed fifteen feet (15 ‘) in height. 


(4) One story detached accessory buildings to 
private dwellings when located in the rear yard, and of 
Type V construction may be supported on founda- 
tions not less than twelve inches (12”) in depth and 
eight inches (8") in width. Accessory buildings not ex- 
ceeding one hundred forty-four square feet (144 sq’) 
may be constructed without footings or foundations. 


Section 1205. (a) Light and Ventilation., is hereby 
amended by deleting the first sentence and adding the 
following: 


All guest rooms, dormitories and habitable rooms 
within a dwelling unit shall be provided with natural 
light by means of exterior glazed openings with an area 
not less than eight percent (8) of the floor area of such 
rooms. 


Section 1807. (a) Scope., is hereby amended by 
deleting this paragraph and adding the following: 


(a) Scope. This section shall apply to all Group B, 
Division 2 office buildings and Group R, Division 1 
Occupancies, each having floors used for human oc- 
cupancy located more than forty feet (40’) above the 
lowest level of fire department vehicle access. Such 
buildings shall be provided with either an approved 
automatic sprinkler system in accordance with Section 
1807 (c), or safe areas of refuge (compartmentation) in 
accordance with Section 1807 (1). 


Section 2305. (d) Snow Loads., is hereby amended 
by adding the following sentence to the second 
paragraph: 


Lansing being in a snow load area, the roof design 
load shall be not less than thirty pounds (30 Ibs) per 
square foot live load. 


Section 2907. (a) General., is hereby amended by 
deleting the last sentence and adding the following: 


Footings shall have a minimum depth below finish- 
ed grade of forty-two inches (42") except as otherwise 
provided for in this code. 


Section 4503. Space Below Sidewalk., is hereby 
deleted and a new section added as follows: 
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No open areaway shall be constructed upon public 
property and all such areas adjacent to public property 
shall be securely guarded with substantial metal rails. 


The space adjoining a building below a sidwalk on 
public property may be used when permitted by 
resolution of the city council. All such spaces shall be 
surrounded by concrete retaining walls of ample 
strength to resist earth pressure and shall be covered 
with a fireproof floor having a safe live load capacity 
of not less than two hundred fifty pounds (250 Ibs) per 
square foot. The upper surface of such floor or 
sidewalk shall be of some reasonably slip proof 
material. 


No such basements shall be so constructed as to in- 
terfere with the pipes, sewers, wires or conduits of thé 
City of Lansing or any public service corporation. 


Footings located at least eight feet (8 ') below grade 
may project not more than twelve inches (12”) into 
public property. 


Appendix Section 4904. Footings., is hereby deleted 
and a new section added as follows: 


Patio covers attached to R-1 or R-3 occupancies 
shall be supported on concrete footings forty-two in- 
ches (42”) below grade. 


Appendix Chapter 61, Swimming Pools. The 
“Uniform Building Code’’, 1982 edition is hereby 
ae by adding a new appendix Chapter 61 as 
ollows: 


Chapter 61 
Swimming Pools 


Section 6101. General: Pools used for swimming or 
bathing shall be in conformity with the requirements 
of this section, provided, however, these regulations 
shall not be applicable to any such pool less than eigh- 
teen inches (18") deep and having a surface area less 
than two hundred and fifty square feet (250 sq‘), ex- 
cept when such pools are permanently equipped with a 
water recirculating system or involve structural 
materials. For purposes of this code, pools are 
classified as private swimming pools or public and 
a swimming pools, as defined in Section 
6102. 


Materials and construction used in swimming pools 
shall comply with the applicable requirmements of this 
code. Pools used for swimming or bathing and their 
equipment of accessories which are constructed, in- 
stalled and maintained in accordance with the ap- 
plicable standards listed in Chapter 60 shall be deemed 
to conform to the requirements of this code, provided 
the requirements of Section 6107 and 6108 are includ- 
ed in the installation. 


Section 6102. Classification of Pools: Any con- 
structed pool which is used, or intended to be used, as 
a swimming pool in connection with a single family 
residence and available only to the family of the 
householder and his/her private guests shall be 
classified as a private swimming pool. Any swimming 
pool other than a private swimming pool shall be 
classified as a public or semi-public swimming pool. 


Section 6103. Permits: A swimming pool or ap- 
purtenances thereto shall not be constructed, install- 
ed, enlarged or altered until a permit has been obtain- 
ed from the building official. 


(a) Plans: Plans shall accurately show dimensions 
and construction of pool and appurtenances and pro- 
perly established distances to lot lines, buildings, 
walks and fences. Plans for public or semi-public 
swimming pools shall accurately show drainage and 
water disposal systems and all appurtenances pertain- 
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ing to the swimming pool. Detail plans of structures, 
vertical elevations, and sections through public or 
semi-public pools showing depth shall be included. 


{b). Locations: Private swimming pools shall not 
encroach on any front of side yard required by this 
code, or by the zoning code. A wall of a swimming 
pool shall not be located less than six feet (6') from 
any rear or side property line or ten feet (10') from 
any street property line. 


Section 6104. Structural Design: The pool structure 
shall be engineered and designed to withstand the ex- 
pected forces to which it will be subjected. 


(a) Wall Slopes: To a depth up to five feet (5') from 
the top, the wall slope shall not be more than two (2) 
horizontal in five feet (5 ') vertical. 


(b) Floor Slopes: The slope of the floor on the 
shallow side of transition point shall not exceed one 
foot (1‘) vertical to seven feet (7') horizontal. The 
transition point between shallow and deep water shall 
not be more than five feet (5’) deep. 


(c) Walkways: All public or semi-public swimming 
pools shall have walkways not less than four feet (4)‘ 
in width extending entirely around the pool. Where 
curbs or sidewalks are used around any swimming 
pool they shall have a non-slip surface for a width of 
not less than one foot (i ') at the edge of the pool and 
shall be so arranged to prevent return of surface water 
to the pool. 


(d). Steps and Ladders: One (1) or more means of 
egress shall be provided from the pool. Treads of steps 
or ladders shall have non-slip surfaces and handrails 
on both sides, except that handrails may be omitted 
when there are not more than four (4) steps or when 
they extend the full width of the side or end of the 
pool. 


Section 6105. Appurtenant Structures: All appurte- 
nant structures, installations, and equipment, such as 
showers, dressing rooms, equipment houses or other 
buildings and structures, including plumbing, heating, 
and air conditioning, among others appurtenant to a 
swimming pool, shall comply with all applicable re- 
quirements of this code and the zoning code. 


Section 6106. Accessories: All swimming pool ac- 
cessories shall be designed, constructed, and installed 
so as not to be a safety hazard. Installations or struc- 
tures for diving purposes shall be properly anchored to 
insure stability, and properly designed and located for 
maximum safety. 


Section 6107. Equipment Installations: Pumps, 
filters, and other mechanical and electrical equipment 
for public and semi-public swimming pools shall be 
enclosed in such a manner as to be accessible only to 
authorized persons and not to bathers. Construction 
and drainage shall be such as to avoid the entrance and 
accumulation of water in the vicinity of electrical 
equipment. 


Section 6108. Swimming Pool Safety Devices: Every 
person owning land on which there is situated a swim- 
ming pool, which contains eighteen inches (18") or 
more of water in depth at any point, shall erect and 
maintain thereon an adequate enclosure either sur- 
rounding the property or pool area, sufficient to make 
such body of water inaccessible to small children. 
Such enclosure, including gates therein, must be not 
less than four feet (4') above the underlying ground; 
all gates must be self-latching with latches placed four 
feet (4') above the underlying ground or otherwise 
made inaccessible from the outside to small children.

Chapter 9B—Building Code 
Mechanical 


An Ordinance of the City of Lansing, Michigan, 
providing that the Code of Ordinances, City of Lans- 
ing, Michigan, be amended by revising Sections 9B-1, 
9B-2, 9B-3, 9B-8 and 9B-9. 


Section 9B-1. Adoption of Mechanical Code 


That certain document or booklet accompanying 
this ordinance, an official copy of which is on file in 
the office of the city clerk of the City of Lansing, be- 
ing marked and designated as the Uniform Mechanical 
Code, 1982 Edition, published by the International 
Conference of Building Officials, is hereby adopted 
and made part of the ‘‘Lansing Uniform Building 
Code’’ pursuant to the authority vested in the City of 
Lansing by MCLA 125.1508; MSA 5.1192 (5). 
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This code provides regulations for the erection, in- 
stallation, alteration, repair, relocation, replacement, 
addition to, use or maintenance of any heating, ven- 
tilating, comfort, cooling, refrigeration systems, in- 
cinerators or other miscellaneous heat-producing ap- 
pliances. 


Section 9B-2. Board of Mechanical Examiners 
Created 


There is hereby created a Board of Mechanical Ex- 
aminers, hereinafter known as the board, composed 
of five (5) members, appointed by the mayor with the 
advice and consent of the city council. Except as 
otherwise provided, four (4) members shall be licensed 
mechanical contractors representing the following 
groups: 


1. residential heating and air conditioning contrac- 
tors. 

2. commercial heating and air conditioning contrac- 
tors. 

3. refrigeration contractors. 

4. industrial mechanical contractors. 


The fifth such member shall be any resident of the 
City of Lansing. The mayor with the advice and con- 


sent of the city council may appoint a second unlicens-" 


ed person to serve on the board when a licensed 
mechanical contractor is not available. Not more than 
two (2) unlicensed persons shall serve on the board at 
the same time. Members shall serve for a term of four 
(4) years and said term shall commence on July Ist of 
the calendar year. 


All vacancies thereafter are to be filled by the mayor 
with the advice and consent of city council. The chief 
mechanical inspector shall serve as a liaison between 
the director of building safety and the mechanical 
board and shall be authorized to attend all meetings in 
a non-voting capacity, and shall also serve as board 
secretary. 


SECTION 9B-3. Authority 
of Board 


The board is hereby empowered to conduct ex- 
aminations for persons seeking licenses to engage in 
the business of mechanical contracting and for per- 
sons seeking licenses to engage in the installation or 
repair of mechanical equipment or materials while in 
the employ of a licensed mechanical contractor. Upon 
successful completion of the examinations, the board 
shall authorize the city clerk to issue a mechanical 
license. 


The board shall consider all proposed amendments 
of this code, promulgated to safeguard the standards 
of the mechanical construction within the City of Lan- 
sing, and shall submit same to the city council. 


If a vacancy occurs in the office of the chief 
mechanical inspector, the mechanical board shall sub- 
mit the name(s) of a person(s) to the director of 
building safety for consideration. The director of 
building safety shall then appoint a person to the of- 
fice of the chief mechanical inspector, but he/she may 
appoint a qualified person whose name was not on the 
list submitted by the mechanical board. The chief 
mechanical inspector shall have six (6) years of ex- 
perience in the mechanical construction industry as a 
mechanical contractor or engineer. The chief 
mechanical inspector shall be licensed by the City of 
Lansing as a heating and air conditioning contractor 
for at least two (2) years prior to appointment or be 
certified by the International Conference of Building 
Officials. 


The mechanical board shall advise the chief 
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mechanical inspector on all matters pertaining to 
rules, regulations, and interpretations and application 
of the code. Appeals from decisions, rules, reguia- 
tions, and interpretations of the code shall be submit- 
ted to the BUILDING board of appeals. 


Section 9B-8 ‘‘License Fees’’ is hereby deleted. 


SECTION 9B-8. PERMIT REQUIRED. 


Permits. It shall hereafter be unlawful for any per- 
son, firm or corporation to install any heat producing 
system or refrigeration system such as are subject to 
regulations by the provisions of this code in or for any 
building or to alter or replace any such existing heating 
system or refrigeration system without first making 
written application to and securing a permit from the 
Building Safety Division. 


Owners’ Constitutional Privilege. Nothing herein 
contained shall prohibit any bona fide owner from 
personally doing any work regulated by this code in 
his/her own home or on his/her own premises at 
which he/she presently resides or is about to reside, 
provided that said owner shall: 


A. Furnish signed affidavit. 

B. Apply for and secure a permit. 

C. Pay the required fees. 

D. Do the work in accordance with this code. 
E. Do the work himself or herself. 

F. Apply for inspections. 

G, Receive the approval of the inspector. 


Home owners’ privileges shall extend to single fami- 
ly residences only and shall not apply to any residence 
or structure from which any monetary gain is being 
received or which is being used for commercial pur- 
poses. 


Only one home owner’s permit shall be issued for 
any one purpose in a twelve (12) month period. 


The sections, paragraphs, sentences, clauses, and 
phrases of this ordinance are severable, and if any 
phrase, clause, sentence, paragraph or section of this 
ordinance shall be declared invalid by the judgment or 
decree of any court of competent jurisdiction, such in- 
validity shall not affect any of the remaining phrases, 
clauses, sentences, paragraphs, and sections of this or- 
dinance. 


All ordinances or parts of ordinances inconsistent 
with the provisions herewith are repealed. 


This ordinance shall become effective NINETY (90) 
days after the date of passage.

SECTION 9B-9. Amendments to Uniform 
Mechanical Code

Section 103. Scope., Appendix ‘‘B’’ is hereby 
specifically adopted. 


Section 203. Board of Appeals., is hereby deleted. 


Section 303. Permit Issuance., (a) Issuance, is 
hereby amended by adding a new subparagraph. 


The building official may withhold issuing new per- 
mits to a licensed contractor when it has been deter- 
mined that work accomplished under a previous per- 
mit is in violation of the Mechanical Code and has not 
been corrected within fifteen (15) days from the date 
of written notice of such condition.

Section 602. (a) Location., is hereby amended by 
adding the following: 


Combustion air in total quantities specified, are per- 
mitted in a single duct, installed as required for the 
lowest duct. 


Section 603. (a) Air from Outside., is amended by 
deleting the first sentence and adding the following: 


Combustion air obtained from outside the building 
shall commence above grade a minimum of thirty in- 
ches (30”). 


Section 710. (g) Roof Access Scuttle., is hereby 
amended by adding a new sentence to read as follows: 


Buildings sixteen feet (16') or greater in height 
above grade shall be provided with a roof scuttle not 
less than thirty inches by thirty inches (30” x 30”) in 
size. This required opening shall be directly above a 
provided ceiling opening, a minimum of thirty inches 
by thirty inches (30” x 30”) in size. Directly beneath 
this opening shall be unobstructed floor area sufficient 
to permit placement of the necessary ladder. 


Section 710. (h) Access., is further amended by 
deleting Exception (1). 


Section 915. (a) General., is hereby amended by ad- 
ding the following exception: 


Exception: The cross sectional area of the connector 
may be reduced when approved by the building of- 
ficial and the following conditions exist: 


(1) The reduction is part of an approved engineered 
vent system as determined by the building official. 


(2) The design input to the appliance is decreased by 
an approved means for reasons of energy conserva- 
tion. 


(3) The reduction in connector size shall be based on 
sound engineering practices, that is, acceptable limits 
of oxygen, carbon dioxide, and carbon monoxide in 
the flue gas analysis, and the approval of the division. 
The reduction shall not reduce the effective area of the 
connector below the point that impairs the combus- 
tion process of the fuel being used, or cause spillage of 
flue gases at the draft hood. The reduction in the con- 
nector size shall be by an approved orifice plate or 
other approved restrictors inserted in the connector. 


Section 1002. (c) Joints and Seams of Ducts., is 
hereby amended by deleting the second two para- 
graphs and adding the following: 


Joints and seams of round ducts shall be substan- 
tially air tight. Slip joints shall have a contact lap of at 
least one and one half inches (1/2) and shall be in- 
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dividually fastened in an approved manner. Tapes 
used for sealing joints shall not be more combustible 
than approved flame proof fabric. 


Section 1902. Open-Top Broiler Units., shall be 
amended by adding the following paragraph: 


All water wash grease extracting exhaust systems 
shall be of a type approved by the mechanical board 
and shall be installed in accordance with the follow- 
ing: 


(1) An electric solonoid valve on both the gas supply 
line to and the water supply line to the broiler, the ex- 
haust fan and make-up blower units, all to be elec- 
trically interlocked, and simultaneously interruptable 
through a hydraulic type limit control (two hundred 
degrees Fahrenheit (200°F) maximum with manual 
reset) with sensing device within the grease duct. 


(2) A dry chemical extinguisher system installed with 
a capacity of a thirty (30) second discharge into the 
grease duct, and actuated jby means of a fusable link 
within the grease duct. 


Section 2002. (d) Duct Enclosure, is hereby amend- 
ed by adding a new sentence: 


When approved by the building official, duct 
system serving Type 1 ducts may be wrapped with five- 
eighths inch (5/8”) fire-rated gypsum board supported 
by drawbands of twenty-six (26) gauge galvanized steel 
and one-fourth inches (1'4”) wide minimum. 


Section 2003. (i) Makeup Air., shall be amended by 
deleting the second sentence. Ferrous piping and ‘‘K’’ 
copper tubing for gas lines installed underground in 
exteior locations is permitted when ferrous piping is 
within a trench of sand extending six inches (6") 
below, six inches (6”) on each side and six inches (6”) 
above the piping. All such piping shall have a 
minimum of twelve inches (12”) of earth covering, or 
other equivalent protection. Ferrous piping in exposed 
locations shall be protected. Rust-preventative paint 
applied to exposed unprotected ferrous piping is 
recommended. 


Severability—The sections, paragraphs, sentences, 
clauses, and phrases of this chapter are severable, and 
if any phrase, clause, sentence, paragraph or section 
of this chapter shall be declared invalid by the judg- 
ment or decree of any court of competent jurisdiction, 
such invalidity shall not affect any of the remaining 
phrases, clauses, sentences, paragraphs, and sections 
of this chapter.

Chapter 9C—Building Code 
Piumbing 


An Ordinance of the City of Lansing, Michigan, 
providing that the Code of Ordinances, City of Lans- 
ing, be amended by revising Section 9C-1, 9C-2, 9C-3, 
9C-5. 


Section 9C-1. Adoption of Uniform Plumbing Code 


That certain document or booklet accompanying 
this ordinance, an official copy of which is on file in 
the office of the City Clerk of the City of Lansing, be- 
ing marked and designated as the Uniform Plumbing 
Code, 1982 Edition, published by the International 
Association of Plumbing and Mechanical Officals, is 
hereby adopted and made part of the “Lansing 
Uniform Building Code’’ pursuant to the authority 
vested in the City of Lansing by Section 8 of the State 
Construction Code, Public Act No. 230 of 1972. 


This code provides regulations for erection, installa- 
tion, alteration, repair, relocation, replacement, addi- 
tion to, use, or maintenance of any plumbing or 
drainage systems except that any private or on site 
sewage disposal system or any private or on site water 
supply system shall be constructed and maintained in 
accordance with applicable provisions of the Ingham 
County Sanitary Code. 


The provisions of this chapter pertaining to plumb- 
ing or drainage systems shall not be deemed to extend 
beyond the property line of any lot, nor shall any per- 
mit issued hereunder be construed as giving the right 
to connect with a public sewer or water main. 


SECTION 9C-2. Board of Plumbing Created 


The mayor, with the advice and consent of the city 
council shall appoint a board of plumbing to serve for 
a term of four (4) years. The board of plumbing shall 
consist of six (6) members, two of whom shall be ac- 
tive employing master plumbers with ten (10) years ex- 
perience, two active journeymen licensed plumbers 
with ten (10) years experience, and two citizens of the 
City who are not engaged in the plumbing or building 
business. The board of plumbing shall create its own 
organization, have a president and vice-president. The 
city engineer and the chief plumbing inspector shall be 
ex-officio members and shall be authorized to attend 
all meetings in a non-voting capacity. The chief plum- 
bing inspector shall act as secretary of the board and 
shall serve as a liaison between the director of building 
safety and the board. 


SECTION 9C-3. Authority of Board 


The board of plumbing shall consider all proposed 
amendments to the Uniform Plumbing Code, pro- 
mulgated to safeguard the standards for the installa- 
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tion and alteration of plumbing within the City of 
Lansing, and shall make recommendations regarding 
the same to the city council. 


If a vacancy occurs in the office of the chief plumb- 
ing inspector, the board of plumbing shall submit the 
name(s) of a qualified person(s) to the director of 
building safety for consideration. The director of 
building safety shall then appoint a person to the of- 
fice of the chief plumbing inspector but he/she may 
appoint a person whose name was not on the list sub- 
mitted. The chief plumbing inspector shall have six (6) 
years experience in the plumbing field as a master or 
journeyman plumber licensed by the State of 
Michigan. The chief plumbing inspector shall have 
registered his/her license with the City of Lansing for 
a minimum of two (2) years. 


The board of plumbing shall make all necessary 
Tules, regulations and interpretations and applications 
of the code and shall advise the chief plumbing inspec- 
tor to implement and enforce the same. The board 
shall advise the plumbing inspector only in the areas of 
its technical expertise, leaving administrative direction 
to the director of building safety. Appeals from deci- 
sions, rules, regulations and interpretations shall be 
submitted to the board of appeals. 


SECTION 9C-5. Registration of Business: License 


No person, firm or corporation shall engage in the 
business of or perform the work of contracting plumb- 
ing unless the person, firm or corporation has first 
registered its business with the Building Safety Divi- 
sion, nor shall any person, other than a licensed 
master or journeyman plumber, or plumbing appren- 
tice, who are employed by and working under the 
direction of a holder of a master plumber’s license 
whose business is registered with the City, in any man- 
ner undertake to execute any plumbing work.

The above referenced claim was referred to this of- 
fice for investigation and recommendation.

The request for ambulance service was denied by the 
Lansing Fire Department and referred to Lansing 
Mercy on the basis that an emergency, i.e., life 
threatening situation, did not exist and that claimant 
simply sought transportation for medical treatment.

Fire Department is to ‘‘maintain and operate such am- 
bulance, inhalator and other lifesaving and emergency 
services as the welfare of the inhabitants of the City 
may require”’ it does not appear that the medical situa- 
tion presented by claimant would qualify as a medical 
emergency, the nature of which 911 ambulance service 
was intended to serve. 


Consequently, based on the nonexistence of an 
emergency situation, it is the opinion of this office 
that the City is not responsible for the cost of private 
ambulance service summoned by the Lansing Fire 
Department at claimant’s request and its is the recom- 
mendation of this office that this claim be denied and 
that the claimant look to his insurer for reimburse- 
ment of his expenses.

On June 6, 1983 the City Council received a letter 
from Carl A. Kreager with regard to special assess- 
ments placed against his property on North Pennsyl- 
vania at May Street. The special assessments were the 
result of City clean up of the two lots, formerly 724 
and 732 North Pennsylvania. It is Mr. Kreager’s con- 
tention that his own efforts to clean these lots prior to 
City contract work render the City’s assessment ex- 
cessive. 


James W. Kzeski, Director of Building Safety, has 
supplied the following information to this office. On 
March 11, 1983 the lots in question were cited for ac- 
cumulation of trash by Housing Inspector, Henry 
Hernandez. Notices were sent to the registered owner 
of the property, FineBilt Homes, Inc. The notice 
clearly stated that ten days would be allowed for the 
clean up of the property, after which time City clean 
up would amount fo contractor’s fees and a $130 ser- 
vice charge. Somewhat after the ten day period ex- 
pired, Mr. Kreager contacted Henry Hernandez to re- 
quest an extension of time to clean up the lots. This 
extension was greanted and reinspection did not take 
place until April 21, 1983, some six weeks after the 
original notice. 


On April 21, 1983 Inspector Hernandez found the 
corner lot still contained a pile of refuse and the adja- 
cent lot contained scattered junk materials. A contrac- 
tor was subsequently authorized to clean up the lots. 
Clean up of the corner lot tool place on Aprl 27, 1983; 
clean up of the adjacent lot took place on May 7, 
1983, Contracting costs in the amount of $114.38 were 
incurred by the City’s contractor, and an additional 
— City service charge was added to the bill for both 
lots. 


There appears to be no defect in the process or the 
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billing amounts assessed against Mr. Kreager’s proper- 
ties. Therefore, it is the recommendation of this office 
that the special assessment be allowed to stand.

RE: Claim of Luba Reed 


Dear President Belen and 
Members of City Council: 


On July 8, 1983 Lube Reed submitted a claim in an 
unspecified amount for damages to a tire on 
claimant’s automobile. Claimant alleges that on June 
9, 1983 she was driving north on Waverly Road near 
Limerick, when claimant drove over a car counter 
hose. Claimant further alleges that a nail from the car 
counter punctured a tire on her automobile. 


A review of department records by the Public Ser- 
vice Department indicated that the City did not have a 
car counter on Waverly near Limerick on June 9, 
1983. Claimant was contacted by Public Service per- 
sorinel and as a result it was discovered that it was clai- 
mant’s-son, not claimant, who had been driving the 
vehicle during the incident in question. In addition, it 
was discovered that the location of the incident was 
Sheffield west of Bayview, not Waverly near Limer- 
ick, that the date of the incident was May 25, 1983 and 
not June 9, 1983, and that the car counter hose had 
been tied up in knots when claimant’s son drove over 
It. 


Information provided by the Public Service Depart- 
ment indicates that the City did have a car counter on 
Sheffield west of Bayview on May 25, 1983. In addi- 
tion it should be noted that the type of nail which 
punctured claimant’s tire, is the same type which is us- 
ed to hold the car counter hose to the roadway. 
However, as evident from the fact that the car counter 
hose was tied up in knots when claimant’s son drove 
over it, someone had been tampering with the hose. 


The statutory requirement for finding a municipali- 
ty liable for damages from defective roadways is 
found in MCLA 691.1403; MSA 3.996(103): 


“‘No governmental agency is liable for injuries or 
damage caused by defective highways when the 
governmental agency knew, or in the exercise of 
reasonable diligence, should have known, of the 
existence of the defect and had a reasonable time 
to repair the defect before the injury took place.” 


Applying the aforementioned statutory provision to 
the facts presented by this claim, the City of Lansing 
had no prior notice of any defect with the car counter 
at this location on the date in question. Therefore it is 
the recommendation of this office that this claim be 
denied on the basis of governmental immunity.

At our regularly scheduled meeting of August 18, 
1983, the Waterfront Development Board was shown 
plans for the construction of a canoe portage area 
north of the Brenke Fish Ladder on the Chadwell pro- 
perty. 


The Board understands that the Parks Department 
has put this project out for bid and has now selected a 
contractor. This is the first notice the Waterfront 
Development Board has had that work is proceeding. 
For this reason the Waterfront Development Board is 
recommending that no expenditures of funds be 
authorized for this project until members are able to 
have an adequate on-site review of the project and give 
recommendations. 


The Board was informed by the Parks Department 
that plan changes will now have to be processed as 
change orders to the contractor. The project is to be 
completed, according to Parks, by December 31, 
1983, as a requirement of the Federal Government. 
While the Board understands the need to move this 
project along, there seems to be no reason why we 
were not consulted prior to putting the project out to 
bid. 


According to the Waterfront Development Board 
Ordinance adopted April 25, 1983: ‘‘No proposed ap- 
propriation which affects waterfront land shall be sub- 
mitted to or requested of City Council, by the City’s 
administration or by any City agency or board until it 
has been reviewed by the Waterfront Development 
Board as required by this section.’’

1) One crossing guard should be placed at the in- 
tersection of Boston Boulevard and Loraine St. (not 
two as recommended by the Traffic Board).

Dear President Belen and 
City Council Members: 


On June 29, 1981, Petitioner filed a Property Tax 
Appeal with the Michigan Tax Tribunal alleging that 
certain property located at 930 W. Holmes Road in the 
City of Lansing was assessed at a value greater than 
50% of its true cash value by the City Assessor and 
there was an unlawful assessment. This office filed an 
Answer denying that this property was assessed at a 
value greater than 50% of its true cash value and thus 
was a lawful assessment. Subsequently, the Petitioner 
amended its Petition to include tax years 1982 and 
1983. The assessment placed upon the subject proper- 
ty was $1,000,000 for each of the three years involved 
in this appeal. Petitioner alleged that the assessed 
value of the subject property shall be no greater than 
$372,000. 


Pursuant to Michigan Tax Tribunal Rule, a Counsel 
Conference was held in the City Assessor’s Office. At 
that Conference, new information was obtained by the 
City Assessor which was not available to the Assessor 
at the time of the assessment. Essentially, the Assessor 
was informed that one of the tenants had gone bank- 
rupt and the rent payments for the other tenant had 
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been reduced substantially in order to induce the te- 
nant to remain at the location. 


Based upon the new information applied, a ten- 
tative settlement was reached. The Assessor and Peti- 
tioner agreed that the assessment on the subject pro- 
perty for all three years should be $787,500. 


Based upon the new information supplied to the Ci- 
ty Assessor and the recommendation of the City 
Assessor, it is the recommendation of this office that 
the assessment on the subject property shall be reduc- 
ed to $787,500 for tax years 1981, 1982 and 1983.

motion picture theaters or health clubs be approved. 
This recommendation was by 6 years, 0 nays; a unan- 
imous vote of the members present and include sup- 
port for changes proposed in Section 36-45, addition 
of a statement of purpose and 36-45.a, amendments to 
definitions, as proposed by the City Attorney. 


The above recommendation by the Planning Board 
was based on public testimony and evidence and with 
the thought of deterring blight resulting from adult 
entertainment land uses and in order to maintain the 
quality of Lansing’s residential neighborhoods and the 
quality of commercial development.

Section 3. This ordinance shall take effect thirty (30) 
days from its passage unless given immediate effect by 
the City Council.

on deposit for delivery pending payment therefor, as 
of the date this Resolution becomes effective), or for 
any Project Notes (in the Contract called ‘‘Temporary 
Notes’’) issued by the Borrower in anticipation of the 
delivery of Project Loan or Permanent Notes, there 
are hereby authorized to be issued, from time to time, 
Project Loan and Permanent Loans of the Borrower 
in an aggregate principal amount outstanding at any 
one time (whether authorized by this Resolution or 
any other resolution authorizing the issuance of Pro- 
ject Loan or Permanent Notes) equal to the Maximum 
Development Cost. 


(B) Each such Note shall bear interest and be 
payable in the form and manner prescribed by the 
Contract and this Resolution; shall be signed in the 
name of the Borrower by the authorized official of the 
Local Governing Body; shall have the official seal of 
the Borrower impressed thereon and attested by the 
Clerk of the local Governing Body. Each Project 
Loan Note shall be in substantially the form of Form 
No. HUD-9204-MICH and each Permanent Note 
shall be in substantially the form of form No. 
HUD-52250, each of which form is incorporated 
herein by reference and made a part hereof. Project 
Loan Notes and Permanent Notes shall be issued to 
finance the Development Cost of Non-Permanently 
Financed Projects and Permanently Financed Project 
respectively. 
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(C) Each Note issued with respect to any Project 
shall be secured by (1) a first pledge of the annual con- 
tributions payable to the Local Authority and author- 
ized to be pledged to such payment pursuant to the 
Contract and (2) by a pledge of and lien on the 
Residual Receipts of such Project after providing for 
the payment of Bonds issued in respect to such Pro- 
ject.

ORDINANCE NO. 656 


An Ordinance of the City of Lansing, Michigan, 
providing that the Code of Ordinances, City of Lans- 
ing, Michigan, be amended by adding Section 36-45 
and by amending Sections 3645.1 and 36-45.2 of 
Chapter 36 for the purpose of regulating the location 
of adult bookstores, adult motion picture theaters, 
adult mini motion picture theaters and health clubs. 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. That Chapter 36 of the Code of Or- 
dinances of the City of Lansing be amended by adding 
Section 36-45 and by amending Section 36-45.1 and 
36-45.2 to read as follows: 


Sec. 36-45. Purpose. 


It is the City of Lansing’s purpose and intent of this 
ordinance to regulate the location but not to exclude 
adult bookstores, adult motion picture theaters, adult 
mini motion picture theaters, and health clubs in the 
City of Lansing by preventing the concentration of 
these uses in one area. This regulation is done with the 
understanding that the City of Lansing recognizes that 
there are some uses which because of their very nature, 
have serious objectionable operational characteristics, 
particularly if several of them are concentrated under 
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circumstances having a deleterious effect upon adja- 
cent resident and commercial areas. The City of Lans- 
ing recognizes that regulation of these uses is necessary 
to insure that these adverse effects will not contribute 
to the blighting or downgrading of a surrounding 
residential neighborhood. 


Sec. 36-45.1. Definitions (applicable to sections 
36-45.1 through 36-45.4). 


For the purpose of sections 36-45.1 through 
36-45.2, certain terms and words are herewith defined 
as follows: 


(a) Adult bookstore means an establishment which 
excludes minors as defined in MCLA 722.51 et seq and 
has as a substantial or significant portion of its stock 
in trade, books, periodicals, magazines, newspapers, 
pamphlets, pictures, photographs, motion picture 
films, and/or videotapes which are distinguished or 
characterized by their emphasis on matter depicting, 
describing or relating to nudity, sadomasochistic 
abuse or sexual conduct. 


(b) Adult motion picture theater means an establish- 
ment, whether in a completely enclosed building or 
not, which excludes minors as defined in MCLA 
722.51 et seq and offers, for an admission fee, 
membership fee or other valuable consideration, the 
viewing of motion picture films, pictures or 
photographs which are distinguished or characterized 
by their emphasis on nudity, sadomasochistic abuse or 
sexual conduct during more than twenty-five (25) per 
cent of its operating hours. 


(c) Adult mini-motion picture theater means an 
enclosed building or any portion of a building from 
which minors as defined in MCLA 722.51 et seq are 
excluded and which are used for presenting material 
distinguished or characterized by an emphasis on mat- 
ter depicting, describing or relating to sexual conduct, 
nudity or sado-masochistic abuse, by any means of 
display, including, without limitation, by motion pic- 
ture, mechanical amusement devices as defined in 
Chapter 5, Article III of this Code, television (in- 
cluding videotape or closed circuit) or live perfor- 
mance for observation by patrons therein. 


(d) Nudity means uncovered or less than opaquely 
covered post-pubertal human male or female genitals, 
pubic areas or buttocks. 


(e) Offered for sale means offered in exchange for 
money, membership fee or any other valuable con- 
sideration. 


(f) Sado-masochistic abuse means flagellation or 
torture by, or upon, a human. 


(g) Sexual conduct means any of the following ac- 
tual or simulated acts of: 


(1) Human sexual intercourse, homosexual or 
heterosexual; 

(2) Human or animal masturbation; 

(3) Bestiality; 

(4) Fellatio; 

(5) Cunnilingus: 

(6) Human excretory functions; 

(7) Homosexuality; or 

(8) Lesbianism. 


(h) Health club means any establishment which of- 
fers service in the form of massages, baths, exercises 
or similar services, singly or in combination, to club 
members or to the public for a charge. The term 
‘health club’’ does not include: 


(1) Hospitals, nursing homes, medical clinics, or the 
office or quarters of a physician, a surgeon, chiroprac- 
tor, or an osteopath; or 
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(2) Exercise clubs exclusively for members or 
clientele where the services, without massage in any 
form, are performed by person of the same sex as the 
members of clientele; and where the facilities are not 
utilized by members of both sexes at the same time; or 


(3) Barberships and beauty parlors. 


Sec. 36-45.2.—Adult bookstores, adult motion pic- 
ture theaters, Adult Mini-Motion Picture Theaters; 
health clubs; location. 


No building or land and no building hereafter 
erected, converted or structurally altered shall be used 
as an adult bookstore, adult motion picture theater, 
adult mini motion picture theater or health club within 
three hundred (300) feet of the property line of any 
residentially zoned district as defined in Chapter 36 of 
this code, nor shall any adult bookstore, adult motion 
picture theater, adult mini motion picture theater or 
health club be located within one thousand (1,000) 
feet of any other establishment known as adult 
bookstores, adult motion picture theaters, adult mini 
motion picture theaters or health clubs as herein defin- 
ed. The provisions of 36.45.2 shall not apply to any 
adult bookstore, adult motion picture theater, adult 
mini motion picture theater or health club established 
prior to the effective date of this ordinance. 


Section 2. All ordinances or parts of ordinances in- 
consistent with the provisions hereof are hereby 
repealed. 


Section 3. This ordinance shall take effect thirty (30) 
days from its passage unless given immediate effect by 
the City Council.

HUD-52250, each of which form is incorporated 
herein by reference and made a part hereof. Project 
Loan Notes and Permanent Notes shall be issued to 
finance the Development Cost of Non-Permanently 
Financed Projects and Permanently Financed Projects 
respectively. 


(©) Each Note issued with respect to any Project 
shall be secured by (1) a first pledge of the annual con- 
tributions payable to ths Local Authority and author- 
ized to be pledged to such payment pursuant to the 
Contract and (2) by a pledge of and lien on the 
Residual Receipts of such Project after providing for 
the payment of Bonds issued in respect to such 
Project.

RE: Claim of Don Taylor in the amount of 
$100.00 


Dear President Belen and 
Members of City Council: 


On August 15, 1983 a claim was submitted to the Ci- 
ty Council by Don Taylor in the amount of $100.00 
for damages incurred to his automobile. The amount 
of this claim represents Mr. Taylor’s automotive in- 
surance policy deductible. 
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Claimant states that on July 29, 1983 he was driving 
on I-496 near the Creyts Road exit behind City of Lan- 
sing Public Service truck number 117. Claimant states 
that truck number 117 was hauling material with its 
tailgate down, when some of the material flew out of 
the truck, struck claimant’s windshield, cracking it. 
Information provided by the Public Service Depart- 
ment confirms claimant’s statements. 


Under Michigan No Fault Law, MCLA 500.3121, 
generally property protection insurance benefits are 
due from the claimant’s insurance company without 
regard to fault, However, under MCLA 500.3135(d), 
tort liability exists for: 


“(d) damages up to $400.00 to motor vehicles to 
the extent that the damages are not covered by in- 
surance.”’ 


Under Section 158(6)(a) of Chapter 31 of the Lans- 
ing Code of Ordinances: 


“A vehicle, except a commercial vehicle carrying 
logs or tubular products, shall not be driven or 
moved on a higway unless the vehicle is so con- 
structed or loaded as to prevent its contents from 
dropping, sifting, leaking, blowing off, or other- 
wise escaping therefrom. The tailgate, faucets and 
taps shall be securely closed to prevent spillage 
during transportation... ”’ 


Applying the above facts to the applicable law, it is 
the opinion of this office that this claim of $100.00 
should be granted.

Dear President Belen and 
Members of City Council: 


On August 8, 1983 Mr. Edgar Moore filed a protest 
with the City concerning the validity of a special 
assessment of $207.50 placed upon property at 3621 
W. Jolly Road. 


Research performed by this office indicates that on 
April 8, 1983 the Building Department sent Mr. 
Moore a violation notice concerning trash tocated at 
3621 W. Jolly Road. The violation notice provided 
Mr. Moore with a grace period of five (5) days to cor- 
rect the identified violation. Re-examination by the 
City Building Department after the five (5) day grace 
period had elapsed revealed that the identified viola- 
tions had not been corrected. A second re-examina- 
tion by the City Building Department fourteen (14) 
days after the issuance of the violation notice, revealed 
that the identified violation has still not been cor- 
rected. On April 22, 1983, Mr. Steve Zelski of the City 
Building Department requested a contractor to clean 
up the violation located at 3621 W. Jolly Road. The 
contractor performed the requested service on April 
26, 1983 and submitted an invoice for $77.50 to the Ci- 
ty Building Department. Pursuant to Section 21-13 of 
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the Lansing Code of Ordinances, the cost of $77.50 
plus the City minimum service. charge of $130.00, a 
total of $207.50, was assessed against the propoerty 
located at 3621 W. Jolly Road. 


Mr. Moore asserts that in fact the contractor did not 
remove any trash from 3621 W. Jolly Road and that 
Mr. Moore, himself, removed the trash referred to in 
the City violation notice. Mr. Moore concludes that 
since the City contractor did not remove any trash, the 
special assessment of $207.50 was improper. 


Although Mr. Moore may himself have removed 
some of the trash from 3621 W. Jolly Road, the City’s 
Building Safety Division is nevertheless satisfied that 
the City’s records are correct aud that the City’s own 
contractor removed substautial amounts of trash and 
debris from Mr. Moore’s property. 


Based upon the facts presented above, it is evident 
that the proper procedure was utilized in notifying Mr. 
Moore of the violation at 3621 W. Jolly road, in 
removing the trash and in placing the special assess- 
ment on the tax rolls. Therefore, it is the recommenda- 
tion of this office that Mr. Moore’s protest of the 
special assessment placed against 3621 W. Jolly Road 
be denied.

On July 11, 1983, Mr. and Mrs. Sylvester Curtis 
submitted a claim in the amount of $150.00 for 
damages incurred to their son’s headstone at 
Evergreen Cemetery. The amount of this claim 
represents the replacement cost of the headstone. 
Claimants allege that the headstone was damaged by 
cemetery lawn mowers. 


The Parks and Recreation Department reports that 
long established Lansing Municipal Cemetery rules 
provide that markers in the infant section of 
Evergreen Cemetery are required to be flush with the 
level of the ground. Inspection of the Curtis headstone 
indicates that it is not flush with the level of the 
ground. This inspection further revealed that the edges 
of the headstone show nicks where it may have come 
into contact with a lawn mower, however, the face of 
the marker has not been damaged or defaced in any 
manner. This inspection is confirmed by a photograph 
of the marker supplied by the Parks and Recreation 
Department. These same Lansing Municipal Cemetery 
rules also state that the City will assume no respon- 
sibility for damages in case of any stone being uninten- 
tionally chipped or marked in the regular course of lot 
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care. These two cemetery rules preclue any basis for 
contractual liability for this claim, In regards to any 
alleged negligence by the City, it should be noted that 
the perpetual care equipment used in cemetery main- 
tenance requires headstones and markets to be flush 
with the ground. In addition, it should also be noted 
that the fact that the headstone was not flush with the 
ground, as required by Lansing Municipal Cemetery 
tules, was the major contributing cause of the nicks in- 
curred by the edges of the headstone. 


Based upon the foregoing, it is the recommendation 
of this office that this claim be denied.

The Court wishes to advise the Council that the 
revenue we generate for the City General Fund 
through the fine and costs structure of parking and 
traffic warrants is being directly impaired by the 
bare of permanently assigned LPD Warrant Of- 
icers. : 


During the summer of 1982, we lost the first of two 
(2) assigned Warrant Officers, and the second officer 
was removed in February of this year. 


Listed below is the current status of unserved war- 
rants and the monetary value they represent: 


Warrants—Parking; Quantity Unserved (Est.)— 
28,100; Revenue to the City $219,000. 


Warrants—Traffic; Quantity Unserved (Est.)— 
14,500; Revenue to the City—$242,000. 


Total $461 .000. 
At present, our backlog of warrants is increasing at 
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a rate of approximately 1,100 per month. This increase 
comprares very favorably with the work output 
history of two Warrant Officers. 


In addition to the above, a substantial, but 
unknown amount of revenue is being forfeited as a 
result of the public having become aware of the Police 
Department’s failure to execute on the traffic and 
parking violation warrants.

ORDINANCE NO. 658 


An Ordinance of the City of Lansing, Michigan, 
providing that Chapter 27 of the Code of Ordinances 
of Lansing, Michigan, be amended by revising Sec- 
tions 27-1, 27-19, 27-22, 27-28, 27-29, 27-30, 27-33 
27-35 and by adding new Sections 26-1, 27-38.1 and 
27-41.1 for the purpose of complying with EPA 
Regulations. 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. That Chapter 27 of the Code of Or- 
dinances of the City of Lansing, Michigan, be amend- 
ed by revising Sections 27-1. 27-19, 27-22, 27-28, 
27-29, 27-30, 27-33, 27-35 and by adding new Sections 
26-1, 27-38.1 and 27-41.1 to read as follows: 


Sec, 27-1. Definitions. 
As used in this chapter, the following terms shall 


‘have the meanings ascribed to them, respectively: 


(1) Sanitary sewage shall mean the liquid or water- 
carried waste discharged from the sanitary conven- 
iences of dwellings (including apartment houses and 
hotels), office buildings, factories or institutions. 


(2) Storm water shall mean that part of the rainfall 
or melted snow which reaches the sewers as runoff 
from natural land surface, building roofs or pave- 
ments, or as ground water infiltration or uncon- 
taminated industrial wastes. 


(3) Industrial wastes shall mean liquid wastes, solids 
or semisolids from industrial processes as distinct 
from sanitary sewage. 


(4) Uncontaminated industrial wastes shall mean 
waste water which has not come into contact with any 
substances used in or incidental to industrial process- 
ing operations. 
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(5) Sewage shall mean any combination of sanitary 
sewage, storm water, industrial wastes and uncon- 
taminated industrial wastes, or any of them 


(6) Sewerage works shall mean all facilities for col- 
lecting, pumping, treating and disposing of sewage. 


(7) Sewage treatment plant shall mean any arrange- 
ment of devices and structures used for treating 
sewage. 


(8) Private sewage disposal system shall mean any 
septic tank, cesspool or other facilities intended or 
used for the disposal of sanitary sewage. 


(9) Sewer shall mean any pipe, tile, tube or conduit 
for carrying sewage. 


(10) Sanitary sewer shall mean a sewer which carries 
sanitary sewage and industrial waste or either of them 
and to which storm water is not intentionally admit- 
ted, 


(11) Storm sewer or storm drain shall mean a sewer 
which carries storm water and uncontaminated in- 
dustrial wastes, or either of them. 


(12) Combined sewer shall mean a sewer receiving 
sewage. 


(13) Public sewer shall mean a sewer in which all 
owners of abutting property have equal rights and 
which is controlled by public authority. 


(14) Building drain shall mean that part of the 
lowest horizontal piping of a drainage system which 
receives the discharge from soil, waste and other drain 
pipes inside the walls of the building and conveys it to 
the building sewer. 


(15) Building sewer shall mean the sewer that con- 
nects the building drain to the public sewer or other 
place of disposal and conveys the sewage of but one 
building. 


(16) Natural outlet shall mean any watercourse, 
pond, ditch, lake or any other body of water, either 
surface or ground. 


(17) Watercourse shall mean an open channel, either 
natural or artifical, in which a flow of water occurs, 
either continuously or intermittently. 


(18) Garbage shall mean solid wastes from the 
preparation, cooking and dispensing of food and from 
the handling, storage, processing and sale of produce. 


(19) Properly shredded garbage shall mean garbage 
that has been cut or shredded to such a degree that all 
particles will be carried freely under flow conditions 
normally prevailing in public sewers, with no particle 
greater than one-half (1/2) of an inch in any dimen- 
sion. 


(2) BOD (denoting biochemical oxygen demand) 
shall mean the quantity of oxygen utilized in the 
biochemical oxidation of organic mater under stan- 
dard laboratory procedure in five (5) days at twenty 
(20) degrees centigrade, expressed in parts per million 
by weight. 


(21) pH shall mean the logarithm of the reciprocal 
of the weight of hydrogen ions in grams per liter of 
solution. 


(22) Suspended solids shall mean the solids that 
either float on the surface of, or are suspended in 
water, sewage or other liquids, and which are remov- 
able by laboratory filtering. 


(22.1) Precipitable solids are those solids precip- 
itated out of solution when the pH of this industrial 
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waste or sewage is adjusted to seven (7.0) at a tempera- 
ture of twenty (20) degrees centigrade. 


(23) SWRC shall mean the state water resources 
commission. 


(24) Plumbing board shall mean the appointed 
board of plumbing of the city. 


(25) Health department shall mean the official 
department of health of Ingham County. 


(26) Shall is mandatory, Not permissive. 
26-1) MAY IS PERMISSIVE. 
(27) Mg/1 shall mean milligrams per liter. 


(28) Compatible pollutant means a substance amen- 
dable to treatment in a publicly owned wastewater 
treatment plant such as biochemical oxygen demand, 
suspended solids, pH and fecal coliform bacteria, plus 
additional pollutants identified in the NPDES permit 
if the publicly owned treatment works was designed to 
treat such pollutants, and in fact does remove such 
pollutants to a substantial degree. Examples of such 
additional pollutants may include: Chemical oxygen 
demand, total organic carbon, phosphorous and 
phosphorous compounds, nitrogen and nitrogen com- 
pounds, fats, oils, and greases of animal or vegetable 
origin. 


(29) Incompatible pollutant means any pollutant 
which is not a compatible pollutant. 


(30) Major contributing industry means an in- 
dustrial user of the publicly owned treatment works 
that: 


(a) Has a flow of fifty thousand (50,000) gallons or 
more per average work day; 


(b) Has a flow greater than five per cent (5%) of the 
flow carried by the municipal system receiving the 
waste; 


(c) Has in its waste, a toxic pollutant in toxic 
amounts as defined in standards issued under Section 
307(a) of U.S. Public Law 92-500, 


(d) Is found by the permit issuance authority in con- 
nection with the issuance of an NPDES permit to the 
publicly owned treatment works receiving the waste, 
to have significant impact, either singly or in combina- 
tion with other contributing industries, on that treat- 
ment works or upon the quality of effluent from that 
treatment works. 


(31) NPDES permit means a permit issued pursuant 
to the national pollution discharge eliminations system 
prescribed in US. Public Law 92-500 


(32) Operation and maintenance means all work, 
materials, equipment, utilities and other effort re- 
quired to operate and maintain the wastewater trans- 
portation and treatment systems consistent with insur- 
ing adequate treatment of wastewater to produce an 
effluent in complaince with the NPDES permit and 
other applicable state and federal regulations, and in- 
cludes the cost of replacement. 


(33) Replacement means the replacement in whole 
or in part of any equipment or facilities in the waste- 
water transportation or treatment systems to insure 
continuous treatment of wastewater in accordance 
with the NPDES permit and other applicable state and 
federal regulations. 


(34) User charge means a charge levied on users ona 
treatment works for the cost of operation and main- 
tenance of such works pursuant to Section 204b of 
U.S. PL 92-500 and includes the cost of replacement. 
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(35) Debt service charge means that portion of the 
user charge for capital cost retirement. 


(36) Billing Charge means the portion of the user 
charge for billing for services. 


(37) Sewer service charge means the total charge for 
sanitary sewer service including charges for operation, 
maintenance, and replacement; capital cost retire- 
ment; and the cost of billing. 


(38) User class means the kind of user connected to 
sanitary sewers including but not limited to residential, 
industrial, commercial, institutional and governmen- 
tal. : 


Residential! users include all users that are domiciles 
or housing units either single-family or multi- 
family—whose discharge is primarily of normal 
domestic strength or a BOD less than 300 mg/\ and 
suspended solids less than 350 mg/I. 


An industrial user means any nongovernmental 
manufacturing or processing facility engaged in a pro- 
ductive or profit making venture that discharges a 
trade or process waste. 


Commercial user means all business places other 
than industrial. Institutional users means hospitals, 
detention facilities, medical care facilities or other 
similar facilities that have or provide care for persons 
but are not residential users. Governmental users 
means all facilities connected to the sanitary sewer that 
are occupied by govenrmental offices or a facility that 
provides governmental services at public expense other 
than a governmentally owned institution user. 


Sec. 27-19. Wastes which may not be discharged in- 
to public sewer. 


Except as hereinafter provided, no person shall 
discharge or cause to be discharged any of the follow- 
ing described waters or wastes into any public sewer: 


(1) Any liquid or vapor having a temperature higher 
than one hundred and fifty (150) degrees Fahrenheit, 
or lower than thirty (30) degrees Fahrenheit. 


(2) Any water or waste which may contain more 
than one hundred (100) parts per million, by weight, 
of fat, oil or grease. 


(3) Any gasoline, benzene, naphtha, fuel oil, or 
other flammable or explosive liquid, solid or gas. 


(4) Any garbage which has not been properly shred- 
ded. 


(5) Any ashes, cinders, sand, mud, straw, shavings, 
metal, glass, rage feathers, tar, plastics, wood, wood 
pulp, paunch manure, or any solid or viscous sub- 
stances capable of causing obstruction to the flow in 
sewers or other interference with the proper operation 
of the sewerage works. 


6) Any waters or wastes having a pH lower than five 
point five (5.5) or higher than ten point five (10.5) or 
having any other corrosive property capable of caus- 
ing damage or hazards to the structures, equipment or 


(7) Pursuant to Section 304(a) of U.S. PL 92-500 
and its amendments, any waters or wastes containing a 
toxic or poisonous substance in sufficient quantity to 
injure or interfere with any sewage treatment process, 
constitute a hazard to humans or animals, fish or 
aquatic life or create any hazard in any receiving 
waters or in the sewage treatment plant. 


(8) Any waste flow or batch discharge containing in- 
dustrial metal processing wastes having substances in 
excess of the standards established by state or federal 
regulations or such substances as may impair the 
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sewage treatment process including, but not limited to 
discharge in excess of the following amounts: 

(a) 3.0 mg/l of zinc as ZN; 

(b) 4.0 mg/I of total chromium as CR; 

(c) 1.0 mg/l of cadmium as CD; 

(d) 3.0 mg/l of copper as CU; 

(e) 1 mg/l of cyanide as CN: 

(f) 3.0 mg/I of nickel as NI: 

(g) 0.02 mg/I of phenol: 

(h) 0.5 mg/l of Lead as PB 


(9) Any waters or wastes containing suspended 
solids of such character or quantity that unusual atten- 
tion or expense is required to handle such materials at 
the sewage treatment plant. 


(10) Any noxious or malodorous gas or substance 
capable of creating a public nuisance. 


(11) Any excessive discoloration, such as, but not 
limited to, dye wastes and vegetable tanning solution, 
or any unusual chemical oxygen demand, chlorides, 
sulfates, or chlorine requirements in such quantities as 
to constitute a significant load on the sewage treat- 
ment works. 


(12) Any radioactive wastes or isotopes of such half- 
life or concentrations as may exceed limits established 
by state or federal regulations 


(13) Any industrial waste that may cause a deviation 
from the NPDES permit requirements, pretreatment 
standards and all other state and federal regulations. 


Sec. 27-22, Approval of discharge of certain wastes; 
methods of treatment. 


(a) The admission into the public sewers of any 
waters or wastes: 


(1) Having a five-day BOD greater than three hun- 
dred (300) parts per million by weight; or 


(2) Containing more than three hundred and fifty 
(350) parts per million by weight of suspended solids; 
or 


(3) Containing more than one thousand (1,000) 
parts per million by weight of precipitable solids; or 


(4) Having a chlorine demand of more than fifteen 
(15) parts per million by weight; or 


(5) Containing any quantity or substance having a 
characteristic described in section 27-19; or 


(6) Having a daily average flow greater than two per 
cent (2%) of the average daily sewage flow of the city; 
or 


(7) Containing more than ten (10) mg/] of irons as 
Fe; or 


(8) Containing a total phosphate content of forty 
(40) mg/I shall be subject to the review and opinion of 
the director of public service of the city. 


(b) Where necessary in the opinion of the director of 
public service, the owner shall provide, at his expense, 
such preliminary treatment as may be necessary to: 


{1) Reduce the BOD to three hundred (300) milli- 
grams per liter and the suspended solids to three hun- 
dred and fifty (350) milligrams per liter or pay the sur- 
charge provided for in Section 27-35; or 


(2) Reduce the precipitable solids to one thousand 
(1,000) milligrams per liter and the chlorine demands 
to fifteen (15) milligrams per liter; or 


(3) Reduce objectionable characteristics or consti- 
tuents to within the maximum limits provided for in 
section 27-19; or 
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(4) Control the quantities and rates of discharge of 
such waters or wastes to meet all applicable state and 
federal regulations including the NPDES permit. 
Plans, specifications and any other pertinent informa- 
tion relating to proposed preliminary treatment in- 
cluding a semi-annual report of progress regarding 
complying with pretreatment facilities, shall be sub- 
mitted for approval of public service and no construc- 
tion of such facilities shall be commenced until such 
approvals are obtained in writing. 


Sec. 27-28. Enforcement. 


(A) Harmful Contributions. The City may suspend 
the wastewater treatment service when such suspen- 
sion is necessary, in the opinion of the city, in order to 
stop an actual or threatened discharge which presents 
or may present an imminent or substantial endanger- 
ment to the health or welfare of persons or the en- 
vironment, causes interference to the POTW or causes 
the city to violate any condition of it NPDES permit. 


Any person notified of a suspension of the waste- 
water treatment service shall immediately stop or 
eliminate the contribution. In the event of a failure of 
the person to comply voluntarily with the suspension 
order, the city shall take such steps as deemed 
necessary including immediate severance of the sewer 
connection, to prevent or minimize damage to the 
POTW system or endangerment to any individuals. 
The city shall reinstate the wastewater treatment ser- 
vice upon proof of the elimination of the non- 
complying discharge. A detailed written statement 
submitted by the user describing the causes of the 
harmful contribution and the measures taken to pre- 
vent any future occurrence shall be submitted to the 
city within fifteen days of the date of occurrence. 


(B) Notification of Violation, Whenever the city 
finds that any user has violated or is violating this or- 
dinance, or any prohibition, limitation of re- 
quirements contained herein, the city may serve upon 
such person a written notice stating the nature of the 
violation. Within thirty days of the date of the notice, 
a plan for the satisfactory correction thereof shall be 
submitted to the city by the user. 


(C) Show Cause Hearing. Any user subject to en- 
forcement action under the provisions of this Or- 
dinance may request a hearing before the director 
within ten days of receipt of notification of proposed 
enforcement action. A hearing is to be held by the 
director concerning the violation, the reasons why the 
action is to be taken, the proposed enforcement ac- 
tion, and directing the user to show cause before the 
director why the proposed enforcement action should 
not be taken. 


The Director may conduct the hearing and take the 
evidence, or may designate any officer or employee to: 


(1) Issue in the name of the director notices of hear- 
ing requesting the attendance and testimony of wit- 
nesses and the production of evidence relevant to any 
matter involved in such hearings; 


(2) Take the evidence; 


(3) Transmit a report of the evidence and hearing, 
including transcripts and other evidence, together with 
recommendation to the director for action thereon. 


At any hearing held pursuant to this ordinance, 
testimony taken must be under oath and recorded 
stenographically. The transcript, so recorded, will be 
made available to any member of the public or any 
party to the hearing upon payment of the usual 
charges thereof. 


After the director has reviewed the evidence, he may 
issue an order to the user responsible for the discharge 
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directing that, following a specified time period, the 
sewer service be discontinued unless adequate treat- 
ment facilities, devices or other related appurtenances 
shall have been installed on existing treatment 
facilities, and that said devices or other related ap- 
purtenances are properly operated. Further orders and 
directives as are necessary and appropriate may be 
issued. 


The director shall also establish appropriate sur- 
charges or fees to reimburse the City for the additional 
cost of operation and maintenance of the wastewater 
treatment works due to the violations of this or- 
dinance. 


Any action by the director may be appealed to the 
City Council. 


(D) Legal Action. If any person discharges sewage, 
industrial wastes or other wastes into the City’s 
wastewater disposal system contrary to the provisions 
of this ordinance, federal or state pretreatment re- 
quirements, or any order of the city, the city attorney 
may commence an action for appropriate legal reliefs 
in the district court and/or in the circuit court of the 
county in which the violation takes place. 


Sec. 27-29, Penalty; Civil. 


Any user who is found to have violated an order of 
the city or who willfully or negligently fails to comply 
with any provision of this ordinance and the orders, 
rules, and regulations issued hereunder, shall be fined 
not less than $100.00 nor more than $500.00 for each 
offense, Each day on which a violation shall occur or 
continue shall be deemed a separate and distinct of- 
fense. In addition to the penalties provided herein, the 
City may recover reasonable attorney’s fees, court 
costs, court reporters’ fees and other expenses of 
litigation by appropriate suit at law against the person 
found to have violated this ordinance or the order, 
rules, regulations and permits issued hereunder. 


Sec. 27-30. Penalty-Falsifying Information. 


Any person who knowingly makes any false state- 
ments, representation or certificaton in any applica- 
tion, record, report, plan or other document filed or 
required to be maintained pursuant to this ordinance, 
or who falsified, tampers with, or knowingly renders 
inaccurate any monitoring device or method required 
under this ordinance, shall, upon conviction, be 
punished by a fine of not more then $500.00 or by im- 
prisonment for not more than 90 days, or both. 


Sec. 27-33. Established,; to whom applicable; basis 
for computation. 


Rates and charges for the use of the disposal system 
of the city are hereby established. Such charges and 
rates shall be made against each lot, parcel of land or 
premises which may have any sewer connections with 
the sewer system of the city or which may otherwise 
discharge sewage or industrial waste, either directly or 
indirectly, into such system or any part thereof. Such 
charges shall be based upon the quantity of water used 
thereon or therein. All users of the system shall be 
charged for services. There will be no free service for 
any class or user. 


Sec. 27-35. Amounts; billings. 


The rates and charges for services furnished by such 
system shall be levied upon each lot or parcel of land, 
building or premises, having any sewer connection 
with such system, on the basis of the quantity of water 
used thereon or therein as the same is measured by 
meters therein used, or in the absence thereof, by such 
equitable method as shall be determined by the direc- 
tor of public service with the approval of the city 
council, and shall be collected at the same time, and in 
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the same manner as provided for the payment of 
charges for water used, except in cases where the 
character of the sewage from a manufacturing or in- 
dustrial plant, building or premises is such that 
unreasonable additional burden is placed upon the 
system, greater than that imposed by the average 
sewage delivered to the system plant, the additional 
cost of treatment created thereby shall be an addi- 
tional charge over the regular rates hereinafter set 
forth; or the city may, if it deems it advisable compel 
such manufacturing or industrial plant, building or 
premises, to treat such sewage in such manner as shall 
be specified by the city before discharging such sewage 
into the sewage disposal system. Rates for all users ob- 
taining all or part of their water supply from sources 
other than the city’s water system may be determined 
by gauging or metering the actual sewage entering the 
system or be metering the water used by them, in a 
manner acceptable to the city council. The commodity 
charge for resident users shall be computed on the 
basis of nine hundred (900) cubic feet per month per 
customer where gauging or metering is not practical. 


The city council may classifiy the users of the system 
according to the quantity of water used and charge 
such rates to users in each class as it may deem 
reasonable. 


(1) The rate to be billed for use of the system shall 
be as follows for all others within the sanitary sewer 
service area of the city except as otherwise provided 
herein:

(a) Billing Charge: $2.16 per bill per customer for 
billing and collecting services. 


(b) Commodity charge: $0.80 per 100 cubic feet for 
all water usage. 


(3) Minimum charge per month of part thereof: All 
residential users shall be charged a minimum billing of 
$1.92 per month regardless of meter size plus the Bill- 
ing charge per bill. For all other users, the minimum 
charge per month shall be determined by meter size 
plus the Billing charge per bill as follows:

(d) Lawn Sprinkling: Upon all bills to resident users 
during the months of September, October and 
November, the sewerage charge shall be subject to a 
discount of twenty five (25) per cent unless water used 
for lawn sprinkling is metered separately, and further 
provided that said discount shall not apply to any 
minimum billing. 


(e) Delayed payment charge: A delayed payment 
charge of five (5) per cent of the total monthly bill 
shall be added to any bill which is not paid on or 
before the due date shown thereon. 


(f) Extra strength waste surcharge (BOD) $0.090 per 
pound in excess of 300 milligrams per liter (mg/l). 


(g) Extra strength waste surcharge (suspended solids 
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$0.050 per pound in excess of 350 milligrams per liter 
(mg/l). 


(2) The rates to be billed for use of the system for all 
Landel customers shall be the same as that used within 
the City. 


The rates states herein shall be effective on July 1, 
1983, except as otherwise provided. A billing covering 
use of the system before and after the effective date of 
this rate change shall have such bill prorated, based 
upon the average use per day and the number of days 
within such billing period, at the rate then in effect. 


The Board of Water and Light is hereby i sing 
as the billing and collecting agent for the city for the 
purposes of this chapter and is reimbursed from the 
funds collected for the expense of such billing and col- 
lecting. The charges shall constitute a lien on the pro- 
perty served by any connection with the system, and if 
not paid within ninety (90) days may be collected in 
the same manner as general city taxes. 


Suburban user or users of sewer or sewer services 
located outside of the corporate limits of the city who 
have connection with the sewerage system of the city 
shall pay for such services such additional rate to that 
charged to users within the corporate limits as the city 
council may determine to cover additional costs to the 
city of transportation of waste water and depreciation 
of investments by the city in sewerage facilities. 


Sec. 27-38.1. Notification. 


All users will be notifed annually, in connection 
with a regular bill, of the current sewer service charge, 
changes in the sewer service charge, and the distribu- 
tion of the sewer service charge into its subparts; user 
charge, debt service charge, and billing charge. 


Sec. 27-41.1. Same. 


The City Engineer shall have supervision and charge 
of the design of all sewers and drains. All design must 
be in compliance with standards of the city, including 
standard details and specifications. 


Section 2. All ordinances or parts of ordinances in- 
consistent with the provisions hereof are hereby 
repealed. 


Section 3. This ordinance shall become effective 
thirty (30) days after adoption unless given immediate 
effect by the City Coucil.

I am pleased to announce the beginning of the City 
of Lansing’s Weatherization Program. The program 
has been developed over the past several months 
following your budgetary approval of $130,000 from 
Community Development Block Grant funds to be us- 
ed for residential weatherization. Staff from the 
Department of Planning and Municipal Development 
worked with interested citizens as well as many other 
Lansing area service agencies to develop a program 
which would help address the unmet needs of the low 
and moderate income households in our community. 
Special note should be taken that the program ad- 
dresses the energy needs of renters as well as owners. 
This is an integral part of the program because of the 
high percentage of low income renters in our City. 


As we administer this program we will be working in

As you know, it has been implied that we can not 
vote on the matter of giving Grand Trunk Western 
Railroad a temporary easement for their tracks 
because the tracks would be used to serve our 
employer, the Oldsmobile Division and the Fisher 
Body Division of General Motors, causing a conflict 
of interest, It is claimed this despite the fact that our 
vote on this matter has no effect on our employment. 
It also has no effect on our benefits and our vote 
would only serve to allow temporary use of an inac- 
cessible piece of property while this matter is submit- 
ted to the voters for a final decision. 


We don’t agree that we are or should be unable to 
vote on this matter for the benefit of the public. 
However, because of this implication and because in 
our opinion it is important the business of this council 
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and this city be beyond reproach, in appearance as 
well as in fact. We, Therefore, are asking the City 
Council to excuse us from voting on this issue. Also, 
to prevent any future recurrence of this sort of pro- 
blem, we are asking the city’s Board of Ethics for an 
advisory opinion as to whether and under what cir- 
cumstances members of City Council may vote on 
such matters.

On August 8, 1983 Mr. Edgar Moore filed a protest 
with -the City concerning the validity of a special 
assessment of $207.50 placed upon property at 3621 
W. Jolly Road. 


Reserach performed by this office indicates that on 
April 8, 1983 the Building Department sent Mr. 
Moore a violation notice concerning trash located at 
3621 W. Jolly Road. The violation notice provided 
Mr. Moore with a grace period of five (5) days to cor- 
rect the identified violation. Re-examination by the 
City Building Department after the five (5) day grace 
period had elapsed revealed that the identified viola- 
tions had not been corrected. A second re-examina- 
tion by the City Building Department fourteen (14) 
days after the issuance of the violation notice, revealed 
that the identified violation had still not been cor- 
rected. On April 22, 1983, Mr. Steve Zelski of the City 
Building Department requested a contractor to clean 
up the violation located at 3621 W. Jolly Road. The 
contractor performed the requested service on April 
26, 1983 and submitted an invoice for $77.50 to the Ci- 
ty Building Department. Pursuant to Section 21-13 of 
the Lansing Code of Ordinances, the cost of $77.50 
plus the City’s minimum service charge of $130.00, a 
total of $207.50, was assessed against the property 
located at 3621 W. Jolly Road. 


Mr. Moore asserts that in fact the contractor did not 
remove any trash from 3621 W. Jolly Road and that 
Mr. Moore, himself, removed the trash referred to in 
the City violation notice. Mr. Moore concludes that 
since the City contractor did not remove any trash, the 
special assessment of $207.50 was improper. 


Although Mr. Moore may himself have removed 
some of the trash from 3621 W. Jolly Road, the City’s 
Building Safety Division is nevertheless satisfied that 
the City’s records are correct and that the City’s own 
contractor removed substantial amounts of trash and 
debris from Mr. Moore’s property. 


Based upon the facts presented above, it is evident 
that the proper procedure was utilized in notifying Mr. 
Moore of the violation at 3621 W. Jolly Road, in 
removing the trash and in placing the special assess- 
ment on the tax rolls. Therefore, it is the recommenda- 
tion of this office that Mr. Moore’s protest of the 
special assessment placed against 3621 W. Jolly Road 
be denied.

RE: Claim of Sue Eby in the amount of $476.50 


Dear President Belen and 
Members of City Council 


On April 4, 1983, Ms. Sue Eby submitted a claim to 
the City in the amount of $476.50 for expenses incur- 
red as a result of a sewer blockage at her residence at 
130 Island. The amount of this claim represents two 
invoices for private sewer cleaning services. 


Initially when claimant noticed a problem with her 
sewer, she contacted a private sewer cleaning service 
on March 12, 1983. Information provided by the 
Public Service Department indicates that the first 
notification that the City received regarding a sewer 
problem at 130 Island was on March 13, 1983. on that 
date, a Public Service wrok crew was dispatched to 
that address, checked the main sewer line and found 
no problem. Subsequently, claimant contacted 
another private sewer service which dug up the home- 
owner’s portion of the sewer and found the problem 
to be two breaks in the sewer line; one break in the 
private portion of the sewer line and one break where 
the private portion of the sewer system hooks into the 
City’s main. 

MCLA 691.1407; MSA 3.996(107) immunizes muni- 
cipalities from tort liability where the municipality is 
engaged in the exercise and discharge of a governmen- 
tal function. Several recent court opinions have held 
that the operation of a sewer system is such a function; 
David v City of Detroit, 98 Mich App 705 (1980); 
Scott v City of Detroit, 107 Mich App 194 (1981); but 
cf Metts v Village of Fowlerville, 119 Mich App 76 
(1982). 


Information provided by the Public Service Depart- 
ment indicates that, while not legally liable to do so, in 
cases of this nature, it has been the Department’s past 
practice to pay one-half (1/2) of the amount of the 
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claim. While the City could follow the Public Service 
Department’s past practice for a claim of this nature 
and equally share the amount. of this claim with the 
claimant, from a purely legal standpoint, the City is 
not liable for the amount of this claim. Therefore, 
based upon the statutory grant of immunity in such 
cases, it is the recommendation of this office that Ms. 
Eby’s claim be denied.

On July 18, 1983, Jon L. Shaffer submitted a claim 
to the City Council in the amount of $145.46 for the 
replacement of two tires. It is Mr. Shaffer’s conten- 
tion that the City should pay the full replacement cost 
of two tires that were punctured by glass while he 
worked for the Parks and Recreation Department, 
guarding the Ethnic Festival Perimeter at Riverfront 
Park. Apparently, Mr. Shaffer used his own vehicle to 
patrol the area. He discovered on July 3rd at approx- 
imately 3:15 a.m. that his right front tire was flat; on 
July 4th at 9 p.m. he discovered the second tire flat. 
Both tires appear to have been punctured by broken 
glass. He contends that this glass was picked up in the 
tire while working for the City. 


Douglas Finley, Director of Parks and Recreation 
Department, has confirmed that Mr. Shaffer was in 
fact working for his Department during the Ethnic 
Festival. However, he indicates that no claim of 
broken glass in the area was received by the Depart- 
ment at any time. 


From the facts supplied, there is no clear connection 
between the glass in the tires and City responsibility 
for failure to adequately protect the public from such 
hazards. Furthermore there is no City policy nor is 
there any indication that any commitment was made 
to Mr. Shaffer for providing coverage of damage to 
his personal vehicle. Thus, it is the opinion of this of- 
fice that the City is not liable for replacement cost of 
the claimant’s tires and it is the recommendation of 
this office that the claim be denied.

On June 21, 1983, Jim Williams of 2307 Sunnyside, 
requested reimbursement for a broken windshield of 
an automobile struck by a golfball apparently driven 
from the Sycamore Golf Course. He has submitted 
estimates for the replacement of the windshield in the 
amounts of $275 (Sharp Auto Glass, $198.73 (Pollock 
Glass), $196.75 (Lansing Auto Glass, and $196.64 
(Auto Glass). According to the police report filed in 
this matter, the right side of the windshield of the vehi- 
cle was broken by a golfball on June 19, 1983. Mr. 
Williams indicates that although golfballs have struck 
his property on other occasions; this is the first claim 
he has filed. 


On September 30, 1983, this office was advised by 
Douglas Finley, Director of Parks and Recreation 
Department, that every effort has been made to 
reduce the problem of property damage to residential 
areas abutting Sycamore Golf Course. Planting and 
fencing have been placed in the most logical locations 
to reduce the problem. But it is virtually impossible to 
completely predict the paths of errant golfballs. 


Since the operation of a municipal golf course is not 
a governmental function, the City is not protected 
from liability in these instances. Indeed, it has been 
the custom of City Council to honor such claims. It is 
therefore the recommendation of this office that Mr. 
Williams’ claim be paid in the amount of the lowest 
estimate for repairs to his automobile, $196.64.

Claimant states that she has been are regular mon- 
thly permit parker on the fourth floor of the S. Grand 
parking ramp. Claimant further states that during 
painting activity at this ramp, red paint was sprayed 
on her car, which claimant was unable to remove 
herself. 


Information provided by the City’s Traffic 
Engineer indicates that red paint was recently used in 
painting activities on the fourth floor of the S. Grand 
ramp. In addition, inspection of claimant’s vehicle by 
City personnel revealed that the red paint on 
claimant’s car was similar to that used on the fourth 
floor of the S. Grand ramp. 


Under Michigan law, municipalities are not accord- 
ed the benefits of governmental immunity for their 
negligent actions when engaged in the performance of 
a proprietary function. Previous recommendations by 
this office have concluded that the operation of the ci- 
ty parking system would be considered a proprietary 
function by the courts since it is operated for a profit 
in a competitive market. A review of the claim also 
discloses that some inadvertant negligent on behalf of 
the City laborers engaged in such painting activities 
caused the damage to claimant’s car. 


In view of the likelihood that the operation of the 
city’s parking system would be characterized by the 
courts to be a proprietary function, subjecting the city 
to liability for damages negligently caused in a parking 
lot, it is the recommendation of this office that this 
claim be allowed.

“‘No governmental agency is liable for injuries or 
damages caused by defective highways, unless the 
governmental agency knew, or in the exercise of 
reasonable diligence should have known, of the 
existence of the defect and had a reasonable time 
to repair the defect before the injury took piace.”’ 


Based upon the above statutory provision and the 
fact that the City was without notice of the loose 
manhole cover, it is the recommendation of this office 
that the claim be denied on the basis of governmental 
immunity.

Attached please find a report regarding Lansing’s 
fire suppression and prevention services. The report 
was prepared at Michigan State University under a 
federal grant. 


I am very pleased with the university-city coopera- 
tion exemplified by this report. 


The report used a computer mode of the city 
together with a variety of local data to make 
judgements about the adequacy of our fire station 
locations, equipment needs, and staffing levels. 


I must emphasized that the study should be viewed 
as one tool among many of oour ongoing examination 
of Lansing fire prevention and suppression services. 
As the report states: ‘‘. . . we have not proposed any 
concrete plans, but instead have provided a founda- 
tion for future analysis of the recommendations of 
this study.’’ 


The report reached three major conclusions: 


1. In general, we have adequate fire station coverage 
in Lansing. However, as we have discussed, there is a 
possible need for additional fire suppression coverage 
in parts of southwest Lansing. This need could be met 
by one additional fire station. 


2. A consolidation of two fire stations—numbers 3 
and 7—may be feasible. 


3. If our stations were better located, it might be 
possible to reduce our engines to as few as 9 (from 12) 
and our ladders to 2 or 3 (from 5). 


I respectfully request that you refer this report to 
the appropriate committee for study and considera- 
tion. Staff from the Fire Department, Municipal Plan- 
ning and Development Department, and my office has 
particiated in the preparation of this report; they are 
prepared to work with you on it. I am sure that MSU 
staff also stand ready to assist further as needed.

The Historic District Study Committee, created by 
Lansing City Council on January 31, 1983 is pleased to 
submit an inventory of the historic resources within 
the City of Lansing and a proposed ordinance design- 
ed to preserve those resources. The objectives of the 
Historic District Study Committee were to review 
previous historic preservation materials and to make 
recommendation regarding historic resources and a 
proposed historic district ordinance for Lansing, 
Michigan. The Committee has delingently worked 
toward those objectives over the past six month 
period, and firmly believes that material submitted for 
review will provide a better understanding of 
Lansing’s past and also will create an additional tool 
with which major historic resources can be preserved. 


Specifically, the materials submitted for your review 
and consideration are: Historic Buildings Inventory, 
1983 an update of the publication Historic Lansing, 
published in 1972, and a proposed Historic District 
Ordinance which establishes a process from the crea- 
tion of historic districts and a Historic District Com- 
mission. 


The Historic District Study committee believes that 
the adoption of a Historic District Preservation Or- 
dinance within the City of Lansing, as evidenced by 
the adoption of similar ordinances in many com- 
munities throughout Michigan, demonstrates that the 
City of Lansing is committed to preserving those 
historic resources which have been so important to 
Lansing’s development. The adoption of a preserva- 
tion ordinance will not only provide some protection 
for significant historical sites and properties within 
this community, but also create a major economic 
reinvestment tool for individual properties as well as 
entire neighborhoods. This reinvestment tool was 
given added emphasis when the United States Con- 
gress adopted the Economic Recovery Tax Act of 1981 
and its investment tax credit for historic preservation. 


The Historic District Study Committee wants to em- 
phasize that the ordinance being submitted for your 
review and consideration does not, at this time, 
establish any specific historic district within the City of 
Lansing. The ordinance does provide for the establish- 
ment of a Historic District Commission in the City of 
Lansing, and sets up the procedures whereby a 
Historic District may be established.

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proposes (1) to enter into an amendment to the ex- 
isting Annual Contributions Contract (herein called 
the ‘‘Amendment’’) with the United States of America 
(herein called the ‘‘Government’’); and (2) to 
authorize the issuance of its notes as evidence of ad- 
vances to be made to the Local Authority pursuant to 
the Contract, as amended; all with respect to any 
“Project’’ as defined in the Contract, as amended, 
and which at any time now or hereafter is incor- 
hia under the terms of such Contract, as amend- 
ed. 


BE IT RESOLVED AS FOLLOWS: 


Section 1. The Amendment to the Annual Con- 
tributions Contract is hereby approved and accepted 
and the President or Vice President is hereby authoriz- 
ed and directed to execute three counterparts of the 
Amendment on behalf of the Local Authority, and the 
Clerk of the Local Governing Body is hereby authoriz- 
ed to impress and attest the official seal of the Local 
Governing Body of each such counterpart and to for- 
ward such executed counterparts, or any of them, to 
the Government together with such other documents 
evidencing the approval and authorizing the execution 
thereof as may be required by the Government. 


Section 2. The President or Vice-President or Direc- 
tor of the Housing Commission is hereby authorized 
to file with the Government from time to time, as 
monies are required, requisitions together with the 
necessary supporting documents requesting advances 
to be made on account of the loan provided in the 
Contract, as amended, and the proper officers of the 
Borrower shall prepare, execute and deliver to the 
Government Notes hereinafter authorized and shall 
accept payment therefor from the Government in cash 
and/or exchange for other Notes of the Borrower, and 
such persons are authorized to do and perform all 
other things and acts required to be done or perform- 
ed in order to obtain such advances. Cash proceeds 
from the sale of all Notes shall be deposited and 
disbursed only in accordance with the provisions of 
the Contract, as amended. 


Section 3. (A) In order to provide monies to finance 
the Development Cost of each Project and to refund, 
renew, extend or substitute for any Project Loan 
Notes (in the Contract called ‘‘Advance Notes’ or 
‘*Permanent Notes’’) by this Resolution authorized to 
be issued (or any such Notes by any other resolution 
authorized to be issued and which are outstanding, or 
on deposit for delivery pending panyment therefor as 
of the date this Resolution becomes effective), or for 
any Project Notes (in the Contract called ‘‘Temporary 
Notes’’) issued by the Borrower in anticipation of the 
delivery of Project Loan or Permanent Notes, there 
are hereby authorized to be issued, from time to time, 
Project Loan and Permanent Notes of the Borrower 
in an aggregate principal amount outstanding at any 
one time (whether authorized by this Resolution or 
any other resolution authorizing the issuance of Pro- 
ject Loan or Permanent Notes) equal to the Maximum 
Development Cost. 


(B) Each such Note shall bear interest and be 
payable in the form and manner prescribed by the 
Contract and this Resolution; shall be signed in the 
name of the Borrower by the authorized official of the 
Local Governing Body; shall have the official seal of 
the Borrower impressed thereon and attested by the 
Clerk of the Local Governing Body. Each Project 
Loan Notes shall be in substantially the form of Form 
No. HUD-9204-MICH and each Permanent Note 
shall be in substantially the form of Form No. 
HUD—52250, each of which form is incorporated 
herein by reference and made a part hereof. Project 
Loan Notes and Permanent Notes shall be issued to 
finance the Development Cost of Non-Permanently 
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Financed Projects and Permanently Financed Projects 
respectively. 


(C) Each Note issued with respect to any Project 
shall be secured by (1) a first pledge of the annual con- 
tributions payable to the Local Authority and 
authorized to be pledged to such payment pursuant to 
the Contract and (2) by a pledge of and lien on the 
Residual Receipts of such Project after providing for 
the the payment of Bonds issued in respect to such 
Project. 


(D) As additional security for the equal and ratable 
payment of the principal of and interest on each Note 
issued with respect to any Project, together with each 
other Note issued with respect to such Project, the 
Borrower, to the fullest extent permitted by the Laws 
of the State, hereby pledges, mortgages, conveys and 
grants unto the Government all property described in 
the Contract constituting such Project, including that 
certain real property relating to each such Project and 
more particularly described in the trust instrument or 
any amendment thereto as executed and recorded by 
the Borrower pursuant to the Contract: Provided 
That, in respect to Permanently Financed Projects the 
lien of such pledge and mortgage and rights granted 
and conveyed pursuant to this paragraph shall (1) be 
junior to the Bonds and junior to the pledge of 
Residual Receipts securing the Bonds, and (2) not be 
foreclosable until all Bonds shall have been paid and 
discharged in the manner provided in the Bond Reso- 
lutions. If the preceding sentence shall be adjudged by 
a court of competent jurisdiction to be invalid or inef- 
fective it is the intention of the Local Authority to be 
fully obligated under the other provisions of this 
Resolution and that such judgement shall not impair 
or invalidate the obligation of the Local Authority to 
pay the principal of and interest on each Note from 
other funds of the Local Authority as herein provided. 


Section 4. Whenever the following terms, or any of 
them, are used in this Resolution, the same, unless the 
context shall indicate another or different meaning or 
intent, shall be construed, and are intended to have 
meanings as follows: 


(a) the term ‘‘Resolution’’ shall mean this Resolu- 
tion. 


(2) All other terms used in this Resolution and 
which are defined in the Contract shall have the 
respective meanings ascribed thereto in the Contract. 


Section 5. All resolutions or parts of resolutions 
heretofore adopted by the Local Authority which 
authorize the issuance and/or delivery of Advance, 
Project Loan or Permanent Notes pursuant to the 
Contract are hereby repealed: Provided, however, 
That such repeal shall in no way affect the validity of

Dear President Belen and 
Members of City Council: 


In accordance with Article 1V, Chapter 3, Section 
4-304.7 of the Lansing City Charter, this office hereby 
requests your authorization to settle the above cap- 
tioned matter by redeeming the City’s liabilty concern- 
ing past and future wage loss and medical expenses for 
the sum of $5,500.00. 


On August 25, 1983 Burton Swope suffered a cere- 
brovascular accident (stroke) while working at the 
Waverly Golf Course and was hospitalized for thirteen 
days following the incident. Mr. Swope has not been 
able to return to work since. 


Even though neither physician deposed was able to 
state with certainty that the stroke was the result of 
stress from work, both stated it was possible that 
chronic stress from work induced the stroke. This 
possibility becomes significant when combined with 
the fact that the stroke occurred at the golf course dur- 
ing work. 
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Ef this matter were litigated, the annual wage Joss 
for which the City would be responsible under an 
adverse ruling would be $5,512.00 a year for the dura- 
tion of his life. The City would also be required to pay 
all medical expenses past and future including the 
reimbursement of the insurance company for the in- 
itial hospitalization. Thirdly, if Mr. Swope were to 
suffer a subsequent stroke resulting in death which 
could be connected to his current condition, his widow 
would be entitled to five hundred weeks of compensa- 
tion or $53.000.00 and $1,500.00 in burial expenses, 
and the City would be liable for medical treatment if 
rendered. 


As aresult of weighing the above factors, this office 
has tentatively negotiated a settlement in the amount 
of $5,500.00 for all liability past and future for any in- 
jury known or unknown. Because the potential ex- 
posure in this matter is substantial, it is the recommen- 
dation of this office that the City’s total liability in- 
cluding wage loss and medical expenses be redeemed 
in the amount of $5,500.00.

Dear Council President Belen and Councilmembers: 


Your honorable body has expressed concerns with 
regard to the proposed Convention/Exhibition Hall 
and Pedestrian Way project. You have individually, as 
the elected representatives of the residents of our com- 
munity, submitted questions (some specific, some 
general in nature) for which you expect to receive an 
answer(s). 


You have also requested that you be provided witha 
listing of the range of alternatives that remain 
available to you as the deliberative body to enable the 
Council to reach a constructive decision on this pro- 
ject. 


At this point, | will state that your questions, con- 
cerns and desire for a review of alternatives has been 
shared equally by my office. 


This communication is an attempt to provide you 
with the information and answers that we collectively 
seek. 


The report will describe the project including the 
design and purpose of the Exhibition/Convention 
Hall facility and its related developments such as ‘‘on 
site’? parking and the pedestrian way. 


Also, in the report I will describe to you the known 
alternatives you might consider. In that sectoin I will 
attempt to identify for you the impact of selecting 
such an alternative. 


Next, I will describe in some detail the financial 
resources that are available or may be made available 
to you to finance the construction of these facilities. 


Also, I will report to you on the estimated expenses 
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to operate the facility as well as the estimated revenues 
that serve to offset that expense. In that discussion | 


will also address the future of the present Lansing: 


Civic Center. 


Finally, I will attempt to answer other questions you 
have asked where the answers do not fit into a specific 
category as outlined in the prior paragraphs. 


Much of what I have to say will be supported by in- 
formatoinal type material prepared by others which 
will be attached and identified in an appendix as label- 
ed exhibits. 


All that I have to report will be expressed before 
reaching my conclusions and making recommenda- 
tions to you. 


I. THE PROJECT: DESIGN AND PURPOSE 


The project as recently presented to the City Coun- 
cil is the design product of numerous early planning 
studies prepared for the City of Lansing. Those 
studies included Memo Report ‘‘C’’ prepared for the 
Lansing Arena Committee, Inc., and dated March 17, 
1980. (copy attached; Appendix ‘‘A”’), That report 
described a Phase I building project of a Convention 
Center with a building mass of 103,000 square feet and 
exhibit space clear span of 50,000 square feet. (see 
Table 3, page 8 of cited report). 


The updated project as presented is designed as a 
Convention Center/Exhibition Hall of 106,400 square 
feet of building mass (square foot coverage of the 
building in relation to the land it covers.) In addition 
thereto, for architectural purposes and construction 
cost estimating, the building is referred to as contain- 
ing 147,400 square feet of area because the design con- 
cept provides for covered parking under the entire 
building. 


The building in the current proposal is designed at a 
forty (40) foot height for the exhibit hall area. The 
original building design called for a thirty five (35) 
foot height. It is also designed in such a manner that 
the structure can be expanded to the North of the pro- 
posed site should the City decide at a later date to 
follow the early planning proposals and increase the 
size of the facility. (see Memo Report ‘‘C”’ of 3-17-80 
Appendix ‘‘A’’ Phase II Development.) 


The assumption utilized here was to design this 
building for its intended purpose of a convention 
center and exhibition hall to accommodate conven- 
tions, trade show exhibits, regional and local meetings 
and the associated activities of such events. It is a sup- 
port building to the proposed downtown hotel and a 
facility that will allow the community to aggressively 
develop a convention marketing strategy. 


The facility as proposed is not a replacement for the 
existing Civic Center. 


The proposed design of the facility does, however, 
as I have stated earlier, allow for the expansion of the 
building. The design provides the City (and future Ci- 
ty Councils) with improved flexibility in future 
deliberations should the City choose to either; 1) ex- 
pand the facility, 2) change the use concept, 3) dispose 
of the present Civic Center and replace some or all of 
the current Civic Center activities in the proposed or 
an expanded facility. The design would accommodate 
those types of decisions without having to make exten- 
sive/costly structural changes to this phase of the 
facility. 


The ancillary facilities to the main building include 
parking for approximately 320 vehicles on the site and 
an enclosed climate controlled pedestrian way across 
the river going from the Convention Center/Exhibi- 
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tion Hall to the proposed hotel and also linked to the 
City’s North Grand Avenue parking garage. 


The estimated cost of the entire project,—an 
estimate prepared by the City’s consultant architect 
and construction manager—is approximately 
$14,170,550. (see Appendix ‘‘B”’ attached.) While this 
estimate document divides the anticipated cost bet- 
ween the ‘‘Main Building’’ ($13,299,690) and ‘‘Ped- 
way’’ ($870,860) there are other ways of looking at 
and analyzing these budget figures. 


One way is as follows: 


Main Building $12,689,940 
Parking (1) 535,750 
Pedestrian Way (2) 944,860 
Total $14,170,550 


(1) Estimate from Barton-Malow, Construction 
Manager for entire parking. 
(2) Original estimate of $870,860+ $74,000 for fees. 


The estimated cost to construct this C/E facility is 
$2,804,820 higher for the main building and parking 
area than the $10,420,770 figure that was used as an 
estimate in 1981. The addition of the Pedestrian Way 
to the project added $944,860 to the estimated cost 
making the entire project expense $3,749,780 higher 
than the 1981 estimate. 


You have received a line item explanation of some 
of the reasons for these higher costs. A copy of that 
document is attached to this report as Exhibit ‘‘C’’. 


All of the foregoing describes for you the project, 
including ancillary features, intended use, the 
capability for future City officials to make decision 
about the future expansions and use of the facility and 
the estimated cost. 


As we all know the project is estimated to cost ap- 
preciably more than originally anticipated. This has 
caused the Council to ask me to outline what alter- 
natives I believe are available to the Council and what 
the impact is for each of those alternatives (if the im- 
pact can be determined.) 


Il. THE PROJECT ... AND ALTERNATIVES 


The alternatives listed are not in any particular 
order or preference. 


ALTERNATIVE NO. 1: Building the proposed 
design, (Estimated cost approximately $14.2 million 
dollars.) Would require raising approximately $6.9 
million dollars from sources other than the $7.3 
million dollar balance of the $10.3 Urban Develop- 
ment Action Grant. 


ALTERNATIVE NO. 2: Reducing the size of the 
building by design change to reduce cost. (Adds time 
to the construction schedule for redesign and addi- 
tional design costs. Time and dollars unknown, Re- 
quires an amendment of Darin & Armstrong agree- 
ment.) 


ALTERNATIVE NO. 3: Reduce cost by changing 
(down grading) the quality of the materials specified 
for the project. (Changes to lesser quality may not 
reduce expense sufficiently.) 


ALTERNATIVE NO. 4: Change the entire 
development concept by combining the hotel with the 
C/E facility. (Time factor may adversely affect 
UDAG Grant. Total project cost may eliminate the 
use of Economic Development Industrial Revenue 
Bond financing; $10 million bonds, $20 million pro- 
ject cost. May eliminate pedestrian way (argumen- 
tative). May reduce pressure on Grand Avenue park- 
ing facilities.) 
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ALTERNATIVE NO. 5: Transfer part of the cost 
of the project to other revenue sources such as the 
parking system and unencumbered capital improve- 
ment funds. Viable alternative, however, such transfer 
smay delay other planned improvement projects.) 


ALTERNATIVE NO. 6: Cancel the entire project. 
(Loss of $10.3 UDAG. Loss of hotel project. Loss of 


anticipated jobs, construction and permanent. Possi- . 


ble legal damages settlement on hotel project.) 


ALTERNATIVE NO. 7: Delay acquisition of 
and/or development of certain C/E hall features such 
as: 1) sound system; $500,000, 2) Exhibition hall 
divider; $235,000, 3) furniture, fixtures and equip- 
ment, $500,000, 4) Parking, approximately $500,000, 
5) Pedestrain Way approximately $1,000,000. (The 
above would be required at a later date. Some items 
might be leased with or without option to purchase.) 


ALTERNATIVE NO. 8: Bid packages with op- 
tions. 


ALTERNATIVE NO. 9: A combination of alter- 
natives. Includes No. 2 (reduce size). No. 3 (change 
some quality), No. 5 (transfer of cost), No. 7 (delay or 
phase or lease), and No. 8 (bid package options) 


There may be alternatives to the project that I have 
not perceived. If so, I am open at this point to analyz- 
ing any other alternatives that might be suggested. 


The same offer exists—that is to analyze additional 
alternative suggestions—after the next review—which 
will cover the financial resources that are, or might be 
made available to finance the either project as design- 
ed or one (or a combination) or alternatives. 


III. FINANCIAL RESOURCES AND 
MECHANISMS 


The following are what I believe constitute a com- 
plete list of existing and potential financial resources. 


1. UDAG Funds 7,300,000 

2. Tax Increment Finance 4,000,000 
District Bond Issue (no referendum) 

3. Building Authority Bond Issue 8,000,000 


To receive a net bond proceed 

or either $7,000,000 (no TIFA Bond Issue) or 
$3,000,000 Requires slight tax increase on either issue. 
Also a commitment on hotel loan repayments. Refer- 
rendum maybe petitioned. 


4. Parking System 500,000 
own and operate C/E parking facility. 
5. Seek additional UDAG 1,000,000 


for pedestrian way. Would require private investment 
of no less than $5 million according to HUD officials. 


6. Use a portion of unencumbered 500,000 
but planned capital improvement (or more) 
funds now in reserve. 

7. Lease/lease purchase of 1,000,000 
certain building equipment and (approximately) 
fixtures i.e. sound equipment. 

8. Use a Section 108 HUD loan 2,000,000 


(Loan approved to $3.5 million, however federal 
regulations restrict how loan proceeds may be used. 
Since this is an additional loan it will require a repay- 
ment schedule that would affect the City’s operating 
budget Loan might be paid back of a six (6) year 
period. May be extended to a ten (10) year pay back. 
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9, Seek loan through federal (unknown dollar value) 
Economic Development Administration. This is being 
checked. 


One viable combination of the above may be as 
follows:

Parking System 500,000

This alternative would not require a tax increase for 
construction of Exhibition Hall/Convention Center 
and it is not subject to referendum. The leasing of the 
equipment and the new UDAG for the pedestrian way 
would depend upon locating the appropriate leasing 
agent and securing the private investment for the 
UDAG. Operating expenses of the C/E facility would 
be affected by this decision. 


Again, in this section I have outlinted what I 
perceive to be financial alternatives. There may be ad- 
ditional combiaations that did not surface as I went 
through my thought process. Please feel free to make 
suggestions.

A word about the Financial Impact of this project 
as it pertains to the anticipated operating cost of the 
proposed Convention Exhibition facility. The finan- 
cial impact statement attached as exhibit ‘‘G”’ projects 
a range of city subsidy—in a very preliminary 
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estimate—of $400,000 to $800,000. This city subsidy 
would be in addition to the amount of subsidy re- 
quired for the present Civic Center. The subsidy for 
the present Civic Center is $527,510. I repeat the 
figures in the financial impact statement are very 
preliminary. 


IV, OTHER QUESTIONS 


There are other questions which you have asked. 
Some of which I am able to answer at this time. 


For example: 


To the question what would the cost be to the 
average household for a 3.5 mill tax increase. 


The answer is that the average household has a State 
equalized value of $18,300 and a 3.5 tax mill increase 
would cost the average household $64.05. 


To the question would be continue to operate the 
Civic Center. 


It is my view that the City cannot afford to provide 
two subsidies indefinitely and that we should make 
every effort to sell the Civic Center, hopefully to the 
State of Michigan. 


To the question on the possibilities of using the 
county room tax. 


I would say yes, it is a possibility, but I do not know 
how much money would be provided at this point in 
time. Also, it would take an effort on everyone’s part 
to ponies the county and the hotel industry of the 
need. 


To the question would it be difficult to sell the 
millage to the public. 


I do not know the absolute answer to that question. 
The general reaction that you and I have expressed as 
elected officials, is that we desire to maintain the tax 
rate at the status quo. 


To the question of the impact of depleting the 
general fund to almost zero. 


The answer is this would be devastating for the City 
from the standpoint of the City’s ability to issue 
revenue bonds for projects such as the Wastewater 
Treatment facility or to respond to true emergencies, 
the cost of which would exceed the amount of money 
appropriated in any contingency account. Also you 
have to consider the fact that it would deplete our 
working capital. 


I believe that I have answered, in this rather lengthy 
report, Virtually all of the questions that you have ask- 
ed of me, and in part some of the questions that have 
been asked by citizen groups. 


V. RECOMMENDATIONS 


From all of my review of this project, [ am recom- 
mending to you that the City of Lansing cannot build 
a Convention/Exhibition facility costing $14.2 million 
dollars, without some type of tax increase. 


The most that we could build without a tax increase 
would be a facility costing in the neighborhood of $13 
to $13.2 million dollars. A facility at this cost would 
probably require the reduction in size of at least 
10,000 square feet and possibly slightly more. 


The 13 million facility could however be financed in 
the following manner: 


From the UDAG $7,300,000 
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From Tax Incremen Finance Bonds 4,000,000 
From the Parking System 500,000 
(either bonds or reserves) 

By Leasing some part of either the 500,000 
furniture, fixtures, and equipment or the sound equip- 
ment. 

From the Capital Improvement 500,000 
Program reserves 

A credit against prepaid expenses 200,000 
(approximately) 

This totals: $13,000,000 


A tax increase would not be required. 


I will identify for you verbally what I believe can be 
taken from the Capital Improvement Fund and what 
must be replaced. 


I recognize that this is a lengthy report. I hope that I 
have been able to answer your prior questions. I stand 
ready to answer any additional questions.

Councilman Alfreda Schmidt read the following: 


COUNCILMEMBER ALFREDA SCHMIDT’S 
STATEMENT RE: EXHIBITION HALL 


Before we vote on this resolution, I would like to 
read a short statement of my position. The City Clerk 
has a copy of the text and I request that it be printed in 
the Council proceedings. 


Fellow members of Council, Mr. Mayor, and 
residents of Lansing: The financing package for the 
downtown Exhibition Hall/Convention Center re- 
quires the reappropriation of $605,370 from the 
Edgewood Boulevard account in the General Fund. 
Literally, this was the only money we could find to 
make this project happne. Therewas no other choice 
excpept to raise taxes, and we have all agreed that we 
will not raise the property tax rate. 


For my friends and neighbors in the Second Ward, I 
want you to know that my vote in favor of the Exhibi- 
tion Hall does not reduce my support and commit- 
ment to the completion of Edgewood Boulevard. It is 
not a matter of ‘‘Either the Exhibition Hall or 
Edgewood Boulevard.’’ Instead, we are agreeing to a 
sequence of ‘‘First the Exhibition Hall, then 
Edgewood Boulevard.’’ 


As many residents will remember, the City cannot 
proceed with the Edgewood project anyway, because 
of an injunction from Federal District Court. In May 
1980, the City Council approved an $882,000 ap- 
propriation for Edgewood, knowing full well that this 
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amount was not enough to build the road. Other 
funds totalling $859,000 are still set aside for 
Edgewood in Act 51 accounts, and will remain un- 
touched. Act 51 is the State Gas and Weight Tax that 
gives local governments funds to build and maintain 
their roads. All of this money would still not build the 
road, and we’ve known that all along. We expect to 
apply for federal funds when the injunction is lifted 
and we are free to go ahead with the Edgewood pro- 
ject. 


In the meantime, the poor economy of recent years 
has chewed away at the City’s financial reserves, The 
“rainy day fund”’ is dangerously low. There simply is 
no secret pot of money from which to pull what we 
need for the Exhibition Hall. The cost of this project is 
higher than we thought, and we have to make up the 
difference now. 


We're doing this by borrowing from the Edgewood 
account. The resolution before us says the Edgewood 
funds will be the last to be spent, and only if 
necessary, and the Edgewood account will be 
replenished at our first opportunity. 


The key here is timing. The 100-Block Project has 
been a major goal of this City for many years. It is 
close to reality and now is the time to put up the 
money to make it happen. Edgewood Boulevard is 
also a long-term goal for the City, but we will not be 
permitted to pursue this goal until the injunction is 
lifted, perhaps as early as the second half of 1984. 
When it comes time to proceed with Edgewood 
Boulevard, I am confident this City Council will do 
everything necessary to put up the money needed to 
improve life in the south end of Lansing through the 
building of this road.

$70.00 


Dear President Belen and 
Members of City Council: 


On September 27, 1983 the City Attorney’s Office 
received a letter from Marilyn M. Wanger, alleging 
damages to her vehicle in the amount of $70.00. Ms. 
Wanger indicates that on July 28, 1983 at approx- 
imately 8:20 a.m., as she was entering the 100 Block of 
South Washington City parking mall, the entrance 
gate arm descended and struck the roof of her vehicle. 
As aresult, the maroon paint on her car was scratched 
and yellow paint from the gate arm was imbedded 
upon the roof of her vehicle. She has submitted an 
estimate for repair of the damage to her car roof in the 
amount of $70.00. 


An investigation of this matter by David A. Ber- 
ridge, Transportation Engineer, has revealed the 
following facts. Ms. Wanger was apparently waiting 
to enter the parking lot. Another vehicle was entering 
the parking lot in front of her vehicle. After the vehi- 
cle in front of her vehicle entered the lot, it passed over 
a buried loop in the parking lot entrance which deac- 
tivates the gate arm and lowers it to the down 
position. Ms. Wanger proceeded to enter the lot and 
the gate arm ascended. While Ms. Wagner was receiv- 
ing a time ticket the vehicle which entered the lot just 
prior stopped and back up into a nearby parking 
space. In doing so, part of that vehicle again passed 
over the buried loop which deactivates the gate arm 
and lowers the gate arm to the down position. As the 
gate arm was returning to the down position Ms. 
Wagner started forward. As a result her car roof was 
struck and scratched. The parking lot attendant on 
duty did observe these events. He attempted to stop 
Ms. Wanger but was unsuccessful. He did examine the 
vehicle for damage and reported the incident to his 
supervisor. 


Michigan law exempts municipalities from tort 
liability in cases where the governmental agency is 
engaging in the exercise of a governmental function 
(MCLA 691-1407; MSA 3.996(107). Previous recom- 
mendations by this office have concluded that the 
operation of the City parking system would be con- 
sidered a proprietary function of the courts since it is 
operated for a profit in a competitive market. It is 
basic textbook law that negligence does not require the 
existence of intent or desire to being about the conse- 
quences which occur, but rather there must merely ex- 
ist the risk of the occurrence or consequences, suffi- 
ciently great to lead a reasonable person to anticipate 
said consequences or occurrences and to fail to guard 
against it. See, Prosser on Torts, 4th Ed., Sec. 31, p. 
145, 


Based on the foregoing, it appears to this office that 
the existing equipment did function properly as it was 
designed. Apparently, Ms. Wanger attempted to enter 
the parking lot correctly. The occurrence which 
damaged claimant’s vehicle could have reasonably 
been anticipated by the City. Therefore, it is the 
recommendation of this office that the claim of 
Marilyn M,. Wanger should be paid by the City of 
Lansing.

Dear President Belen and 
Members of City Council: 


Mr. Bebee has submitted a claim for reimbursement 
of costs incurred to provide for water and sewer usage 
to a site purchased by Mr. Bebee from the City. On 
December 21, 1982, the City sold two undeveloped 
parcels of property on land contract to Leighton L. 
Leighty. Prior to sale, the Property Management 
Department checked with the Assessor’s Office and 
the Board of Water and Light to discover if there were 
special assessments or costs for sewer or water main 
installations to the property. That department found 
no special assessment for sewer main and was told by 
the Board of Water and Light that water mains were 
installed at no charge. On December 22, 1982, Mr. 
Leighty assigned his interest in the land contract to 
Mr. Bebee, the realtor who had negotiated the pur- 
chase. Mr. Bebee subsequently attempted to develop 
the property and found that the board of Water and 
Light had changed their rule on July 1, 1983, and 
$1,400.00 was paid by Rabco Construction Inc. for 
water main installation. The Public Service Depart- 
ment required $926.53 in lieu of an assessment in order 
to connect the subject property to the sewer main since 
the property had never been assessed for the sewer 
main installation. 


The subject land contract provides ‘‘15. It is 
specifically understood between both Seller and 
Puechaser that Seller shall provide pbulic water and 
sewer usage for entire site without any extra costs to 
Purchaser’’. The interpretation of this clause will fall 
on the meaning and intent of the parties. Investigation 
with the Property Management Department reveals 
that is was their intent and understanding that ‘‘water 
and sewer usage’ referred to providing the installa- 
tions necessary to make water and sewer mains accessi- 
ble to the subject property. The fact that a mistake as 
to fact was made will not change or effect the admitted 
understanding of the terms or the intent of the parties. 


Based on a fair interpretation of the land contract, 
the City is responsible to reimburse for actual costs 
paid for water main installation ($1,400.00). Further 
investigation is necessary to determine whether liabili- 
ty exists for sewer connection fees.

When the United Way “kicked off?’ its 1983 cam- 
paign, the announced goal was nearly 4.45 million 
dollars.

Dear President Belen and Councilmembers: 


On Monday evening, November 21, 1983 the City 
Council approved the financing for the proposed Con- 
vention/Exhibition facility. I know at the time of the 
approval there was some reluctance on the part of 
some councilmembers regarding the process we went 
through to reach this financing decision. 


One item that I was not aware of on Monday even- 
ing was the newspaper article that appeared in the 
Lansing State Journal on the same date. The article by 
Haya A. El Nasser is a negative article as it pertains to 
me and my administration. It suggests that we had 
firm figures back in June indicating that the proposed 
Exhibition Hall/Convention Center would cost 
$4,000,000 more than expected. 


Had | known of the content of the article on Mon- 
day evening, I would have set the record straight dur- 
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ing the period on the formal agenda where I am asked 
to comment. The accurate explanation of our 
knowledge of the cost of the Exhibition facility is as 
follows: 


On February 18th we were advised, based on the 
schematic design of the facility that the building could 
run as high as $11.4 million, plus the pedestrian way, 
which was estimated at $1,000,000. We were also look- 
ing at some options that would make the building 
more suitable for use. Those options totalled 
$285,000. At that time the pedestrian way was clearly 
an alternate. There were still some other alternates be- 
ing considered that could bring the total cost of the 
building into the $11.3 million range. The total range 
was from $11.3 to $12.6 million dollars. This was a 
working document for the purpose of giving direction. 
Barton Malow indicated that the figure for the 
building cost was good through June 1983. The Coun- 
cil approved the hotel letter of agreement on July 
11th. 


On July 19, 1983 we had another meeting with 
regard to the facility, again dealing with options. An 
analysis was completed on May 12th, by Larry Dit- 
tloff, then Civic Center Manager, which suggested 
many items that had not been taken into account in 
terms of the overall project. This was a working 
meeting to review costs based on that analysis. The 
meeting dealt with a basic building which could be 
constructed at $10,635,000, approximately, and a 
pedestrian way of $760,000 without heating and cool- 
ing, for a total building cost of all facilities of $11.4 
million. At that time other owner expenses remained 
the same ($1,374,000), but figures for the construction 
manager, reimbursibles, and contingencies were in- 
creased to bring about an anticipated project cost of 
approximately $14.1 million. We were still deaing with 
alternates that could reduce the cost by 
$1,000,000, —$760,000 of which was for the 
pedestrian way. Again these were working documents 
and we were still reviewing options that were available 
for the project. Our concern continued to be that the 
Convention/Exhibition Hall building be workable in 
nature and would deal with the needs of developing 
and operating a successful facility. 


On September 2nd, we received an updated 
memorandum following the meeting I had on the Con- 
vention/Exhibition Hall on August 30th. At that time 
the staff Building Design group went back to meet 
with the architect and construction manager to obtain 
additional necessary cost information. In the 
memorandum dated September 2, 1983 there was also 
an indication of a need for a follow-up meeting. We 
were advised that after the staff August 30th meeting, 
staff would have TMP and Barton Malow review the 
updated design and cost revisions so we would have 
the appropriate budget information within 2-3 weeks, 
ie. the latter part of September. 


The first complete budget numbers that this office 
received that had substance to the design was dated 
September 27, 1983. At that time we were provided 
with a budget figure for the entire facility from 
TMP/ Barton Malow which reached $15.6 million. We 
challenged the accuracy of those figures and asked 
that it be recomputed. One month later on October 
27, 1983, the same parties came back with a budget 
figure of $14.2 million. There were no alterations in 
the design concept between the September 27th and 
October 27th figures. 


When | indicated to you that we have had a short 
period of time in the Mayor’s Office to deal with this 
particular project, 1 said it exactly as | meant it. We 
did not see solid budget figures until late September 
and revised figures one month later. Eight working 
days later, we presented the complete package to the 
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Council’s Committee of the Whole. We could not 
have done it any faster. 


I have not withheld anything from you or attempted 
to not give you the facts with regard to this project. 


For the purpose of your comparison, | am including 
with this letter the documents I have referred to for 
your review. 


I think from your review of the documents that you 
will conclude that I have dealt with the City Council 
with total honesty and integrity on this project.

CITY COUNCIL PRESENTATION 
December 5, 1983 


Good evening, Council President and Members of 
the Lansing City Council. The members of the 
Citizen’s Advisory Commission on Affirmative Ac- 
tion would like to thank you for extending us an op- 
portunity to make our presentation before you this 
evening. We know that the Mayor, the City Council, 
and the cititzens of Lansing have been patiently 
awaiting the results of our investigation. 


However, before I present and highlight some of 
our findings and recommendations, I would like to 
take this opportunity to introduce the members who 
served on the commission: 


A. Personnel expertise from both the private and 
public sector. 


B. Research and investigative skills in affirmative 
action development. 


C. Expertise in staff and program development. 


D. Experts in the area of minorities, women’s 
issues, and handicappers. 


Members of the Commission: Mr. Charles Blockett, 
Mr. John Castillo, Ms. Deborah Clemmons, Mr. 
Richard Climer, Ms. Hilda Patricia Curran, Mr. 
Thomas Johnson, Ms. Connie Sanchez, Dr. Leonard 
Sawisch, Ms. Wanda Stevens, Mrs. B. Joan 
Webkamigad, Mr. Benjamin Williams. ; 


While I have this opportunity’, I want to publicly 
express my sincere appreciation to all of you for your 
long voluntary hours, your deep sense of commitment 
to our task, and finally, your strong dedication in 
assisting the city in developing an effective affirmative 
action plan. I am sure the Mayor, the City Council, 
and the citizens of Lansing join me in saying ‘‘Thank 
you”’ for a job well done. (applause) 


Also, the commission would like to thank the 
Mayor, the president of the City Council, union of- 
ficials, and department heads for providing us with 
important data which helped us conduct our investiga- 
tion, 


Finally, I would like to make one last acknowledge- 
ment on behalf of the members of the commission. 
We would like to extend our sincere appreciation to 
Ms. Susan Wager for her outstanding assistance to 
members on the Commission and for the excellent job 
she did in recording our minutes and adding important 
insights to our task. 


Now, Council President, I would like to share 
publicly the results of our four month intensive in- 
vestigation of the city’s affirmative action plan. 


It was exactly four months ago today, August 5, 
1983, that Mayor Terry McKane formed the Citizen’s 
Advisory Commission on Affirmative Action. He 
charged the Commission with two objectives: 


1. To investigate the City of Lansing’s hiring pro- 
cedures and practices used to hire the 40 new hires dur- 
ing the period July 1, 1982 to June 30, 1983, with only 
two of the new hires being minorities (1 black female 
and 1 American Indian female). 


2. To develop a set of recommendations which 
stipulate standards hiring policies and procedures that 
will ensure equal consideration for employment for all 
protected group members through communication 
linkages between the Mayor, director of personnel, 
department heads, and the affirmative action officer 
for purposes of providing equal employment oppor- 
tunities and remedying the effects of past and present 
employment discrimination. 


In order to achieve these two objectives the commis- 
sion held weekly and special meetings to conduct its 
deliberations. It reviewed large amounts of city data 
and conducted interviews with the Mayor, the presi- 
dent of the City Council, the acting director of person- 
nel, the affirmative action officer, union officials, and 
each department head. 


Last summer when the news media made public the 
fact that only two minorities were hired out of forty 
new employees, there was a great deal of ‘‘finger poin- 
ting’’ and fault finding throughout city hall. 


Resulting from our objective study of the city’s af- 
firmative action program the commission reached the

following conclusion regarding who was at fault for 
the city’s ineffective affirmative action plan: 


‘In the opinion of the Citizens Advisory Commis- 
sion on Affirmative Action, there is no one in- 
dividual, department, or branch of Lansing city 
government responsible for the city’s ineffective 
affirmative action record. The commission feels 
that the blame, if it is to be placed anywhere, 
should be placed on the total city structure.’’ 


We reached this conclusion based on our review of 
city hiring data and our interviews with city officials, 
department heads, and union officials. We concluded 
that the results of our investigation showed that the 
City of Lansing was never sincere in its efforts to 
establish an effective affirmative action plan. 


Let us quickly review the City’s history on affir- 
mative action: 


The City of Lansing’s first affirmative action plan 
was signed into effect on October 20th, 1972 by Mayor 
Gerald Graves. Its purpose was to promote affir- 
mative action and to prohibit discrimination against 
otherwise qualified persons because of race, color, 
creed, national origin, sex, and age. 


In 1976, based on continuing concern that the City 
of Lansing was not operating in good faith in regards 
to the 1972 plan, an Ad Hoc committee was formed to 
investigate the city’s affirmative action plan. Upon the 
completion of its investigation, the committee made 
ten major recommendations to strengthen the city’s 
commitment to affirmative action and to improve the 
affirmative action plan. These recommendations were 
adopted by City Council and signed into effect on 
November 3rd, 1976. In addition to strengthening the 
purpose of the original plan, the revised plan included 
handicapped persons as a protected group and the Ci- 
ty Council also appointed an affirmative action of- 
ficer. 


The new city charter of 1978 states that discrimina- 
tion by all city agencies is prohibited and affirmative 
action programs are required. 


In 1981, it became very clear that a majority of the 
recommendations adopted in 1976 had not been im- 
plemented. The City Council then adopted Ordinance 
No. 588 in 1981. This ordinance was intended to pro- 
vide a mechanism for prohibiting discrimination and 
promoting affirmative action by establishing the 
human relations board. 


The City of Lansing in 1983 still had not im- 
plemented the 1972 plan as amended in 1976, or City 
Ordinance 588 of 1981 and thus, the Citizens Advisory 
Commission on Affirmative Action was established. 


This is the fourth attempt since the City of Lansing 
officially went on record as a supporter of affirmative 
action, and here we are eleven years later still without 
‘an effective affirmative action plan in place. 


After one has read this account of the City’s track 
record, one must ask the question: how many more 
committees will be established or recommendations 
made before the city owns up to its commitment to af- 
firmative action? 


Let me take this opportunity to share with yousome 
of our observations regarding the city’s hiring prac- 
tices. 


For those of you here this evening who are un- 
familiar with the term ‘‘Protected Group Members’, 
the federal equal employment opportunity office 
defines them as American Indians, Asian/Pacific 
Islanders, Blacks, Handicappers, Hispanics, and 
women. 


DECEMBER 5, 1983 


Distinction: Women are not considered minorities. 


Between the period of July 1, 1982 and June 30, 
1983, the City of Lansing hired 40 new employees to 
fill full-time positions. Of the 40, 2 were minority 
females, 12 were white females, and 26 were white 
—g There were no minority males or handicappers 

ired. 


During the period in question, a total of 2,309 in- 
dividuals applied for employment with the City of 
Lansing, Protected grmembers accounted for 1,407 or 
60.93% of all applicants. Minority group members ac- 
counted for 680 or 29.44 of all applicants. 


I will not elaborate on all of our observations regar- 
ding the city’s hiring practices, but | would like to 
highlight several which support the commission’s con- 
cluding statement regarding who is at fault for the Ci- 
ty’s ineffective affirmative action plan, 


1. Protected group members with the exception of 
Hispanics and Handicappers, applied for employment 
with the city at a rate greater than their representation 
in the Lansing population. 


2. Between June 30, 1982 and July 1, 1983, the City 
of Lansing’s fire department hired eleven firefighters. 
All were white males. The fire department did not 
have any females among their sworn personnel. 


3. The finance department had 68 employees, 31 
white females: six minority females and no minority 
males, 


4. The smaller departments with the poorest affir- 
mative action records consisted of: 


A. the City Clerk’s office, which had eight full-time 
employees: one Asian male and seven white females. 


B. the City Council and Internal Audit had nine 
full-time employees: seven white males, one white 
female, and one Hispanic female. 


C. the Mayor’s office had five full-time employees: 
one white male and four white females. 


D. the Purchasing Department had five full-time 
employees: three white males and two white females. 


5. As of October 25, 1983, there were no blacks or 
Hispanics on the existing entry level police officer 
employment list. 


6. When protected group members were represented 
in the candidate pools meeting minimum qualifica- 
tions, generally they did not advance to the final inter- 
views. 


7. Union contracts with the city require internal 
posting prior to consideration of external candidates, 
although protected group members are generally 
underrepresented in the internal workforce. 


8. The first minority police officer (a black male) 
was hired by the city in 1950. Currently, only one pro- 
tected group member has advanced above the rank of 
patrolman—~-a Pacific Islander male—detective. All 
others are white males. 


9. Very little outreach recruitment occurred through 
the efforts of the personnel and training department, 
department heads, and the affirmative action officer. 
There was no effort at all to recruit handicappers as a 
protected group. 


10. The affirmative action officer’s role was limited 
to reviewing the hiring decisions of the department 
heads, i.e., non involvement in the selection process 
until it was completed. The affirmative action officer 
can put a 10 day hold on the decision of the depart- 
ment head and did so in one instance regarding the 40 
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hires. That was a police technician. The affirmative 
action officer’s decision was sustained and the police 
department hired a black female as a police techni- 
cian. 


11. The final hiring decision rested solely with 
department heads or their designee. In all but two in- 
stances, they failed to hire minority group members 
even though their departments were underutilized. In 
all but 4 instances, women were hired in traditional 
female positions even though the departments in ques- 
tions were underutilized. No handicappers or minority 
males were hired. 


_ 12. The use of the Pressey Test—IQ Test—adversely 
impacted on protected group members. The use of this 
test has been terminated. 


These observations continue to support the commis- 
sions concluding statement that the total city structure 
is at fault. 


In the report there are a total of 32 recommenda- 
tions that the commission made to assist the city in 
developing policy which will stipulate standard hiring 
policies and procedures that will ensure equal con- 
sideration for employment for all protected group 
members. 


At this time, I would like to once again highlight 
several of our recommendations: 


1. The Mayor issue an executive order 
demonstrating a firm commitment to equal employ- 
ment opportunity and affirmative action in Lansing 
government; requiring a critical analysis of each 
department to determine underrepresentation of pro- 
tected group members; and establishing concrete goals 
and objectives with specific time tables to correct 
underrepresentation for each department. 


2. The city immediately meet with the department of 
civil rights to develop a written affirmative action pro- 
gram. 


3. The Mayor review, prior to hire, all middle and 
upper management positions, to ensure that protected 
group members have been considered for policy mak- 
ing positions. 


4. Affirmative action be an integral part of the 
management process, evaluating managers yearly on 
the results of their affirmative action program efforts, 
just as they are evaluated on other management pro- 
cesses such as staffing, budget, overall program per- 
formance, etc. 


5. Where underutilization occurs, a plan of action 
to insure protected group(s) representation in the ap- 
plicant pool is to be developed by personnel and train- 
ing, with the assistance of the affirmative action of- 
ficer and the appropriate department head. 


Language be included in the union contracts that 
were underutilization exists, management will take 
whatever steps are necessary to insure that the appli- 
cant pool will be increased to include protected group 
members. 


7, The personnel and training department and the 
affirmative action officer be involved in the entire 
selection process including: initial establishment of 
position(s), determination of requirements for posi- 
tion(s) or class(es), recruitment, determination of ap- 
plicant qualifications, interviews, and final reviews of 
department heads’ selections. 


8. The personnel and training department, with the 
assistance of the affirmative action officer and depart- 
ment heads, review all testing instruments currently in 
use to determine adverse impact on protected group 
members and take corrective action where necessary. 
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9. The personnel and training department collect 
employment data on handicapper applicants and new 
hires, like the data collected for other protected 
groups, and conduct an internal survey to identify 
handicappers already in the city work force. 


10. The ultimate hiring decision rest with the depart- 
ment heads of his/her designee, except where the job 
category being filled is underutilized. For underutiliz- 
ed job categories, the personnel and training director 
and the affirmative action officer can delay the ap- 
pointment of non-protected group members unitl the 
hiring supervisor can demonstrate, in writing, that a 
good faith effort was made to correct the underutiliza- 
tion. 


11. The personnel and training department maintain 
an applicant tracking system for each vacancy which 
includes: the job description, the posting notice, 
recruitment outreach activities, the name of the per- 
sons who applied, the name of the person who inter- 
viewed, the interview team members, any additional 
equal employment or affirmative action considera- 
tions, and the name of the person selected. 


12. Women be hired and promoted in professional 
and managerial positions in addition to clerical. 


13, The Mayor, on a semi-annual basis, report on 
the status of equal employment opportunity and affir- 
mative action to the city council and the human rela- 
tions board for their respective review and comment. 
This report should include the status of the city’s pro- 
gress on the recommendations made by the citizen’s 
advisory commission on affirmative action. 


14. The human relations board in reviewing and 
commenting on the Mayor’s report, seek the 
assistance of existing city advisory bodies representing 
protected group members. 


15. The Mayor disseminate the city’s affirmative ac- 
tion program with an explanation of its importance to 
all city employees with specific implementation 
strategies. 


16. The City Council take into consideration the 
departments affirmative action progress during the 
budget development process and requests to establish 
new positions. 


17. Merit increases for department heads only be 
approved after the department’s progress towards af- 
firmative action goals and timetables have been 
evaluated and deemed to be in confromance with the 
city’s commitment. 


18. The citizen’s advisory commission on affir- 
mative action meet in four to six weeks with Mayor 
McKane and representatives of Lansing City Council 
to dissuss their respective action plans in response to 
the Commission’s recommendations.

RE: Claim of Kathleen A. Kent in the amount of 
$58.33 


Dear President Belen and 
Members of City Council: 


Claimant has submitted a claim for damage to her 
vehicle that occurred on the July 4th weekend when 
parking at the Ethnic Festival. The claimant parked 
her vehicle as directed southewest of the City Market 
and east of the Grand River in a dirt parking lot. Clai- 
mant’s tire was punctured when it struck a 5” to 8” 
metal stake located near the entrance to the lot. 


Investigation with the Parks Department and Traf- 
fic Department eventually revealed tht several metal 
sign posts of the above height are located in the lot to 
secure several horizontal telephone poles which are us- 
ed as barriers. Neither Department could explain how 
those telephone poles were removed from their loca- 
tion next to the stakes. Further investigation revealed 
that the R.E. Olds Museum sponsored a fire muster at 
that location on July 2, however, spokesman Paul En- 
field stated the telephone poles had been relocated ex- 
posing the stakes prior to the Museum’s use of the lot 
on Saturday. He observed the stakes to be a danger to 
both persons and vehicles but assumed the telephone 
poles had been relocated by the City to accommodate 
increased parking for the festival. 


Even though municipalities are immune from tort 
liability when engaged in the exercise of a governmen- 
tal function, MCLA 691.1407; MSA 3.996(107), the 
current state of the law is unclear and a finding that 
immunity is inapplicable here remains a possibility. In- 
sofar as negligence, a fact finder could fairly conclude 
that City Employees or agents did remove the poles. 
Even so, in Michigan, the Supreme Court has arrived 
at a comparative negligence basis for assessing damage 
and the driver here could likewise be found to be 
negligent for not observing the posts and as such be 
held to absorb a percentage of the damage. 


Based on the above factors, it is the recommenda- 
tion of this office that Council authorize settlement of 
this claim by offering claimant 70% of costs of $40.33.

Adado: OK on page 2, line 2. ‘‘Turner Dodge Man- 
sion premises or may be consumed”, and | would 
scratch the word ‘‘on’’ insert the word ‘‘within the 
Turner Dodge Mansion’? and cross out the word 
premise. That would confine the consumption of beer 
and wine and spirits in the mansion itself, no fenced in 
area. And that would also go for line 27, where ever it 
says ‘‘on’’, you scratch ‘‘on”’ and insert ‘‘within’’ and 
wherever it says premises you cross it out. And then on 
page 3, it would be line 21 and line 22. That’s the first 
one [ would suggest. 


Belen: You’ve heard Mr. Adado’s motion amen- 
ding the ordinance to provide that the sale at the 
Turner Dodge Mansion be within the mansion only. 


Blair: Madame President. 
Belen: Mr. Blair. 


Blair: I would like to speak against the motion or 
against the amendment. The committee has been 
seriously considering this and if we’re going to make 
this step and it seems to be, it’s coming with the 
Mayor’s recommendation, it’s coming with the Park’s 
Board recommendation. And it did come with a 
recommendation of the Friends of Dodge Turner 
when we had dinner up there and months ago. Now 
there was no particular speaking of what kind of 
alcohol where. But just the idea of it. If we’re going to 
do it right, and we’re going to have nice parties up 
there, what we’re trying to look to is wedding recep- 
tions, especially anniversaries and these kinds of 
things for Lansing residents. There’s so much of this, 
the Dodge Mansion is a small building and there’s go- 
ing to be spill over, and there’s going to be less wear 
and tear on that building if some of the activities can 
go on outside within a fenced in, we’re not talking 
about, we’re asking the Parks Department not to put 
up a snow fence area, and have some crummy looking 
area, we’re talking about a nice area. A nice little 
garden area fenced in, protected and not all over the 
park. I think it will help the mansion. 1 think it will 
help, you know, help the City be able to get nice pro- 
grams up there. And, you know, I guess | can’t see any 
harm that it would do if it’s confined to a small area. 
And I think it can, I just can see benefits. So, I guess 
that’s my argument to the amendment. 


Benavides: Madame President. 


Belen: Mrs. Schmidt and then Mr. Benavides. Mr. 
Benavides first and then Mrs. Schmidt. 


Benavides: I was of the understanding that we need- 
ed to pass this in order to comply with certain con- 
tracts or things that were coming up in order for us to 
bid on them. 


Belen: For the Ranney Park. 


Benavides: [It would be for the parks. As we heard 
the people tonight, like Mr. Banchard saying that he 
wished for us to table this and hoped that we would 
deal with the Dodge Mansion separately. So that they 
would have an opportunity and also they were talking 
about that they had problems with, they probably 
could live with the beer and wine, but not necessarily 
with the hard liquor. And 
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McKane: Madame President. Madame President. 
Belen: Mr. Mayor. 


McKane: I would just like to correct one statement 
and that is that it comes with the recommendation of 
the Park Board and the Mayor’s Office. There was a 
recommendation pertaining to this issue from the 
Park Board and the Mayor’s Office. But what you see 
before you goes well beyond that recommendation 
and I don’t know if you want to get into all of that or 
not. But I just wanted to correct that statement, 


Blair: Madame President. 


Belen: I only wanted to say one thing, and I see Mr. 
Finley back there and that’s why I thought I would 
speak before he leaves. I feel the only way that this is 
going to be successful and we can be proud of this 
operation out there is that when the people come to 
rent that facility that you are going to have some real 
stringent rules and regulations that they will be sign- 
ing, when they sign that lease, just like they do at the 
Civic Center. And I thing that’s very important. You 
can have this become a cheap shoddy place or you can 
keep a quality nice place. And that is going to depend 
entirely upon the administration by Mr. Finley’s 
department, by the lease, by the rules and regulations 
that you set up. And I wanted to make that remark at 
this time, because I will vote for it on the strength that 
you tell me now that you are going to be particular in 
how this is operated. 


Finely: Council President Belen: In response to your 
specific comments, we recommended several things. 
The resolution or the ordinance as you have drafted, 
goes beyond some of those. Our recommendation was 
to deal with wine and champagne in the Dodge Man- 
sion. 


Belen: It has to be in your rules and regulations 
though. 


Finley: Wine and champagne in the Dodge Mansion 
under certain controlled conditions. We emphasize the 
importance and agreed with you upon, even very strict 
control over those conditions. Over conditions where 
it is limited to wine and champagne. We feel, I feel 
personally that it will be even more difficult to, by ex- 
panding the concept to include beers and mixed 
drinks, will create more dificulties in the administra- 
tion of that, and outside, will make it more difficult to 
administer that strict control that you are talking 
about. 


Belen: Now are there other questions on Mr. 
Adado’s resolution or amendments that provide that 
the sale will be contained within the mansion. 


Adado: Confined within the mansion at Dodge 
Turner. 


Belen: Mr. Creamer. 


Creamer: Oh, thank you madame President. Lou 
would you feel any different about confining it outside 
the mansion if we just had beer and wine. 


Belen: Wine and champagne. 


Adado: No. And the reason I won’t is that I am 
afraid that if you designate an area outside of the 
Dodge Turner Mansion, then you’ re going to get a re- 
quest to designate an area next to the rose garden at 
Francis Park. I believe there’s a definite distinction 
between and pavilion and the Dodge Turner Mansion, 
so they can’t say, well you allow it at the Dodge 
Turner pavilion, which is a mansion, so why don’t you 
allow us to have it here. So I just think that we’re in- 
fringing on some very, very tight grounds. There are 
many weddings, many receptions that are held at the 
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rose garden and at Francis Park and I just don’t think 
that we want to get that far away from the objective 
that we are looking for. As a matter of fact, my next 
motion is going to cut the word spirits. 


Belen: Mr. Worthington. 


Worthington: I guess [ don’t have any objections to 
cutting the word spirits and I am very amendable to 
that. As you look at this I don’t even see language 
however that would stipulate where you would have 
this closed off area within, outside the Dodge Turner 
Mansion. Or giving the authority to the Parks Depart- 
ment to set that up. 


Belen: Well, all we have right now is Mr. Adado’s 
motion. 


Adado: Madame Chairman, if I may expand to 
answer Mr. Worthington’s question. If you see it says 
Turner Dodge Mansion premises. When you include 
the word premises, that includes the whole yard. And 
when Mr. Blair talked to us, he indicated that he felt 
there should be some type of a fence set up in an area, 
an area set-off by some type of a picket fence that 
would be adjacent to the building, but on one of the 
two sides. And that would be, it would be permissable 
to have the drinks served out there, and I am opposed 
to that. And that’s why I made the changes Mr. Wor- 
thington. 


Belen: And the City Attorney tells me that the Park 
Department can limit the sale in their regulations to 
wine, or wine and champagene or whatever. Mrs. 
Schmidt. Now we still haven’t voted on his you know. 


Schmidt: I would like to add a friendly amendment 
to your deletions. (Unclear). I’d like for us to stamp 
out the word beer. No beer, no beer at the Turner 
Mansion. It’s out of character with that lovely old 
building. And I would like to see champagne and 
wine. No spirits. So would you, 


Benavides: The next friendly amendment would be, 
madame chairman, to strike out ‘‘spirits’’ and leave 
beer and wine. 


Belen: But, why don’t you just let him handle it in 
the Parks Department. Mr. Worthington. 


Worthington: Let me make a friendly amendment. 
Leave beer or wine, cross out ‘‘or spirits’’, may be 
sold and consumed within the Turner Dodge Mansion 
(unclear) provided that all (unclear) as required by the 
Parks Department have been obtained. 


Adado: That confines it. Madame chairman if [ 
read or listen and hear what the friendly amendment 
does, it confines it to the mansion itself nothing out- 
side and it eliminates the spirits and it makes beer, 
wine and champagne as a form of wine. 


Belen: Now you’re not, but when we talk about the 
Turner, let me ask you to clarify something. This is 
only applying to the Turner Dodge Mansion, is that 
correct. Or does this apply to all the other areas too, 
that beer and wine. Spirits are out all over. 


Worthington: Madame President we also then have 
to come down on line eight if I’m reading that and 
strike out the word ‘‘and it’s premises’, OK 


Adado: And where ever it says ‘‘on’’, it would be 
“within” the Dodge Turner Mansion and premises 
would be excluded. 


Worthington: Strike out ‘‘or spirits’’. 


Adado: Yes. 
Worthington: For consumption shall not be 
necessarily . . . etc. 
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Creamer: But beer will still be allowed. 
Adado: Beer and wine. 


Schmidt: Then my understanding madame Chair- 
man is that beer, you’re going to allow for beer to be 
sold at the Dodge Mansion. Is that the way 


Belen: Beer and wine, in the building. 
Schmidt: I won’t vote for it. You’ve lost my vote. 
Creamer: Madame President call the question. 


Belen: The question is on the amendment of Mr. 
Adado. All those in favor or the Clerk will call the 
roll, because Mrs. Schmidt wants to vote against it. 


Lost by the following vote: 
Yeas—Councilman Adado, Belen, Benavides—3. 


Nays—Councilman Blair, Creamer, Lindemann, 
Schmidt, Worthington—5. 


Belen: The amendment has failed. Well then I might 
not vote for the motion, for the ordinance. 


Blair: Madame President. 
Belen: Mr. Blair. 


Blair: I move that we strike out anywhere in the or- 
dinance that it says ‘‘spirits’’, that we take the word 
‘spirits’? anywhere here in the ordinance so that all 
these liquor permits would be only for beer and wine. 


Belen: Mr. Blair make the motion that ‘‘spirits’’ be 
removed from the ordinance. Mr. Benavides. 


Benavides: Is this any place in the premises. 
Belen: So far it is. 


Creamer: Anywhere in the ordinance, spirits will 
not be allowed. 


Belen: All those in favor. 
Adado: That eliminates ‘‘spirits’’. 


Creamer: That eliminates ‘‘spirits’’, just beer and 
wine. 


Belen: All those in favor say ‘‘yes’’. 
Council: Yea. 

Belen: All those opposed. 

Motion carried. 

Blair: Madame President. 


Belen: Mr. Blair. We have adopted an amendment 
to this ordinance which removes the word ‘‘spirits’’ 
from every place in the ordinance. Mr. Blair. 


Blair: Madame President, on page one of the or- 
dinance. I guess it would be kind of line 2614, it’s a, 
the lines are not lined up with the numbers. On line 
26%, it says the license shall be used in conjunction 
with City approved district, state, regional and na- 
tional adult athletic tournaments. I would like move to 
strike the word ‘“‘district,’’ so that it would read ‘‘ap- 
proved state, regional, and national adult athletic 
tournaments.” 


Creamer: But why Jim. 


Belen: Say that again. We should have this in 
writing Mr. Blair. 


Blair: I do, I have it in writing madame President. 
This again would stirke the word ‘‘district’’. She 
wanted me to explain it again. The word again I’d like 
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to have remove is ‘‘district,””. The purpose of the re- 
quest that’s before us is for a national tournament. I 
have no problems with state and national tour- 
Nnaments, regional tournaments. But district tour- 
naments, district means basically, could be the City of 
Lansing. And you know, the purpose was a economic 
tool for bringing in tourists and bringing in groups and 
helping sponsor these large tournaments. The purpose 
was not for district, for our own ball teams to be able 
to have beer and wine at their programs. So I didn’t 
know that that was in there the other day. I didn’t see 
this final draft. And I think that it should be state, 
regional and national. Because that fits the purpose 
and fits the exact request that came to us. 


Belen: You’ve heard the motion that we remove the 
word ‘‘district’’ from this and provide only for the 
regional, state, and national convention. Mrs. 
Schmidt. 


Schmidt: Well if this ordinance is for the purpose of 
promoting and this has been the explanation of pro- 
moting activities within the park that bring in the 
public, I know like the American Legion, the VFW 
and those Veterans organizations they call their 
baseball tournaments, although they are statewide in- 
volved players. They call their state tournaments, 
district tournaments. So, they may want to come into 
Lansing and be sponsored and you've eliminated this 
activity. 


Blair: If it’s a state tournament, [ guess it’s for us, it 
isn’t what they call them, it’s what we call them. I 
guess we’re. Doug is that going to create a problem. If 
we, do you understand the, you’re shaking you’re 
head Steve. Am [ saying something wrong. Did you 
understand what we’re saying. What she’s saying is 
some groups call their statewide tournaments district 
tournaments and what we say approved in here, you 
could have in conjunction with district, state, regional 
and national. We don’t want it for local teams. In 
other words, if just all the local teams in Lansing 
decide they want to have a local tournament .. . 


Finley: Council President Belen, Councilman Blair. 
District as we define it for tournament purposes is 
based on who the sponsoring agency is. If the City of 
Lansing or if a private sponsor wants to put ona tour- 
nament mid-year in one of our facilities, Municipal or 
Ranney, it would not qualify, District meaning that at 
the end of the regular season of play, tournaments 
sponsored by one of the state governing bodies. The 
Michigan Recreation and park Association, the 
Amateur Softball Association would put on a tourna- 
ment. Now it may include Lansing teams as the 
primary teams but it is the sponsoring source that 
determines the district designation as compared to the 
City. 


Blair: So we could leave district in there then. 
Finley: Yes 

Blair; Ok, then I’ll withdraw the amendment.

(a) It shall be unlawful for any person to sell, con- 
sume or possess in an open container alcoholic 
beverages in the public streets, parks or the Turner- 
Dodge Mansion except as provided in this ordinance 
section. 


(b) Beer or wine may be sold for consumption in the 
Riverfront Park if a special license for such sale is ob- 
tained from the Michigan Liquor Control Commis- 
sion and if the city council approves the license ap- 
plication prior to the issuance of the license. Approval 
by the city council shall be obtained only if the license 
is to be utilized in conjunction with a city-approved 
cultural, ethnic or community activity open to the 
public and if the requisites set forth in subsections (e), 
(f) and (g) of this section are met. 


(c) Beer or wine may be sold for consumption at 
Municipal Baseball Field or Ranney Softball field if a 
special license for such sale is obtained from the 
Michigan Liquor Control Commission and if the city 
council approves the license application prior to the is- 
suance of the license. Approval by city council shall be 
obtained only if the license is to be used in conjunction 
with city approved district, state, regional or national 
adult athletic tournaments, and if the requisites set 
forth in subsections (e), (f) and (g) of this section are 
met. 


(d) Beer or wine may be sold for consumption 
within the Turner Dodge Mansion or may be consum- 
ed within the Turner-Dodge Mansion provided that all 
permits as required by the Parks Department have 
been obtained from the Michigan Liquor Control 
Commission and if the requisites set forth in subsec- 
tions (e), (f), if applicable, and (g) are met. Rental fees 
for the Turner-Dodge Mansion shall be set by city 
council resolution. Use of the Turner-Dodge Mansion 
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in conjunction with the sale of beer or wine for con- 
sumption shall not be necessarily limited to public or 
city council approved events but may also include 
private events. 


(e) The city clerk shall provide a form on which the 
applicant shall provide the following information: 


Name and address of the applicant, name of the 
organization if applicable, type of event, date of ap- 
plication, date and time of event planned, purpose of 
the event, estimated number of persons attending, if 
applicable, the name of the insurance company from 
which the necessary public liability policy will be or 
has been obtained, proof that the proper rental fee has 
been paid, if applicable, and the security measures 
which the applicant proposes to utilize. 


Upon the applicant’s payment of the ten ($10.00) 
dollar application fee, the city clerk shall forward the 
completed application form to the City Police and the 
City Parks Department for their review. 


(f) Whenever a special license for the sale of beer or 
wine for consumption in Riverfront Park, Municipal 
Baseball Field, Ranney Softball Field or within the 
Turner-Dodge Mansion is required, the applicant shall 
file with the city clerk proof of a public liability and 
property damage insurance policy insuring such appli- 
cant and naming the City of Lansing as an additional 
insured against any liability imposed on such applicant 
and/or the City of Lansing arising out of the sale of 
beer or wine. Such policy shall provide for no less than 
the payment of up to five hundred thousand dollars 
($500,000.00) in the event of injury to or death of one 
person and for no less than payment of up to five hun- 
dred thousand dollars ($500,000.00) in the event of in- 
jury to or death or more than one person and for the 
payment of no less than one hundred thousand 
dollars ($100,000.00) for property damage. Such 
policy shall have a provision to the effect that the in- 
surance company shall notify the city clerk at least ten 
(10) days prior to the expiration of such policy. 


(g) The applicant shall be solely responsible for pro- 
viding adequate security in the form of adequate per- 
sonnel and fencing as determined by the City Parks 
Department. Approval by the City Parks Department 
of the applicant’s plan for security shall be obtained 
prior to any application being approved or any event 
being scheduled. 


(h) It shall be unlawful for any person or authorized 
agent to sell beer or wine for consumption in River- 
front Park, Municipal Baseball Field or Ranney Soft- 
ball Field in any container other than paper or plastic. 
It shall be unlawful for any person or authorized agent 
to sell or dispense beer or wine for consumption within 
the Turner-Dodge Mansion in any container other 
than paper or plastic unless prior written permission 
has been received from the City Parks Department. 


Section 2. All ordinances or parts of ordinances in- 
consistent with the provisions hereof are hereby 
repealed. 


Section 3. This ordinance shall take effect thirty (30) 
days from its passage unless given immediate effect by 
the City Council. 


Section 4. This ordinance shall expire ten (10) years 
from the date of its adoption.

ORDINANCE NO. 665 


An Ordinance of the City of Lansing, Michigan, 
providing that the Code of Ordinances, City of Lans- 
ing, Michigan, be amended by adding a new Chapter 
to be number 17A and by adding sections numbered 
17A-1 through 17A-10, inclusive, providing for the 
creative of historic districts and a historic district com- 
mission. 


The City of Lansing ordains: 


Section 1. That the Code of Ordinances of the City 
of Lansing, Michigan, be amended by adding a new 
Chapter to be numbered 17A and by adding Sections 
numbered 17A-1] through 17A-10 inclusive, to read as 
follows: 


HISTORIC DISTRICTS AND HISTORIC 
HISTORIC COMMISSION 


Sec. 17A-1 Purpose. 
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The purpose of this ordinance shall be the recogni- 
tion, preservation, and protection of historical and ar- 
chitectural sites, buildings, structures, objects, open 
spaces and features, hereinafter referred to as district 
resources, which are organized into historic districts 
significant to the cultural, social, economic, political 
and architectural heritage of the City of Lansing. Fur- 
ther, the purpose of this ordinance is to stabilize and 
improve property values, preserve neighborhoods, 
strengthen local economy, foster civic beauty and 
pride, and promote the use of historic districts for 
education, pleasure, and welfare of the citizens of this 
city. 


Sec. 17A-2 Definitions. 


(a) “‘Addition”’ shall mean any construction which 
increases the height or floor area of an existing district 
resource or adds to it, (Examples: porch or attached 
garage). 


(b) ‘‘Alteration’’ shall mean construction, replace- 
ment, remodeling within or a district resource 
resulting in exterior change to the structural parts, the 
location of openings, or the location or appearance of 
the district resource but does not increase the overall 
dimensions, 


(c) “‘Certificate of approval’’ shall mean the written 
approval of the Historic District Commission of plans 
for new constructions, addition, alteration, demoli- 
tion, reconstruction, rehabilitation, repair, restora- 
tion, or moving of district resources in designated 
historic districts. 


(d) ‘‘Demolition”’ shall mean the destruction, all or 
in part of a district resource within a designated 
historic district. : 


(e) ‘‘District resource’ shall mean the site, building, 
structure, object, open space, or feature to be found 
individually or in a related group within a historic 
district. : 


(1) A ‘‘site’’ shall mean a district resource that is 
related to important historical events, a prehistoric or 
historic occupation or activity, an institution or 
organization, or an architecxtural district resource 
that is ruined or vanished, where the location itself 
maintains historical value regardless of the value of 
any existing architectural district resources. Examples: 
historic marker, commemorative plaque. 


(2) A ‘‘building’’ shall mean an existing or proposed 
residential commercial, industrial, or institutional 
district resource created to shelter any form of human 
activity. Examples: house, courthouse, jail, barn, 
church, theatre, hospital, office building. 


(3) A ‘‘structure’’ shall mean an existing or propos- 
ed district resource made up of interdependent and in- 
terrelated parts in a definite pattern of organization, 
often reflective of an engineering design. Examples: 
bridge, dam, water tower, bell tower. 


(4) An ‘‘object’’ shall mean a district resource of 
functional, aesthetic, cultural, historical, architec- 
turaal or scientific value that may be, by nature of 
design, movable yet related to a specific setting or en- 
vironment. Examples: Statue, fountain, lighting fix- 
ture, sign, sundial. 


(5) An ‘‘open space”’ shall mean a district resource 
that is undeveloped land, a naturally landscaped area, 
a formal or man-made landscape, or developed open 
space significant as a connective link or buffer bet- 
ween other district resources. Examples: naturally 
landscaped park, formal garden, vacant land, parking 
lot. 


(6) A ‘‘feature’’ shall mean a prominent or distinc- 
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tive aspect, quality, or characteristic of a dewignated 
historic district. Examples: landscaped boulevard, 
brick paving, tree-lined street. 


(f) ‘‘Elevation’’ shall mean a scale drawing of the 
side, front, or rear facades of a given district resource. 


(g) ‘‘Historic’’ shall mean the age of a district 
resource, however, there is no age limit implied by the 
use of ‘‘historic’’. Rather, the term shall apply to any 
district resource that is significant to the overall ap- 
pearance of a historic district and that plays a role in 
the evolutionary growth of a historic district’s 
streetscape. 


(h) ‘*Historic district’? shall mean a geographically 
defined area including a district resource or a group of 
district resources, created by the City of Lansing for 
the purpose of preservation; the City of Lansing may 
establish more than one such historic district and said 
historic district need not be contiguous. Usually, 
district resources within the boundaries of a historic 
district are related by historical or architectural 
significnace, however, a historic district may also con- 
sist of a single district resource unrelated to its sur- 
roundings in historical or architectural significance 
and so designated by this ordinance. 


(i) ‘‘Historic district commission’’ shall mean the 
member body created by the City of Lansing for the 
purpose of execution of this ordinance. 


Gj) ‘‘Historic preservation’’ shall mean the protec- 
tion, rehabilitation, restoration, or reconstruction or 
district resources of historical or architectural 
significance. 


(k) ‘Honorary designation’’ shall mean recognition 
of important historical events, institutions or 
organizations related to district resources where the 
district resources themselves are not necessarily 
historically or architecturally significant. 


(l) ‘‘Landowner’’ shall mean any individual, 
business, association, having legal or equitable title in 
real property. 


(m) ‘‘New construction’’ shall mean planned district 
resources that are to be constructed or placed within a 
designated historic district. Such planned new con- 
struction, because it will have a significant affect on 
the overall appearance of a historic district and 
because it will play a role in the evolutonary growth of 
a historic district’s streetscape, shall be treated as 
“‘historic’’ by the historic district commission the 
same as older, existing district resources. 


(n) ‘‘Preservation standards and guidelines’’ shall 
mean the preservation principles which shall be con- 
sidered by the historic district commission in assessing, 
the appropriateness of activities which will affect 
district resources included in designated historic 
districts. General and nationally accepted preservation 
standards such as the U.S. Secretary of the Interior’s 
“Standards for Rehabilitation’’ will initially be used 
by the commission. However, it will be the duty of the 
commission to develop more specific guidelines within 
the parameters established by the nationally accepted 
preservation standards. 


(0) ‘‘Reconstruction’’ shall mean the process of 
reproducing by new construction the exact form and 
detail of a vanished district resource, or part thereof, 
as it appeared at a specific time. 


(p) ‘‘Rehabilitation’’ shall mean the revitalizaton of 
a district resource through the introduction of modern 
mechanical systems, structural elements, and 
decorative features. Such modern improvements, 
however, shold be sympathetic to the district 
resource’s original style, size, color, and texture and 
should be reversible.

(q) ‘’Repair’’ shall mean the maintenance of or 
return to a state of utility of district resources. 


(r) ‘‘Restoration’’ shall mean the process of ac- 
curately recovering the form and detail of a district 
resource as it appeared at a particular period of time 
by removing later work, replacing missing elements, or 
enhancing original work. 


Sec. 17A-3 Historic Districts; creation; boundaries. 


(a) Historic districts shall be established by or- 
dinance. The historic district commission shall con- 
duct studies and research and make reports on the 
historical and architectural significance of districts, 
sites, buildings, structures, objects, open spaces, and 
features in the City. The Commission’s report shall 
contain recommendations concerning the area to be 
included in the proposed historic district. Copies of 
the report shall be transmitted for review and recom- 
mendations to the City Planning Board, the Michigan 
Historical Commission, the State Historical Add- 
visory Council and to the public upon request. No 
later than sixty (60) days after the transmittal, the 
historic district commission shall hold a public hear- 
ing. Not less than fourteen (14) days prior to the date 
of the public hearing, the owners of all properties to 
be included in the historic district or historic districts 
shall be given written notice of said hearing. Before 
recommending establishment of a historic district as 
defined in Section 17A-2(e) of this ordinance, the 
Commission shall receive a petition signed by at least 
60% of the landowners of properties located within 
the proposed historic district. 


(b) After the hearing, the Commission shall submit 
a final report with its recommendations and those of 
the City Planning Board and a draft of a proposed or- 
dinance to the City Council. 


Sec. 17A-4 Commission created, creation, member- 
ship, terms of office, election of chairperson, meeting. 


(a) The Historic District Commission is hereby 
established. The Commission shall consist of seven (7) 
members whose residence is located within the city. 
They shall be appointed by the Mayor with the con- 
sent of the City Council for terms of office of three 
(3)years, provided that two (2) of the initial members 
shall be appointed for one (1) year, two (2) for two (2) 
years and three (3) for three (3) years as the intial terms 
expire. At least two (2) members shall be appointed 
from a list of citizens submitted by a duly organized 
and existing preservation society or societies, and at 
least one (1) member shall be an architect, duly 
registered in this state if such person resides within the 
City and is available for appointment. Members of the 
Commisson for any cause shall be filled by a person 
appointed by the Mayor with the consent of the City 
Council for the unexpired term. All member of the 
Commission shall serve without compensation. 


(b) The chairperson shall be elected annually by a 
majority vote of the members of the board. The 
Historic District Commission may meet at such times 
as the Commission may determine or as otherwise re- 
quired in subsections of this chapter. The Commission 
shall adopt its own rules of procedure and shall keep a 
record of its proceedings showing the action of the 
Commission and the vote of each member upon each 
question considered. All meetings of the Commission 
shall be open to the public and any person shall be en- 
titled to address the Commission before it reaches a 
decision. The Commission shall keep a record which 
shall be open to the public. The presence of four (4) 
members shall constitute a quorum. In the absence of a 
quorum, any number less than a quorum may recess 
any meeting to a later time.

Sec. 17A-5 Historic district commission, powers 
and duties. 


(a) It shall be the duty of the historic district com- 
mission to review all permits required by City or- 
dinance concerning construction, alteration, repair, 
moving or demolition of the exterior features of a 
district resource along with all accompanying plans 
and information as they pertain to the exterior 
features only. It shall have the power to approve or 
disapprove the permit applications and the plans 
before a permit required by City ordinance for such 
activit can be granted by th Department of Planning 
and Municipal Development. In reviewing the permit 
application and plans, the historic district commission 
shall only given consideration to the following: 


(1) The historical or architectural value and 
significance of the structure or building and its rela- 
tionship to the historic value of the surrounding area; 


(2) The relationship of the exterior architectural 
features of the structure or building to the rest of the 
structure or building and to the surrounding area; 


(3) The general compatibility of exterior design, ar- 
rangement, texture and materials proposed to be used; 
and 


(4) Any other factors including aesthetic which it 
deems pertinent. 


(b) The historic district commission shall recom- 
mend to City Council the establishment and/or dele- 
tion of any historic districts. 


Sec 17A-6. Procedure. 


It shall be the responsibility of the Department of 
Planning and Municipal Development officials in 
reviewing all applications for permits to ascertain 
whether district resources are located in designated 
historic districts and, if so, advise applicants of the re- 
quirements. An application for a permit required by 
City ordinance to construct, alter, repair, move or 
demolish any structure or erect any sign within the 
historic district shall be forwarded to the Commission 
by the Department of Planning and Municipal 
Development with all accompanying plans and infor- 
mation. The Commission shall then hold a public 
hearing upon at least ten (10) days written notice to the 
applicant. 


The applicant or his representative may be heard in 
person or in writing and may present evidence, 
witnesses and argument. Any other person or his 
Tepresentative may be heard before the Commission 
on any matter relevant to the Commission’s decision. 


Approval of applications for a permit required by 
City ordinance shall be evidenced by a certificate of 
approval signed by the chairperson of the Commis- 
sion. Disapproval will be evidenced by a written state- 
ment of findings of fact signed by the concurring 
members which shall be attached to the application 
and returned to the Department of Planning and 
Municipal Development with any suggestions as to 
how the plans might be modified for resubmission and 
approval. Any application not acted upon by the 
Commission within forty five (45) days of receipt by 
the Commission shall constitute approval by the Com- 
mission unless otherwise mutually agreed upon by the 
applicant and Commission and the Department of 
Planning and Municipal Development official shall 
proceed to process the application without regard to 
an attached certificate of approval. 


Sec. 17A-7. Criteria for review and approval of 
demolition, removal of district resource. 


(a) A certificate of approval which will allow for the

removal, demolition, repair or alteration of the ex- 
terior features of a district resource shall be granted by 
the historic district commission if any of the following 
conditions prevail and if in the opinion of the commis- 
sion the proposed removal or demolition will material- 
ly improve or correct these conditions: 


(1) The Department of Planning and Municipal 
Development official determines the district resource 
to be a hazard to public safety or health or to its oc- 
cupants; 


(2) The district resdource is a deterent to a major 
improvement program which will be of substantial 
benefit to the community; 


(3) Retention of the district resource would not be in 
the best interests of the majority of the community; 


(4) Retention of the structure would cause undue 
financial hardship to the owner. 


(b) In case of an application concerning a district 
resource which the commission deems so valuable to 
the City, State or Nation that the loss thereof will 
adversely affect the public purpose of the City, State 
or Nation, the comission shall endeavor to develop 
with the owner an economically feasible plan for 
preservation of the district resource. 


Sec. 17A-8 Yard Variances. 


Due to particular conditions of design and construc- 
tion in historic neighborhoods where structures are 
often built close to the lot lines, and since it is in the 
public interest to retain a neighborhood’s historic ap- 
pearance by making variances will not adversely affect 
neighborhood properties, the commission may recom- 
mend to the Zoning Board of Appeals that such a 
variance to standard yard requirements be made. 


Sec. 17A-9 Grant—Appointment of Agent. 


The historic district commission may accept on 
behalf of the City of Lansing grants from the State or 
Federal government for historic restoration purposes. 
It may accept other public and private gifts for historic 
purposes. Title to any such property shall be vested in 
the City of Lansing and all monies shall be deposited 
with the Lansing City Treasurer. 


Sec. 17A-10 Enforcement, appeal. 


(a) The enforcement of this ordinance shall be the 
responsibility of the Department of Planning and 
Municipal Development. 


(b) Any person or person jointly or severally ag- 
grieved by a decision of the historic district commis- 
sion shall have the same rights as a person aggieved by 
the City’s Zoning Board of appeals decisions. 


(c) Any violation of this ordinance shall be subject 
to the same penalties as prescribed for violations of 
the City Building Code.
